TIDES. 

The  data  for  calculating  the  time  of  high  tide  at  Beaufort  and  Sinithville  were 
obtained  from  the  Keport  of  the  U.  S.  Coast  Survey  for  1857.  Allowing  for 
variations  produced  by  the  wind,  the  time  given  in  the  Almanac  ought  to  be  true 
within  a  few  minutes.  The  greatest  variation  at  Beaufort  is  50  minutes,  at 
Smithville  47  minutes.  Only  one  tide  daily  is  given,  the  next  time  of  high  water 
oiay  easily  be  obtained  by  adding  12  hours  and  24  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  one 
given.

Febroaby. — The  man  born  in  this  month  will  love  money  much,  tout  the 
ladies  more ;  he  will  be  stingy  at  home,  but  prodigal  abroad.  The  lady  will  toe 
a  humane  and  affectionate  wife  and  a  tender  mother. 

The  Fkj. — This,  like  the  grape,  is  one  of  the  oldest  fruits  cultivated.  It 
probably  originated  in  the  garden  of  Eden,  and  is  the  only  fruit  that  has  come 
down  to  us  unimproved,  from  that  prince  and  father  of  horticulturists,  Adam 
himself.  We  find  no  account  of  an  improvement  in  its  culture,  but  figs  sis 
thousand  years  ago  were  probably  the  same  as  figs  of  to-day.  The  fig  is  easily 
propagated  by  cuttings,  layers,  or  dividing  the  roots,  and  will  grow  in  almost 
any  soil ;  but  the  fruit  is  of  superior  flavor  when  grown  on  a  rich,  sandy  loam. 
It  is  liable  to.  be  -u  inter-killed  in  this  section,  and  should  therefore  be  planted 
in  an  open  exposure,  where  it  may  get  all  of  the  cold  to  retard  its  eariy  toud- 
ding.  It  is  rarely  killed  in  the  Avinter,  until  the  sap  has  commenced  rising.  It 
is  well  to  prune  the  bush  so  as  to  form  a  tree,  as  it  is  better  able  to  bear  the 
cold  of  winter.  A  barren  fig  jnay  sometimes  be  made  productive  by  pruning 
the  roots.  When  a  winter  is  very  severe,  a  fig  tree  may  toe  protected  from  the 
cold  by  applying  a  good  coat  of  stable  manure  around  the  roots,  covering  the 
ground  around  the  tree,  about  six  inches  deep.  There  are  many  varieties,  and 
all  have  their  advocates.     The  fig  should  have  more  extensive  culture. 

Wood  ashes  and  common  salt,  wet  with  water,  will  stop  the  crack  of  a  stove, 
and  prevent  the  smoke  from  escaping. 

Green  should  be  the  prevailing  color  of  bedstead  hangings  and  window  drapery.

March. — The  man  born  in  this  mouth  will  be  rather  handsome ;  he  will  be 
honest  and  prudent,  but  he  will  die  poor.

Useful  to  Housekeepers. — The  plant  commonly  known  as  "water pep- 
per" or  "smart  weed,"  which  may  be  found  in  abundance  along  our  ditches, 
roads,  lanes  and  barnyards,  is  an  effectual  and  certain  destroyer  of  the  bed  bug. 
A  strong  decoction  is  made  of  the  herb,  and  the  place  infested  with  the  insect 
washed  well  with  it.  Elderberry  leaves,  laid  upon  the  shelves  of  a  cupboard, 
will  also  drive  away  roaches  and  ants,  while  the  common  house  fly  will  not 
venture  in  smelling  distance  of  them.

April, — The  man  who  has  the  misfortune  to  he  born  in  this  month,  will  be 
subject  to.  maladies.    He  will  travel  to  his  advantage,  for  he  will  marry  a  rich 

heiress,  who  will ,  no  doubt  you  all  understand.    The  lady  of  this  month

Sowing  op  Earlt  Peas.. — Select  a  hed  with  a,  southern  exposure.  Manure 
it,  dig  in  the  manure,  rake  and  make  drills  four  feet  apart,  two  inches  deep, 
sow  your  peas  thickly,  cover  and  press  the  earth  gently  on  them.  You  need  not 
fear  that  the  frost  will  kiU  them  ;  they  are  hardy,  and  will  resist  its  influence. 
We  have  seen  them  four  inches  hU-h  covered  with  snow  without  being  injured. 
To  secure  a  continuous  supply,  it  is  best  to  sow  portions  of  the  bed  at  intervals 
of  ten  or  fourteen  days, 

By  laying  a  piece  of  charcoal  on  a  burn,  the  pain  subsides  immediately.  By 
leaving  the  charcoal  on  one  hour  the  wound  is  healed,  as  has  been  demonstrat- 
ed on  several  ocoasians.  The  remedy  is  cheap  and  simple,  and  certainly  de- 
serves a  trial.

A  cloud  often  thousand  gnats  dance  up  and  down  in  the  sun — the  minutest 
interval  between  them — yet  no  one  knocks  another  headlong  upon  the  grass, 
or  breaks  a  leg  or  wing,  long  and  delicale  as  these  are.  Suddenly — amidst 
your  admiration  of  this  matchless  dance — a  peculiarly  high-shouldered, 
vicious  gnat,  with  long,  pendant  nose,  darts  out  of  the  rising  and  falling  cloud, 
and  settling  on  your  cheeks,  inserts  a  poisonous  sting.  vVhat  possessed  the 
little  wretch  to  do  this  ?

Fried  Potatoes. — How  few  cooks  know  how  to  fry  potatoes.  There  is 
nothing  so  easy  to  get  and  yet  so  palatable  for  breakfast,  with  a  thick,  tender 
beefsteak,  or  a  mutton  chop  frying  from  the  gridiron.  To  fry  raw  potatoes 
properly,  they  should  be  pared,  cut  lengthwise  in  slices  an  eighth  of  an  inch  in 
thickness,  dropped  into  a  pan  over  the  fire,  containing  hot  beef  drippings, 
turned  frequently,  nicely  browned  all  over  but  never  burned.

To  keep  Cabbage  for  winter,  cut  the  heads  off  and  take  away  all  dead  leaves, 
fold  the  loose  leaves  over  the  head  and  place  them  in  a  trench,  dug  deep  enough 
to  keep  them  from  freezing.  Such  as  have  not  headed  will  be  very  tender  and 
white  by  Spring. 

To  make  Cbout,  have  a  churn,  or  tub,  or  very  tight  barrel,  as  it  will  be  sure 
to  spoil  if  the  brine  drips  from  it.  Cut  the  cabbage  very  fine  and  have  a  maul 
and  pound  each  layer  of  cabbage  very  close,  put  a  half  pint  of  salt  to  every 
half  bushel  of  cabbage,  cover  over  all  when  done  with  green  leaves  and  a  plank 
over  the  cabbage  leaves,  to  press  and  keep  down  the  crout,  or  something  heavy 
to  keep  everything  down.  The  brine  must  rise  on  top  and  remain  there,  or  it 
will  spoil  if  it  sinks.  Put  down  a  layer  of  cabbage  well  pounded  and  sprinkle 
each  layer  with  a  little  salt.

A    BILL    TO   BE   ENTITLED   AN   ACT   TO    ESTABLISH   A  SCALE   OF^ 
DEPRECIATION  OF  CONFEDERATE  CURRENCY. 

Whereas,  By  an  ordinance  of  the  Convention,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  de- 
claring what  laws  and  ordinances  are  in  force,  and  for  other  purposes,"  ratified 
on  the  18th  day  of  October,  A.  D.,  1865,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  provide  a  scale  of  depreciation  of  the  Confederate  Currency  from 
the  time  of  its  first  issue  to  the  end  of  the  war;  and  it  is  further  therein  declared 
that  "all  executory  contracts,  solvable  in  money,  whether  under  seal  or  not, 
made  after  the  depreciation  of  said  currency  before  the  1st  of  May,  1865,  and 
unfilled  (except  official  bonds  and  penal  bonds  payable  to  the  State)  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  made  with  the  understanding  that  they  were  solvable  in

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North-  Carolina,  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  by  tfie  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  following  scale  of  depreciation 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted  and  established  as  the  measure  of  value  of 
one  gold  dollar  in  Confederate  currency,  for  each  month,  and  the  fractional  parts 
of  the  month  of  December,  1864,  from  the  1st  clay  of  November,  1861,  to  the  1st 
day  of  May,  1865,  to-wit :

And,  Whereas,  Many  grave  and  difficult  disputes  may  arise  between  executors,

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Revenue  Stamps  may  be  used  indiscriminately  npon  any  of  the  matters  or 
things  enumerated  in  schedule  B,  except  proprietary  and  playing  card  stamps, 
for  which  a  special  use  has  been  provided. 

Postage  stamps  cannot  be  used  in  payment  of  the  duty  chargeable  on  instru- 
ments. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  maker  of  an  instrument  to  affix  and  cancel  the  stamp 
thereon.  If  he  neglects  to  do  so,  the  party  for  -whom  it  is  made,  may  stamp  it 
before  it  is  used;  and  if  used  after  the  30th  of  July,  1864,  and  used  without  a 
stamp,  it  cannot  afterwards  be  effectually  stamped.  Any  failure  upon  the  part 
of  the  maker  of  an  instrument  to  appropriately  stamp  it,  renders  him  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Suits  are  commenced  in  many  States  by  other  process  than  writ,  viz :  Sum- 
mons, warrants,  publication,  petition,  &c,  in  which  case  these,  as  the  original 
process,  severally  require  stamps. 

Writs  of  scire  facias  are  subject  to  stamp  duty  as  original  processes. 

The  jurat  of  an  affidavit,  taken  before  a  justice  of  the  Peace,  Notary  Public, 
or  other  officer  duly  authorized  to  take  affidavits,  is  held  to  be  a  certificate,  and 
is  subject  to  a  stamp  duty  of  five  cents,  except  when  taken  in  suits  of  legal  pro- 
ceedings. 

Certificates  of  loan  in  which  there  shall  appear  any  printed  or  written  evidence 
of  an  amount  of  money  to  be  paid  on  demand  or  at  any  time  designated,  are 
subject  to  stamp  duty  as  Promisory  Notes. 

The  assignment  of  a  mortgage  is  subject  to  the  same  duty  as  that  imposed 
upon  the  original  instrument;  that  is  to  say  for  every  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  any  fractional  part  thereof,  of  the  amount  secured  by  the  mortgage, 
at  the  time  of  its  assignment  there  must  be  affixed  a  stamp  or  stamps,  denoting 
a  duty  of  five  cents. 

When  two  or  more  persons  join  in  the  execution  of  an  instrument,  the  stamps 
to  which  this  instrument  is  liable  under  the  law,  may  be  affixed  and  cancelled  by 
one  of  the  parties. 

In  conveyances  of  real  estate,  the  law  provides  that  the  stamp  affixed  must 
answer  to  the  value  of  the  estate  on  interest  conveyed. 

No  stamp  is  required  on  any  warrant  of  attorney  accompanying  a  bond  or  note, 
when  such  bond  or  note  has  affixed  thereto  the  stamp  or  stamps  denoting  the 
duty  required,  and  whenever  any  bond  or  note  is  secured  by  mortgage,  but  one 
stamp  duty  is  required  on  such  papers,  such  stamp  duty  being  the  highest  rates 
required  for  such  instruments,  or  either  of  them.  In  such  a  case  a  note  or 
memorandum  of  the  value  or  denomination  of  the  stamp  affixed  should  be  made 
upon  the  margin  or  in  the  acknowledgment  of  the  instrument  which  is  not 
stamped.

Fixed   Facts  in  Agrienltnrc. 

1.  All  lands  on  which  clover,  or  the  grasses  are  grown,  must  either  hare  lime 
in  them  naturally,  or  that  mineral  must  be  artificially  supplied.  It  matters  but 
little  whether  it  be  supplied  in  the  form  of  stone  lime,  oyster  lime  or  marl. 

2.  All  permanent  use  of  lands  must  look  to  lime  as  the  basis. 

3.  Lands  which  have  heen  long  in  culture  will  be  benefitted  by  applications  of 
phosphate  of  lime,  and  it  is  unimportant  whether  the  deficiency  be  supplied  iu 
the  form  of  bone  dust,  guano,  native  phosphate  of  lime,  compost  of  fish,,  ashes 
or  in  that  of  oyster  shell  lime  or  marl. 

4.  No  lands  can  be  preserved  in  a  high  state  of  fertility,  unless  clover  anil  the 
grasses  are  cultivated  in  the  course  of  rotation. 

5.  Mold  is  indispensable  in  every  soil — and  a  healthy  supply  can  alone  be  pre- 
served through  the  cultivation  of  clover,  and  the  grass,  the  turning  in  the  green 
crops,  or  by  the  application  of  composts  rich  in  the  elements  of  mould. 

6.  All  highly  concentrated  animal  manures  are  increased  in  value,  and  so  their 
benefits  prolonged,  by  admixture  with  plaster,  salt  or  pulverized  charcoal. 

7.  Deep  plowing  greatly  improves  the  productive  powers  of  every  variety  of 
soil  that  is  not  wet. 

8.  Sub-soiling  sound  land,  that  is,  land  that  is  not  wet,  is  eminently  conductive 
to  increased  production. 

9.  All  wet  lands  should  be  drained. 

10.  All  grain  crops  should  be  harvested  before  the  grain  is  thoroughly  ripe. 

11.  Clover,  as  well  as  the  grasses,  intended  for  hay,  should  be  mowed  when  in 
bloom. 

12.  Sandy  lands  can  be  most  effectually  improved  by  clay.  When  such  lands 
require  liming,  or  marling,  the  lime  of  marl  is  most  beneficially  applied  when 
made  into  compost  with  clay.  In  slacking  lime,  salt  brine  is  better  than 
water. 

13.  The  dropping,  or  grinding  of  grain,  to  be  fed  to  stock,  operates  as  a  saving 
of  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent. 

14.  Draining  of  wet  lands  and  marshes  adds  to  their  value,  by  making  them 

Eroduce  more,  and  better  crops — by  producing  them  earlier — aud  improving  the 
ealth  of  neighborhoods. 

15.  To  manure  or  lime  wet  lands,  is  to  throw  manure,  lime  and  labor  away. 

16.  Shallow  plowing  operates  to  impoverish  the  soil,  while  it  decreases  pro- 
duction. 

17.  By  stabling  and  shedding  stock  through  the  winter,  a  saving  of  one-fourth 
of  the  food  may  be  effected — that  is,  one-fourth  less  food  will  answer,  than  when 
such  stock  may  be  expected  to  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather. 

18.  A  bushel  of  plaster,  per  acre,  sown  broad-cast  over,  will  add  one  hundred 
per  cent,  to  its  produce. 

19.  Periodical  applications  of  ashes  tend  to  keep  up  the  integrity  of  soils,  by 
supplying  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  organic  substance. 

20.  Thorough  preparation  of  land  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  successful  and 
luxurious  growth  of  crops. 

.21.  Abundant  crops  cannot  be  grown  for  a  succession  of  years,  unless  care  be 
taken  to  provide  and  apply  an  equivalent  for  the  substance  carried  off  the  land 
in  the  produce  grown  thereon. 

22.  To  preserve  meadows  in  their  productiveness,  it  is  necessary  to  harrow 
them  every  second  autumn,  apply  topdressing,  and  roll  them  up. 


Parson  Green  is  sometimes  in  the  habit  of  drawing  upon  a  barrel  of  sermons 
bequeathed  him  by  his  father,  who  was  also  a  minister  of  the  gospel.  Upon  one 
occasion  he  got  hold  of  a  sermon,  by  mistake,  which  the  old  gentleman  had  once 
preached  to  the  State  Prison  convicts.  It  opened  well  and  the  congregation 
were  becoming  deeply  interested,  when  all  at  once  the  parson  surprised  them 
with  the  information,  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  clemency  of  the  Governor, 
every  one  of  them  would  have  been  hanged  a  long  time  ago ! 


Disinfectant. — The  papers  are  every  where  urging  the  free  use  of  Copperas 
as  a  disinfecting  agent.  It  is  a  cheap  article,  costing  only  a  few  cents  per  pound, 
and  can  be  found  at  the  druggists  and  many  of  the  larger  grocery  stores.  A 
couple  of  pounds  may  be  dissolved  in  ten  quarts  of  hot  water,  and  the  solution 
poured  into  sinks,  gutters,  cess-pools,  and  all  other  filthy  places,  with  good 
effect.

Professor  Blot,  on  Coffee. 

Professor  Blot,  in  a  recent  lecture  at  Boston,  treated  of  making  coffee.  He 
said : 

"The  best  mixture  of  coffee  would  be  in  these  proportions:  one  pound  of 
Java,  two  ounces  of  Mocha,  two  ounces  of  Rio  and  two  of  Martinique.  Roasted 
coffee  must  be  kept  in  a  tin  box,  and  ground  freshly  every  day.  It  is  extremely 
difficult  to  find  good  coffee,  and  it  really  seems  as  if  merchants  conspired  to 
make  it  as  bad  as  possible.  Monsieur  Blot  gave  a  few  secrets  of  the  trade,  such 
as  watering  the  coffee  while  roasting,  that  it  may  not  loose  weight,  as  it 
diminishes  about  sixteen  per  cent,  during  this  operation.  Useful  hints  in  regard 
to  selecting  and  roasting  were  given.  Coffee  must  never  boil ;  by  so  doing  it 
does  not  gain  in  strength,  but  loses  the  delicate  aroma.  The  Professor  used  four 
tablespoonsful  of  Java  and  one  of  Mocha  to  a  quart  of  water.  The  water  was 
boiled  and  the  coffee  was  moistened  with  the  boiling  water ;  at  the  second  boiling 
of  the  water  it  was  again  poured  upon  the  coffee  ;  it  was  allowed  to  settle  a  few 
moments,  and  it  was  done.  The  result  was  a  liquid  as  clear  as  spring  water. 
Rye  cofl'ce  must  seldom  be  employed.  When  coffee  cannot  be  obtained,  a  veiy 
good  substitute  can  be  found  in  wheat;  pound,  and  roast  and  prepare  like 
coffee." 


Orchards. — Let  us  enjoin  it  upon  the  owner  of  a  farm  upon  which  there  is  no 
orchard,  to  make  arrangements  to  have  one  set  out  the  coming  Spring,  or  next 
Fall,  as  the  condition  of  a  farm,  without  good  fruit,  is  almost  as  bad  as  a  farmer 
without  a  wile.  As  orchards,  when  properly  planted  and  cultivated,  are  destined 
to  last  a  life  time,  great  pains  should  lie  taken  in  the  selection  of  the  kinds  of 
fruit — none  but  the  best  should  be  planted,  and  those  obtained  from  a  nursery- 
man of  reputation.

The  Zodiac  is  a  portion  of  the  heavens,  about  16  degrees  wide,  lying 
equally  on  each  side  of  the  sun's  apparent  path.  This  is  divided  into 
twelve  equal  parts,  called  signs;  the  moon  always  appears  to  he  among 
the  stars  of  some  one  of  these  signs  and  passes  through  one  sign  in  about 
two  days.  On  the  24th  of  Januai  y  (he  moon  is  south  a  little  after  9  o'clock 
p.  m.,  and  will  then  be  in  Taurus,  not  very  far  from  the  Seven  Stars. 

It  is  supposed,  by  Astrologers,  that  when  the  moon  is  in  a  sign,  the 
part  of  the  body  placed  against  that  sign  in  the  above  figure,  is  more 
easily  and  more  powerfully  effected  than  any  other;  that  vitality  is  more 
vigorous  there,  and  that  any  injury  to  that  part  is  remedied  with 
greater  difficulty. 


TIME. 

The  calculations  are  in  mean  solar  or  clock  t'me.  Tin's  is  the  tim« 
indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch.  Sun  time  doesjjnot  acree 
with  this  except  on  four  days  in  the  year.  To  obtain  sun  time,  add  the 
minutes  when  marked  fast,  and  subtract  them  when  marked  slow  in  the 
column  headed  sun  fust  or  sun  slow.

During 
November  three  of  these  planets  will  appear  very  beautiful. 


TIDES.

12  hours,  23  minutes  to  the  time  of  any  high  tide.  The  height  of  the 
tide  should  be  added  to  the  depth  of  mean  low  water  to  find  the  amount 
tat  any  high  tide.  Beaufort  has  a  variation  of  50  minutes;  Smithville  38 
iniirmtes.  It  is  high  tide  at  Wilminglcm  2  hours,  13  minutes  after  Smith- 
ville. with  a  variation  of  1  hour.

I.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  January  27,  visible  at  Raleigh. 
Beginning  27th  dav,  6th  hour,  3rd  minute,  28th  second,  p.  m. 
Middle,  8  23  52 

End,  10  44  10 

Magnitude  of  Eclipse — 458,  the  diameter  of  Moon  being  1,000. 

II.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  February  11th,  at  5  o'clock.  40 
minutes,  a.  m.,  invisible  at  Raleigh.  This  interesting  Eclipse  will  be 
visible  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  Antarctic  Oceans,  the  Annular  phase 
touching  Cape  Horn,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  Madagascar. 

III.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  July  23 J,  at  6  o'clock,  5  minutes, 
a.  m.,  invisible  at  Raleigh. 

IV.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  August  7th,  visible  and  total  at 
Raleigh.  The  central  line  is  south  of  Raleigh,  and  as  the  central  phase 
is  late  in  the  evening,  the  condition  of  the  air  may  interfere  with  its 
appearing  completely  total  at  Kaleigh.

— The  culture  of  the  Carrot  for  stock  feeding  is  assuming 
large  proportions;  and  the  question  is  asked  us  nearly  every  day  in  the 
sowing  season,  which  is  the  best'?  Which  shall  I  plant!  It  is  more  con- 
venient to  answer  a  thousand  in  print,  than  one  by  word  of  mouth,  and  we 
beg  to  say  to  all  who  may  desire  information  on  the  subject,  our  opinion  is, 
there  is  really  but  two  sorts  to  choose  between — the  Long  Orange,  and  the 
Belgian  Orange.  The  former  we  have  always  heretofore  contended  was  the 
most  to  be  desired.  Its  deep  rich  color  imparting  a  pleasing  tinge  to  the 
butter,  and  its  productiveness  altogether  satisfactory. 

Of  late,  however,  we  have  been  somewhat  undecided  in  opinion  between 
it  and  the  Belgian  Orange,  which  certainly  is  of  more  robust  habit,  making 
a  larger  per  yield  per  acre,  whilst  the  color  may  be  sufficiently  deep  for 
practical  purposes.  The  past  season  we  cultivated  the  Belgian  Orange  for 
our  own  feeding  cows,  and  other  stock,  with  tie  most  satisfactory  results, 
and  so  well  pleased  are  we,  we  proposed  to  extend  its  culture  the  present 
year.

EXPLANATIONS. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  Solar  or  clock  time. 
This  is  the  time  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  watch  or  clock,  and  does 
not  correspond  with  the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  during  the 
year.  Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian 
at  12  o'clock. 

No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  sun;  if  set  with  it  at  noon,  January 
2nd,  it  would  seem  to  be  too  fast  by  one  minute  January  3rd,  at  noon. 

These  calculations  are  adapted  to  Apparent  time  by  using  the  minutes 
in  the  column,  marked,  "  Sun  slou)"  or  "  Sun  fast ;"  add  them  when  fatt, 
subtract  them  when  slow. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 
It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun  are 
always  equal  to  twelve  hours.     The  times  herein  given  are  true  to  the 
nearest  minute.

MORNING  AND   EVENING  STARS. 

The  visible  planets  are  called  morning  and  evening  stars,  when  they  rise, 
or  set  within  three  hours  of  the  sun' 

Morning  Stars. — Venus  from  February  23,  until  December  8  ;  Mars 
from  March  14,  until  September  6;  Jupiter,  from  May  24,  until  July  19; 
Saturn  until   January  26,  and  from  December  22. 

Evening  Stars. — Venus,  until  February  22,  arid  from  December  8 ; 
Mars,  until  March  14 ;  Jupiter,  from  March  24,  until  May  24 ;  Saturn 
from  November  5,  until  December  22. 

BRIGHTEST  APPEARANCE  OF  PLANETS 

Mercury,  March  3,  July  1,  Oct.  22,  will  be  visible  in  the  east  a  short 
time  before  the  sun  rises  ;  it  will  also  be  visible  in  the  evening  Jan.  15, 
May  8,  Sept.  4,  and  Dec:  29.  Venus,  Jan.  17  and  March  30.  Jupiter, 
Dec.  13.     Saturn,  June  16.

TIDES. 

The  time  of  one  High  Tide  daily  is  given  for  Beaufort^'and  Smithville ; 
the  next  can  be  found  very  nearly  by  adding  12  hours  and  26  minutes  to 
the  time  of  the  last.  The  time  of  high  tide  at  Wilmington  can  be  found 
by  adding  1  hour  and  47  min  utes  to  the  time  at  Smithville. 

TO  FIND  THE  LENGTH  OF  DAY  OR  NIGHT. 

To  find  the  length  of  the  day  or  night  add  twelve  hours  to  the  time  of 
risiDg,  and  subtract  the  time  of  setting,  for  the  day  ;  subtract  the  time 
of  setting  from  12  hours,  and  to  the  remainder  add  the  time  of  the  next 
rising  for  the  night. 

ECLIPSES. 
There  will  be   six  Eclipses  in   the  year  1870  ;  four  of  the  sun  and  two 
of  the  Moon. 

I.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  January  17,  invisible  east  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi River,  generally  visible  west  of  that  river.  At  San  Francisco,  it 
is  total  at  5  hours  47  minutes  A.  M.;  at  Great  Salt  Lake  it  is  total  at  6 
hours  28  minutes  A.  M.  The  Eclipse  begins  on  earth  at  6  hours  41  min- 
utes A.  M.  and  ends  at  12  hours  22  minutes  P.  M. 

II.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  J«n.  31,  invisible  in  the  United 
States,  visible  at  the  South  Pole. 

III.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  June  28,  invisible  in  the  United  States 
visible  in  Australia  and  the  South  Pacific  Ocean. 

IV.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Jnly  12,  invisible  in  the  United  States. 

V.  A  Partial  Eclipseof  the  Sun,  July  28,  invisible  in  the  United  States. 

VI.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Dec.  22,  invisible  in  the  United  States; 
visible  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  Great  Britain,  Northern  Europe  and  South- 
ern Asia.

THROUGH  ALL  THE  LUNATIONS  OF  EACH  YEAR. 

This  Table,  and  the  accompanying  remarks,  are  the  result  of  many 
years'  actual  observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consid- 
eration of  the  attraction  of  the  Sun  and  Moon  in  their  several  positions 
respecting  the  Earth  ;  and  will,  by  simple  inspection,  show  the  observer 
what  kind  of  weather  will  most  probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  moon 
into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so  near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  found 
to  fail.

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January. — Permit  us  to  salute  you  with  the  compliments  of  the  season 
and  to  wish  that  you  may  enjoy  every  blessing  that  health,  happiness  and 
prosperity  can  secure ;  that  you  may  live  to  participate  in  the  joyous  fes- 
tivities of  many  a  happy  New  Year — that  your  crops  may  be  bounteous 
and  their  prices  remunerative.  To  the  fanner,  especially,  it  is  important 
to  look  upon  the  past  and  profit  by  the  experience  it  affords.  The  hus- 
bandman who  will  not  do  this  will  make  slow  progress  in  his  honorable 
calling — he  will  be  ever  behind  at  seed  time  and  harvest — whilst  he  who 
conducts  his  business  with  order  and  system,  is  never  in  a  bustle — each 
duty  of  the  farm  is  discharged  at  the  proper  time  and  in  the  best  manner. 

Such  a  man  never  sits  down  and  bemoans  his  "  bad  luck,"  but  if  a  crop 
fails,  sharpens  his  plow,  "picks  the  flint,"  and  tries  again  ;  confident  of 
success  in  the  end.  In  the  garden  but  little  work  can  be  done  this  mouth, 
except  to  clip  hedges,  collect  manure,  make  compost,  break  up  the  ground 
deep,  top-dress  asparagus  beds  and  other  little  jobs  which  lessen  the  labor 
at  a  more  active  season. 

This  month  received  the  name  of  January  from   the   ancient  Romans. 
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It  was  adopted  and  retained  by  the  early  Christians,  and  has  ever  since 
been  computed  as  the  first  month  of  the  year  in  all  the  calendars  and  al- 
manacs of  Christendom.  It  was  not  originally  in  the  calendar  of  Romu- 
lus, but  introduced  into  it  by  Numa  Pompilius,  in  the  place  which  had 
previously  been  assigned  to  March.  It  was  so  called  from  a  double-faced 
deity,  called  Janus,  who  was  presumed  to  look  both  into  the  old  and 
new  year,  and  in  this  month  a  great  festival  was  held  in  his  honor.  At 
this  period  the  Romans  laid  aside  all  old  grudges.  Clients  and  freerlmen 
sent  presents  to  their  patrons,  slaves  to  their  masters,  and  friends  and  ac- 
quantances  to  each  other;  whence  the  custom  of  New  Year's  Gifts,  still 
retained  among  us,  was  originally  derived. 

Among  our  Saxon  ancestors  the  month  of  January  was  called  Giulu 
aftera,  which  signified  the  second  Goul,  Giul,  or  Yule  ;  or,  as  we  should 
say,  the  Second  Christmas,  on  account  of  the  month  commencing  during 
the  joyous  season  of  Christmas  festivity,  which,  as  Sir  Roger  de  Coverly 
good-naturedly  observed,  could  not  have  been  contrived  to  take  place  at 
a  happier  period.

Diseases  of  Horses. — For  the  cure  of  ring-bone,  poll-evil  or  fistula, 
apply,  when  first  noticed,  one  ounce  of  oil  of  spike,  one  ounce  of  oil  of 
stone,  and  one  pint  spirits  of  turpentine,  mix,  and  with  as  much  gum  of 
camphor  as  it  will  dissolve.  The  hair  ought  to  be  cut  off  close,  and  ap- 
ply every  other  day  for  a  week  at  a  time.  If  poll-evil  is  running  or  dis- 
charging, probe  the  tubes  with  verdigris  and  spirits  of  turpentine. 

For  cholic,  half  an  ounce  spirits  of  turpentine  rinsed  down  with  water  ; 
or,  a  half  pint  of  baking  soda,  as  much  salts  dissolved  together,  and  pour 
into  the  animal. 

For  botts,  one  quart  of  sweet  milk,  and  one  pint  of  molasses  mixed, 
and  in  an  hour  afterwai  ds  one  pint  of  strong  tobacco  juice,  and  afterwards 
a  good  physic  of  salts  or  aloes. 

A  pompous  individual  walked  up  to  the  bar  of  a  sea-side  hotel,  and 
with  considerable  flourish,  signed  the  book,  and  exclaimed  :

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February. — It  is  generally  known  that  Numu  Pompilius  altered  the 
Roman  calandar,  by  adding  two  months  (January  and  February)  to  the 
year,  and  also,  tbat  he  assigned  twenty-nine  days  to  the  latter.  Julius 
Cassar  did  not  make  any  alteration  in  the  calandar  of  Numa,  but  Augus- 
tus Caesar  subtracted  one  day  from  February  and  added  it  to  his  own 
month  of  August.  Every  fourth  year  an  additional  or  twenty-ninth  day 
was  intercalated  between  the  twenty-third  and  twenty-fourth  of  this  month, 
and  was  unnoticed  ;  but  now  the  intercalated  day  occurs  every  fourth, 
or  leap  year,  and  is  placed  after  the  twenty-eighth  ;  it  is  therefore  the  29th, 
or  last  day  of  February.  Every  leap-year  is  readily  discovered  by  divi- 
ding the  year  by  four  •  and  if  there  is  no  remainder,  as  in  1852,  then  Feb- 
ruary contains  twenty-nine  days  ;  but  if  there  is  a  remainder,  as  in  1854, 
the  month  only  contains  twenty-eight  days. 

With  the  advent  of  February  the  time  for  active  labor  has  also  arrived. 
During  this  month  much  is  to  be  done  in  seeding  for  early  vegetables, 
transplanting  fruit-trees,  shrubbery,  &c. 

The  14th  of  February— St.  Valentine's  Day— has  been  the  time  in  East- 
ern Carolina  for  "  sowing  the  garden"  and  sending  Valentine — "time 
whereof  the  memory  of  this  man  runneth  not  to  the  contrary  "—and  as  it 
has  resulted  in  the  production  of  a  great  many  early  peas,   cabbage  and 


other  vegetables,  and  perhaps  some  few  marriages — and  is  a  custom  of 
such  long  standing,  is  hard  to  break  down,  indeed  can't  be  legally  pro- 
hibited without  express  statute,  it  will  probably  so  continue  as  long  as 
the  good  old  14th  continues  to  make  its  appearance  without  the  accom- 
paniment of  hard  freeze,  cold  rain,  or  snow.     So  mote  it  be.

There  iz  sweet  milk,  sour  milk,  skim  milk,  butter  milk,  cow  milk,  and 
the  milk  ov  human  kindness,  but  the  mostest  best  milk  iz  the  milk  that 
hazzent  the  most  water  in  it.     Butter  milk  izzent  the  best  for  butter. 

Milk  iz  spontaneous,  and  has  done  more  to  encourage  the  growth  of 
human  folks  than  any  other  likwid. 

Milk  iz  lacteal,  it  iz  awlso  acquatic,  while  under  the  patronage  of  milk 
venders. 

Milk  iz  misterious.     Kokernut  milk  has  never  been  solved  yet. 

Milk  iz  awlso  another  name  for  human  kindness. 

Milk  and  bread  iz  a  pleasant  mixtur. 

Sometimes  if  milk  iz  allowed  to  stand  too  long,  a  scum  rises  to  the  sur- 
face, which  is  apt  to  skare  folks  that  live  in  cities,  but  it  duzzent  foller 
that  milk  is  nasty.  That  iz  called  kreme  by  folks  who  inhabit  the  kun- 
try. 

Kreme  iz  the  parent  ov  butter,  and  butter  iz  40  cents  per  pound. 

The  most  kommon  milk  in  use,  without  doubt,  iz  skim  milk  ;  skim  milk 
iz  maid  by  skimming  the  milk,  which  iz  konsidered  a  sharp  practiss. 

Hogs  Want  Sulphur. — Whether  hogs  require  sulphur  as  an  essential 
to  their  health,  or  whether  it  is  sought  by  them  as  a  condiment,  may  not 
he  known  for  certainty.  But  one  thing  is  sure,  they  devour  it  with  greed 
whenever  it  is  to  be  found.  It  is  for  this  purpose,  probably  that  they  eat 
large  quantities  of  soft  coal,  which  contains  a  large  amount  of  sulphur. 
Perhaps  this  is  the  most  economical  method  of  supplying  hogs  with  sul- 
phur during  the  winter,  when  they  require  a  good  deal  of  carbon.  But 
in  the  summer  it  is  better  feed  to  it  to  them  in  substances  which  contain 
less  carbon,  on  account  of  their  producing  less  heat.  Mustard  is  one  of 
the  best  things  for  this  purpose,  and  on  that  account  some  of  it  should  be 
sown  in  every  pasture  into  which  hogs  are  turned.  If  hogs  are  kept  up, 
or  are  in  small  yards,  it  is  well  to  supply  them  with  the  wild  mustard  that 
grows  in  the  field  or  highways  or  to  cultivate  some  of  the  better  varieties 
for  them.     They  will  eat  its  leaves,  flowers,  seeds  and  stalks. 

A  good  story  is  told  of  a  German  shoemaker  who,  having  made  a  pair 
of  boots  for  a  gentleman  of  whose  financial  integrity  he  had  considerable 
doubt,  made  the  following  reply  to  him  when  he  called  for  tne  articles  : 
"  Der  poots  ish  not  quite  done,  but  der  beel  ish  made  out  !"

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Makch. — This  month  was  named  by  Romulus,   in  honor  of  his   sup- 

posed father — Mars,  the  heathen  God  of  War.     Until  January  and  Febru- 

ary were  added  to  the  calendar,  the  Romans  made  it  the   first  month   of 

the  year,  and  it  was  not  even  reckoned  as  the  third  month  by  the  English 

until  1752. 

There  are  some  proverbs  relating  to  the  month  which  are  based  upon 

its  character.     Thus  it  is  sometimes  said  that  "  a  bushel  of  March  dust  is 

worth  a  king's  ransom;"  and  "  a  dry  March  never  begs  its  bread."  Both 

these  proverbs  signify  that  a  dry  March  is  favorable  to   the   agriculturist 

and  gardener  ;  and  this  is  borne  out  by  another  proverb,  which  says  that 

"  March  grass  never  did  good  ;"  hence,  we  infer  that  a  wet  March,  which 

would  be  necessary  for  the  grass  to  grow  so  early,  is   prejudiced  to   the 

farmer  and  florist. 

The  way  to  live  happy  is  to  mind  your  own  business  and  let  others  mind 

theirs. 

The  woman  question — Is  he  rich  ? 
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Market  Gardening  or  Truck  Farming. — With  the  market  gardener 
activity  and  energy  is  an  essential  quality.  He  must  school  himself  to 
bear  the  result  of  an  untimely  frost  without  repining  :  he  must  plant  early 
and  take  the  chance  for  success.  If  he  fails  one  spring  that  is  no  reason 
that  he  will  fail  the  next,  for  then  the  frost  may  not  come,  and  all  desira- 
ble seasons  may.  It  is  certainly  a  profitable  business  in  our  State  on  the 
lines  of  our  Eailroads  when  the  products  can  be  readily  shipped  to  the 
Northern  market.  Each  year  the  field  of  culture  grows  larger  and  as- 
sumes more  importance,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt,  in  localities  adapted 
to  the  object,  no  more  profitable  pursuit  need  be  sought. 

The  demand  in  the  large  Northern  Cities  for  early  vegetables  and  fruits 
before  those  of  their  section  are  ready,  cannot  easily  be  filled;  and  though 
many  embark  in  the  enterprise  the  market  will  still  be  uusupplied. 
700.000  people  in  New  York,  nearly  an  equal  number  in  Philadelphia, 
with  Boston,  Baltimore  and  many  other  populous  cities  and  sections  with- 
in access  by  steam,  present  opportunity  for  the  disposal  of  the  garden 
products  of  the  South,  at  highly  renumerative  prices  ;  thousands  of  bar- 
rells  of  Potatoes  are  brought  over  from  Bermuda.  Why  should  they  not, 
come  from  North  Carolina  and  other  Southern  States  to  pay  for  North- 
ern product  which  we  have  to  use,  and  keep  our  Green-backs  to  im- 
prove our  homes "?     An  interchange  of  mutual  benefit  for  mutual  good. 

Many  of  our  people  are  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  Truck  Farming  will 
pay,  richly,  quickly  and  largely  and  are  going  into  it,  some  of  them,  on  a 
large  scale.  The  example  is  well  worthy  of  emulation  by  a  great  many 
others.  Let  us  do  something  at  which  we  can  make  money,  when  it  is  just 
as  easily  done  as  other  things  at  which  we  have  to  work  quite  as  much  to 
only  make  a  living. 

Abuse  of  Animals. — Why  is  it  that  so  many  farmers  are  so  cruel  to- 
ward their  animals  1  Some  who  are  kind  to  their  families  seem  to  think 
it  would  be  undignified  in  them  to  treat  their  stock  with  any  degree  of 
kindness.  They  scold  and  v?hip  their  horses  for  the  most  trivial  faults, 
and  kick  and  beat  their  cows,  calves,  hogs  and  sheep,  apparently  for  the 
mere  gratification  of  a  tyrannical  disposition.  The  practice  cannot  be  too 
strongly  condemned.  It  is  not  only  wicked,  but  it  is  unprofitable.  Ani- 
mals that  are  kept  in  constant  fear  of  their  owner,  so  much  so  that  they 
always  run  at  his  approach,  cannot  grow  or  thrive  as  well  as  those  that 
are  more  humanely  treated.

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April. — Since  the  time  of  Nurna  Pompilius,  this  month  has  retained 
the  same  place  in  the  calendar  that  it  does  now.  Romulus  assigned  thirty 
days  to  the  month,  but  Numa  reduced  it  to  twenty-nine.  Julius  Caesar, 
however,  restored  it  to  its  original  length,  which  has  not  been  altered  since. 
The  name  of  the  mouth  is  derived  from  the  Latin  word  Aperio  (to  open,) 
and  was  no  doubt  bestowed  in  allusion  to  the  season,  for  the  earth  opens  her 
bosom  and  sends  forth  her  riches,  and  the  young  buds  open  under  the  influ- 
ence of  April  showers. 

There  are  several  remarkable  days  belonging  to  this  month.  The  first 
day  is  called  All  fools' -day  The  well  known  practice  of  making  peisons 
go  on  some  foolish  errand,  such  as  to  enquire  for  "  pigeon's-milk,"  "strap- 
oil,"  &c,  or  playing  some  practical  joke  upon  them,  has  given  rise  to  the 
name  of  April  fools'- day.  The  person  so  deceived  is  called  an  April  fool 
in  America,  a  gowk  in  Scotland,  and  unpoisson  d'Avril  (an  April  fish)  in 
France. 

This  month  is  not  less  imperative  in  its  demands  on  the  time  and  indus- 
try of  the  rural  resident  than  the  preceeding.  There  is  now  much  to  fete 
done  on  the  farm  and  garden,  and  he  who  has  anticipated  the  duties  of  the 
day  which  now  urge  him  forward,  will  profit  by  his  foresight.    The  cotton 
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landB  have  been  prepared  and  the  crops  are  now  being  put  in.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  each  farmer  has  planted  enough  grainfor  his  own  consumption, 
rather  than  depend  upon  making  cotton  alone  to  buy  the  requisite  grain — 
for  although  it  is  not  very  probable,  yet  it  is  possible,  that  the  Cotton  crops 
■will  be  a  failure,  from  some  unforeseen  cause.  It  is  better  for  every  far- 
mer to  have  more  than  one  string  to  his  bow,  then  unfortunate  indeed 
must  he  be,  and  untoward  the  season,  if  they  all  snap  together.  Having 
provided  for  the  eatables,  which  are  ol  course  "indispensables,"  let  him  go 
his  utmost  length  on  Cotton,  for  Cotton  growing  is  more  likely  to  be  re- 
munerative than  that  of  most  other  crops  to  which  we  can  turn  our  atten- 
tion, except  Rice  in  the  low  lands,  and  Tobacco  in  the  North-western 
Counties. 

The  price  at  which  Cotton  has  sold  for  the  last  year  or  two,  certainly 
has  a  tendency  to  make  us  wish  to  have  some  of  it  for  the  market,  and  it 
is  hardly  probable  that  prices  will  be  permanently  much  lower  for  several 
years  to  come.

Tcp  Dress  the  Meadows. — If  possible  apply  manure  to  your  mead- 
ows immediately  after  clearing  them  of  hay,  especially  on  those  places 
where  the  grass  is  light.  Even  mack  is  a  good  application  for  this  pur- 
pose. We  think  it  one  of  the  most  economical  methods  of  using  manure 
to  apply  it  to  meadow  lands  in  the  fall,  or  on  grass  lands  intended  for 
corn  another  year.  Its  value  is  confirmed  by  the  practice  of  our  best 
farmers.

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Mat. — May  is  the  third  month  of  Komulus,  year  ;  but  the  fifth  month  as 
reformed  by  Numa  and  Julius  Ceasar.  Romulus  assigned  thirty-one  days  to 
this  month;  Numa  reduced  theuumber  to  thirty;  and  Julius  Csesar  restored 
it  to  the  original  length,  which  it  now  retains.  There  is  some  doubt  about 
the  origin  of  the  name  of  this  month;  because,  although  the  Romans 
ottered  sacrifices  to  Maia,  the  mother  of  Mercury,  upon  the  first  day  of  this 
month,  yet  it  appears  pretty  evident  that  the  name  was  fixed  long  before  the 
time  of  Romulus. 

Among  our  British  and  Saxon  ancestors  this  month  was  hailed  s  the  ge- 
nial harbinger  of  approacoiug  summer,  and  celebaated  sometimes  with 
religious  observances,  and  at  others  amid  general  festivity.  On  May  Eve 
the  Druids  made  large  fires  on  eminences,  in  honor  of  Bealan,  the  Celtic  or 
Irish  word  for  the  sun  Two  of  those  fires  were  kindled  in  every  village,  be- 
tween which  men  and  beast  devoted  to  sacrifice  were  compelled  to  pass, 
one  of  them  beiug  killed  on  the  kairn,  and  the  other  on  the  ground;  hence 
the  Irish  proverb  applied  to  a  person  in  a  dilemma,  "Itter  dha  trine  Bhed. 
(between  Bel's  two  fires.) 

MAY  comes  to  us,  bringing  genial  weather;  it  is  the  season  of  flowers, 
and  early  fruits  and  vegetables,  the  morning  welcome  after  the  deficiencies 


of  winter.  Those  who  have  heen  diligent  in  cropping,  and  were  not  deterred 
by  fear  of  frost  or  ontward  weather,  may  now  enjoy  the  early  products  of 
the  garden-rich  return  for  slight  labor-perhaps  the  most  ample  recompense, 
in  proportion  to  time  and  cost,  -which  attends  one's  efforts.  Without  a  well 
stocked  kitchen  garden,  the  comforts  of  a  rural  family  are  sadly  abridged; 
with  it  the  house  hold  may  get  up  a  savory  nutritions  meal,  comparatively 
independent  of  the  butcher — a  state  of  affairs  those  who  reside  remote  from 
market  can  appreciate.  Then  again,  compare  the  vegetables  freshly  gath- 
ered, with  those  which  reach  the  unfortunate  resident  in  the  city  wilted  and 
withered,  and  the  advantage  is  made  still  more  apparent.  It  would  hardly 
seem  necessary  to  urge  attention  to  a  good  so  self  evident,  did  we  not  too 
oJten  see  inattention  and  neglect  in  this  particular:— a  small  patch  ofilltilled 
soil,  overgrown  by  weeds,  and  bearing  only  at  the  best  a  few  coarse  vegeta  - 
bles,  which  a  daily  laborer,  with  proper  ambition,  would  blush  to  call  his 
own.    A  better  state  of  affairs  should  be  exhibited. 

Gkavel  and  Tar  Walks. — Take  good  gas  tar  (on  a  dry,  hot  day) 
and  clean,  sharp  sand,  or  rather  gravel  first*,  and  lay  it  down  in  successive 
layers  until  it  is  two  inches  thick;  let  it  set  before  applying  too  many  coats. 
Apply  very  coarse  gravel  for  the  first  layer  or  foundation,  and  finish  with  fi- 
ner gravel  or  sand;  if  the  tar  is  thickened  with  black  clay,  finely  pulverized 
and  boiled,  it  will  improve  it.  You  may  drive  a  loaded  cart  with  a  ton 
weight  on  this  pavement;  "grass  will  not  grow  through  it;  it  is  not  injured  by 
heat  or  frost;  I  consider  it  preferable  to  brick,  cheaper  and  fully  as  dura- 
ble.— Cor.  Country  Gentlemen. 

Remedy  for  Cracks  in  Cow's  Teats. — A  correspondent  of  the  Maine 
■.Farmer,  writing  from  Welchville,  Maine,  says;  "During  the  pasturing 
teason  and  especially  if  the  pasture  is  swampy,  cows  are  very  apt  to  get 
their  teats  encased  in  mud,  which,  as  it  dries,  makes  them  hard  and  liable 
to  crack.  This  renders  milking  a  tiresome  job  for  the  milker,  and  painful 
for  the  cow.  My  remedy  for  the  same,  and  I  never  knew  it  to  fail,  is  to 
keep  the  teats  well  greased  with  pure  lard.  I  have  tried  mutton  tallow 
and  ylycerine,  and  they  fail  to  effect  a  cure  ;  while  pure  lard  v.  ill  heal  the 
cracks  up  immediately,  and  make  the  teats  quite  soft. 

How  to  keep  Cider  sweet. — When  the  cider  has  been  in  the  barrel 
three  or  four  days,  put  half  pound  commou  wnite  mustard  seed  in  a  full 
barrel,  after  the  seed  have  been  in  a  day  or  two  it  will  begin  to  take  hold 
on  the  seed,  after  which  it  will  not  "  work  "  or  get  sour  any  more  soon, 
but  keep  sweet  and  nice  for  any  length  of  time.

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June. — This  was  the  fourth  month  of  the  old  Roman  year,  but  the  sixth 
month  as  reformed  by  Numa  and  Julius  Caesar.  Romulus  assigned  to  it 
thirty  days  as  tho  proper  limit,  thereby  increasing  it  four  clays.  Numa 
Pompilius  reduced  the  number  of  days  to  twenty-nine  ;  but  Julius  Caesar 
confirmed  its  position,  and  restored  the  day  which  Numa  had  taken  away 
from  it. 

Divers  opinions  exist  as  to  the  origin  of  the  name  of  this  month.  Some 
derive  it  from  Junius  Brutus,  who  expelled  the  Tarquins  from  Rome  on 
the  first  of  this  month,  and  settled  the  Government  upon  the  people  ;  oth- 
ers assert  that  it  is  derived  from  the  Latin  word  Junius,  because  it  is  con- 
sidered as  the  month  for  young  persons.  The  most  probable  and  most 
generally  received  opinion  is  that  it  derived  its  name  from  the  Goddess 
Juno,  in  honor  of  whom  a  festival  was  celebrated  at  the  commencement  of 
the  month. 

Towards  the  middle  of  this  month,  the  hay  harvest  will  bp  upon  us  in 
full  force.  Have  we  acted  wisely  and  prepared  beforehand  the  necessary 
implements  ?    Is  ttie  mower  in  good  order  ? 

The  early  part  of  this  month  will  be  in  season  to  plant  Carrots,  Parsnips 
and  Beet,  of  various  kinds,  for  stock  ;  and  the  prudent  farmer,  will  take  the 
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necessary  steps  to  secure  a  good  supply  of  roots,  and  as  a  result,  have  grass 
butter  througout  the  winter. 

The  Garden  needs  to  be  watched  with  care,  lest  the  weeds  gain  the  mas- 
tery:— an  hour's  work  in  good  season,  whiist  the  weeds  are  young,  is 
worth  many  hours  hard  toil  after  they  have  gained  toot  hold  : — renienioer 
the  adage  "  a  stitch  in  time  saves  nine," 

Gapes  in  Chickens — The  disease^  consists — at  least  so  far  as  actual 
systems  extend — in  a  number  of  small  worms  that  infest  the  windpipe,  and 
cause  the  poor  chicken  to  gape  for  breath.  If  taken  early,  it  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  give  every  day  a  morsel  of  camphor,  tbe  size  of  a  grain  oi  wheat, 
and  to  put  camphor  in  the  drinking  water;  or  a  little  turpentine  may  be 
given  daily  in  meal ;  taking  care,  of  course,  that  the  deficiency  in  diet  and 
shelter  be  amended.  In  fully  developed  cases,  the  worms  must  be  removed 
by  introducing  a  loop  of  horse  bair  in  the  trachea,  and  turning  it  round 
during  withdrawal ;  the  operation  to  be  repeated  several  times,  till  all  the 
worms  seem  to  be  extracted,  A  feather,  stripped  almost  to  the  top,  may  be 
used  instead  of  the  horsehair.  The  frequent  occurrance  of  gapes  is  a  dis- 
grace to  any  poultry  yard. — Practical  Poultry  Keeper. 

Mohe  Flax  Wanted. — The  cultivation  of  flnx  is  daily  increasing  in  im- 
portance as  a  product  of  western  soil.  Its  value  hitherto  has  been  greatly 
underestimated,  inasmuch  as  it  was  raised  for  the  seed  only,  while  the  fibre 
was  allowed  to  go  to  waste ;  but  within  the  last  few  years  machinery 
has  been  constructed  to  work  up  that  article  to  advantage  and  the  product 
is  low  extensively  used  for  covering  bails  of  cotton.  To  cover  a  crop  of 
3,000,000  bales  of  cotton,  20,000,000  yards  of  bagging  are  required,  at  a 
cost  of  about  $5,000,000. 

Seed  Fertilizer. — Boussingoult,  a  French  authority  on  agricultural 
chemistry,  recommends  the  use  of  phosphate  of  lime,  nitrate  of  soda  and 
wood  ashes.  Sugar  and  soot  have  also  been  recommended  for  hastening 
the  germination  of  seeds,  especially  wheat.  The  proportions  of  sugar,  a 
pound  to  the  bushel,  sufficient  soot  to  make  the  mixture  as  black  to,  ink ; 
water  to  make  the  compound  as  thick  as  cream.  Let  them  stand  thirty  or 
forty  hours,  and  then  stir  the  grain.  Humboldt  hastened  the  germination 
of  seeds  by  soaking  them  in  chlorine  water. — Prarie  Farmer.

piter,  and  consisted  of  thirty-six  days,,  which  Romulns  i 

•educedto  thirtv-one. 

Numa  Pompilius  to  thirty;  but  Julius  Csesar  restored  the  day  which  Numa 

had  taken  away  from  it.  In  consequence  of  the  alterations  made  in  the 

calendar  by  Numa,  July  became  the  seventh  month  in 

the  year,  but  retained 

the  name  of  Quin  tills,  until  Marc  Antony  changed  its  name  to  Julius,  as  a 

compliment  to  Julius  Csesar,  who  had  done  so  much  to  improve  the  calen- 
der.

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August. — Is  said  to  have  derived  its  name  from  the  Roman  Emperor, 
Augustus  Ceasar,  to  whom  it  was  dedicated  in  honor  of  his  being  created 
Consulin  this  month,  and  having  triumphed  three  times  in  Rome,  subject- 
ed Egypt  to  Roman  power,  aud  pat  an  end  to  civil  wars.  It  was  called 
Sextilis,  or  the  sixth  month,  in  the  Alban  Calendar,  in  which  it  had  only 
twenty-eight  days  assigned  to  it.  Romulus  added  two  days  and  Augustus 
Ceasar  a  third,  which  number  it  has  since  retained;  and  from  the  time  that 
Numa  Pompilius  revised  the  calendar,  it  has  continued  as  the  eignth  month 
of  the  year. 

The  month  of  August  is  the  most  glorious  and  resplendent  of  the  year, 
or  it  is  then  that  Cere-*,  with  her  'golden  eare  1  corn,  gladdens  the  hearts 
of  men.  Sheaves  of  wheat  are  now  piled  upon  the  earth,  and  the  whole 
field  is  astir. 

This  is  a  season  of  comparative  leisure  with  the  American  farmer:  he 
his  borne  the  heat  of  July,  and  toiled  through  the  harvest  mmth,  aad  he 
can  now  enjoy  some  repose,  after  excessive  labor.  Buckwheat  is  now  sown 
"Buckwheat  cakes  and  sausages"  bring  to  mind  the  cozy  winter  evening 
meal  after  the  day's  exposure,  and  the  bright  fire  lighting  up  the  apartment 
giving  tone  and  cheerfulness  to  all  within.     Duriug  this  mouth  some  sow 
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the  Flat  Dutch  and  red  topped  Turnip;  they  grow  rapidly,  and  richly  re- 
pay the  cost.  The  careful  man,  however,  will  be  cautious  as  to  his  seed , 
and  secure  the  best.  Read  what  is  said  on  the  subject  of  turnip  cult  ure  in

tinue to  do  battle  with  the  weeds  ;  if  any  go  to  seed  the  work  of  next  year 
will  be  greatly  increased.

How  to  cube  Rancid  Butter. — Butter  should  be  kneaded  with  fresh 
milk,  and  then  with  pure  water.  By  this  treatment  the  butter  is  rendered 
as  fresh  and  pure  in  flavor  as  when  recently  made. 

How  to  improve  Bad  Butter. — Bad  butter  may  be  improved  greitly 
by  disolving  it  thoroughly  in  hot  water  ;  let  it  cool,  then  skim  it  off  and. 
churn  again,  adding  a  little  salt  and  sugar.  A  small  quantity  can  be  tried 
and  approved  before  doing  a  larger  one.  The  water  should  be  nearly  hot 
enough  to  melt  the  butter—  or  it  will  become  oily. 

How  to  cure  Butter  that  will  keep  for  Years  — Take  two  parts 
of  good  common  salt,  one  part  sugar,  and  one  part  saltpetre ;  beat  them  up 
and  blend  the  whole  together.  Take  one  ounce  of  this  composition  for 
every  pound  of  butter  ;  work  it  well  into  the  mass,  and  close  it  up  for 
use.  Butter  cured  in  this  way  appears  of  a  rich  marrowy  consistence  and 
fine  color,  and  never  acquires  a  brittle  hardness,  nor  tasts  of  salt.  It  must 
stand  three  weeks  or  a  month  before  it  is  used.  It  ought  to  be  packed  in 
wooden  vessels,  or  in  jars  without  glazing.

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Septembek. — September  is  literally  the  seventh  month  of  the  year,  accor- 
ding to  the  the  ancient  Roman  calendar  as  established  by  Romulus,  but  the 
ninth  of  Numa's  year.  It  derives  its  name  from  Seplem,  seven,  and  imber, 
a  shower  of  rain,  as  this  is  generally  the  commencement  of  the  rainy  season. 
The  Senate  of  Rome  would  have  named  it  Tiberius,  in  honor  of  that  Empe. 
ror,  but  he  rejected  the  compliment.  Domitian  called  it  Germanicus.  It  was 
also  named  Antoninus,  in  honor  of  Antoninus  Pius:  and  Commodus  called 
it  Herculeus;butthe  name  of  September,  through  improper  if  we  consider 
its  place  in  the  number  of  months,  has  outlived  every  other  appellation. 
Originally  the  month  had  only  sixteen  days  assigned  to  it  in  the  old  Alban 
calendar;  but  they  were  increased  to  thirty  by  Romulus,  and  to  thirty-one 
by  Jullius  Caesar,  while  Augustus  reduced  the  number  of  days  to  thirty,  as 
the  exist  at  they  present  time. 

Pbach  Trees. — Plant  tansey  around  the  roots  of  peach  trees.  The  peach 
worm  will  not  trouble  them  afterward. 

By  the  middle  of  this  month,  most  of  the  winter  grain  has  been  sown; 
the  corn  is  not  yet  ready  to  husk,  and  the  farmer  can  take  time  to  look  a- 
round  him  without  consciousness,  whilst  doinsc  so,  some  work  which 
should  be  done  is  standing  still.    It  is  good  for  us  all  to  take  these  resting 
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epells,  glance  back  on  the  past,  and  plan  the  future.  Man  was  not  created 
for  a  beast  of  burden  but  to  discharge  rational;  duties  here,  and  prepare  for 
higher  duties  hereafter,  thus  we  act  with  wisdom,  and  our  part  in  the  great 
intellectual,  and  industrial  journey  of  life 

How  to  Keep  Butter  Sweet. — It  is  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world. 
Simply  put  it  in  clean  jars  and  cover  with  a  strong  brine.  This  will  keep 
pure  butter  a  year,  fresh  and  sweet,  as  we  know  by  experience.  It  is  al- 
most equally  as  g6od  to  put  in  oak  casks  headed  tight.  This  is  equivalent 
to  canning  fruit.  The  brine  in  the  case  of  the  jar  acts  as  a  heading,  keep- 
ing the  air  out.  Butter  should  be  made  well ;  we  have  never  experimented 
on  poor  butter.  Work  out  the  buttermilk  till  you  have  only  pure  "beads." 
clear  a6  rain  water ;  but  do  not  work  so  much  as  to  break  the  grain,  in 
which  case  you  have  a  tough,  heavy  article  in  winter,  and  grease  in  sum- 
mer, Such  butter  we  advise  no  one  to  try  to  preserve. — Cor  Rural  World. 

Pickling  Cucumbhrs.-  I  have  after  trying  in  various  ways  to  save  cu- 
cumbers, found  the  following  the  best.  Make  a  pickle  as  follows  :  one 
part  vinegar,  two  parts  wrater,  three  parts  6alt.  to  which  add  four  ounces 
of  horse  radish  for  every  half  barrel.  Fill  the  cask,  or  whatever  vessel  is  to 
hold  the  pickles;  pick  the  cucumbers  with  the  butt  of  the  stem  on,  and  wipe 
and  put  them  into  the  vessel  When  it  i6  full,  place  cloth  over  the  cucum- 
bers and  a  board  nicely  fitted  over  the  cloth.  A  stone  should  be  placed  on 
the  board  to  keep  the  cucumbers  un^er  the  pickle.  When  needed  for  use, 
soak  and  put  them  into  vinegar,  as  usual. — Cor.  of  the  Country  Gentleman. 

Remedy  for  Cabbage  Lice. — A  writer  in  the  Farmers'  Advocate  says  that 
a  cheap  and  effective  remedy  for  this  iDsect  is  within  the  reach  of  all. 
As  soon  as  the  plant  begins  to  head,  or  as  soon  as  the  louse  makes  his  ap- 
pearance, open  the  leaves  carefully  with  the  fingers  and  spriukle  common 
salt  between  them.  This  is  said  to  be  an  infallible  remedy.  We  have 
used  it  with  entire  success.  Plants  used  in  this  way  produce  larger  and 
more  solid  heads  than  those  left  to  themselves. 

Cure  for  Bloat  or  Hover. — A  Pennsylvanian  communicates  to  the 
New  York  Farmers'  Club  the  following  remedy  for  cows  bloated  from 
eating  clover  :  "  Take  half  a  pint  of  salLand  cover  it  with  water,  and  lay 
it  on  the  animal's  back  over  the  kidneys,  and  have  the  skin  thoroughly 
impregnated  with  the  brine,  particularly  when  the  paunch  adhere  to  the 
pleura,  on  the  left  side,  just  back  of  the  last  long  rib."  This  is  said  to 
be  infallible  if  given  fifteen  minutes  before  the  animal  would  otherwise 
die. 

A  Sensitive  Fellow. — Near  Cleveland  lives  a  hale  and  hearty  man, 
whose  wife  says  he  is  possessed  of  the  most  sensitive  feelings,  and  in  proof 
of  which  she  states  that  when  she  goes  into  the  yard  and  saws  wood  for 
half  a  day,  he  sits  by  the  fire  with  tears  in  his  eyes. 

"  The  easiest  way  to  get  a  living,"  says  a  vagabond  r>oet,  "is  to  set  on 
the  gate,  and  wait  for  good  luck.  In  case  good  luck  don't  come  along, 
you  are  no  worse  off  than  you  were  before."

The  cattle  pleague— Flies. 
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October'. — October  was  the  eighth  month  of  Romulus'  year,  as  the 
name  implies,  being  derived  from  Octo,  eight,  and  imber,  a  shower  of  rain. 
Put  in  the  calendar  of  Nuuia,  andof  Julius  Csesar,  it  was  classed  as  the  tenth 
month  of  the  calendar,  as  at  the  present  time.  The  senate  of  Rome  gave  this 
month  the  name  of  Fanstinus,  in  conpliment  to  Faustina,  the  wife  of  the 
Emperor  Antoninus;  and  Domitian  called  it  after  himself;  but,  in  spite  of 
all  attempts  to  alter  the  name,  it  has  continued  to  preserve  the  one  original- 
ly given  by  the  old  Romans.  The  number  of  its  days,  in  the  time  of  Romulus, 
was  the  same  as  at  present.  Nuna  Pompilius  reduced  them  to  twentv-nine- 
but  Julius  and  Augustus  Csesareach  added  one  day,  so  that  the  original 
number  of  days  was  restored,  and  has  not  been  altered  since. 

Now  begins  the  husking  season-they  are  wise  who  hurry  onward  the 
work,  before  cold  damp  ground,  and  biting  winds  make  husking  any- 
thing but  an  agreeable  occupation. 

Beets  and  Carrots  should  be  secured  against  frost,  before  the  clo^e  of 
this  month.  For  hints  on  the  best  mode  of  keeping  those  roots  during 
winter,  reference  may  be  made  to  „  Landreth's  Rural  Register"  under  the 
head  of  October. 
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Chemistry  op  Furniture. — Young  house  keepers  do  not  always  under- 
s  land  the  theory  of  chemical  and  mechanical  action  of  different  sub-iances 
on  articles  of  furniture.  The  substances  from  which  furniture  is  chiefly  ex- 
posed to  injury  are  water,  oils, alcohols,  and  acids. 

Acids  act  on  marble.  Marble  is  itself  composed  of  carbonate  oilime; 
that  is  it  is  a  compound  of  carbonic  acid  and  lime.  Now  the  carbonic  acid 
has  a  comparatively  weak  affinity  for  lime,  and  most  other  acids  will  prevail 
over  it  and  take  its  place  when  brought  into  contact  with  it;  thus  destroy- 
ing the  texture  of  the  stone,  liberating  the  carbonic  acid,  and  It  aving  nitrate 
of  lime,  or  muriate  of  lime,  or  sulphate  or  acetate  of  lime — as  tbe  case  may 
be — in  the  form  of  white  powder,  in  its  place.  But  oils,  alcohols,  and  water 
produce  no  effect  upon  marble. 

All  varnished  or  polished  surfaces  of  wood,  on  the  other  hand,  while  not 
injured  usually  by  acid,  are  attacked  by  alcohol.  Varnishes  are  composed  of 
dtf  erent  gums  and  resins,  which  are  generally  soluble  inalcohol.  Many  of 
them  are  made  by  disolving  the  material  in  alcohol  so  as  to  liquify  them, 
and  then,  when  they  are  applied,  the  alcohol  evaporates,  leaving  the  gum 
or  resin  in  a  thin  even  coating  over  the  whole  surface.  If  now  any  alcoholic 
substance  comes  upon  such  a  surface,  whether  it  be  alcohol  itself,  as  used 
for  lamps,  or  spirits  of  any  kind,  or  even  wine,  which  contains  but  a  small 
percentage  ofalcohol,  the  varnish  is  attacked,  a  portion  of  it  is  dissolved,  and 
the  brilliancy  of  the  surface  is  destoyed, 

Oils  will  not  attack  either  marbles  or  varnished  surfaces,  and  will  do  no 
injury  except  to  naked  wood  or  other  poms  substances  which  admit  them 
into  the  pores,  from  which  they  can  not  afterward  easily  be  expelled. 

Water  affects  no  substances  except  such  as  have  open  pores  exposed,  in 
which  case  it  enters  and  cause  the  substance  to  swell,  or  such  as  are  solu- 
ble in  water,  as  glue  in  joints,  and  mucilage  or  gumarabic,  used  sometimes 
for  attaching  sup  erficial  ornaments  to  fancy  worK. 

The  practical  lesson  to  be  learned  from  this  is  that  housekeepers  must  take 
care  in  dealing  with  furniture  to  keep  water  away  from  every  thing  soluble 
in  water,  oil  from  every  thing  porous,  alcohol  from  varnish,  and  acid  from 
marble. 

So  shall  your  chairs  and  table  always  look  bright,  and  your  minds  re- 
main calm  and  serene. 

Billings,  the  celebrated  musical  composer,  boasted  that  there  was  no 
point  connected  with  the  science  of  music  the  he  did  not  understand.  A 
wag  sent  him  a  note,  requesting  an  interview  with  him  on  a  particular  day 
to  consult  about  a  difficult  question  in  music,  which  he  said  no  other  man 
could  answer.     Billings  promptly  met,  and  said  to  him : 

"  Whatever  your  question  may  be,  I  pledge  myself  to  answer  it,  as  there 
is  nothing  connected  with  the  science  I  have  not  mastered." 

"My  question  is  an  important  one,"  replied  the  wag,  with  the  most  seri- 
ous face  imaginable;  "indeed,  it  affects  the  whole  world,  and  has  never 
yet  been  answered."

He,  will  also  give  a  careful  eye  to  his  cattle  sheds,  and 
do  the  needtul  repairs  before  the  storm  of  winds  are  upon  him.

To  Preserve  the  Color  or  Dresses. — The  colors  of  merinos,  mouselin- 
de-laines,  ginghams,  chintzes,  printed  In  wns,  &c,  may  be  preserved  by  using 
water  that  is  only  milk-warm  ;  making  a  lather  with  white  soap,  before  you 
put  in  the  dress,  instead  of  rubbing  ii  on  the  material;  and  striring  into  a 
Becond  tub  of  water  a  large  table  spoonful  of  ox-gall  which  can  be  obtain- 
ed from  the  butcher,  and  a  bottle  of  it  should  be  always  kept  in  every  house 
No  colored  articles  should  be  allowed  to  remain  long  in  the  water.  They 
must  be  washed  fast,  and  then  rinsed  through  two  cold  waters.  Into  each 
rinsing  water,  a  tea-spoonful  of  vinegar,  which  will  help  to  brighten  the  col- 
ors, and  after  rinsing,  hang  them  out  immediately.  When  ironing  dry  (or 
still  a  little  damp),  bring  them  in;  have  irons  ready  heated,  and  iron  them  at 
once,  as  it  injures  the  colors  to  allow  them  to  remain  damp  too  long,  or  to 
sprinkle  and  roll  them  up  in  a  covering  for  ironing  next  day.  If  they  cannot 
be  conveniently  ironed  immediately,  let  them  hang  till  they  are  quite  dry; 
and  damp  and  fold  them  on  the  following  day,  a  quarter  of  an  hour  before 
ironing.  The  best  way  is  not  to  do  colored  dresses  on  the  day  of  the  general 
wash  but  to  give  them  a  morning  by  themselves.  This  should  only  be  un- 
dertaken in  clear  bright  weather.  If  allowed  to  freeze,  the  colors  will  be 
irreparably  injured.  We  need  searcely  say  that  no  colored  articles  should 
ever  be  boiled  or  scalded.  If  you  get  from  a  shop  a  slip  for  testing  the  du- 
rability of  colors,  give  it  a  fair  trial  by  washing  it  as  above;  afterwards,-  piu- 
ning  it  to  the  edge  of  a  towel,  and  hanging  it  to  dry.  Some  colors,  (espe- 
cially pinks  and  light  screens,)  though  they  may  stand  perfectly  well  in  wash- 
ing, will  change  as  soon  as  a  warm  iron  is  aplied  to"them;  the  pink  turning 
purplish,  and  the  green  bluish.  No  colored  articles  should  be  smoothed 
with  a  hot  iron.

December.— According  to  the  calendar  of  Romulus,  this  was  the  tenth 
month,  as  the  word  implies;  but  by  the  Julian  calendar  it  was  made  the 
twelfth.  Among  the  Romans  this  month  was  devoted  to  various  festivals. 
On  the  5th  they  kept  the  Faunalia;  on  the  17th  the  Saturnalia;  on  the  22nd, 
the  Laraeia;  and  on  the  last,  the  Juveniles  Ludi.  The  peasants  also  kept 
the  feast  of  the  goddess  Vacuna,  after  having  got  in  the  fruits  and  sown 
their  corn.  During  this  time  all  orders  of  the  community  were  devoted  to 
mirth  and  festivity.  Masters  and  slaves  were  all  on  an  equal  footing.  Friends 
sent  presents  to  one  another,  and  feasted  together  at  the  same  table.  The 
schools  kept  a  vacation,  and  nothing  was  to  be  seen  in  the  city  but  mirth 
and  freedom. 

The  year  draws  to  a  close.  Have  we;  who  write  the«e  lines,  dropped  a 
hint  or  made  a  suggestion,  worthy  to  be  remembered.  If  so  we  shall  have 
our  reward. 

We  feel  a  personal  pride  in  all  which  concerns  agriculture,  and  rejoice  at 
every  evidence  of  progress.  The  American  farmer,  is  in  most  cases,  the 
owner  of  the  soil  he  cultivates,  and  it  should  be  his  ambition  to  push  onward 
to  gather  around  him,  and  his  household,  the  comfort  and  enjoyment 


which  properly  pertains  to  a  well  ordered  family: — and  among  such  are  at 
this  season  especially,  good  books. 
Does  the  reader  of  these  brief  remarks  subscribe  to  a  periodical?  If  not,  pray 
select  a  good  one,  without  delay.  The  children  will  soou  learn  to  long  for 
its  weekly  appearances,  a  taste  for  reading  and  study  will  grow  with  their 
years,  and  high  and  elevating  thoughts  and  desires,  become  their  constant 
companions. 

White  Wash.—  Many  have  heard  of  the  brilliant  stucco  white-wash  on  the 
east  end  of  the  President's  house  at  Washington.  The  following  is  the 
receipt  for  it:  it  is  glaaned  from  the  "National  Inteligencer." 

Take  J  bushel  unslacked  lime,  slack  it  with  boiling  water,  cover  it  during 
the  process  to  keep  in  the  steam.  Strain  the  liquid  through  a  fine  sieve  or 
strainer,  and  add  to  it  a  peck  of  salt,  previously  well  dissolved  in  warm  water 
3  pounds  ground  rice,  boiled  to  a  thin  paste,  and  stirred  in  boiling  hot  £  pound 
powdered  Spanish  whiting,  and  a  pound  of  clean  glue,  which  has  been  pre- 
viously disolved  by  smoking  it  well,  and  then  hanging  it  over  a  slow  fire, 
in  a  small  kettle  within  a  large  one  filled  with  water.  Add  5  gallons  hot 
water  to  the  mixture,  stir  it  well,  and  let  it  stand  a  few  days,  covered  from 
the  dirt.  It  should  be  put  on  right  hot:  for  this  purpose,  it  can  be  kept  in 
a  kettle  on  a  portable  furnace.  It  is  said  that  about  a  pint  of  this  mixture 
will  cover  a  square  yard  upon  the  outside  of  a  house,  if  properly  applied. 
Brushes  more  or  less  small  may  be  used,  according  to  the  neatness  of  the 
job  required.  It  answers  as  well  as  oil-paint  for  wood,  brick,  or  stone,  and 
is  cheaper.  It  retains  its  briliancy  for  many  years.  There  is  nothing  of  the 
kind  that  will  compare  with  it,  either  for  inside  or  outside  walls.  Colour- 
ing-matter may  be  put  in,  and  made  of  any  shade  you  like.  Spanish  brown 
stirred  in  will  make  andjjpaint,  more  or  less  deep,  according  to  the  quality. 
A  delicate  tinge  of  this  is  very  pretty  for  inside  walls.  Finely  pulverized 
common  clay,  well  mixed  with  Spanish-brown,  makes  aredish  stone  colour. 
Yellow  ochre  stirred  in  makes  yellow  wash;  but  crome  goes  further,  and 
makes  a  colour  generally  esteemed  prettier.  In  all  these  cases  the  darkness 
of  the  shades  of  course  is  determined  by  the  quanMty  of  colouring  used. 
It  is  difficult  to  make  rules,  because  tastes  are  different:  it  would  be  best  to 
try  experiments  on  a  shingle,  and  let  it  dry,  Green  must  not  be  mixed  with 
lime:  it  destroys  the  colour,  and  the  colour  has  an  effect  on  the  white- wash 
which  m;ikes  it  crack  and  peel.  When  walls  have  been  badly  smoked,  and 
you  wish  to  have  fheoi  a  clean  white,  it  is  well  to  squeeze  indigo  plen- 
tifully through  a  bag  into  the  water  you  use,  before  it  is  stirred  in  the  whole 
mixture.  If  a  larger  quantity  than  5  gallons  be  wanted,  the  proportion  should 
be  observed. 

Good  farming  is  thus  defined  :  It  consists  in  producing  as  great  quan- 
tities as  possible  of  vegetables  that  do  not  exhaust  the  soil,  and  selling 
them  in  an  animal  rather  than  a  vegetable  form.

— This  article  is  highly  recommended  for  keeping  the  striped 
buss  from  vines.  It  is  a  good,  thing  as  a  protective  from  iDsects,  and  as 
a  manure  for  most  garden  vegetables.

GENERAL.  REMARKS. 

Revenue  Stamps  may  be  used  indiscriminately  upon  any  of  the  matters  or  things 
enumerated  in  Schedule  B,  except  proprietary  and  playing  card  stamps,  for  which  a 
special  use  has  been  provided. 

Postage  stamps  cannot  be  used  in  payment  of  the  duty  chargeable  on  instruments. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  maker  of  an  Instrument  to  affix  and  cancel  the  stamp  thereon. 
If  he  neglects  to  do  so,  the  party  for  whom  it  is  made,  may  stamp  It  before*  it  is  used  ; 
and  if  used  after  the  30th  of  July,  1864,  and  used  without  a  stamp,  it  cannot  after- 
wards be  effectually  stamped.  Any  failure  upon  the  part  of  the  maker  of  an  instru- 
ment to  appropriately  stamp  it,  renders  him  liable  to  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Suits  are  commenced  in  many  States  by  other  process  than  writs,  viz  :  summons, 
warrants,  publication,  petition,  &c.,  in  whieh  case  these,  as  the  original  prooeea,  sev- 
erally require  stamps. 

Writs  of  scira  facias  are  subject  to  stamp  duty  as  original  processes. 

The  jurat  of  an  affidavit,  taken  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Notary  Public,  or 
other  officer  duly  authorized  to  take  affidavits,  is  held  to  be  a  certificate,  and  is  sub- 
ject to  a  stamp  duty  of  five  cents,  except  when  taken  in  suits  of  legal  proceedings. 

Certificates  of  loan  in  which  there  shall  appear  any  printed  or  written  evidence  of 
an  amount  of  money  to  be  paid  on  demand  or  at  any  time  designated,  are  subject  to 
stamp  duty  as  Promisory  Notes. 

The  assignment  of  a  mortgage  is  subjeet  to  the  same  duty  as  that  imposed  upon 
the  original  instrument ;  that  is  to  say  for  every  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  or  any 
fractional  part  thereof,  of  the  amount  secared  by  tbe  mortgage,  at  time  of  its  assign- 
ment there  must  be  affixed  a  stamp  or  stamps,  denoting  a  duty  of  five  cents. 

When  two  or  more  persons  join  in  the  exeention  or  an  instrument,  the  stamps  to 
which  this  instrument  is  liable  under  the  law,  may  be  affixed  and  cancelled  by  one  of 
the  parties. 

In  conveyance  of  real  estate,  the  law  provides  that  the  stamp  affixed  must  answer 
to  the  value  of  the  estate  or  interest  conveyed. 

No  stamp  is  required  on  any  warrant  of  attorney  accompanying  a  bond  or  note, 
when  such  bond  or  note  has  affixed  thereto  tie  stamp  or  stamps  denoting  the  duty 
required,  and  whenever  any  bond  or  note  is  secured  by  mortgage,  but  one  stamp  duty 
is  required  on  such  papers,  such  stamp  duty  being  the  highest  rates  required  for  such 
instruments,  or  either  of  them.  In  such  case  a  note  or  memorandum  of  the  value  or 
denomination  of  the  stamp  affixed  should  be  made  upon  the  margin  or  in  the  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  instrument  which  is  not  stamped.

EXPLANATIONS. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  Solar  or  clock  time. 
This  is  the  time  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  watch  or  clock,  and  does 
not  correspond  with  the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  during  the 
year.  Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian 
at  twelve  o'clock. 

No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  sun;  if  set  with  it  at  noon,  January  2d, 
it  would  seem  to  be  too  fast  by  one  minute  January  3d,  at  noon. 

These  colculations  are  adapted  to  Apparent  time  by  using  the  minutes 
in  the  column,  marked,  "  Sun  slow,"  or  "  Sun  fast;"  add  them  when  fast, 
subtract  them  when  slow. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 
It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun  are 
always  equal  to  twelve  hours.    The  times  herein  given  are  true  to  the 
nearest  minute.

The  visible  planets  are  called  Morning  or  Evening  Stars,  when  they 
rise  or  set  within  three  hours  of  the  sun. 

Morning  Stars  for  1871. — Venus,  from  September  23,  till  the  end  of 
the  year;  Mars,  from  July  1  to  September  16;  Saturn,  from  January  1 
to  February  11. 

Evening  Stars. — Venus,  from  January  1  to  September  22;  Mars,  from 
October,  till  the  end  of  the  year;  Jupiter,  from  May  2  to  July  1 ;  Saturn, 
from  November  14,  till  the  end  of  the  year.

TIDES. 
The  time  of  one  High  Tide  daily  is  given  for  Beaufort  and  Smithville ; 
the  next  can  be  found  very  nearly  by  adding  twelve  hours  and  twenty- 
six  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  last.  The  time  of  high  tide  at  Wilmington 
can  be  found  by  adding  one  hour  and  forty-seven  minutes  to  the  time  at 
Smithville.

This  Table,  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many 
years'  actual  observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consid- 
eration of  the  attraction  of  the  Sun  and  Moon  in  their  several  positions 
respecting  the  Earth ;  and  will,  by  simple  inspection,  show  the  observer 
what  kind  of  weather  will  most  probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  moon 
into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so  near  the  truth  a8  to  be  seldom  found 
to  fail.

Now  make  them  smooth  with 

one-and-a-half  pints  of  flour.     Pour  in  the  water  strained  from  the  hops. 

Stir  this  until  it  is  a  thin  batter,  adding  hot  water  if  too  thick.     Let  it 

stand  until  little  more  than  milx-warm,   then  add  a  teaspoon  ml  of  good 

brewer's  yeast.     Let  it  stand  in  a  warm  place  eight  or  ten  hours,  when 

add  a  tablespoonful  of  salt  and  two  of  white  sugar.  Mix  well,  set  it  away 

in  a  stone  jar  or  jug,  and  it  is  ready  for  use.

The  calculations  in  this  Almanac,  are  made  in  mean  Solar,  or  clock 
time.  This  is  the  time  indicated  by  a  well-regulated  watch  or  clock,  and 
does  not  correspond  with  the  Sun,  except  on  four  days  during  the  year. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  apparent  time,  use  the 
minutes  in  the  column  marked  "Sun  Slow,"  or  "  Sun  Fast;"  add  them 
when  fast,  subtract  them  when  slow.  Thus,  January  1st  the  Sun  rises, 
as  indicated  by  the  Almanac,  at  7:11,  but  a  clock  kept  to  Sun  time  will 
be  at  7:07,  which  is  the  "  Sun  Slow,"  subtracted. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  cf  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  but  the  times,  phases,  &c,  vary  only  a  few  minutea  for  any  part 
of  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Virginia  or  Tennessee.

Sausages. 

The  proper  seasoning  is  salt,  pepper,  sage,  summer-savory,  or  thyme; 
they  should  be  one-third  fat,  the  remainder  lean,  finely  chopped,  and  the 
seasoning  well  mixed,  and  proportioned  so  that  one  herb  may  not  pre- 
dominate over  the  others.  If  skins  are  used,  they  cannot  be  prepared 
with  too  much  care;  but  they  are  about  as  well  made  into  cakes;  spread 
the  cakes  on  a  clean,  white  wood  board,  and  keep  them  in  a  dry,  cool 
place;  fry  them  long  and  gently. 

Beefsteak  and  ©nf©»*. 

Cut  the  steaks  about  three-quarters  of  an  inch  thick;  put  a  good  lump 
of  dripping  or  lard  into  your  pan,  and  when  it  is  hot  lay  in  the  steaks ; 
turn  them  frequently,  so  that  they  may  not  burn ;  let'  them  be  nicely 
browned  all  over,  and  when  cooked  lay  them  in  a  hot  dish  before  the  fire ; 
meantime  have  in  readiness  a  plateful  of  onions,  sliced  very  thin,  and 
sprinkled  with  pepper  and  salt;  put  them  into  the  pan,  and  lay  a  dish 
over  them  to  keep  in  the  steam ;  turn  them  about,  and  let  them  be  cooked 
thoroughly.  They  will  require  a  long  time;  they  should  be  soft  and 
brown ;  when  done,  pour  them  over  the  steaks  and  serve  up  hot. 

To  Wasli  Flannels. 

Wash  them  in  warm  water,  rather  above  hike-warm,  in  which  the  soap 
has  been  boiled  or  dissolved,  and  not  rub  the  soap  upon  the  woolen. 
Rinse  them  thoroughly  in  water  rather  hotter  than  that  in  which  they 
have  been  washed ;  this  removes  the  soap  from  the  material,  instead  of 
allowing  it  to  remain  and  get  hard,  as  it  does  if  the  last  water  is  not  de- 
cidedly hotter  than  the  first.  This  plan  will  also  be  found  to  succeed  per- 
fectly with  fleecy  or  Berlin  wool ;  but  then  we  generally  wring  the  diller- 
ent  articles  or  skeins  by  twisting  them  up  in  aliuen  cloth,  so  as  to  avoid 
straining  the  wool,  and  do  not  dry  them  too  quickiy.  But  the  important 
point  is  certainly  petting  them  thoroughly  free  from  the  soap,  which 
wouldaotherwise  thicken  and  stiffen  in  the  fine  pores  of  the  wool.

To  Clean  Marble. 

Take  two  parts  of  common  soda,  one  part  of  pumice-stone,  and  one 
part  of  finely-powdered  chalk,  sift  it  through  a  fine  sieve,  and  mix  it  with 
water;  then  rub  it  well  all  over  the  marble,  and  the  stains  will  be  re- 
moved; then  wash  the  marble  over  with  soap  and  water,  and  it  will  be 
as  clean  as  it  was  at  first.

TIME. 

The  calculations  are  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which  time  does  not  corre- 
spond with  sun-time  precisely,  except  on  four  days  during  the  year.  To  find  sun- 
time,  or  that  kept  by  people  generally,  use  the  time  given  for  fhe  day,  marked 
"sun  rises"  or  "sun  sets,"  and  also  the  column  marked  "  sun  fast"  or  "sun 
slow;"  add  them  when  fast,  subtract  them  when  slow. 

By  the  Almanac,  the  sun  rises  March  1st,  at  6.29,  but  by  sun  time  it  will  rise 
at  6.17. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  together  equal 
twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the  year,  the  sun 
changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascention  and  Declination,  that  it  makes  a  material 
change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here  given  have  been 
rigorously  calculated,  and  compared  with  the  best  authority,  and  are  true  to 
the  nearest  whole  minute.

MORNING  AND  EVENING  STARS. 

The  visible  planets  are  called  Morning  or  Evening  Stars,  when  they  rise  or 
set  within  three  hours  of  the  sun. 

Morning  Stars. — Venus  will  be  Morning  Star  from  May  4th  till  the  end  of 
the  year;  Mars,  till  January  14th;  Jupiter,  from  September  5th  till  December 
22d;  Saturn,  from  January  13th  till  April  27th. 

Evening  Stars. — Venus  will  be  Evening  Star  till  May  4th;  Mars,  from  July 
30th  till  the  end  of  the  year;  Jupiter,  from  May  19th  till  September  4th ;  Saturn, 
till  January  12th,  and  from  October  23d  till  the  end  of  the  year. 


ECLIPSES. 

In  the  year  1873,  there  will  be  four  eclipses— two  of  the  sun,  and  two  of  the 
moon : 

I.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  visible  at  Raleigh  only  a  few  minutes,  on  the 
12th  of  May,  at  4  o'clock,  15  minutes,  A.  M. 

II.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  May  26th,  invisible. 

III.  A  Total  Eclipse  or  the  Moon,  November  4th,  invisible. 

IV.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  November  19th,  invisible. 


TIDES. 

The  time  of  high  tide  can  readily  be  found  for  the  following  places  by  adding 
the  hours  and  minutes  opposite  the  names  to  the  time  when  the  moon  is  South 
on  the  day  for  which  the  tide  is  sought.  The  time  when  the  moon  is  South  is 
given  in  the  calendar  for  every  day.  The  next  tide  can  be  found  very  nearly  by 
adding  12  hours  and  26  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  one  previous.

Kitchen  Garden  Calendar. 

January. — During  this  month  but  very  little  can  be  accomplished  in 
the  way  of  gardening.  On  the  farm  and  plantation  there  may  be  much 
to  do  preparing  for  the  season  of  more  active  labor.  It  is  also  with  the 
planter  the  favorable  time  to  look  back  upon  the  past,  to  review  the  la- 
bors of  the  year  just  closed  that  he  may  be  the  better  able  to  avoid  errors, 
if  they  have  been  made,  and  confirm  successes   in  future  practice,  thus 
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the  efforts  of  the  thoughtful  mau  are  likely  to  succeed,  where  those  of 
the  inconsiderate  may  most  likely  fail. 

Our  Calendar,  it  may  be  readily  perceived,  simply  aims  to  remind  the 
reader  of  what  may  be  done  if  the  surrounding  circumstances  be  favora- 
ble,—thus,  for  instance,  in  our  variable  climate  seeds  which  it  is  indica- 
ted may  be  sown  during  the  present  month  at  Charleston,  S.  C,  and  furth- 
er South,  jt  may  be  folly  to  commit  to  the  earth  by  reason  of  the  cold, 
which  must  necessarily  defer  such  work  till  a  change  of  temperature  ;  or 
if  it  be  done  during  the  cessation  of  extreme  cold,  the  return  of  Winter 
weather,  or  an  unseasonable  frost,  may  in  a  single  night  destroy  the  la- 
bor of  many  days. 

It  is,  therefore,  better  to  defer  operations  in  the  garden  to  a  se  ason  of 
more  settled  and  milder  weather,  and  we  refer  the  reader  to  the  Calendar 
for  Fog. 

A  Light  Cake. 

Take  two  pounds  of  sifted  flour,  cut  into  it  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of 
butter  or  nice  sweet  lard,  add  a  small  cup  of  powdered  sugar,  and  milk 
enough  to  make  in  a  good  dough,  then  add  a  little  salt,  and  raise  with 
half  a  gill  of  good  yeast,  add  two  well  beaten  eggs  and  form  into  rolls. 

Good  and  Better.

Kitchen  Garden  Calendar. 

February. — In  North  and  in  South  Carolina  the  present  month  must 
necessarily  be  one  of  great  activity  in  gardening.  He  who  is  tardy  now 
will  be  deficient  in  many  comforts,  which  cost  but  slight  effort,  if  that 
effort  be  made  at  the  right  time  and  in  the  right  way. 

Windsor  and  Long-pod  Beans  plant  ;  Radishes  sow  sparingly  from 
time  to  time  ;  Asparagus-beds  dress  with  compost  and  salt.  This  latter, 
though  an  active  stimulant,  may  be  safely  given  in  heavy  dressings  to 
Asparagus,  and  has  the  further  advantage  of  destroying  the  weeds. 
Horse-radish  cuttings  put  out ;  Trees  and  Shrubberry  may  be  trans- 
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planted  and  pruned.  This  is,  perhaps,  the  best  month  in  the  South  for 
transplanting.  Peas  sow  at  intervals  ;  some  may  be  frosted,  but  try  it 
again.  Landreth's  Extra  Early  is  by  far  the  best,  but  it  is  well  to  sow 
some  of  the  later  kind,  at  the  same  time,  so  as  to  secure  an  uninterrupt- 
ed succession.  Early  York  and  Landreth's  Large  York  Cabbage  may  be 
sown  for  Spring  and  early  Summer  use  ;  the  Drumhead  and  Flat  Dutch 
Cabbage  may  also  now  be  sown  to  come  in  still  later  ;  also,  the  Early 
Flat  Dutch  Cabbage,  a  variety  oi  rather  recent  introduction,  which  we 
can  highly  commend  as  possessing  several  good  qualities, — thus  keeping 
up  an  uninterrupted  succession  ;  Cauliflowers  aud  Broccoli  planted  in 
the  Autumn  will  begin  to  head,  and  may  need  slight  protection  at  this 
season  ;  Turnips  for  early  crop  sow  ;  Beets  sow ;  also,  Carrots ;  all 
which  to  be  repeated  next  month  ;  Onions  hoe,  also  other  hardy  cro23s 
planted  in  Autumn  as  there  directed  ;  Spinach  nuy  be  sown  for  early 
Spring  use  ;  Parsley  sow  ;  Lettuce  plants,  from  Fall  sowings,  transplant  ; 
Celery  earth  up  as  required  ;  Endive,  which  should  now  be  in  full 
growth,  tie  up  to  blanch  in  small  quantities  only,  as  needed.  Garlic, 
Shallots,  and  Onions  may  still  be  planted  ;  of  the  latter,  select  the  small 
bulbs,  not  larger  than  boys'  marbles,  raised  at  Philadelphia  for  the  spe- 
cial purpose  of  transplanting  ;  the  small  refuse  bulbs  culled  out  of  larger 
onions  are  worthless,  as  they  shoot  to  seed.  Let  the  Southern  resident 
cast  his  eye  over  our  directions  for  December,  and,  if  there  be  anything 
therein  which  has  been  omitted,  it  may  not  be  too  late  to  apply  tl  e 
remedy. 

Scotch  Cakes. 
Four  pounds  of  flour,  three  pounds  of  sugar,  one  pound  of  butter, 
two  nutmegs,  two  tablespoonful  of  rose  water  and  ten  eggs.     Roll  thin, 
cut  into  shapes  and  bake  quick. 

A  Full  Day's  Work. 

Mr.  M.,  of  Oxford,  don't  object  to  having  a  hired  man  do  a  full  day's 
work,  at  least,  so  we  should  judge  from  the  following  story  :  A  short 
time  ago  a  man  went  to  his  place  for  work.  Mr.  M.  set  him  to  plowing 
round  a  forty  acre  field.  After  he  had  plowed  faithfully  all  day,  until 
the  sun  was  about  half  an  hour  high,  he  expressed  his  opinion  that  it 
was  about  time  to  quit  work. 

"Oh,  no,"  said  Mr.  M.,  "you  can  plow  around  six  or  eight  times 
more  just  as  well  as  not." 

So  the  hired  man  plowed  around  six  or  eight  times,  then  went  to  the 
house,  took  care  of  his  team,  milked  nine  cows,  ate  his  supper,  and 
found  ten  o'clock  staring  him  in  the  face  from  the  old  timepiece. 

Said  the  hired  man  to  Mrs.  M.,  "Where  is  Mr.  M.  ?" 

The  good  woman  answered  :  "He  has  retired;  do  you  wish  to  see 
him  ?" 

He  replied  that  he  did.     After  being  conducted  to  the  bed-room,  he 
said  :     "  Mr.  M. ,  where  is  the  axe  ?" 
•      "  Why,"  said  Mr.  M.,  "  What  do  you  want  with  an  axe  ?" 

"  Well,"  said  the  hired  man,  "I  thought  you  might  like  me  to  split 
wood  till  breakfast  is  ready." 

WasMmgtom  Cakes. 
Beat  together  one  and  a  half  pounds  of  sugar,  and  three-quarters  of  a 
pound  of  butter  ;  add  four  eggs  well  beaten,  half  a  pint  of  sour  milk, 
and  one  teaspoonful  of  saleratus,  dissolved  in  a  little  hot  water.  Stir  in 
gradually  one  and  three-fourth  pound  of  flour,  one  wineglassful  of  wine 
or  brandy,  and  one  nutmeg  grated.  Beat  all  well  together.  This  will 
make  two  good  sized  cakes.  It  should  be  baked  in  a  quick  oven,  and 
will  take  from  a  quarter  to  a  half  an  hour,  according  to  the  thickness  of 
the  cakes.   '

Kitchen  Gaaden  Calendar. 

March. — Spring  has  fairly  arrived,  but  the  weather  may  still  be  un- 
comfortably cool  ;  in  which  case  delay  for  a  little  while  the  planting  of 
the  more  delicate  vegetables.  It  is  not  best  to  be  in  too  great  a  hurry 
even  in  a  desirable  effort. 
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Southward  of  Washington,  Pea6  continue  to  plant.  Cabbage  plant, 
from  winter  beds,  transplant,  especially  Landreth's  Large  York,  which 
is  superior  to  the  imported,  being  larger,  and  bearing  the  heat  better. 
Remember  to  have  fine  head  Cabbage  and  Lettuce,  deep  culture  and 
highly  manured  soil  is  required.  Onions  and  Leaks  sow.  Turnips  sow 
a  few,  they  may  succeed.  Potatoes  plant.  Carrots  and  Parsnips  sow, 
if  enough  were  not  sown  last  month.  Mustard,  Cress,  and  Curled  Let- 
tuces, for  small  salad,  sow  at  least  once  a  fortnight.  Parsley  sow.  Tom- 
ato sow  in  warm  situation  ;  those  from  the  hot-bed  may  be  set  out. 
Pepper  sow  close  of  this  month.  Melons,  both  Citron  and  Water,  sow. 
Cucumbers  sow.  Okra  sow ;  also  Squash  and  Pumpkins.  Beets  and 
other  root  crops  sown  last  month  will  be  advancing ;  they  should  be 
thinned  and  cultivated.  Celery  and  Spinach  sow.  Asparagus  beds  dress 
if  not  already  done.  Strawberry  beds  set  out.  Artichokes,  if  slipped 
and  dressed  last  month,  should  have  attention. 

German  I>ougliiiuts. 

One  and  a  quarter  pounds  of  flour,  three-quarters  of  a  pound  of  sugar, 
two  ounces  of  butter,  half  a  tea-cup  of  cream,  half  a  teaspoonf  ul  of  soda, 
with  the  same  quantity  of  cream  of  tartar,  then  add  three  eggs  well 
beaten. 

A  Bisgiisted  Judge. 

An  Arkansas  judge  had  his  law  office  very  close  to  a  certain  doctor's — 
in  fact,  they  were  separated  only  by  a  plank  partition  with  a  door  in  it. 
The  judge  was  at  his  table,  busy  with  his  briefs  and  bills  in  chancery. 
The  doctor  was  writing  a  letter,  and  pausing  at  the  word  economical, 
called  out. 

"  Judge,  isn't  e-q-u-i  the  way  to  spell  equinomical  ?" 

"  Yes,  I  think  it  is,"  said  the  judge,  "  but  here's  Webster's  dictionary, 
can  soon  tell,"

How  to  Keep  €ake§. 

Bich  cakes  keep  good  for  a  longer  time  than  plain  ones  ;  as  water  is 
not  used  in-  making  them,  and  sugar,  of  which  they  contain  much,  will 
not  ferment  unless  it  is  dissolved  in  water. 

Cakes  are  best  kept  in  earthen  pans,  or  in  tins,  but  they  soon  become 
dry  in  drawers  or  wooden  boxes. 

Cakes  wetted  with  milk  eat  best  when  new,  but  do  not  keep  so-  well  as 
others.

Kitchen  Garden  Calendar. 

APKTii. — The  reader  will  bear  in  mind  that  our  directions  for  sowing- 
seed,  &c,  rather  in  the  nature  of  reminders  of  what  may,  perhaps,  be 
done  with  safety,  than  absolute  rules.  Each  one  must  use  his  own  judg- 
ment ;  it  being  evident  that  in  our  changeable  climate,  seed  which  may 
be  sown  with  safety  at  a  given  period  one  season,  it  would  be  folly  to 
sow  at  the  same  period  another  season.  We  may  proceed  to  plant  Beans, 
sow  some  Peas.     Landreth's  Extra  Early  ;  and,  also  later  sorts,  in  order 
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to  have  an  uninterrupted  succession.  Spring-sown  Cabbage  will  now  be 
fit  to  transplant  ;  manure  well,  if  you  expect  fine  heads.  The  plants  set 
out  in  February  and  March  will  require  culture  ;  deep  tillage  is  demand- 
ed by  the  Cabbage  tribe.  About  the  middle  or  latter  end  of  this  month 
sow  Drumhead,  Flat  Dutch  and  Drumhead  Savoy  Cabbage  Seed  for 
plants  to  be  set  out  in  June.  Cauliflower  and  Broccoli  may  be  sown. 
The  Carrots,  Parsnips,  Beets,  &c. .  previously  sown  are  now  advancing 
in  growth,  and  should  receive  the  necessary  care  ;  each  of  the  roots  may 
now  be  sown.  Small  Onions  set  out  in  autumn  and  winter  will  shortly 
be  fit  for  use.  Sow  Leeks  for  winter  use.  Turnips  sown  last  month 
should  be  hoed  and  thinned.  Asparagus  is  now  in  season  ;  hoe  over  the 
beds  to  exterminate  the  weeds — the  few  spears  Avhich  will  be  cut  off  are 
of  no  account  compared  with  the  good  service  of  the  hoe.  Draw  up 
earth  to  the  Potato  Vines.  Sow  Radishes,  the  White  Summer  and  Gold- 
en Globe,  are  the  best  for  this  season.  Lettuce  may  be  transplanted,  or 
what  is  preferable,  drilled,  where  intended  to  head.  Sow  Celery.  Plant 
more  Cucumbers  and  Melons  ;  also  Squashes.  The  fertilizer  best  adap- 
ted to  these  vines  is  compost  prepared  the  past  season,  formed  of  de- 
composed ruanuae. 

Okra  sow,  if  not  already  in.  The  prolific  is  a  good  sort.  The  vigilant 
gardener  will  keep  his  eye  upon  the  weeds — an  hour's  work  now  will 
equal  a  day's  when  the  grounds  get  foul. 

Sponge  Cake. 

Sift  one  pound  of  fiourand  one  pound  of  loaf  sugar  ;  take  the  juice  of 
one  lemon  ;  beat  ten  eggs  very  light  ;  mix  them  well  with  the  sugar, 
then  add  the  lemon  and  the  flour. 

If  baked  in  a  pan,  two  hours  is  necessary.  This  is  to  be  made  into 
oie  cake. 

Always  ISusy. 

The  more  a  man  accomplishes,  the  more  he  may.  An  active  tool  nev- 
er grows  rusty.

Kitchen  Garden  Calendar. 

Mat.— Beans,  Snap,  Linna  and  Sewee  plant ;  also,  the  "Southern 
Prolific  "  an  admirable  pole  Bean,  introduced  with  high  praise  by  the 
Landreths.  Cabbage  sow  for  winter.  Cauliflower  and  Broccoli  bow, 
though  they  may  be  difficult  to  preserve.  Lettuce  sow  in  drills  to  head  ; 
it  cannot  be  relied  on  at  this  season,  and  small  salading  should  be  pro- 
vided.    Badish,   sow  the   Golden  Globe  and  Summer  White,  if  any, 
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Spinach  sow  ;  but  it  will  soon  shoot.  Melons,  Cucumbeas  and  Squashes 
may  be  put  in.  Corn,  eight-rowed  Sugar  and  Evergreen  Sugar,  plant 
for  succession,  Pepper  and  tomato  sow  for  plants  to  be  set  out  for  later 
crops.  Sweet  Potato  sprouts  set  out  in  suitable  weather.  Where  water 
is  of  easy  application,  it  may  answer  to  supply  it,  otherwise  it  hardly 
pays  the  cost  of  the  labor.  Under  a  burning  sun,  water  should  not  be 
given  directly  ;  it  is  better  to  apply  it  between  rows  of  plants,  they  will 
thus  supply  themselves  without  the  liability  to  scald.  The  weeds  are 
now  striving  for  the  ascendancy,  and  even  the  active  gardener  will  have 
his  hands  full ;  his  only  hope  is  in  keeping  them  down  while  they  are 
yet  young. 

Poor  Man's  Pound  Cake. 
Two  cups  of  bread  dough,  one  cup  of  sugar,  one  cup  of  butter,  one 
egg,  a  teaspoonful  of  soda,  with  rose  water  according  to  taste.

Kitchen  Garden  Calendar. 

June. — In  the  South. — Plant  Beans,  transplant  Cabbage,  Cauliflower 
and  Broccoli ;  and  seed  may  be  sown  as  a  succession  for  Autumn  head- 
ing, but  it  is  uncertain.  Cucumbers,  Melons  and  Squashes  may  be  plant- 
ed. Sow  Tomato  for  a  succession.  The  trophy  is  wonderfully  large 
and  solid.  The  chief  labor  in  the  garden  had  better  be  directed  to  what 
is  already  in  growth  ;  but  few  seeds  sown  in  hot  weather  in  a  southern 
climate  repay  the  trouble. 
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Mince  Pies. 

Batter  and  line  a  pie  dish  with  a  nice  puff  paste,  rolled  to  twice  the 
thickness  of  a  five  cent  piece,  pat  in  the  pie  mixture  half  an  inch  deep 
and  spread  it  to  within  a  finger  width  of  Edge.  Make  a  cover  the  same 
size  as  the  bottom,  slit  in  the  centre,  and  cover  the  pie  with,  neatly  join- 
ing the  bottom  and  top  edges. 

Bake  in  a  quick  oven  three-quarters  of  an  hour. 

Mince  pies  should  be  served  warm. 

Many  persons  add  a  little  cider  to  the  mince  meat  when  making  up 
into  the  pies. 

Tlse  Secret. 

"  I  noticed,"  said  .Franklin,  "  a  mechanic  among  a  number  of  others 
at  work  on  a  house  being  erected  but  a  little  way  from  my  office,  who 
always  appeared  to  be  in  a  merry  humor,  who  had  a  kind  word  and 
cheerful  smile  for  every  one  he  met.

Cranberry  Pie  or  Tarts. 

Pick  a  quart  of  cranberries  free  from  imperfections,  put  a  pint  of  wa- 
ter to  them,  and  put  theui  in  stewpan  over  a  moderate  fire  ;  put  a  pound 
of  clean  brown  sugar  to  them,  and  stew  them  gently  until  they  are  all 
soft,  then  mash  them  with  a  silver  spoon,  and  turn  them  into  a  dish  to 
become  cold,  then  make  them  in  pies  or  tarts  and  bake.

Kitchen  Garden  Calendar. 

July. — Under  favorable  conditions  plant  Beans,  transplant  Cabbage, 
Cauliflowers  and  Broccoli  ;  transplant  Leeks  ;  sow  Carrots  and  Parsnips, 
if  needful ;  sow  Endive  for  early  crop  ;  a  few  Turnips  may  be  sown  ; 
transplant  Celery  for  early  supply,  and  prepare  trenches  for  the  main 
crop  ;  Spinach  may  be  sown  towards  the  close  of  the  month  ;  the  seed 
will  not  vegetate  if  the  ground  is  dry,  and,  though  watering  is  practiced

by  some,  the  results  scarcely  repoy  the  labor.  Irish  Potatoes  plant  ; 
Cucumbers  for  pickles  plant.  Our  remarks  on  the  Rata  Raga  apply 
■with  increased  force  in  the  South,  where  pasturage  is  less  abundant  than 
in  a  cooler  climate  ;  besides  it  is  most  wholesome  food  for  man  as  well 
as  beast,  and  the  pleasure  of  having  ample  supplies  for  all  who  minister 
to  our  wants,  is  of  itself  sufficient  to  induce  exertion  to  produce  them. 
Usually  at  this  season  the  extreme  heat  and  prevailing  drought  reuder  it 
difficult  to  get  seeds  to  vegetate,  if  failures  occur,  the  only  remedy  is  to 
try  again  under  more  favorable  circumstances.  Much  depends  on  the 
quality  of  the  seed  sown.  Fhe  stale  imported  stuff  not  unfrequently 
sold,  only  disappoints  and  annoys  ;  therefere,  we  repeat,  purchase,  if 
possible,  American  grown,  and  that  only  the  produce  of  reliable  persons, 
obtained  direct,  or  through  merchants  who  get  their  supplies  from  the 
bestbources,  and  irrespective  of  price  ;  that  offered  "remarkably  cheap/' 
is  usually  dear  in  the  end. 

D.  Landreth  &  Son,  of  Philadelphia,  have  printed  a  little  pamphlet, 
entitled  What  we  know  about  Turnips,  which  they  will  mail,  we  under- 
stand, to  applicants. 

Squash  Pie. 

Pare,  take  out  the  seeds,  and  stew  the  squash  until  very  soft  and  dry. 
Strain  or  rub  it  through  a  sieve  or  cullender  ;  then  mix  with  good  milk 
until  it  is  as  thick  as  batter.  Sweeten  with  sugar.  Allow  three  eggs  to 
a  quarter  of  milk,  beat  them  well  and  add  them  to  the  squash,  and  season 
with  rose  water,  ciunamou,  nutmeg  or  whatever  spices  you  like.  Line  a 
pie  plate  with  crust,  fill  and  bake  about  one  hour.

August.  —  Cabbage  seed  sow  to  head  in  November  ;  Landretli's  Large 
York  is  proper  ;  the  Early  Dwarf  Flat  Dutch  is  also  an  excellent  variety 
to  sow  at  this  season.     Broccoli  and   Cauliflower   sow,    and   transplant 
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from  an  earlier  sowing.  Onions  plant  sets  for  autumn,  Carrots  sow. 
Squash  sow.  Ruta  Raga  sow,  to  make  up  deficiencies  in  July  sowing. 
Turnips  for  table  use  sow  at  their  intervals.  Potatoes  plant  for  winter 
use.  Lettuce  drill  for  heating.  Radishes  sow  from  time  to  time  Beets 
may  be  sown  for  the  winter  supply.  Try  the  "  Egyptian,"  a  new  very 
early  Turnip  rooted  variety.  Seeds  directed  to  be  sown  this  month,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  defer  until  the  next  by  reason  of  heat  and  drought. 
Let  the  young  gardener  not  be  disheartened — ultimate  success  will  at- 
tend persevering  efforts.  His  first  care  is  to  provide  reliable  seeds,  and 
then  onward  !  should  be  his  motto. 

Muffins. 

Take  one  pint  of  new  milk,  one  pint  of  hot  water,  four  lumps  of  sugar, 
one  egg,  half  a  pint  of  good  brisk  yeast,  add  flour  enough  to  make  the 
mixture  quite  as  thick  as  pound  cake.  Let  it  rise  well,  bake  in  hoops  on 
a  griddle.

Never  sendest  thou  an  article  for  publication  without  giving  the  editor 
thy  name,  for  thy  name  oftentimes  secures  publication  to  worthless  arti- 
cles.

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Kitchen  harden  Calendar. 

September. — In  the  South  the  work  in  the  garden  is  again  commeno 
ing  in  earnest.  Draw  up  earth  to  the  Pea  Vines,  and  stick  as  they  ad- 
vance. It  is  not  too  late  to  plant  Beans  ;  transplant  Cabbage  sown  last 
month  ;  Landreth's  York  and  Large  York  Cabbage  may  still  be  sown  ; 
toward  the  close  of  this  and  the  forepart  ol  next  month,  sow  Drumhead, 
Flat  Dutch  and  Drumhead-Savoy  Cabbage,  to  come  in  early  in  the  spring, 
and  to  secure  a  good  supply  sow  liberally  ;  the  Hies  will  have  their  share. 
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Transplant  Cauliflower  and.  Broccoli.  Sow  Turnips,  Potatoes  planted 
last  month  will  require  culture.  Onions  may  be  sown  for  a  general  crop 
if  buttons  to  plant  are  not  at  band.  Carrots  sown  now  will  be  fit;  for  use 
in  December.  Spinach  may  be  sown  from  time  to  time.  Endive  also. 
Celery  plants  need  tillage.  Lettuce  may  be  transplanted.  Sow  Radishes 
frequently. 

The  inexperienced  gardener  may  recur  to  what  has  been  said  under 
the  head  of  August — perchance  some  hint  has  there  been  dropped  which 
may  be  useful  to  him  ;  at  the  same  time  let  us  advise  him  to  exercise  his 
own  judgment  in  much  that  may  demand  his  attention.  Self-reliance  is 
invaluable,  and  an  accasional  failure  will  be  well  repaid  by  the  experi- 
ence it  may  bring.  One  thing  he  will  surely  learn,  that  to  succeed  with 
any  crop,  the  first  requisite  is  good  seed  ;  in  vain  will  he  sow,  and  plant, 
and  water,  if  he  is  enticed  to  purchase  those  of  doubtful  quality  by  the 
quotation  of  low  prices. 

Baked  Apple  Dumplings. 

Prepare  a  paste  as  for  boiled  dumplings;  avoid  lapping  the  paste  as 
much  as  possible  after  the  fruit  is  introduced;  butter  the  pan  in  which 
they  are  baked,  to  prevent  their  sticking,  lay  the  folded  side  down; 
bake  three-quarters  of  an  hour  and  serve  hot.     To  be  eaten  with  cream.

Oyster  Pie. 

Take  fifty  oysters,  strain  the  liquor,  line  a  dish  with  good  crust,  take 
two  hard  boiled  eggs,  chop  them  fine,  mix  them  with  a  slice  of  bread 
crumbled  fine;  add  two  ounces  of  butter,  pepper,  salt  and  nutmeg  to 
your  taste;  then  on  each  layer  of  oysters  sprinkle  some  of  the  mixture; 
it  is  best  to  reserve  some  of  the  oyster  liquor  for  gravy. 

A  model  bill,  made  out  by  an  old  farmer  against  his  neighbor,  reads  as 
follows  :  "Neighbor  A,  Dr.  to  B  to  horse  and  wagon  goin'  to  mill  once 
since  and  twice  before,  one  dollar. " 

Riee  Pudding. 

Boil  three  cups  of  rice  in  two  quarts  of  milk  till  soft,  then  add  two 
quarts  of  cold  milk,  eight  eggs  beat  light,  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  but- 
ter, two  nutmegs  and  sugar  to  the  taste.

Indian  Pudding. 

Three  quarts  of  scalded  milk,  fourteen  spoonsful  of  fine  Indian  meal, 
stir  well;  when  cool,  add  eight  eggs,  one  pound  of  butter,  spice  and  su- 
gar to  the  taste.    Bake  two  hours. 

The  gentlest  effort  may  put  a  wedding  ring  upon  the  finger  ;  a  thou- 
sand horse  power  may  not  suffice  to  pull  it  off. 

Bread  Pudding. 

Pour  a  quart  of  boiling  milk  over  four  ounces  of  bread  crumbs,  and 
cover  until  cold;  mix  with  three  well  beaten  eggs,  a  tea-cup  of  sugar 
f,nd  half  the  peel  of  a  grated  lemon  or  a  little  powdered  cinnamon. 
Bake  in  a  buttered  dish,  and  serve  with  sweet  sauce.

Cflery  earth  up  in  dry  weather,  and  trans- 
plant from  seed-bed  for  further  supplies  ;  also  Lettuce  for  Spring  use. 
Radishes  sow  as  required.     Artichokes  dress  preparatory  to  Winter.  As- 
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paragus  beds  dress.     Strawberries  transplant.     Peas,  Eandreths'  Extra 
Early,  sow.

Eve's  Pudding. 

Take  six  large  juicy  apples,  pare,  core  and  chop  them  fine,  six  ounces 
of  bread  crumbs,  six  ounces  of  currants,  six  eggs  and  three  ounces  of 
sugar,  mix  them  well,  and  boil  in  a  mould,  or  closely  covered  pan,  for 
three  hours.     Serve  with  sweet  sauce.

Apple  Pudding. 

Pare  and  core  several  large  sized  apples,  set  them  in  a  deep  dish, 
make  a  rich  batter,  and  pour  it  over  them;  then  bake  in  a  quick  oven 
one  hour.     Serve  with  wine  sauce.

Cherry  Pudding. 

Make  a  batter  same  as  for  apple  pudding,  with  or  without  eggs,  take 
the  stems  from  a  quart  of  sour  cherries,  stir  them  into  the  batter,  tie  it 
in  a  pudding  bag  and  boil  two  hours.  Serve  with  butter  and  sugar  sauce.

Egg  Pudding. 

Beat  nine  eggs  with  nine  tablespoonful  of  wheat  flour,  until  it  is  very 
light;  then  add,  gradually  three  pints  of  boiled  milk,  and  a  teaspoonful 
of  salt.     Bake  one  hour  in  a  hot  oven.     Serve  with  wine  sauce. 

Potatoe  Fritters. 

Peel  and  pound  in  a  mortar,  six  mealy  potatoes,  with  a  little  salt,  a 
glass  of  white  wine,  some  pounded  sugar  and.  cinnamon,  and  one  ounce 
of  butter.  Boll  it  out  with  a  little  Hour,  cut  them  the  size  of  a  wine 
glass,  and  fry  them  in  boiling  clarified  dripping.  Serve  with  sifted  loaf 
sugar  over  them. 

Omelet  for  ©essert. 
Beat  six  (eggs  light,    add  a  teaspoonful  of  salt,  and  four  or  five  mac- 
caroons  pounded  fine.    Beat  them  well  together  and  fry  as  usual.  Straw 
plentifully  with  sugar  and  serve. 

Clieese  Cakes. 
Take  half  a  pint  of  good  curds,  beat  them  with  four  eggs,  three 
spoonful  of  rich  cream,  half  a  nutmeg  grated,  one  spoonful  of  rose  or 
orange  water,  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  sugar  and  half  a  pound  of  currants 
well  washed  and  dried.  Mix  well  together  and  bake  in  patty  pans,  with 
a  good  crust  under  them. 

Trifle. 

Break  some  rusk  or  spiced  cake  or  any  cake  you  may  have  in  the 
house  into  a  dish,  pour  a  good  boiled  custard  over  it,  and  put  a  syllabub 
over  that.  Garnished  with  jelly  and  flowers,  it  makes  a  handsome  des- 
sert for  dinner.

Kitchen  Garden  Calendar. 

Novembek. — The  garden  work  is  now  ample  to  occupy  attention. 
Peas  sow  ;  if  they  escape  the  frost  they  will  be  ready  for  use  in  April. 
For  sowing  at  this  season,  we  recommend  Tom  Thumb  ;  it  seldom  rises 
over  twelve  inches,  is  an  abundant  bearer,  and  is  withal  quite  early  ; 
also  McLean's  Little  Gem,  a  pea  of  similar  habit,  but  superior  in  qual- 
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ity,  It,  as  well  as  the  Tom  Thumb,  seems  to  he  admirably  adapted  to 
Autumn  sowing  in  the  South,  where  on  apprehended  frost,  protection 
may  be  given  ;  it  is  also  equally  well  suited  to  early  Spring  planting  for 
the  same  reason,  and  if  planted  on  ground  manured  excessively  high,  will 
yield  as  much  to  a  given  quantity  of  land  as  any  Pea  known  to  us.  Cab- 
bage, if  plants  remain,  set  out.  Onions  plant.  Celery  blanch.  Salad 
sow  on  sheltered  spots.  Radishes  sow  ;  if  frost  kills  them,  it  is  only  a 
little  labor  lost.  Plenty  of  Landretbs'  seeds  are  to  be  had,  and  an  occa- 
sional failure  is  only  a  little  labor  lost  while  success  yields  an  abundant 
reward .

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TIME. 

The  calculations  "are  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which  time  does  not  corre- 
spond with  sun-time  precisely,  except  on  four  clays  during  the  year.  To  find 
sun-time,  or  that  kept  by  people  generally,  use  the  time  given  for  the  day, 
marked  "sun  rises"  or  "sun  sets,"  and  also  the  column  marked  "sun  fast"  or 
"sun  slow;"  add  them  when  fast,  subtract  them  when  slow. 

By  the  Almanac,  the  sun  rises  March  1st,  at  6.29,  but,  by  sun  time  it  will 
rise  at  6.17. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  together  equal 
twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the  year,  the  sun 
changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination,  that  it  makes  a  mate- 
rial change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here  given  have 
been  rigorously  calculated,  and  compared  with  the  best  authority,  and  are  true 
to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

— Vensus  will  be  Evening  Star  from  February  7th  till  Decem- 
ber 7th;  Mars,  from  January  25th  till  July  9th;  Jupiter,  from  August  6th  till 
October  1st;  Saturn,  till  January  28th. 

ECLIPSES.

Farm  and  Garden. 

January. — During  this  month  but  very  little  can  be  accomplished  in 
the  way  of  gardening.  On  the  farm  and  plantation  there  may  be  much 
to  do  preparing  for  the  season  of  more  active  labor.  It  is  also  with  the 
planter  the  favorable  time  to  look  back  upon  the  past,  to  review  the  la- 
bors of  the  year  just  closed  that  he  may  be  the  better  able  to  avoid  errors, 
if  they  have  been  made,  and  confirm  successes  in  future  practice,  thus 
the  efforts  of  the  thoughtful  man  are  likely  to  succeed,  where  those  of 
the  inconsiderate  may  most  likely  fail. 
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COUSIN  SAL.L1E  DILLARD. 

A  Laughable  Trial  Scene. 

"Cousin  Sallie  Dillard"  was  written  by  Hamilton  C.  Jones,  of  Salis- 
bury, N.  C,  nearly  half  a  century  ago.  It  purports  to  be  a  report  of  the 
testimony  of  a  witness  in  a  case  before  one  of  the  courts  of  this  State, 
and  is  as  follows.  We  reprint  it  for  the  reason  that  it  will  bear  repub- 
lishing once  again  at  least  : 

A  beardless  disciple  of  Themis  rises  and  thus  addresses  the  court : 

"May  it  please  your  worship,  and  you,  gentlemen  of  the  jury,  since 
it  has  been  my  fortune  (good  or  bad,  I  will  not  say)  to  exercise  in  legal 
disquisition,  it  has  never  befallen  me  to  be  obliged  to  prosecute  so  dire- 
f ully  marked  an  assault.

Harris — "Adzackly."  (Giving  the  lawyer  a  knowing  wink,  at  the 
same  time  clearing  his  throat.)  "Captain  Rice  he  gin  a  treat,  and 
Cousin  Sallie  Dillard  she  came  over  to  my  house  an'  axed  me  if  my 
wife  she  moutn't  go  ?  I  told  Cousin  Sallie  Dillard  that  my  wife  was 
poorly,  being  as  how  she  had  a  touch  of  rheumatism  in  her  hip,  and  the 
big  swamp  was  up  in  the  road,  thar  having  been  a  great  deal  of  rain 
lately  ;  but,  however,  as  it  was  she,  Cousin  Sallie  Dillard,  my  wife  she 
mout  go.

Chops — "Stop,  if  you  please  ;  we  don't  want  hear  about  Cousin  Sallie 
Dillard  or  your  wife  ;  tell  us  about  the  fight  at  Rice's. "

Chops — "  Well,  sir,  go  on." 

Witness — "  Well,  sir,  Captain  Rice  he  gin  a  treat,  and  Cousin  Sallie 
Dillard  she  came  over  to  my  house  and  axed  me  if  my  wife  she  moutn't

Farm  and  Garden. 

Ffbktjary. — In  North  and  in  South  Carolina  the  present  mouth  must 
necessarily  be  one  of  great  activity  in  gardening.  He  who  is  tardy  now 
will  be  deficient  in  many  comforts,  which  cost  but  slight  effort,  if  that 
effort  be  made  at  the  right  time  and  in  the  right  way. 

Windsor  and  Long-pod  Beans  plant;  Radishes  sow  sparingly  from 
time  to  time;  Asparagus  bed  dress  with  compost  and  salt.  This  latter, 
though  an  active  stimulant,  may  be  safely  given  in  heavy  dressings  to 
Asparagus,  and  has  the  further  advantage  of  destroying  the  weeds. 
Horse-radish  cuttings  put  out;  Trees  and  Shrubbery  may  be  trans- 
planted and  pruned.  This  is,  perhaps,  the  best  month  iu  the  South  for 
transplanting.  Peas  sow  at  intervals;  some  may  be  frosted,  but  try  it 
again.     Landreth's  Extra  Early  is  by  far  the  best,  but  it  is  well  to  sow 
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some  of  the  later  kind,  at  the  same  time,  so  as  to  secure  an  uninter- 
rupted succession.  Early  York  and  Landreth's  Large  York  Cabbage  may 
be  sown  for  Spring  and  early  Summer  use;  the  Drumhead  and  Flat  Dutch 
Cabbage  may  also  now  be  sown  to  come  in  still  later;  also  the  Early 
Flat  Dutch  Cabbage,  a  variety  of  rather  recent  introduction,  which  we 
can  highly  commend  as  possessing  several  good  qualities — thus  keeping 
up  an  uninterrupted  succession;  Cauliflowers  and  Broccoli  planted  in 
the  Autumn  will  begin  to  head,  and  may  need  slight  protection  at  this 
season;  Turnips  for  early  crop  sow;  Beets  sow;  also,  Carrots;  all  which 
to  be  repeated  next  month;  Onions  hoe,  also  other  hardy  crops  planted 
in  Autumn  as  there  directed;  Spinach  may  be  sown  for  early  Spring 
use;  Parsley  sow;  Lettuce  plants,  from  Fall  sowings,  transplant; 
Celery  earth  up  as  required  ;  Endive,  which  should  now  be  in  full 
growth,  tie  up  to  blanch  in  small  quantities  only  as  needed.  Garlic, 
Shallots  and  Onions  may  still  be-planted  ;  of  the  latter  select  the  small 
bulbs,  not  larger  than  boys'  marbles,  raised  at  Philadelphia  for  the 
special  purpose  of  transplanting  ;  the  small  refuse  bulbs  culled  Out  of 
larger  onions  are  worthless,  as  they  shoot  to  seed.  Let  the  Southern 
resident  cast  his  eye  over  our  directions  for  December,  and  if  there  be 
anything  therein  which  has  been  omitted,  it  may  not  be  too  late  to 
apply  the  remedy.

Farm  and  Garden. 

Maboh. — Spring  has  fairly  arrived,  but  the  weather  may  still  be  un- 
comfortably cool ;  in  which  case  delay  for  a  little  while  the  planting  of 
of  the  more  delicate  vegetables.  It  is  not  best  to  be  in  too  great  a  hurry 
even  in  a  desirable  effort. 

Southward  of  Washington  Peas  continue  to  plant.  Cabbage  plant, 
from  winter  beds  transplant,  especially  Landreth's  Large  York,  which 
is  superior  to  the  imported,    being  larger  and   bearing  the  heat  better. 


ik 
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Remember  to  have  fine  head  Cabbage  and  Lettuce,  deep  culture  and 
highly  maaured  soil  is  required.  Onions  and  Leaks  sow.  Turnips  sow 
a  few  ;  they  may  succeed.  Potatoes  plant.  Carrots  and  Parsnips  sow, 
if  enough  were  not  sown  last  month.  Mustard,  Cress  and  Curled  Let- 
tuces, for  small  salad,  sow  at  least  once  a  fortnight.  Parsley  sow.  To- 
mato sow  in  warm  situation  ;  those  from  the  hot-bed  may  be  set  out. 
Pepper  sow  close  of  this  month.  Melons,  both  Citron  and  Water,  sow. 
Cucumbers  sow.  Okra  sow  ;  also  Squash  and  Pumpkins.  Beets  and 
other  root  crops  sown  last  month  will  be  advancing  ;  they  should  be 
thinned  and  cultitvated.  Celery  and  Spinach  sow.  Asparagus  beds 
dress,  if  not  already  done.  Strawberry  beds  set  out.  Artichokes,  if 
slipped  and  dressed  last  month,  should  have  attention.

Farm  and  Garden. 

April. — The  reader  will  bear  in  mind  that  our  directions  for  sowing 
seed,  &c,  are  rather  in  the  nature  of  reminders  of  what  may,  perhaps,  be 
done  with  safety,  than  absolute  rules.  Each  one  must  use  his  own  judg- 
ment ;  it  being  evident  that  in  our  changeable  climate  seed  which  may 
be  sown  with  safety  at  a  given  period  one  season,  it  would  be  folly  to 
sow  at  the  same  period  another  season.  We  may  proceed  to  plant  Beans. 
Sow  some  Peas,  Landreth's  Extra  Early,  and  also  later  sorts,  in  order 
to  have  an  uninterrupted  succession.  Spring-sown  Cabbage  will  now  be 
fit  to  transplant  ;  manure  well  if  you  expect  fine  heads.  The  plants  set 
out  in  February  and  March  will   require   culture  ;   deep  tillage  is  de- 
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manded  by  the  Cabbage  tribe.  Abaut  the  middle  or  latter  end  of  this 
month  sow  Drumhead,  Flat  Dutch  and  Drumhead  Savoy  Cabbage  Seed 
for  plants  to  be  set  out  in  June.  Cauliflower  and  Broccoli  may  be  sown. 
The  Carrots,  Parnips,  Beets,  &c,  previously  sown  are  now  advancing 
in  growth,  and  should  receive  the  necessary  cire  ;  eash  of  the  roots  may 
now  be  sown.  Small  Onions  set  out  in  Autumn  and  Winter  will  shortly 
be  fit  for  use.  Sow  Leeks  for  Winter  use.  Turnips  sown  last  month 
should  be  hoed  and  thinned.  Asparagus  is  now  in  season  ;  hoe  over  the 
beds  to  exterminate  the  weeds — the  few  spears  which  will  be  cut  off  are 
of  no  account  compared  with  the  good  service  of  the  hoe.  Draw  up 
earth  to  the  Potato  Vines.  Sow  Radishes — the  White  Summer  and 
Golden  Globe  are  the  best  for  this  season.  Lettuce  maybe  transplanted, 
or  what  is  preferable,  drilled  where  intended  to  head.  Sow  Celery.  Plant 
more  Cucumbers  and  Melons,  also  Squashes.  The  fertilizer  best 
adapted  to  these  vines  is  compost  prepared  the  past  season,  formed  of 
decomposed  manure. 

Okra  sow,  if  not  already  in.  The  prolific  is  a  good  sort.  The  vigilant 
gardner  will  keep  his  eye  upon  the  weeds — an  hour's  work  now  will 
equal  a  day's  when  the  grounds  get  foul.

Extract  of  Meat.

Cork  and  wire  tightly,  and  put  th  -  bottle  in  a  kettle  of 
cold  water  ;  let  it  boil  gently  one  hour ;  when  it  is  removed  press  the 
meat  to  obtain  the  juice  which  may  yet  remain  in  the  meat. 

Real  Extract  of  Beef. 

Have  ready  a  bright  bed  of  coals  ;  rub  a  thick,  juicy  steak  with  a  very 
little  salt ;  broil  quickly  and  press  out  all  the  juice  as  it  gathers.  It  may 
be  made  boiling  hot  or  used  as  it  leaves  the  beef.  If  used  without  cook- 
ing, howevc  r,  it  will  be  more  strengthening  than  if  changed  by  heat.

May. — Beans,  Snap,  Lima  and  Sewee,  plant;  also  the  "Southern 
Prolific,"  an  admirable  pole  Bean,  introduced  with  high  praise  by  the 
Landreths.  Cabbage  sow  for  winter.  Cauliflower  and  Broccoli  sow, 
though  they  may  be  difficult  to  preserve.  Lettuce  sow  in  drills  to  head  ; 
it  cannot  be  relied  on  this  season,  and  small  salading  should  be  pro- 
vided.    Radish,    sow   the  Golden   Globe  and  Summer  White,  if  any. 
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Spinach  sow,  but  it  will  soon  shoot.  Melons,  Cucumbers  and  Squashes 
may  be  put  in.  Corn,  eight-rowed  Sugar  and  Evergreen  Sugar,  plant 
for  succession.  Pepper  and  Tomato  sow  for  plants  to  be  set  out  for  later 
crops.  Sweet  Potato  sprouts  set  out  in  suitable  weather.  Where  water 
is  of  easy  application  it  may  answer  to  supply  it,  otherwise  it  hardly 
pays  the  cost  of  the  labor,  Under  a  burning  sun  water  should  not  be 
given  directly  ;  it  is  better  to  apply  it  between  rows  of  plants  ;  they  will 
thus  supply  themselves  without  the  liability  to  scald.  The  weeds  are 
now  striving  for  the  ascendancy,  and  even  the  active  gardener  will  have 
his  hands  full ;  his  only  hope  is  in  keeping  them  down  while  they  are 
yet  young. 

The  Apex  of  Honesty. 

At  a  party  one  evening,  several  contested  the  nonor  of  having  done 
the  most  extrordinardy  thing.  A  reverend  gentlemen  was  appointed 
judge  of  the  respective  pretentions.

Moths. 

To  prevent  use  camphor,  Persian  powder  or  benzine  freely.  Careful 
wrapping  in  paper  or  cotton  cloths  will  secure  clean  woolens,  but  the 
moths  will  attack  soiled  spots. 

Bed  bugs  are  destroyed  by  mercurial  ointment  or  benzine.  Coal  oil 
is  destructive  to  many  insects. 

Cockroaches  disappear  before  a  liberal  sprinkling  of  powdered  borax. 
Carbolic  acid  or  coal  oil  is  certainly  efficacious. 

Poison. 

A  convenient  antidote  will  be  found  in  a  glass  of  water  into  which  has 
been  stirred  a  heaped  teaspoonful  each  of  t>alt  and  mustard — drink  im- 
mediately. A  repetition  of  the  dose  will  empty  the  stomach,  and  the 
the  effects  can  be  overcome  by  swallowing  the  white  of  a  couple  of  eggs 
and  a  cup  of  strong  coffee. 

A  sick  room  can  be  deodorized  speedily  and  easily  by  burning  a  wisp 
of  paper,  or  by  sprinkling  some  sugar,  molasses  or  ground  coffee  upon 
a  shovel  of  hot  coals. 

Bruises. 

Bathe  the  injured  flesh  as  soon  as  possible  in  cold  water  ;  frequent  ap- 
plications of  a  cold  damp  cloth  will  diminish  the  swelling  and  prevent 
discoloration.

Farm  and  Garden. 

June. — In  the  South — Plant  Beans,  transplant  Cabbage,  Cauliflower 
and  Broccoli,  and  seed  may  be  sown  as  a  succession  for  autumn  head- 
ing, but  it  is  uncertain.  Cucumbers,  Melons  and  Squashes  may  be 
planted.  Sow  Tomato  for  a  succession.  The  trophy  is  wonderfully 
large  and  solid.  The  chief  labor  in  the  garden  had  better  be  directed 
to  what  is  already  in  growth  ;  but  few  seeds  sown  in  hot  weather  in  a 
southern  climate  repay  the  trouble. 

Colors  faded  by  acids  will  return  by  the  application  of  hartshorn  and 
water. 
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For  a  IS  urn. 

Cover  the  surface  immediately  with  varnish,  mucilage,  flour  or  any 
substance  that  will  effectually  exclude  the  air  from  the  injured  parts. 
When  this  is  done  the  pain  soon  ceases  and  heathy  action  begins. 

A  little  six-year-old  was  asked  by  his  teacher  to  write  a  composition 
on  the  sul  j:ct  of  water,  and  the  following  is  the  production  :  '•  Water 
is  good  to  drink,  to  swim  in  aud  to  skate  on  when  frozen.  When  I  was 
a  little  baby  the  nurse  used  to  bathe  me  every  morning  in  water.  I  have 
been  told  that  the  Injuns  don't  wash  themselves  but  once  in  ten  years. 
I  wish  I  was  an  Injun." 

To  Wash  Windows. 

Spread  a  coating  of  water  and  whiting  ;  when  dry  rub  off  with  paper 
or  old  silk  rag.  This  method  is  especially  convenient  where  splashing 
should  be  avoided  or  iu  cold  weather.  Silver  can  be  polished  in  the 
same  manner  with  prepared  chalk.

Blood  Stains, 

Bub  soap  upon  the  spot  and  allow  it  to  dry  thoroughly ;  ordinary 
washing  will  afterward  reniove  the  stain. 

If  you  would  win  success  be  punctual,  courteous,  honest,  economical, 
agreeable  in  your  personal  habits  and  regardful  of  your  health. 

Fruit  Stains. 

Apply  butter  or  lard  to  the  spot,  and  without  further  trouble  the  stain 
will  disappear  during  the  ordinary  washing.  A  little  chloride  of  lime  in 
water  will  remove  many  stains,  but  it  must  be  used  with  care  and  the 
article  instantly  and  thoroughly  rinsed  in  pure  water. 

Carbonate  of  ammonia  dissolved  in  hot  water  can,  when  cool,  be 
bottled  for  use.  A  few  drops  in  warm  water  will  easily  remove  finger 
marks  from  paint,  cleanse  glass,  remove  spots  of  grease  and  purify  dark 
or  damp  corners,  bath-tubs,  water  pitchers,  etc. 

To  change  the  air  in  a  room,  open  the  windows  both  at  the  bottom 
and  top.  When  opposite  windows  will  not  produce  a  current,  a  door 
closed  and  opened  rapidly  or  used  as  a  fan  is  very  efficacious  ;  or  build  a 
fire  in  the  fire-place. 

Chicken  Tea. 
Cut  the  meat  from  the  bones  ;  put   it  in  a  bottle  with  a  little  water  ; 
cork  and  Avire  the  bottle  and  put  it  in  cold  water  and  boil  one  hour. 

To  Cleanse  Hairbrushes. 

Wash  them  in  water  in  which  has  been  dissolved  a  tablespoonful  of 
spirits  of  hartshorn  ;  a  little  soda  in  warm  water  serves  the  same  purpose. 

Ink  stains  can  readily  be  removed  by  soaking  the  spot  in  milk. 

White  Faint. 

Scouring  with  fine  sand  and  a  rag  does  not  injure  the  surface  as  much 
as  scrubbing  with  a  brush  or  the  profuse  use  of  soap,  which  discolors 
it.     Ammonia  or  soda  in  water  is  to  be  preferred  to  soap. 

Beef  Tea. 

Lean  beef  cut  into  shreds,  one  pound  ;  water,  one  quart.  Boil  for 
twenty  minutes,  taking  off  the  scum  as  it  rises.  When  it  grows  cold, 
strain.

Farm  and  Oar  den. 

July. — Under  favorable  conditions  plant  Beans,  transplant  Cabbage, 
Cauliflower  and  Broccoli  ;  transplant  Leeks  ;  sow  Carrots  and  Parsnips, 
if  needful  ;  sow  Endive  for  early  crop  ;  a  few  Turnips  may  be  sown  ; 
transplant  Celery  for  early  supply,  and  prepare  trenches  for  the  main 
crop  ;  Spinach  may  be  sown  towards  the  close  of  the  month  ;  the  seed 
will  not  vegetate  if  the  ground  is  dry,  and  though  watering  is  practiced 
by  some,  the  results  scarcely  repay  the  labor.  Irish  Potatoes  plant ; 
Cucumbers  for  pickles  plant.  Our  remarks  on  the  Ruta  Baga  apply 
with  increased  force  in  the  South,  where  pasturage  is  less  abundant  than 
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in  a  cooler  climate  ;  besides  it  is  most  wholesome  food  for  man  as  well 
as  beast,  and  the  pleasure  of  having  ample  supplies  for  all  who  minister 
to  our  wants  is  of  itself  sufficient  to  induce  exertion  to  produce  them. 
Usually  at  this  season  the  extreme  heat  and  prevailing  drought  render  it 
difficult  to  get  seed  to  vegetate  ;  if  failures  occur  the  only  remedy  is  to 
try  again  under  more  favorable  circumstances.  Much  depends  on  the 
quality  of  the  seed  sown.  The  stale  imported  stuff  not  unfrequently 
sold  only  disappoints  and  annoys  ;  therefore  we  repeat,  purchase,  if 
possible,  American  grown,  and  that  only  the  produce  of  reliable  persons, 
obtained  direct  or  through  merchants  who  get  their  supplies  from  the 
best  sources  and  irrespective  of  price  ;  that  offered  "remarkably  cheap  " 
is  usually  dear  in  the  end. 

Rules  for  Sleeping. 

1.  Retire  at  a  reasonable  hour. 

2.  Recline  first  on  your  left  side,  and  be  quiet  as  long  as  you  can 
without  actually  falling  asleep. 

3.  Turn  upon  the  right  side  very  gradually,  so  as  not  to  excite  the 
nerves,  and  as  the  blood  gradually  equalizes  itself  in  the  system  you 
will  fall  asleep  pleasantly.

6.  When  you  lie  down  cease  to  think,  you  can  think  at  will,  and  of 
course  you  can  learn  to  cease  thinking  at  will.

August. — Cabbage  seed  sow  to  head  in  November;  Landreth's  Large 
York  is  proper;  the  Early  Dwarf  Flat  Dutch  is  also  an  excellent  variety 
to  sow  at  this  season.  Broccoli  and  Cauliflower  sow,  and  transplant 
from  an  earlier  sowing.  Onions  plant  sets  for  autumn.  Carrots  sow. 
Squash  sow.  Ruta  Baga  sow,  to  make  up  deficiencies  in  July  sowing. 
Turnips  for  table  nse  sow  at  three  intervals.     Potatoes  plant  for  winter

use.  Lettuce  drill  for  heating.  Radishes  sow  from  time  to  time.  Beets 
may  be  sown  for  the  winter  supply.  Try  the  "  Egyptian,"  a  new  very 
early  Turnip  rooted  variety,  Seeds  directed  to  be  sown  this  month,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  defer  until  the  next  by  reason  of  heat  and  drought. 
Let  the  young  gardener  not  be  disheartened — ultimate  success  will  at- 
tend persevering  efforts.  His  first  care  is  to  provide  reliable  seeds,  and 
then  onward!  should  be  his  motto. 

Rules  for  Bathing. 

1.  Close  your  doors  and  windows,  if  it  be  cold  weather,  and  avoid  all 
drafts  while  bathing. 

2.  Use  a  half  bushel  tub,  half  filled  with  water,  about  the  temperature 
of  the  body. 

3.  Use  an  ordinary  towell  for  rubbing  and  drying  off. 

4.  Bathe  the  head,  face  and  neck  well,  then  uncover  the  body,  bathe 
and  rub  off  well  with  the  warm  water  and  soap,  then  cover  the  body 
with  an  under  garment,  bathe  and  rub  off  the  lower  extremites. 

5.  Let  the  whole  bath  not  exceed  twenty  minutes  duration. 

6.  Bathe  in  this  manner  twice*  a  week. 

7.  The  best  time  is  on  rising  of  a  morning,  as  there  is  less  danger  of 
cold,  and  the  body  is  more  highly  invigorated. 

Note  1st. — Bathing  is  necessary  to  remove  the  dead  skin,  even  if  there 
is  no  dirt  on  the  body. 

Note  2d. — Very  hot  or  very  cold  water  shock  the  system  too  much, 
and  are  not  necessary  except  in  extreme  cases. — Branson.

Farm  and  Garden. 

September. — In  the  South  the  work  in  the  garden  is  again  commenc- 
ing in  earnest.  Draw  up  earth  to  the  Pea  Vines,  and  stick  as  they  ad- 
vance. It  is  not  too  late  to  plant  Beans;  transplant  Cabbage  sown  last 
Month;  Landreth's  York  and  Large  York  Cabbage  may  still  be  sown; 
toward  the  close  of  this  and  the  forepart  of  next  month,  sow  Drumhead, 
Flat  Dutch  and  Drumhead-Savoy  Cabbage,  to  come  in  early  in  the 
spring,  and  to  secure  a  good  supply  sow  liberally;  the  flies  will  have  their 
share.  Transplant  Cauliflower  and  Broccoli.  Sow  Turnips.  Potatoes 
planted  last  month  will  require  culture.     Onions  may  be  sown  for  a 
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general  crop  if  buttons  to  plant  are  not  at  hand.  Carrots  sown  now  will 
be  fit  for  use  in  December.  Spinach  may  be  sown  from  time  to  time. 
Endive  also.  Celery  plants  need  tillage.  Lettuce  may  be  transplanted. 
Sow  Radishes  frequently. 

The  inexperienced  gardDer  may  recur  to  what  has  been  said  under 
the  head  of  August — perchance  some  hint  has  there  been  dropped 
which  may  be  useful  to  him;  at  the  same  time  let  us  advise  him  to  ex- 
ercise his  own  judgment  in  much  that  may  demand  his  attention.  Self- 
reliance  is  invaluable,  and  an  occasional  failure  will  be  well  repaid  by 
the  experience  it  may  bring.  One  thing  he  will  surely  learn,  that  to 
succeed  with  any  crop,  the  first  requisite  is  good  seed;  in  vain  will  he 
sow,  and  plant,  and  water,  if  he  is  enticed  to  purchase  those  of  doubt- 
ful quality  by  the  quotation  of  low  prices. 

Rates  of  Interest. 

Six  per  cent,  per  annum  is  the  legal  rate  of  interest  in  Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Florida, 
Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Missouri,  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and 
Arkansas. 

Seven  per  cent,  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  South  Carolina,  Georgia, 
Mississippi,  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota. 

Eight  per  cent,  in  Alabama  and  Texas. 

Ten  per  cent,  in  California. 

In  Louisiana  all  debts  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  from 
the  time  they  become  due.  unless  otherwise  stipulated,  but  contracts  for 
interest  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum  are  legal. 

As  high  as  eight  per  cent,  in  North  Carolina  by  special  contract. 

In  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  Delaware, 
Maryland,  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  no  higher  rate  than  six  per 
cent.,  and  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  South  Carolina,  Georgia  and 
Wisconsin,  no  higher  rate  than  seven  per  cent.,  is  allowed  on  special 
contracts. 

In  Massachusetts  and  California  any  rate  is  allowed  on  special  con- 
tracts. In  Vermont  no  higher  rate  than  six  per  cent,  is  allowed  on 
special  contracts,  except  railroad  notes  or  bonds,  which  may  bear  seven 
.  per  cent.  In  Pennsylvania  contracts  for  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than 
six  per  cent,  can  be  made  by  commission  merchants,  building  associa- 
tions and  railroad  and  canal  companies.  In  Florida  eight  per  cent,  may 
be  charged  by  special  contract.  In  Texas  a  written  contract  may 
stipulate  for  any  rate  not  exceeding  twelve  per  cent.  In  Illinois  rates  as 
high  as  ten  per  cent,  may  be  contracted  for,  and  a  similar  rule  prevails 
in  Michigan,  Iowa,  Missouri  and  Arkansas.  In  Minnesota  twelve  per 
cent,  may  be  contracted  for.

November. — The  garden  work  is  now  ample  to  occupy  attention. 
Peas  sow;  if  they  escape  the  frost  they  will  be  ready  for  use  in  April. 
For  sowing  at  this  season,  we  recommend  Tom  Thumb;  it  seldom  rises 
over  twelve  inches,  is  an  abundant  bearer,  and  is  withal  quite  early;  also 
McLean's  Little  Gem,  a  pea  of  similar  habit,  but  superior  in  quality. 
It,  as  well  as  the  Tom  Thumb,  seems  to  be  admirably  adapted  to  Autumn 
sowing  in  the  South,  where  on  apprehended  frost,  protection  may  be 
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given;  it  is  also  equally  well  suited  to  early  Spring  planting  for  the  same 
reason,  and  if  planted  on  ground  manured  excessively  high,  will  yield  as 
much  to  a  given  quantity  of  land  as  any  Pea  known  to  us.  Cabbage, 
if  plants  remain,  set  out.  Onions  plant.  Celery  blanch.  Salad  sow 
on  sheltered  spots.  Radishes  sow;  if  frost  kills  them,  it  is  only  a  little 
labor  lost.  Plenty  of  Landreths'  Seeds  are  to  be  had,  and  an  occasional 
failure  is  only  a  little  labor  lost,  while  success  yields  an  abundant  reward.

The  calculations  are-  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  wraeh  time-  does  not 
correspond  'with  sun-time  precisely,.except  on  four  days  during  the  year. 
To  find  sun-time,  or  that  kept  by  people  generally,  use  the  time  given  for 
the  day,  marked  "sun  rises"  or  "sun  sets"  and  also  the  column  marked  "sun 
fast"  or  "sun  slow;"  add  them  when  fast,  subtract  them  when  slow.- 

By  the  Almanac,,  the  sun  rises  March  1st,  at  6,29-,  but  by  sua  time  it  will 
rise  at  6.17.

ECLIPSES.

I.  A  total  Eclipse  of  the  sue,  April  5th.*beginning  at  10  o'clock  43  minutes 
P.  M. ;  invisible  at  Raleigh. 

II.  An  annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Sept.  20th,  beginning  at  4  o'clock  46 
minutes  A.  M. ;  partially  eclipsed  at  Raleigh,  visible  for  a  short  time  after 
sunrise.

Gardner's  work  for  January.— Plant  peas,  beans,  beets,  onions, 
Irish  potatoes,  horse  radish;  Sow  turnips,  spinach,  lettuce,  radish,  parsley, 
carrots,  salsify.  Plant  early  peas;  artichokes  must  now  be  dressed,  also  as- 
paragus beds;  this  is  the  proper  time  to  sow  early  spring  tomatoes,  &c. 

Plantation  work  for  January. — Prepare  land  for  the  next  crop, 
if  not  done.  In  the  low  country,  if  mud  marsh  or  rushes  are  used,  this  is  a 
good  time  to  haul  out  and  spread  in  the  alleys,  and  throw  upon  it  a  slight  list- 
ing. Repair  fences,  plough,  ditch,  drain  and  manure.  You  can  sow  oats  for 
a  first  crop. 


A  favorite  temperance  lecturer  "down  South,"  used  to  relate  the  follow- 
ing anecdote,  to  illustrate  the  influence  of  a  bad  example  in  the  formation 
of  habits  ruinous  in  their  effects  : 

Adam,  and  Mary  his  wife,  who  lived  in  one  of  the  old  States,  were  very- 
good  members  of  the  church,  good  sort  of  folks  any  way,  quite  industrious 
and  thriving  in  the  world,  and  Mary  thought  a  great  deal  of  the  minister, 
who  thought  a  good  deal  of  a  glass  of  toddy. 

Whenever  the  minister  called  to  make  Mary  a  visit,  which  was  pretty 
often,  she  contrived  to  have  a  glass  of  toddy  for  him,  and  the  minister  never 
refused  to  imbibe.  After  a  while  Adam  followed  the  example  of  the  min- 
ister to  such  an  extent  that  he  became  a  drunkard — drank  up  everything  he 
had  and  all  he  could  get.  Mary  and  he  became  very  poor  in  consequence  of 
his  following  the  example  of  the  minister  so  closely,  but  the  good  minister 
continued  his  visits,  and  poor  Mary  still  continued  to  give  him  a  glass  of 
toddy.  One  day  he  called  in  and  told  Mary  that  he  was  going  away  for  a 
week — should  return  on  Friday — and  handed  her  a  book  containing  a  cate- 
chism, and  told  her  that  when  he  returned  he  should  expect  her  to  be  able 
to  answer  some  of  the  questions.  Mary  said  "yes"  and  laid  away  the  book 
carefully;  But  Mary,  like  a  good  many  other  church  members,  thought  no 
more  of  the  book  until  the  very  Friday  the  good  minister  was  to  call  upon 
her. 

"What  shall  I  do  ?"  says  she,  "the  minister  is  to  be  here  to-day,  and  I 
haven't  looked  into  the  book  he  gave  me  !  How  can  I  answer  the  ques- 
tions ?" 

"I  can  tell  you,"  says  Adam ;  "give  me  a  quarter,  and  let  me  go  over  to 
Smith's  and  get  some  good  rum,  and  you  can  answer  his  questions  with  a 
giass  of  toddy." 

Mary  took  the  advice — gave  Adam  a  quarter  and  a  jug,  and  off  he  started. 
After  getting  his  bottle  filled,  and  on  his  way  back,  Adam  concluded  to  taste 
the  rum.  One  taste  followed  another,  until  he  tumbled  over  a  pile  of  rocks 
and  broke  the  jug,  and  lost  the  rum.  But  he  managed  to  stagger  home. 
Soon  as  he  got  into  the  house,  Mary  inquired  anxiously  for  the  bottle  of  rum. 

"Where  is  the  bottle  and  rum,  Adam  ?" 

Poor  Adam  managed  to  stammer  out,  that  "he  stumbled  over  a  pile  of 
rocks,  and  broke  the  bottle  and  lost  the  rum." 

"But  here  comes  the  minister.  It  wont  do  for  the  man  of  God  to  see 
Adam  drunk  !"  soliloquized  Mary,  so  lor  want  of  a  better  place  to  hide,  she 
sent  him  under  the  bed.  By  the  time  he  was  fairly  under,  the  minister 
came  in.  After  sitting  a  few  minutes,  he  asked  Mary  if  she  thought  she 
could  answer  the  question— "how  did  Adam  fall  ?" 

Foof  Mary  turned  her  head  first  one  way  and  then  another — and  finally 
she  otammered  out — 

"He  fell  over  a  pile  of  rocks  !" 

It  was  now  the  ministers  turn  to  look  blank,  but  he  ventured  another 
question  : 

"Where  did  Adam  hide  himself  after  the  fall  ?" 

Mary  looked  at  the  minister,  and  then  at  the  bed,  but  finally  she  out  with 
it— 

"Under  the  bed,  sir  ?  There,  Adam,  you  may  come  out  from  there  now; 
he  knows  all  about  it !" 

The  good  minister  retired— not  even  waiting  for  his  glass  of  toddy. 

How  did  the  whale  that  swallowed  Jonah  obey  the  Divine  law  ?  Jonah 
w&s  a  "stranger  and  he  took  him  in." 

If  you  wish  to  enjoy  your  meals  be  good-natured.  An  angry  man 
can't  tell  whether  he  is  eating  cabbage  or  stewed  umbrellas.

(Gardener's  work  for  February.— Continues  to  sow  peas,  and 
such  vegetables  as  were  omitted  in  January.  Plant  pole  beans,  first  crop  (in 
the  low  country;)  full  crop  Irish  potatoes,  beets  and  carrots;  dress  artichokes 
and  asparagus.  Tomatoes,  peppers  and  cucumbers  sow  in  hot  beds;  piit  oiit 
mangoes. 

Plantation  work  for  February. — This  is  considered  the  opening 
month  of  the  planter's  year.  Continue  preparing  as  in  January.  Sow  oats 
for  a  full  crop  in  the  low  country;  plant  Irish  potatoes;  make  up  sprout  beds 
for  sweet  potatoes.     Plant  root  crop  of  sweet  potatoes. 
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Earache. — €otton  wool  wet  with  sweet  oil  and  paregoric,  it  is  said  will 
relieve  earache.  Warm  the  sweet  oil  in  a  spoon,  then  add  half  as  much 
paregoric.

To  sEenovate  A  Silk  Dress. — Out  an  old  kid  glove  into  shreds,  and  boil 
it  in  a  pint  of  water  until  the  water  is  reduced  to  half  a  pint-;  sponge  the 
silk  on  the  right  side  with  the  liquid,  and  iron  it  on  the  wrong  side.  It  re- 
stores the  gloss  and  stiffness  of  the  silk. 

"D©  you  find  the  bump  of  generosity  there  T  said  a  silly  fellow,  whose 
head  was  undergoing  phrenological  inspection. 

"There  is  something  here  rather  ■giving,?''  said  the  man  of  heads,  pressing 
his  fingers  on  the  skss.ll. 

The  Uses  of  Paper. — After  sa  stove  has  been  once  thoroughly  blacked, 
it  can  be  kept  looking  perfectly  well  for  a  long  time  by  rubbing  it  with 
paper  every  morning.  Rubbing  with  diy  paper  is  said  to  be  the  best  way 
of  polishing  knives,  spoons  and  tin  ware  after  scouring.  If  a  little  flour  be 
held  on  the  paper  in  rubbing  tin  ware,  it  will  shine  like  silver.  For  polish- 
ing windows,  mirrors,  lamp  chimneys,  &c,  paper  is  preferable  to  a  dry 
cloth.

For  Btjkiss'Oe  Scalds. — Apply  fresh  lard  (if  salted  laud  is  used,  the  salt 
may  be  removed  by  washing  the  lard  in  cold  waiter.)  Spread  the  lard  on 
pieces  of  old  linen  rag  or  lint,  and  apply  to  the  parts  affected,  keeping  them 
in  their  places  by  means  of  bandages.  Another  excellent  remedy  for  burns 
is  a  mixture  of  linseed  -oh  (sweet  oil  will  answer)  and  lime  water.  Mix 
them  in»equal  proportions, — say  a  tablespoonful  of  each  for  a  small  burn, — 
and  apply  in  the  same  way  as  above.  If  no  other  remedy  is  at  hand,  smear 
on  molasses;  then  put  on  a  thick  coating  of  flour,  and  bind  up. 

PuzziiE. — A  gentleman  planted. a  number  -of  oaks  when  his  son  was  born, 
and  on  the  twenty-seventh  birthday  of  the  yosng  man  there  was  a  tree  for 
every  year,  and  yet,  though  there  were  only  twenty-seven  trees,  there  were 
ten  rows  and  «ix  trees  in  each  row,  which  made  sixty,  the  age  of  the  father. 
How  were  the  trees  arranged  ? 

To  Wash  Tjace  rsr  Best  Manner. — Take  a  aommosi  vine  bottle,  and 
cover  it  neatly  with  the  cut-off  leg  -of  a  stout  cotton  stocking,  securing  it 
firmly  at  the  top  and  bottom.  Wind  the  soiled  collar  or  lace  smoothly 
around  the  covered  bottle  without  •overlapping  die  Lace,  and  sew  the  outter 
edge  with  a  fine  needle  and  thread  eatching  each  loop  of  lace  to  the  stock- 
ing. Then  move  the  bottle  up  and  down  in  a  pailful  of  hot  soap-suds,  oc- 
casionally rubbing  the  soiled  portions  lightly  with  a  soft  sponge.  Rinse  by 
pouring  .clear  hot  water  upon  it  5  then  apply  a  very,  very  weak  solution  of 
gum-arabic;  and  stand  the  bottle  in  the  sunshine.  When  dry  rip  off  the 
laces.  If  they  require  pressing,  lay  them  smoothly  between  the  lower  fly- 
leaves of  a  heavy  book,  and  let  thern  remain  some  hours. 

Graham  Gems,  Iron-Clabs,  ■or  Fadge.— Stir  Graham  flour  into  soft  cold 
water,  making  a  batter  a  trifle  thicker  than  for  griddle  cakes  -,  add  a  pinch 
of  salt ;  beat  it  up  for  a  few  miniates ;  heat  the  iron  roll-pans  or  iron-clads 
(oval  cups  -of  sheet  iron  set  an  a  frame)  very  hot  on  top  of  the  stove  ;  put 
into  each  a  small  drop  of  butter,  and  drop  a  large  spoonful  of  the  batter  into 
each  cup ;  bake  twenty  minutes  in  a  hot  oven. 

Wheat  Puffs. — These  are  baked  in  precisely  the  same  manner.  Stir  to- 
gether a  pint  of  cold  milk  and  a  pint  and  a  quarter  of  flour,  with  a  little  salt

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Spibits  of  Amonia. — To  wash  paint,  put  a  tablespoonful  of  ammonia  into  a 
quart  of  moderately  hot  water,  dip  in  a  flannel  cloth,  and  with  this  simply 
wipe  off  the  wood  work:  no  Rerunning  will  be  necessary.  For  taking  grease 
spots  from  any  fabric,  use  the  ammonia  nearly  pure;  then  lay  white  blotting 
paper  over  the  spot,  and  iron  it  lightly.  In  washing  laces,  put  about  twelve 
drops  in  a  pint  of  warm  suds.  To  clean  silver,  mix  two  teaspoonfuls  in  a 
quart  of  hot  soap  suds,  put  in  your  silver  ware,  and  wash  it.  using  an  old 
tooth-brush  for  the  purpose.  To  clean  hair  brushes,  &c.,  shake  the  brushes 
up  and  down  in  a  mixture  of  one  teaspoonful  of  ammonia  to  one  pint  of  hot 
water;  then  rinse  in  cold  water,  and  dry  in  the  wind  or  sun.  To  remove  fin- 
ger marks  from  windows,  wet  with  a  few  drops  of  ammonia  on  a  moist  rag. 
If  you  wish  your  house  plants  to  flourish,  put  a  few  drops  of  the  spirits  in 
every  pint  of  water  used  in  watering. 

Queeb  Names. — "Neal  &  Pray"  was  the  title  of  a  house  in  New  England,  of 
which  both  members  were  anything  but  religiously  inclined.  '  'Rob  &  Steel" 
was  another  firm  in  which  both  members  were  noted  for  their  honorable  char- 
acter— quite  as  much  as  ''Wright  &  Justice,"  who  v/ere  their  neighbors.  "U. 
Ketchum  &  I.  Cheatham"  is  a  well  known  old  incongruity;  but  the  marriage 
of  Benjamin  Bird,  aged  60,  to  Julia  Chaff,  aged  twenty,  showing  that  "an  old 
bird  may  be  caught  by  chaff,"  is  not  so  familiar;  nor  is  the  marriage  of  Geo. 
Virtue  to  Susan  Vice.  These  collections  of  familiar  names  are  "odd"  enough; 
and  so  it  is  when  we  find  in  a  newspaper  paragraph  that  John  Makepeace  has 
been  arrested  for  instigating  a  riot,  or  when  Parson  Playfair  is  charged  with 
cheating  at  cards.

About  Milking. — Next  to  having  good  cows  is  the  importance  of  having 
milking  well  and  properly  done.  Cows  should  be  put  into  some  secure  place 
to  milk,  either  in  the  barn  or  a  shed  expressly  for  that  purpose,  with  a  good 
ventilation  for  warm  weather.  The  practice  of  milking  cows  running  loose 
in  the  yard  is  inconvenient  and  disagreeable;  neither  can  it  be  done  as  cleanly 
as  in  stanchions;  nor  will  they  do  as  well  out-of-doors,  where  they  are  the 
greater  part  of  the  season  teased  by  flies.  There  should  be  as  much  uniform- 
ity in  the  hours  of  milking  as  possible.  Before  commencing  to  milk,  the  ud- 
der should  be  entirely  clean  and  each  milker  should  milk  the  same  cows  thro' 
the  season  and  in  the  same  order.  Harsh  treatment  should  never  be  tolerated, 
for  cows  that  are  not  well  treated  will  not  give  so  great  a  flow  of  milk  as,  when 
used  gently. 

A  clergyman  being  annoyed  by  some  of  his  audience  leaving  the  church 
while  he  was  speaking,  took  for  his  text,  '  'Thou  art  weighed  in  the  balance 
and  found  wanting."  After  a  few  sentences  he  said,  "You  will  please  pass 
out  of  fast  as  you  are  weighed. 

Cube  foe  Bkittle  Feet. — Wash  the  horses'  feet  clean,  when  dry  apply 
with  a  brush  to  the  hoof  only,  a  coating  of  this  mixture:  Fish  oil,  one  part; 
vegetable  tar,  one  part;  oil  of  tar,  one-eighth  part.

Crai'dener's  work,  for  April.-  Whatever  has  been  omitted  in  March 
do  not  neglect  any  longer.  Sow  green  glazed  cabbage,  pickling  cabbage,  full 
crop  of  cauliflower  and  brocoli,  okra,  tomatoes,  peppers,  beets,  carrots,  leeks, 
melons,  cucumbers,  celery. 

Plantation  work  for  April. — Full  crops  of  corn,  cotton  and  rice 
should  be  put  in  during  this  month.  Plant  your  low  land  corn.  Commence 
early  to  hoe  your  young  cotton,  and  thin  out  to  stand.  Plant  pumpkins  for  a 
field  crop.  » 
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Lotion  fob  the  Haib  as  Recommended  by  Db.  Locock. — Aqua  Amonia,  Oil 
Sweet  Almonds,  of  each  two  drachms;  Spirits  Rosemary  one  ounce;  Oil  of 
Mace  (essential)  one-half  drachm;  rose  water,  two  and  one-half  ounces. 

First,  mix  the  almond  oil  with  the  ammonia;  then,  having  added  the  oil  of 
mace  to  the  rosemary,  shane  them  up  with  the  oil  and  ammonia;  and  finally 
add  the  rose  water  by  degrees  and  mix  well.  To  be  used  as  a  lotion,  applied 
once  a  day  with  a  soft  hair  brush. 

A  countryman  visiting  a  theatre,  on  looking  carefully  at  his  play-bill  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  first  act,  read  that  three  months  elapsed  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  second.  He  at  once  went  to  the  money-taker  and  said, 
'•Beg  pardon,  Sir,  but  I  must  ask  you  to  return  my  money.  I'm  obliged  to 
eet  back  home  to-morrow,  so  that  you  see  I  can't  manage  to  stop  for  your 
second  act." 

Remedy  fob  Bee  Robbees. — A  correspondent  says: — "The  most  complete 
check  upon  robbing  bees  is  to  place  a  bunch  of  grass,  or  wet  hay,  over  the 
entrance  to  the  hive.  The  bees  will  find  their  way  to  the  entrance  of  their 
own  hive,  the  robbers  will  be  caught  by  the  sentinels  in  passing  through  the 
grass,  and  soon  cease  their  pilfering. "

€rardeiier'§  work  for  May. — Plant  snap  beans  and  squashes.  Sow 
cabbages  for  winter  use,  cauliflower,  brocoli,  celery,  beets,  carrots,  Ralsify. 
Plant  cucumbers,  melons,  pumpkins  for  late  crop.  Gather  herbs  for  dyiny; 
always  dry  gently  in  the  shade. 

Plantation  work  for  May. — Look  well  to  your  hoeings  and  plow- 
ings.  Continue  to  plant  corn  in  low  lands.  Sow  first  crop  of  early  cow-peas. 
Rice  plantings  is  generally  postponed  until  June,  as^the  birds  are  very  bad  in 
May,  and  the  May  bird  is  exceedingly  destructive.

Treatment  op  Chilblains. — The  Canada  Medical  Journal  recommends 
sulphurous  acid  in  this  affection.  It  should  be  applied  with  a  camel-hair 
brush,  or  by  means  of  a  spray-producer.  One  application  of  this  usually 
effects  a  cure.  The  acid  should  be  used  pure.  A  good  wash  for  hands  or 
feet  affected  with  chilblains,  is  sulphurious  acid,  three  parts;  glycerine,  one 
part;  water,  one  part.  The  acid  will  be  found  peculiarly  useful  in  the  irrita- 
ting, tormenting  state  of  chilblains.

Eemedy  foe  Soke  Throat. — 'Take  one  large  red  pepper,  such  as  are  grown 
for  family  use;  steep  it  in  half  a  pint  of  water,  after  which  strain  in  a  quart 
of  molasses,  adding  a  little  vinegar;  boil  all  together  to  a  thin  syrup;  use  this 
whenever  the  throat  feels  dry  or  disagreeable;  if  it  be  in  the  dead  of  night,  it 
will  soothe  the  throat  (and  not  irritate)  and  warm  it  up  well.  If  sharper  than 
can  be  borne  in  the  mouth,  put  it  back  near  the  palate  with  a  spoon  and  swal- 
low; apply  outwardly  a  thin  slice  of  salt  pork,  warming  it  up  well  in  a  little 
vinegar  and  pepper;  apply  as  hot  as  can  be  borno  on  the  throat;  fasten  the 
bandage  that  holds  the  pork  over  the  head  to  draw  the  cold  and  inflammation 
up,  and  not  about  the  neck,  as  most  people  do.

Gardener's  work  for  June.— Sow  full  crops  of  cabbages  for  fall 
and  winter  use.  Cauliflower  and  brocoli  may  yet  be  sown,  also  a  few  carrots. 
Continue  to  sow  tomatoes,  okra,  radishes,  snap  beans.  Transplant  leeks;  pull 
and  dry  onions,  garlic  and  eschalots.  A  few  cucumbers  and  melons  plant  for 
a  late  crop,  and  a  few  ruta  baga  turnips. 

Plantation  work  for  June. — Keep  constantly  at  the  plow  and  hoe;

Sow  cow 
peas  between  your  corn  hills  and  rows.  The  end  of  this  month  is  a  good 
time  to  put  in  the  first  crop  of  standing  field  peas.

LOOK  AT  THE  BRIGHT  SIDE. 

HOW  rarely  is  an  absent  one  mentioned  with  commendation,  that  a  fault 
of  character  is  not  set  forth  to  qualify  the  good  impressions.  "Mr.  A— 
is  a  man  of  fine  talents,"  you  say;  and  forthwith  is  responded,  "Oh,  yes,  a 
man  of  fine  talents,  but  he  has  no  control  over  his  passions."

"But  if  all  Ihave  heard 
be  true  he  is  not  over  nice  in  regard  to  his  word."  And,  ten  chances  to  one, 
if  the  commendation  is  not  forgotten,  while  the  disparaging  declarations  find 
a  prominent  place  in  the  memories  of  all  who  heard  them,  and  color  their  es- 
timation of  A — ,  B —  and  C— . 

It  is  remarked  by  Swedenborg  that  whenever  the  angels  come  to  any  one, 
they  explore  him  in  search  of  good.  They  see  not  his  evil,  but  his  good  qual- 
ities, attaching  themselves  to  these,  excite  them  to  useful  activities.  Were 
they  to  see  only  the  man's  evils,  they  would  recede  from  him,  for  they  could 
not  conjoin  themselves  to  these;  and  thus  man  would  be  left  unaided,  to  be 
borne  down  by  the  powers  of  evil.

The  young  man  is  well  enough  in  his  way, 
I  suppose,  and  I  wouldn't  say  a  word  against  him  for  tbe  world,  but — "  And 
he  shrugged  his  shoulders. 

Ah,  how  much  wrong  has  been  done  to  character  and  worldly  prospects  in 
a  single  shrug  ! 

From  no  lip  present  came  even  the  smallest  word  in  favor  of  the  young 
man.  No  one  spoke  of  the  disadvantages  against  which  he  had  struggled  suc- 
crssfully,  nor  portrayed  a  single  virtue  of  the  many  he  possessed.  No  one 
looked  at  the  brighter  qualities  of  his  mind.  And  why  ?  Poor,  weak  human 
nature  !

Gardener's  work  for  July. — Sow  cabbages,  but  protect  from  hot 
sun  when  young.  Water  at  night.  Plant  snap  beans  and  a  few  Irish  pota- 
toes. Continue  to  sow  radishes,  lettuce,  endive,  cress,  mustard  and  small 
salading.  The  early  Dutch  turnip  is  the  best  to  sow  for  the  first  crop;  follow 
with  the  yellow  Sweedish  or  Ruta  baga. 

Plantation  work  for  JuSy. — Now  do  not  omit  to  sow  full  crops  of 
standing  oow  peas.  Sow  a  few  turnips,  carrots  and  beets  as  field  crops,  though 
the  hot  suns  are  apt  to  destroy  them:  should  they  escape  they  will  be  fine; 
the  next  month  is  the  best  for  these  crops.  Plant  potato  vines.  Strip  and 
cure  fodder. 
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to  as  involving  something  wrong  on  his  part,  was  nothing  more  nor  less 
than  leaving  his  service  for  that  of  another  man,  who  made  a  small  advance 
in  his  salary— a  thing  which  the  former  positively  refused  to  do. 

He  had  been  with  Mr.  Green  from  his  boyhood  up,  and  somehow  or  other 
Mr.  Green  imagined  that  he  possessed  certain  claims  to  his  continued  ser- 
vice, and  when  the  fact  of  Westfield's  having  left  him  was  alluded  to,  gave 
to  others  the  impression  that  he  was  badly  used  in  the  matter.  He  did  not 
mean  to  injure  the  young  man:  but  he  had  been  valuable,  and  the  loss  fret- 
ted him,  and  produced  unkind  feelings,  and  these  found  relief  in  words.

And  what  was  this  fondly  cherished  ho^e,  the  extinguishment  of  which 
had  moved  him  so  deeply  ?  A  few  words  will  explain.  Mr.  Hartman  was 
a  man  of  considerable  wealth, -and  had  just  closed  a  large  contract  with  the 
State,  for  the  erection  of  certain  public  works,  to  be  commenced  immediate- 
ly. On  that  veiy  day  Westfield  had  learned  the  fact  that  he  was  quietly  in 
search  of  a  competent,  confidential,  disbursing  clerk,  whose  salary  would 
be  double  what  he  was  then  receiving,  and  it  was  his  purpose  to  see  him 
immediately,  offer  himself,  and  endeavor  if  possible,  to  secure  the  situation.

— Now  sow  full  crops  of  all 
kinds — turnips,  onions,  carrots,  beets,  cabbages,  lettuce,  cresses.  Look 
after  your  mushroom  beds.     Hoe  and  thin  your  turnips. 

Plantation  work  for  September. — Continne  to  sow  field  tur- 
nips, carrots  and  beets.  Southern  seed  for  this  sowing  is  always  better  than 
the  imported;  those  from  the  latter  are  apt  to  run  to  seed  early  in  the 
spring,  unless  it  be  English  seed.  Prepare  lands  for  sowing  rye  in  October. 
Pick  cotton;  harvest  corn.

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Time, 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean,  solar  or  clock  time, 
which  is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  corres- 
pond with  the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12 
o'clock.  No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  sun:  if  set  with  it  at  noon  on 
the  2nd  of  January,  the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the 
3rd  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  Apparent  time,  use  the 
minutes  in  the  column  marked  "sun  slow,"  or  "  sun  fast;"  add  them  when 
fast,  subtract  them  when  slmo. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N. 
C,  but  the  times,  phases,  &c  .  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Virginia  or  Tennessee. 

Rising-  and  Setting*  of  ftoe  Sun. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  erf  the  sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of 
the  year,  the  sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination, 
that  it  makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The 
times  given  here  have  been  rigorously  calculated;  and  compared  with  the 
authority,  and  are  true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

Morning-  and  Evening-  §tars. 

The  visible  planets  are  called  Morning  and  Evening  Stars  when  they  rise 
or  set  within  three  hours  of  the  sun. 

Venus  will  be  Morning  Star  from  July  14th  till  the  end  of  the  year;  Mars 
from  August  16th  till  the  end  of  the  year;  Jupiter  from  Nov.  30th;  Saturn 
from  Feb.  21st  till  March  27th. 

Venus  will  be  Evening  Star  from  Jan.  1st  till  July  14th;  Mars  from  Jan. 
1st  till  Aug.  16th;  Jupiter  from  Sept.  14th  to  Nov.  30th;  and  Saturn  from 
Jan.  1st  till  Feb.  21st. 

Eclipses. 

There  will  be  four  Eclipses,  two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon. 

I.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  visible  at  Raleigh,  March  9th,  beginning 
at  12  o'clock  6  minutes,  and  ending  at  2  o'clock  6  minutes,  A.  M.,  March 
10th.    Magnitude  about  3%  digits. 

II.  An  annular  eclipse  of  the  Sun  March  25th,  visible  at  Raleigh,  begins 
at  3h.  50m.  32s.,  P.  M.,  ends  at  4h.  23m.  25s.,  P.  M.    Magnitude  2.4  digits. 

III.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon  Sept.  3d,  invisible  at  Raleigh. 

IV.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun  Sept.  3,  invisible  at  Raleigh. 


Tides. 

The  time  of  high  tide  can  readily  be  found  for  the  following  places  by 
adding  the  hours  and  minutes  opposite  the  names  to  the  time  when  the 
Moon  is  South  on  the  day  for  which  the  tide  is  sought.  The  time  when 
the  Moon  is  South  is  given  in  the  calendar  for  every  day.  The  next  tide 
can  be  found  very  nearly  by  adding  12  hours  and  26  minutes  to  the  time  of 
the  one  previous :

Table  Foretelling  the  Weatiier  through  all  tlie  Lunations  of  each  Year. 

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years' 
actual  observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration  of 
the  attraction  of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the 
earth,  and,  by  simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of 
weather  will  most  probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its 
quarters,  and  that  so  near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail.

Obsebyations. — 1,  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first 
quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather 
during  the  next,  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night  till  two  next 
morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the 
more  foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  to 
two  in  the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer, 
though  they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  'The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter,  happening 
during  six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.  from  four  to  ten,  may  be  followed 
by  fair  weather;  but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in 
the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  un- 
certain^ in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter,  and  the  begin- 
ning of  Spring,  yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those 
periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  wdiere  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  within  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the 
four  cardinal  points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

Multiply  the  principal  (amount  of  money  at  interest)  .by  the  time  reduced 
todays;  then  divide  this  product  by  the  quotient  obtained  by  dividing  360 
(the  number  of  days  in  the  interest  year)  by  the  per  cent,  of  interest,  and 
the  quotient  thus  obtained  will  be  the  required  interest.

Plantation  wort*  for  March.- This  is  the  first  planting 
month  for  cotton,  corn  and  rice.  Plant  your  high  lands  first;  leave  the  low 
lands  for  April.

Protecting  Manures. — A  writer,  speaking  on  this  subject,  says:  "I 
have  observed — and  others  have  observed  the  same — a  terrible  negligence 
in  regard  to  manures.  In  a  large  proportion  of  cases  the  cow-houses  are  so 
arranged  that  the  excrements  must  be  thrown  out  under  the  eaves.  Here, 
exposed  to  all  weather,  it  undergoes  the  various  processes  of  drenching  and 
drying,  freezing  and  thawing,  until  much,  if  not  most,  that  is  valuable  is 
lost  by  evaporation,  or  is  carried  off  to  nourish  the  growth  of  noxious  weeds. 
Thus,  a  substance  which  might  be  changed  to  ingots  of  gold,  is  allowed  to 
run  to  waste  or  become  a  nuisance,  iastead  of  a  blessing.  To  remedy  the 
evil,  care  must  be  taken  to  protect  manures  from  the  weather.  Some  other 
place  must  be  provided  for  the  excrements  of  cattle  than  underneath  the 
eaves.  A  shed  of  some  kind  should  be  provided  for  this  purpose.  Where 
but  few  cattle  are  kept,  an  enclosure  of  slates,  and  a  roofing  of  the  same,  or 
of  old  boards,  bark  or  thatch,  is  far  better  than  nothing.  On  dairy  farms, 
an  outlay  of  one  hundred  dollars,  should  the  requisite  protection  require  it, 
would  prove  more  remunerative  than  if  invested  in  bank,  railroad,  or  in 
additional  neat  stock." 

What  Drainage  Does. — Drainage  removes  stagnant  waters  from  the 
surface. 

Drainage  removes  surplus  water  from  under  the  surface. 

Drainage  lengthens  the  seasons. 

Drainage  deepens  the  soil. 

Drainage  warms  the  under  soil. 

Drainage  equalizes  the  temperature  of  the  soil  during  the  season  of 
growth. 

Drainage  cairies  down  soluble  substances  to  the  roots  of  plants. 

Drainage  prevents  heaving  out,  freezing  out,  or  winter  killing. 

Drainage  prevents  injury  from  drouth. 

Drainage  improves  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  crops. 

Drainage  increases  the  effects  of  manures. 

Drainage  prevents  rust  in  wheat  and  rot  in  potatoes. 

Skinning  Animals.-  The  value  of  a  skin  for  leather,  depends  consider- 
ably upon  the  care  and  manner  in  which  it  is  taken  off.  An  experienced 
tanner  gives  the  following  directions  in  regard  to  the  cutting  or  opening  of 
the  hide  before  the  operation  of  flaying:  "  This  is  always  best  performed 
when  the  most  of  the  skin  is  thrown  between  the  fore  and  hind  legs,  leav- 
ing the  hide  square  in  its  form  Tanners  of  upper  leather  know  the  value 
of  this  mode  of  skinning,  by  its  increase  of  measure  over  the  one  practiced 
by  many  persons  in  sticking  or  bleeding  the  animal,  by  cutting  its  throat 
from  ear  to  ear,  and  in  opening  the  hide,  not  running  the  knife  far  enough 
up  on  the  brisket  before  they  cut  down  the  skin  on  the  fore  legs;  or  not 
down  far  enough  on  the  flank  towards  the  tail  before  they  cut  through  the 
hind  leg." 

Dr.  Phillips,  of  the  Southern  Farmer,  thus  presents  an  idea  which  the 
people  of  that  section  are  too  prone  to  ignore:  *'  I  say  better  have  plenty  of 
food,  school-houses,  churches,  good  roads,  factories,  improved  homesteads, 
and  twenty  cents  per  pound  for  cotton,  than  gullied  and  worn  farms,  no 
comforts,  corn  at  $1.50,  meat  at  20  to  25,  with  cotton  at  25  cents.  These 
people  are  selling  cotton  now  at  2'6}-2  cents,  and,  I  venture  my  ears  they 
will  not  have  meat  in  June,  and  not  a  dollar.  Why  not  make  meat  and 
have  plenty,  and  no  cotton  ?  Why  make  col  ton  and  spend  all  the  money 
before  six  months  and  then  no  meat  ?  I  never  run  mad  after  a  big  crop. 
Bread  and  meat  first,  then  all  the  cotton  profitable." 

Use  op  Clay. — Clay  in  sandy  soils,  serves  to  retain  the  ammonia  and 
other  valuable  materials,  which  would  otherwise  be  washed  away.  It  not 
only  retains  the  decayed  humus  matter,  but  gathers  the  fertiling'matter  in 
every  drop  of  rain  and  stores  it  away  for  the  plants.  All  sandy  soils  are 
improved  by  the  addition  of  clay. — Farm  Journal. 

Grape  Jam. — Boil  the  grapes  in  just  water  enough  to  make  them  tender, 
strain  them  through  a  colander,  then  in  one  pound  of  puip  put  one  pound 
of  sugar;  boil  this  half  an  hour;  the  common  wild  grape  makes  a  nice  jam. 

Milk  Strains. — Milk  stains  on  serge  dresses  may  be  removed  by  steeping 
the  part  in  warm  water

Ckeam  Pie. — One  and  a  half  cups  of  sugar,  three  cups  of  flour,  one  cup 
of  milk,  two  eggs,  two  tablespoonfuls  of  cream  tartar,  one  leaspoonful  of 
saleratus.  Cream  for'inside,  one  pint  of  milk,  one  half  cup  of  sugar,  a  little 
butter  and  salt,  two  tablespoonfuls  of  flour  (or  corn  starch).  Flavor  with 
lemon.  (Make  two  pies).  Stir  into  the  milk  while  boiling  till  sufficiently 
thick. 

Oatmeal  Guuel. — Mix  a  desertspoonful  of  fine  oatmeal  or  patent  groats 
with  two  .tablespoonfuls  of  cold  water  and  boil  for  ten  minutes,  stirring 
frequently.  For  a  richer  gruel,  boil  two  tablespoonfuls  of  groats  in  a  quart 
of  water  for  an  hour.  Strain  through  a  sieve;  stir  in  a  piece  of  butter  large 
as  a  walnut,  and  some  sugar,  nutmeg  or  ginger.

Gardener's  work  for  May.— Plant  snap  beans  and  squashes. 
Sow  cabbages  for  winter  use,  cauliflower,  broeoli,  celery,  beets,  carrots, 
salsify.  Plant  cucumbers,  melons,  pumpkins  for  late  crop.  Gather  herbs 
for  dying  ;  always  dry  gently  in  the  shade. 

^Plantation  work  for  May. — Look  well  to  your  hoeings  and  plow- 
ings.  Continue  to  plant  corn  in  low  lands.  Sow  first  crop  of  early  cow-peas. 
Rice  planting  is  generally  postponed  until  June,  as  the  birds  are  very  bad  in 
May,  and  the  May  bird  is  exceedingly  destructive.

Cleaning  Black  Silk. — The  following  excellent  mode  of  cleaning  black 
silk  is  recommended  by  Harper's  Bazar :  Rub  each  breadth  carefully  with 
a  woolen  cloth  to  get  the  dust  from  the  surface,  then  sponge  it  all  off  with 
water  in  which  one  or  two  black-  kid  gloves  have  been  boiled,  a  quart  of 
wTater  for  a  pair  of  gloves;  iron  while  wet  with  extremely  hot  irons  on  the 
wrong  side.  For  colored  silks,  boil  gloves  of  the  same  color;  for  this  pur- 
pose it  is  well  to  save  old  kid  gloves  of  all  colors.  Another  mode  tried  with 
great  success,  is  the  same  process  of  rubbing  off  the  dirt  with  a  woolen  rag; 
then  mix  an  equal,  quantity  of  strong  tea  and  vinegar  with  which  the  silk  is 
washed  by  rubbing  it  with  a  piece  of  flannel.  It  must  be  made  very  wet; 
smooth  the  silk  carefully,  folding  it,  and  in  about  fifteen  minutes  iron  it  on 
the  wrong  side  with  very  hot  irons.  This  applies  only  to  black  silk,  black 
ribbon,  cravats,  but  might  be  injurious  to  colored  ones. 

Lightning  Rods. — A  lightning  rod  should  consist  of  round  iron  of  about 
one  inch  diameter,  and  its  parts,  throughout  the  whole  length,  should  be  in 
perfect  metalic  cont'nnity  by  being  secured  together  by  coupling  ferrules. 
To  secure  it  frorn,  rust,  the  rod  should  be  coated  with  black  paint,  itself  a 
good  conductor;  it  should  terminate  in  a  single  platinum  point.  The 
shorter  and  more  direct  the  course  of  the  root  to  the  earth  the  better. 
Bendings  should  be  rounded  and  not  formed  in  acute  angles.  It  should  be 
fastened  to  the  building  by  iron  eyes,  and  may  be  insulated  from  these  by 
cylinders  of  glass,  the  latter  point,  however,  not  being  of  special  importance. 
The  rod  should  be  placed,  in  preference,  on  the  west  side  of  the  building, 
and  it  should  be  connected  with  the  earth  in  a  manner  so  that  at  least  one 
or  two  feet  of  the  rod  are  imbedded. 

Superlative  Mince  PiES. — Rub  with  salt  and  mixed  spices  a  fat  bul- 
lock's tongue  ;  let  it  lie  three  days,  and  parboil,  mince  and  scrape  it. 
Mince  separately  three  pounds  of  Zante  currants,  picked,  plumped  and 
dried;  a  dozen  of  lemon  pippin  apples,  pared  and  cored,  and  one  pound  of 
blanched  almonds,  with  a  few  bitter  ones.  Mix  the  mince  and  add  half  a 
pound  of  candied  citron  and  orange  peel  minced,  and  an  ounce  of  the  best 
cinnamon  and  cloves,  with  the  juice  and  the  grated  rind  of  three  or  four 
lemons,  one-half  ounce  of  salt,  the  same  quantity  of  allspice,  and  one  quar- 
ter of  a  pound  of  fine  sugar  pounded.  Moisten  with  one  quart  of  fresh 
sweet  cider,  boiled  with  a  pint  of  golden  syrup  and  a  pint  of  orange -flower 
water. 

Excellent  Whitewash. — There  are  many  recipes  published,  but  we 
believe  the  following  to  be  the  best:  Sixteen  pounds  of  Paris  white,  half  a 
pound  of  white  transparent  glue,  prepared  as  follows:  The  glue  is  covered 
with  cold  water  at  night,  and  in  the  morning  is  carefully  heated — without 
scorching — until  dissolved.  The  Paris  white  is  stirred  into  this  with  hot 
water,  to  give  it  the  proper  milky  consistency  for  applying  to  walls;  the 
preparation  is  then  applied  with  a  brush  like  the  common  lime  whitewash. 
Except  on  very  dark  and  smoky  walls,  a  single  coat  is  sufficient.  It  is 
nearly  equal  in  brilliancy  to  "  zinc  white,"  a  far  more  expensive  article. 

Sugak  for  Preserving. — Good  brown  sugar  is  the  sweetest,  especially 
much  sweeter  than  the  so-called  granulated  white  sugar,  which  contains 
much  water  of  crystallization,  often  a  certain  amount  of  free  moisture  of 
brown  sugar  is  due  to  syrup  or  molasses  more  than  water  does.  The  finely 
powdered  white  sugar  made  from  loaf  sugar,  is  much  sweeter  than  the 
granulated  white  sugar,  and  goes  almost  as  far  in  sweetening  as  the  brown 
qualities  do.     Loaf  sugar  is  the  best. 

Erasive  Soap  — Here  is  an  excellent  recipe  for  making  genuine  erasive 
soap  that  will  remove  grease  and  stains  from  clothing:  Two  pounds  of  good 
Castile  soap,  half  a  pound  of  carbonate  of  potash,  dissolved  in  half  a  pint 
of  hot  water.  Cut  the  soap  with  the  potash  until  it  is  thick  enough  to 
mould  in  makes;  also  add  alcohol,  half  an  ounce;  camphor,  half  an  ounce; 
hartshorn,  half  an  ounce,  color  with  half  an  ounce  of  pulverized  charcoal. 

Sore  Eyes  in  Cows. — Wash  the  eye  warm  water  and  milk  every  morn- 
ing. And  if  she  does  not  get  better,  apply  flaxseed  poultice,  and  then  wash 
as  before.

CJardcaer's  work  for  July.— Sow  cabbages,  but  protect  from  hot 
sun  when  youog.  Water  at  night.  Plant  snap  beans  and  a  few  Irish  potatoes. 
Continue  to  sow  radishes,  lettuce,  endive,  cress,  mustard  and  small  salading. 
The  early  Dutch  turnip  is  the  best  to  sow  for  the  first  crop;  follow  with  the 
yellow  Sweedish  or  Ruta  baga. 
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Tobacco  and  Liquor. — Our  countrymen  spend  more  money  for  the 
luxuries  than  for  the  necessities  of  life.  It  is  no  wonder  that  many  people 
are  poor  when  their  hard  earnings  are  wasted  on  indulgences  which  do 
harm  instead  of  good.  Bread  is  the  great  staple  of  food,  and  $200,000,000 
were  spent  last  year  for  flour  to  feed  our  people.  But  the  tobacco  sold  in 
the  country  for  chewing,  and  smoking,  and  snuff,  cost  $350,000,000;  about 
$9  for  every  man,  woman  and  child. 

This  is  bad  enough,  but  the  cost  of  intoxicating  liquors  consumed  in 
1870,  was  $600,000,000,  averaging  nearly  $20  for  every  man,  woman  and 
child.  A  large  amount  of  this  is  used  in  poor  families,  and  reduces  them 
to  want  and  wretchedness. 

If  the  young  people  of  the  land  would  refuse  to  touch  tobacco  or  liquor, 
this  fearful  extravagance  would  soon  cease,  and  the  wealth  of  the  country 
increase  with  marvelous  rapidity. — Fanners  and  MecMnics  Journal. 

C.  M.  A.  G-riffin,  Reports  the  largest  yield  of  mixed  Forage  from  two 
crops  within  one  year,  and  takes  the  Premium  of  an  Atlas  Plow.  He  says, 
I  planted  \}£  acres  in  Black  Oats  March  1st — cui  them  June  15th.  Result, 
3,800  lbs.  cured  sheaf  Oats,  at  a  cost  for  seed,  planting,  cutting  and  curing, 
of  about  $10.  I  plowed  under  the  stubble,  and  sowed  cow  peas  broadcast, 
and  allowed  peas  and  grass  to  grow  until  October,  when  1  cut  over  4,000 
lbs.,  making  the  entire  crop  on  1J4  acres  8,000  lbs.  cured  Forage  of  better 
quality  than  Fodder,  at  a  cost  of  $20,  or  about  25  cts.  per  100  lbs.,  and 
which  would  bring  in  the  market  $80. 

John  Humphrey,  near  Newbern,  Reports :  I  paid  $15  for  a  peck  of  the 
celebrated  Pierce  cotton  seed,  which  I  planted  May  18th,  on  lj^  acres,  but 
only  obtained  a  stand  on  1  acre.  I  picked  880  lbs.  very  superior  lint,  which 
I  sold  for  $140,  and  have  sold  a  portion  of  my  seed  at  the  rate  of  over  $200 
per  acre,  making  the  gross  value  of  one  acre  crop  about  $350.  His  crop 
of  Dickson  cotton  from  29  acres  was  40  Bales  averaging  400  lbs. ,  or  552 
lbs.  per  acre.  He  also  reports  that  he  cut  his  Lucerne  5  times  during  the 
past  Summer,  and  finds  that  1  acre  of  Lucerne  will  support  at  least  five 
cows,  horses  or  mules,  all  Summer. 

Nathaniel  H.  Street,  Reports:  I  planted  1  5-12  acres  2>%  feet  apart 
each  way,  2  stalks  in  a  hill;  cultivated  each  way  with  Champion  Plow. 
Applied  100  loads  compost,  broadcast  in  February,  and  plowed  it  in.  Also 
applied  half  shovel  full  in  the  hill.  Do  not  know  cost,  as  I  did  the  work 
myself,  but  suppose  it  was  worth  about  $35.  Result,  3.909  lbs.  seed  Cot- 
ton, being  2,760  lbs.  per  acre,  or  over  1,100  lbs.  lint.  The  yield  was  short- 
ened by  lice,  dry  June  and  July,  and  killing  frost  October  12.  Mr.  S.  is 
the  oldest  Farmer  who  has  reported,  and  is  one  that  always  has  Corn  to 
sell. 

John  H.  Nelson,  living  below  Newbern,  Reports:  I  planted  one  bushel 
Dickson  cluster  cotton  seed  purchased  from  Geo.  Allen  &  Co.,  on  3  acres 
land,  distance  S}4  by  %%  ^eet»  one  stalk  to  hill,  April  15.  Manured  with 
ordinary  cotton  seed  compost.  Result,  6  bales  averaging  450  lbs.,  or  900 
lbs.  per  acre.  This  plot  paid  me  better  than  any  other  portion  of  my  Farm. 
We  have  just  received  a  supply  of  the  same  kind  of  seed  from  Mr.  Dickson 
for  Spring  1875— and  a  stalk  of  cotton  containing  about  500  open  bolls. — 
Geo-  Allen  &  Co. 

Calvin  Herring,  who  is  farming  near  Newbern,  Reports:  I  planted  9 
acres  in  Peas,  from  January  5th  to  February  9th,  1874.  I  sold  my  Pea  crop 
from  the  field  for  $650,  and  saved  5  tons  Pea  Forage,  which  is  better  than 
Corn  Fodder.  I  planted  the  same  ground  May  20th  to  28th,  with  Dickson 
cluster  cotton,  and  have  picked  3,800  lbs.  lint  or  425  lbs.  per  acre.  Total 
value  of  9  acre  crop  nearly  $1,300.     (This  man  can  afford  to  feed  well.) 

John  S.  Long,  Reports:  that  he  cultivated  16  acres  near  Newbern,  with 
one  horse.  He  gathered  11  bales  cotton,  averaging  450  lbs.,  225  bushels 
Corn,  and  enough  Peas,  Potatoes  and  Turnips  for  Farm  use.  We  consider 
this  very  good  Farming. 

W.  H.  Sawyer,  Bay  River,  Reports:  I  planted  4  acres  Dickson  cluster 
cotton  in  4  feet  rows  12  inches  in  drill,  one-half  of  which  was  manured  with 
cotton  seed  compost.     I  picked  2,580  lbs.  lint— 645  lbs.  per  acre.

Gardener's  Work  for  August.— Transplant  all  kinds  of  cabbage, 
cauliflower  and  celery.  Sowcarrots  and  beets,  turnips  of  all  kinds,  spiaach, 
lettuce,  radishes,  onions. 

Plantation  work  for  August.— Now  sow  full  crops  of  field  tur- 
nips, carrots  and  beets,  and  such  other  crops  as  were  omitted  last  month; 
strip  fodder.  Early  rice  will  be  fit  to  cut  the  last  of  this  month.  Look  to 
it.  This  is  a  good  time  to  plant  vines  of  the  first  slips,  in  order  to  procure 
seed  potatoes  for  the  next  year's  crops. 
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Cutting  and  Cubing  Hay. — The  following  information  regarding  cut- 
ting and  curing  Hay  will  be  found  of  great  value,  particularly  as  it  is  a  new 
business  in  this  section: 

1st.  Cut  your  Hay  before  it  gets  too  old- 

2d.  Do  not  let  it  stand  too  long  in  the  sun  and  dew.  Hay  is  not  damaged 
by  dew  or  rain  until  it  wilts;  therefore,  if  it  is  cut  late  in  the  evening,  and 
cured  next  day,  it  can  be  put  away  in  fine  condition.  Do  not  let  either  rain 
or  dew  fall  on  it  after  it  has  wilted. 

3d.  The  more  constantly  Hay  is  stirred  the  better.  The  Hay  Tedder  and 
Horse  Rake,  are  invaluable  in  saving  large  crops. 

4th.  Be  sure  to  put  in  stack  or  barn,  as  soon  as  it  is  dry — a  few  hours  of 
hot  sun  will  insure  its  keeping,  if  put  away  free  of  dew  or  rain.  Heavy 
Grass  requires  more  sun. 

5th.  Cut  and  save  all  you  can— of  Crab  Grass,  Drilled  Corn,  Pea  Vines, 
Marsh  Grass,  and  any  thing  that  will  enable  yo<a  to  feed  your  Stock  well, 
and  increase  your  manure  pile. 

How  Blooded  Stock  Pays. — Joseph  L.  Rhern,  one  of  our  wide-awake 
Cotton  Farmers,  who  is  not  satisfied  with  making  from  three  to  four 
hundred  bales  Cotton  per  annum  on  his  farm  near  Newbern,  has  devoted 
considerable  attention  to  raising  fine  Cattle.  His  herd  are  worth  looking 
at.  He  has  sold  lately  Two  Heifers  with  their  Calves  at  $100,  each — also 
one  Bull  Calf  each  at  §35,  and  $60.  One  of  his  Cows  weighs  1,(500  lbs.,  and 
his  Bull' weighs  1,800  lbs.  His  stock  has  been  raised  at  a  small  outlay  of 
money,  and  has  paid  a  fi&e  profit- 

Several  valuable  Berkshire,  Essex,  Chester  and  China  Hogs  have- been 
imported  into  this  section  lately,  which  will  be  of  great  value  to  the  Far- 
mers. Improved  breed  of  Hogs,  eat  no  more  than  common  Hogs,  and  will 
weigh  twice  as  much  when  killed.  Good  Blood,  sufficient  quantity  of  pro- 
per Food — and  intelligent  care,  are  all  necessary  in  order  to  raise  stock 
profitably.    Neither  one  will  take  the  place  of  the  other. 

Lucerne. — "We  have  received  from  S.  N.  Dewey,  Newbera,  N.  C,  sam- 
ples of  Lucerne  cut  from  his  garden  which  measures  30  inches  in  height, 
and  is  the  growth  of  twenty-four  days.  He  has  cut  his  bed  of  Lucerne  four 
times  this  season,  viz:  April  1st,  May  1st,  May  24th,  and  June  17th.  He 
expects  to  cut  it  at  least  every  four  weeks  until  November,  giving  8  or  9 
crops. 

This  was  grown  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  on  very  rich 
ground,  and  near  the  drain  leading  from  his  pump,  which  gave  it  a  small 
quantity  of  water  each  day,  and  is  mot  given  as  a  usual  crop,  but  is  intended 
to  show,  what  can  be  done  with  Lucerne,  by  the  use  of  manure  and  high 
cultivation.  One  acre  will,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  support  five 
Cows,  Mules  or  Horses,  all  Summer — and  has  been  known  to  support  twice 
the  number.    It  is  well  suited  to  our  soil  and  climate. 

Mr.  Chas.  H.  Fowler,  living  at  Stonewall,  Pamlico  county,  K  O, 
raised,  last  year,  on  40  acres,  52  bales  of  cotton,  weighing  400  lbs.  each. 
But  for  the  dry  weather,  Mr.  F.  thinks  he  would  have  realized  75  bales. 
The  land  upon  which  this  cotton  was  grown  has  been  in  cultivation  a  num- 
ber of  years,  but  was  well  manured. 

We  x,earn  that  Mr.  Riley  Ross,  Jr.,  living  at  South  Creek,  Beaufort 
county,  N.  C,  raised,  on  14  acres  of  swamp  land,  600  lbs.  lint  cotton  to  the 
acre,  or  1%  bales,  and  only  paid  out  in  cash  $5— the  labor  being  performed 
by  himself  and  two  children — besides  making  corn  to  sell.  This  land  was 
not  manured. 

Wm.  R.  Ross,  Edwards'  Mills,  near  Newbern,  Reports:  that  from  14 
acres  he  picked  20  Bales  Cotton,  averaging  400  lbs.,  and  that  from  5  acres 
in  Corn  he  gathered  55  bushels  per  acre. 

H.  T.  Guion,  Reports:  that  from  Five  Acres,  he  sold  400  Bushels  Sweet 
Potatoes  at  50c.  per  bushel,  and  fattened  1000  lbs.  Pork  from  refuse 
Potatoes. 

J.  M.  Weskett,  Bay  River,  Reports:  that  from  2%  acres  without  man- 
ure, he  has  picked  2,860  lbs.,  or  572  lbs.  per  acre.

Plantation  worlt  for  September.— Continue  to  sow  field 
turnips,  carrots  and  beets.  Southern  seed  for  this  sowing  is  always  better 
than  the  imported;  those  from  the  latter  are  apt  to  run  to  seed  early  in  the 
spring,  unless  it  be  English  seed.  Prepare  lands  for  sowing  rye  in  October. 
Pick  cotton;  harvest  corn. 
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We  Can. — There  has  been  shipped  from  Newbern,  and  vicinity,  by  our 
Express  Company,  Railroad  and  Steamers,  during  the  past  twelve  months, 
as  near  as  can  be  ascertained, 
6,000  barrels  Fresh  Fish. 
2.500     "        Salt  Fish. 

5,000  barrels  Peas,  Beans,  Cucumbers,  Tomatoes,  Melons,  &c. 
1,500      "        Irish  Potatoes. 
8,500     *'        Sweet  Potatoes. 
3,000     "        Clams. 
200,000  bushels  Corn. 
400,000  dozen  Eggs. 

Also  a  iarge  number  of  Terrapins,  Turtle,  Peanuts,  &c. 
This  is  a  fine  showing,  and  should  encourage  us  to  yet  greater  efforts. 

Gov.  Z.  B.  Vance,  in  his  late  speech  at  Goldsboro,  said :  The  great  want 
of  North  Carolina  is  a  guano,  or  a  stimulant,  suitable  to  be  applied  to  the 
mind  and  brain  of  our  people,  and  which  will  cause  them  to  stop  saying, 
"  We  can't,"  and  which  will  enable  them  to  make  the  very  best  use  of  the 
land,  climate  and  labor  that  we  have;  or  "We  will  try."  He  said  that 
money  can  only  be  obtained  by  us  from  three  sources,  viz :  From  debts 
now  due  us  by  the  outside  world,  or  from  sale  of  agricultural  products,  or 
from  labor  bestowed  upon  our  raw  materials  in  manufacturing. 

If  a  man,  (or  a  State,)  has  nothing  due  him,  or  has  neither  meat,  corn  or 
other  produce  to  sell,  or  is  not  in  any  way  increasing  the  value  of  his  pro- 
ducts, he  has  no  right  to  grumble  about  hard  times,  for  if  money  were 
plentiful  he  has  nothing  to  give  for  it.     Sharp,  but  true. 

Oats  and  Clover. — A  crop  of  Black  Oats  and  Bed  Clover  combined, 
was  planted  Oct.  15,  1873,  near  Newbeni,  on  one  fifth  of  an  acre,  at  the 
rate  of  2  bushels  Oats  and  15  lbs.  Clover  per  acre.  It  was  pastured  from 
December  1st  to  March  1st.  The  crop  of  Oats  and  Clover  was  cut  May 
15th,  and  weighed  1,200  lbs.  when  cured,  or  at  the  rate  of  3  tons  per  acre. 
The  second  cutting  of  Clover  was  made  June  20th.  Result:  800  lbs.  well 
cured  Clover  Hay,  or  at  the  rate  of  2  tons  per  acre.  The  third  cutting  will 
be  made  about  the  middle  of  August  or  will  be  left  for  a  Fall  and  Winter 
pasture. 

At  the  price  of  Northern  Hay,  the  crop  for  one  year  will  be  worth  at  the 
rate  of  at  least  $150  per  acre. 

T.  T.  Oliver,  Pine  Level,  N.  O,  Reports:  I  cultivated  30  acres  in  cot- 
ton; plowed  deep — used  3  tons  Guano,  300  bus.  cotton  seed,  stable  manure 
$50,  bone  meal  $60,  10  bbls.  lime,  10  sacks  salt.  Total  value  $310.  Cost 
of  plowing,  planting  and  cultivating,  $225.  Picking,  and  bagging  and  ties 
$275.  Total -cost.  $810.  I  sold  35  bales,  averaging  400  lbs.,  at  13}^  cents., 
$1,855.  Less  cost  $810.  Profit,  $1,045.  A  portion  of  above,  probably  8 
acres,  produced  about  800  lbs.  lint  per  acre. 

Jas.  A.  Bryan,  Newbern,  Reports:  That  he  prepared  thirty  acres  in 
the  Spring  of  1873,  for  Crab  Grass  Hay.  He  vised  a  Walter  A.  Wood 
Mower  and  Horse  Rake,  and  has  cut  and  cured  a  fine  crop.  The  Hay  is 
now  being  baled,  and  will  compare  favorably  with  Northern  Hay.  He 
expects  to  cut  a  large  quantity  next  year. 

B.  P.  Small,  of  Bay  River,  planted  one  and  five  eights  acres  of  land  in 
Early  Rose  Potatoes.  He  dug  them  May  28th,  and  shipped  53  barrels.  He 
has  planted  the  same  land  in  Sweet  Potatoes.  Last  year  he  sold  250  barrels 
Sweet  Potatoes  from  3  acres  land  for  $500  nett,  after  paying  freight  and 
expenses. 

Economy  and  Interest. — One  dollar  per  day,  (working  day,)  saved  and 
invested  at  8  per  cent,  compound  interest,  will  in  45  years  amount  to 
$125,000,  of  which  only  $14,000  was  from  earnings,  and  $111,000  accumu- 
lated interest. 

Scientific  Farming.— The  man  who  produces  the  largest  yield  to  area 
cultivated  with  the  least  expense,  and  increases  the  fertility  of  the  soil  is 
the  most  scientific  farmer,  however  ignorant  of  tfie  fact  he  may  be.

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THE  LATEST  POSTAGE  LAWS. 

[All  postage  must  be  prepaid  by  Stamps.'] 

Letters. — Letters  go  to  any  part  of  the  United  States  for  three  cents  per 
half  ounce.  Letters  weighing  over  half  an  ounce,  and  prepaid  a  single  rate 
are  forwarded  to  their  destination,  and  the  remainder  due  is  collected  on 
delivery.  City  letters  two  cents  per  half  ounce.  Unpaid  letters  are  sent  to 
the  dead  letter  office  at  "Washington. 

Printed  Matter. — Rate  of  postage  is  one  cent  for  each  ounce  or  fraction 
thereof,  on  all  pamphlets,  occasional  publications,  transient  newspapers, 
book  manuscripts  and  proof-sheets,  whether  corrected  or  not,  maps,  prints, 
engravings,  blanks,  sample  cards,  phonographic  paper,  letter  envelopes, 
postal  envelopes,  or  wrappers,  cards,  paper,  plain  or  ornamental,  photo- 
graphic representations  of  different  type,  seeds,  cuttings,  bulbs,  roots  and 
scions.  Two  cents  for  every  two  ounces  on  enumerated  articles  not  mark- 
ed, and  limit  of  weight,  twelve  ounces.  All  articles  are  to  be  put  up  so 
they  can  be  examined,  if  desired,  or  letter  postage  will  be  charged. 

Books,  samples  of  metals,  ores,  minerals  and  merchandise  are  to  be 
charged  two  cents  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Newspapers.  — Newspapers  sent  from  the  office  of  publication  must  be 
prepaid  at  the  following  rates :  Dailies  and  weeklies  two  cents  per  pound, 
and  monthlies  three  cents  per  pound. 

Merchandise. — By  the  new  postal  law,  packages  of  dry  goods,  hard- 
ware, drugs,  (except  liquid  drugs,)  and  other  merchandise,  not  exceeding 
twelve  ounces  in  weight,  can  be  mailed  to  any  part  of  the  United  States  at 
a  charge  of  one  cent  for  each  ounce  or  fraction  of  an  ounce. 

Postal  Cards,  which  bear  a  penny  impressed  stamp,  are  available  for 
transmission  between  places  in  the  United  States  only.  The  front  or 
stamped  side  is  intended  for  the  address  only.  There  must  be  nothing  else 
written,  printed  or  impressed  upon  it,  nor  must  there  be  any  writing  or 
printing  across  the  stamp.  Any  communication,  whether  printed  or  writ- 
ten, must  be  confined  to  the  reverse  side.  Nothing  may  be  attached,  nor 
may  the  card  be  folded,  cut  or  otherwise  altered.  If  any  of  these  rules  be 
infringed,  the  card  will-be  charged  three  cents  on  deliver}'. 

Foreign  Postage. — To  England  and  Ireland. — Letters,  if  prepaid,  five 
cents  per  half  ounce ;  newspapers,  if  prepaid,  2  cents  each ;  other  printed 
matter,  two  cents  for  two  ounces. 

To  France. — Letters,  nine  cents  per  half  ounce;  newspapers,  three  cents 
each. 

To  Germany. — Letters,  five  cents  per  half  ounce;  newspapers,  two  cents 
each. 

To  Italy. — Letters,  five  cents  per  half  ounce;  newspapers,  two  cents  each. 

To  Russia. — Letters,  five  cents  per  half  ounce;  newspapers,  two  cents  each. 

To  Canada. — The  postage  on  a  single  letter  to  or  from  Canada  is  three 
cents  per  half  ounce,  and  must  be  pre-paid. 

Effects  of  Tobacco  on  Health.— A  paper  read  before  the  French 
Academy  of  Medicine  affirms  that  there  has  been  of  late  years  an  enormous 
increase  of  smoking  in  France;  and  that  statistics  show  that  in  exact  pro- 
portion to  this  increased  consumption  of  tobacco  is  the  increase  of  diseases 
of  the  nervous  centres — insanity;  paralysis,  paraplegia,  and  softening  of  the 
brain — and  of  certain  cancerous  affections.  The  principal  injurious  ele- 
ment is  nicotine.  In  the  hospitals  and  asylums  there  are  numerous  cases  of 
progressive  paralysis;  and  whenever  these  have  been  investigated,  their  de- 
pendence on  the  use  of  tobacco  has  been  rendered  obvious,  it  being  far 
more  likely  to  induce  paralysis  than  alcohol  or  absinthe. 

Quick  Method  of  Calculating  Interest  by  Days.— Multiply  the 
principal  by  the  number  of  days,  and  divide  the  product — for  5  per  cent. , 
by7,200;  for  6  per  cent.,  by  6,000;  for  7  per  cent.,  by  5,143;  for  8  per  cent. , 
by  4,500;  for  9  per  cent.,  by  4,000;  for  10  per  cent.,  by  3,600.  Thus  the 
interest  of  $120  for  20  days,  at  10  per  cent. ,  would  be  120  multiplied  by  20, 
and  the  product,  2,400,  divided  by  3,600,  66%  cents. 

Pickled  Onions. — Peel  off  the  outer  skin  of  small  onions,  boil  them 
until  clear  or  half  cooked,  in  salt  water,  and  throw  them  while  smoking 
hot  into  a  jar  of  cold  vinegar,  spiced.

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TIME. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  maie  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12 
o'clock.  No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  sun  ;  if  set  with  it  at  noon  on  the  2nd 
of  January,  the  clock  will  seam  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3rd  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanic  to  Apparent  time,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  column  marked  "sun  slow,"  or  "sun  fast ;"  add  them  when  fast,  sub- 
tract them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  are  maie  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N. 
C,  but  the  tiines,  phases,  &?.,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Virginia  or  Tennessee. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the 
year,  the  sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination,  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  clay.  The  times  given 
here  have  beeu  rigorously  calculated  ;  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and 
are  true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

Weather  Prognosticator. 

TaUe  Foretelling  the  Weather  through  all  the  Lunations  of  each  Year, 
This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years'  actual 
observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration  of  the  attraction 
of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the  earth,  and,  by 
simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of  weather  will  most  probably 
follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon,  into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so  near  the 
truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail.

Observation's — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairet  will  be  the  weather  during  the 
next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  at  night  till  2  next  morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the  more  foul 
or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  eluring  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in 
the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Mcon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter,  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  4  to  10,.  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather  ; 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind.,  as  is  noted  in  the  table, 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter,  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  app  y  to  those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is  con- 
cerned, the  observer  shoul'l  be  within  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  car- 
dinal points  of  the  heaveus  are  correctly  placed. 

It  is  on  trifles  after  all  that  the  joy  of  home  living  depends.  At  bottom  a  fam- 
ily may  be  entire'y  devoted  to  each  other's  interests;  the  husband  may  toil  and 
the  wife  may  save  with  unfaltering  zeal  and  fidelity,  t  nd  both  may  love  their 
children  and  be  willing  to  lay  down  their  lives  for  them.  Yet  they  may  make 
each  other  wretched,  and  render  their  children's  lives  a  burden,  by  failure  in 
l.ttle  courtesies,  by  lack  of  little  recognitions,  by  caring  more  for  things  that 
perish,  than  for  the  essence  that  is  immortal. 

No  one  can  pretend  that  plainness  is  no  trial  to  a  woman ;  therefore  we  ought 
the  more  to  honor  the  plain  woman  who,  hopeless  of  admiration,  yet  applies  all 
the  innocent  arts  of  nicety,  taste  and  feminine  tact  to  set  off  homely  features  to 
the  best  advantage,  and  so  make  herself  not  conspicuously  unlovely.

Gardener's  Work  for  February.— Continue  to  sow  peas,  and  such  veg- 
etables as  were  omitted  in  January .  Plant  pole  beans,  (first  crop  in  the  low 
country,)  full  crop  Irish  potataes,  beets  and  carrots;  dress  artichokes  and  aspar- 
agus.    Tomatoes,  peppers  and  cucumbers  sow  in  hot  beds;  put  out  mangoes. 

Plantation  Work  for  February.— This  is  considered  the  opening  month 
of  the  planter's  year.  Continue  preparing  as  in  January.  Sow  oats  for  a  full 
crop  in  the  low  country;  plant  Irish  potatoes;  make  up  sprout  beds  for  sweet  po- 
tatoes.    Plant  root  crop  of  sweet  potatoes.

Sow  cab- 
bages for  winter  use,  cauliflower,  bixcoli,  beets,  carrots,  salsify.  Plant  encum- 
bers, melons  for  late  crop.     Gather  herbs   for  dying;  always  dry  gently  in  the 

shade. 

Plantation  Work  for  May.— Look  well  to  your  hoeings  and  plowLpgs. 

Continue  to  plant  corn  in  low  lands.  Sow  first  crop  of  early  cow-peas.  Bice 
plantings  are  generally  postponed  until  June,  as  the  birds  are  very  bad  in  May, 
and  the  May  bird  is  exceedingly  destructive. 
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John  McDonough,  the  millionaire  of  New  Orleans,  Las  engraved  upon  his 
tomb  a  series  of  maxims  prescribed  as  the  rule  for  his  guidance  through  life,  to 
which  his  success  in  business  is  mainly  attributed.  They  contain  so  much  wis- 
dom that  we  copy  them  :

Gardner's  Work  for  June.— Sow  full  crops  of  cabbages  for  fall  and  win- 
ter use.  C  luliflower  and  brocoli  may  yet  be  sown,  also  a  few  carrots.  Continue 
to  sow  tomatoes,  okra,  radishes,  snap  beans.  Transplant  leeks;  pull  and  dry 
onions,  garlic  and  eschalots.  Plant  a  few  cucumbers,  melons  and  rata  baga 
turnips  for  late  crop. 

Plantation  Work  for  June.— KeeP  constantly  at  the  plow  and  hoe;  this 
is  the  most  important  grass  month.

STATISTICS  OF  THE  GLOBE. 

The  earth  is  inhabited  by  about  1,300  millions  of  inhabitants,  viz  : 

360,000,000  of  the  Caucasian  race  ; 
550,000,000  of  the  Mongolian  ; 
190  000,000  of  the  Ethiopian  ; 
200,000,000  of  the  M  day  races,  and 
1,000,000  of  the  American  Indian. 

All  these  respectively  speak  3,064  languages,  and  possess  1,000  diff  jrent  re- 
ligious. 

The  amount  of  deaths  per  anuum  is  23,333,333,  or  91  954  per  day,  3,730  per 
tour,  60  per  minute,  or  one  per  second.  This  loss  is  compensated  by  an  equal 
number  of  births. 

The  average  duiation  of  life  throughout  the  globe  is  thirty-three  years.  One- 
fouith  of  i;s  populatio  i  dies  before  the  seventh  year,  and  one-half  before  the 
seventeenth.  Out  of  10,000  persons  only  one  reaches  his  hundredth  year,  only 
one  iu  500  his  eightieth  ;  and  only  oue  in  100  his  sixty-fifth. 

Married  people  live  longer  than  unmarried  ones,  and  a  tall  man  is  likely  to 
live  longer  than  a  short  one.  Until  the  fiftieth  year,  women  have  a  better 
chance  of  life  than  men  ;  but  beyond  that  period  the  chances  are  equal. 

Sixty-five  persons  out  of  one  thousand  marry.  The  months  of  June  and  De- 
cember are  those  in  which  marriages  are  most  frequent. 

Children  born  in  spring  are  generally  stronger  than  those  bom  in  other  seasons. 

Births  and  deaths  chiefly  occur  in  the  night. 

The  number  of  men  able  to  bear  arms  is  but  one-eighth  of  the  population. 

John  W.  Blount,  twelve  miles  from  Washington,  N.  C. ,  reports  that  he  pick- 
ed 40  Bales  Cotton  of  400  pounds  each  from  48  acres.  He  used  only  $50  worth 
of  Fertilizers.     This  is  a  fine  yield  considering  the  unfavorable  season.

The  Standard  Weight  of  a  bushel  of  wheat,  corn,  and  other  grains  in  this 
State,  as  adopted  by  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina.

For  biking  a  greater  quantity  by  weight  for  one  bushel  than  above  specified,

This  act  fixing  the  above  weight  by  bushel  does  not  prevent  citizens  of  the 
State  from  buying  and  selling  grain  by  measure,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties.

Gardener's  Work  for  August.— Transplant  all  kinds  of  cabbage,  cauli- 
flower and  celery.  Sow  carrots  and  beets,  turnips  of  all  kinds,  spinach,  let- 
tuce, radishes,  onions.

USEFUL   RECEIPTS 

To  preveut  hordes  being  teased  by  flies,    boil    three    handfuls  of  black  waluut 
le&Yes  in  three  quarts  of  water  ;  sponge  the   horses   with  this  solution  before  ta-. 
king  them  out  of  the  stable  in  the  morning,    wetting    the  ears,  neck,  and  flank. 
This  has  long  been  done  by  New    Jersey    farmers    as    a  preventive  against  flies 
upon  horses. 

To  Destboy  Bedbucjs. — Take  two  ounces  of  quicksilver  and  the  whites  of  two 
eggs,  and  so  on  in  this  ratio  for  a  larger  or  smiller  quantity.  Beat  the  quick- 
silver and  the  whites  together  until  they  unite  aid  become  a  froth.  With  a 
feather  then  apply  the  compound  thus  formed  to  the  crevices  and  holes  in  your 
bedsteads.     Tnis  done  once  or  twice  in  a  year  will  prove  effectual. 

Diabhhces.  ix  Fowls  — Pulverized  chalk  administered  with  soft  feed  will  cure 
diarrhoea.  This  disorder  iscais^d  by  want  of  variety  in  the  food,  or  by  too 
much  green  food. 

.1  remedy  for  chicken  cholera  promulgated  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  alum  alon  i — giving  three  or  four  tea  sp  ions  of  alum  water  daily,  and  mix 
with  the  teed  i^cornmeal)  string  alum  water.  This  is  said  to  cure  the  very  worst 
cases.  Another  remedy  is  to  feed  raw  onions,  chopped  fine,  and  mixed  with 
other  food,  about  twice  a  week. 

It  is  said  that  charcoal  will  fatten  fowls,  at  the  same  time  giving  the  meat  im- 
proved tenderness  and  flavor.  Pulverize  and  mix  with  the  food.  A  turkey  re- 
quires about  a  gill  a  day. 

A  breeder  of  poultry  says  :  Every  spring  I  procure  a  quantity  of  cedar  boughs, 
and  scatter  them  in  and  around  the  hen-house.  The  odor  of  the  cedar  keeps 
away  the  lice. 


For  own  use  as  a  Forage  Crop,  I  planted  three  acres  in  Oats  in  Fall  of  1874. 
Cut  them  in  Spring  of  1875.  Ploughed  in  the  stubble  and  planted  the  land, 
one  half  in  Drilled  C  jrn,  other  half  in  Drilled  Peas  September  cut  and  cured 
the  Coin  for  forage  and  pastured  Cows  and  Hogs  on  the  peas  ;  after  which, 
ploughed  the  stubble  under  and  sowed  in  Oats  and  Eye.  In  January  the  Cows 
enjoyed  two  weeks  green  pasture,  and  early  in  March  it  will  be  again  ready  for 
pasturing.  With  li^ht  manuring  under  this  plan  we  get  good  crops  at  very 
small  expense.  GEORGE  ALLEN.

"We  thus  see  that  the  average  product  was  less  than  200  pounds  lint  cotton 
per  acre,  or  about  £22  per  acre,  of  which  the  pickers  received  over  $3  per  acre, 
or  nearly  thirty  million  dollars  for  gathering  the  cotton  crop. 

The  cotton  crop  of  1875  was  sold  by  the  planters  for  about  two  hundred  mil- 
lion dollars.  The  manufacturer,  by  the  employment  of  machinery  and  labor, 
increased  the  value  of  the  crop  to  about  six  hundred  million  dollars. — Timely 
Topics. 

LARGE  YIELD  OF  CORN. 

J.  L.  Beix,,  Newport,  about  25  mih  s  east  of  Newbern,  on  the  Atlantic  & 
Noith  Carol.na  Railroad,  and  within  ten  miles  of  the  ocean,  sends  us  the  best 
corn  report  that  we  have  had  from  North  Carolina.  He  sa\  s  that  in  spring  of 
1875,  he  planted  a  piece  of  new  land  61  yards  square  in  corn — three-iourths  of 
au  acre.  He  gathered  one  hundred  and  eight  bushels  shelled  corn  fiom  the 
three-fourths  acre,  or  at  the  rate  of  144  bushels  to  the  acre.  Unless  we  receive 
a  better  report,  Mr.  Bell  will  take  the  premium.  —  Timely  Topics.

The  calculations  of  this  Almaiiia'c  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicate"!  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watoh,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  of  the  yen. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  comet©  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  sun;  if  set  with  it  at  noon  on  the  2nd  of  Janu- 
ary, the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  th.-;  3rd  of  January, 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  Apparent  time,  use  the  mmutes 
in  the  column  maiked  "sran  slow,"  or  "nun  fast  ;'•,  add  them  when  fast,  sub- 
tract them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  longitude  af  Jttleigb,  N.  C. 
but  the  times,  phases,  <Ja,  will  vary  only  a  few  nriuutas  for  any  pail  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Virginia  or  Tennessee. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  sun  to- 
gether equal  twelve  horns.  This  is  incorrect  Daring  some  portions  of  the  year 
the  sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination,  that  it  makes  a 
material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  given  here  have 
been  rigorously  calculated,  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and  are  true  to 
the  nearest  whole  minute.

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years'  ac- 
tual observatio  ',  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  considerate  n  of  the  at- 
traction of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  "in  their  several  positions  respecting  the  earth, 
and,  by  simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of  weather  will  most 
probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,  aud  that  so 
near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail.

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during  the 
next  seven  days. 

1.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night  till  two  next 
morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  spa?e  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  until 
two  in  the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer, 
though  they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter,  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  L  e.  from  four  to  ten,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weath- 
er ;  but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6  Though,  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregnlar  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  pavt  of  Aiituni  ■-,  the  whole  of  Winter,  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is  con- 
cerned, the  observer  should  be  within  sight  of  a  good  vam,  where  the  four  car- 
dinal points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

Gardner's  Work  for  March. — Plant  bush  squash,  Pumpkins,  water  and 
musk  melons,  okra,  Guinea  squash  or  egg  plant,  sugar  beels,  carrots,  beans, 
peas,  radishes,  lettuce,  corn,  celery,  (first  crop,)  tanyah  and  mangoes  in  the  low 
countiy  as  soon  as  danger  from  frost  is  over. 

Plantation  Work  for  March.— This  is  the  first  planting  month  for  cot- 
ton, corn  and  rice.  Plant  your  high  lands  first  ;  leave  the  low  lands  for  April. 
Plant  rice  about  the  20th  of  the  month. 


HOUSEHOLD  HINTS. 

The  Uses  of  the  Lemon. — Few  people  know  the  value  of  lemon  juice.  A 
piece  of  lemon  bound  upon  a  corn  will  cure  it  in  a  few  days  ;  it  should  be  re- 
newed night  and  morning.  -  A  free  use  of  lemou  juice  and  sugar  will  always  re- 
lieve a  cough.  Most  people  feel  poorly  in  the  spring,  but  if  they  would  eat  a 
lemon  before  breakfast  every  day  for  a  week, — with  or  without  sugar,  as  they 
like, —  they  would  find  it  better  than  any  medicine.  Lemon  juice  used  accord- 
ing to  this  recipe  will  sometimes  cure  consumption  :  Put  a  dozen  lemons  into 
cold  water  and  slowly  bring  to  a  boil ;  boil  slowly  until  the  lemons  are  soft,  but 
not  too  soit,  then  squeeze  until  all  the  juice  is  extracted,  add  sugar  to  your  taste 
and  drink  In  this  way  use  one  dozen  lemons  a  day.  If  they  cause  pain,  or 
loosen  the  bowels  too  much,  lessen  the  quantity  and  use  only  five  or  six  a  day 
until  you  are  better,  and  then  begin  again  with  a  dozeu  a  day.  After  using  five 
or  six  dozen,  the  patient  will  begin  to  gain  flesh  and  enjoy  food.  Hold  on  to 
the  lemons,  and  still  use  them  very  freely  several  weeks  more.  Another  use  of 
lemons  is  for  a  refreshing  drink  in  srimmer,  or  in  sickness  at  any  time.  Pre- 
pare as  directed  above,  and  add  water  and  sugar.  But  in  order  to  have  this 
keep  well,  after  boiling  the  lemons,  squeeze  them  and  strain  carefully  ;  then  to 
every  half  pint  of  juice  add  one  pound  of  loaf  or  crushed  sugar,  boil  and  stir  a 
few  minutes  more  until  the  sugar  is  dissolved,  skim  carefully,  and  bottle.  You 
will  get  more  juice  from  the  lenionsby  boiling  them,  and  the  preparation  keeps 
better. 

Profit  of  Ageiculttjee. — Whf  n  we  go  into  paper  estimates  of  the  profit  of 
agriculture,  it  would  be  well  to  credit  the  farm  generally  with  those  comforts 
that  make  our  quiet  and  happy  homes.  Let  us  consider  what  the  farm  gives  us 
in  the  way  of  food,  of  house  and  of  fuel  for  our  fires,  horses  to  draw  us,  and  the 
many  nameless  things  that  people  living  in  cities  buy  at  great  cost.  We  have 
seen  more  than  one  comfortable  and  well- to-do  farmer  sell  broad  acres  for  nar- 
row town  houses,  and  under  the  delusion  of  educating  their  children,  or  living 
more  easy  lives,  to  get  nearer  lecture  and  church  privileges,  and  by  various 
other  devices  of  self-deception,  persuade  themselves  into  the  fatal  move  which 
soon  proved  that  farming  was  better  to  support  families  than  the  price  of  the 
farm  at  interest.  Generally  these  mistaken  men  have  found  that  money  receiv- 
ed as  interest  had  a  way  of  going  easily,  and  a  few  years  have  been  sufficient  to 
cause  them  to  wish  themselvts  again  the  owners  of  farms,  and  to  teach  them  (as 
no  other  experience  could)  that  though  it  ink<ht  be  easy  to  prove  on  paper  that 
wheat  could  not  be  raised  for  its  selling  price,  and  that  no  animal  (from  a 
chicken  to  a  horse)  could  be  raised  on  a  farm  for  its  market  value,  yet  that 
somehow  all  the  final  results  proved  just  the  reverse  ;  for  farmers  do  live  well, 
educate  tbeir  children  well,  and  leave  them,  at  their  ow.n  deaths,  valuable  es- 
tates. 


Washing  the  Haib. — It  is  occasionally  necessary  to  thoroughly  cleanse  the 
hair.  One  or  two  pre'  autions  must  lie  taken,  however.  Never  use  soap  if  you 
can  avoid  it;  if  you  do,  lei  it  be  the  very  rnildett  and  unpeifumed.  Avoid  so- 
called  hair-cltansing  fluids,  and  use  rain-water  filtered.  The  jTolks  of  two  new- 
laid  t  ggs  are  much  to  be  preferred  to  scap  ;  they  make  a  beautiful  lather,  and 
when  the  washing  is  finished,  and  the  hah-  thoroughly  rinsed  in  the  purest 
rain-water.,  you  will  fiud,  when  dry,  that  the  glcss  will  not  be  destroyed,  which 
an  alkali  never  fails  to  do.  Ttie  first  water  must  not  be  very  hot,  only  just 
warm,  and  the  last  perfectly  cold.  TDry  with  soit  towels — but  do  not  rub  till 
the  skin  is  tender — and  afterward  brush.  Be  always  careful  to  have  your 
brushes  and  combs  perfectly  clean  and  free  from  grease.  The  occasional  use 
of  borax  will  keep  children's  hair  from  turning  dark.

SAUSAGES 

The  proper  seasoning  is  silt,  peppe/-,  sage,  summer-savory,  or  thyme;  they 
should  be  one-third  fat,  the  remainder  lean,  finely  c  opped,  and  the  seasoning 
well  mixed,  and  proportioned  so  that  one  herb  may  not  predominate  over  the 
others.  If  skins  are  used,  they  cannot-  be  prepared  with  too  much  care  ;  but 
they  are  about  as  well  made  into  cakes  ;  spread  the  cakes  on  a  clean,  white 
wood  board,  and  keep  them  in  a  dry,  cool  place  ;  fry  them  long  and  gently.

To  make  a  whitswash  that  will  not  rub  off,  the  Boston  Journal  of  Chemistry 
saj's  mix  up  half  a  pailful  of  lime  and  water  ;  take  half  a  pint  of  flour  and  make 
a  starch  of  it,  and  pour  it  into  the  whitewash  while  hot.  Stir  it  well  and  apply

Gather  herbs  for  dying  ;  always 
dry  gently  in  the  shade.

Rice 
planting  is  generally  postponed  until  June,  as  the  birds  are  very  bad  in  May, 
and  the  May  bird  is  exceedingly  destructive. 
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Heart  and  Soul  Love. — Ben  bury  Floyd,  of  Chowan  county,  N.  C  ,  aged 
about  sixty  years,  was  convicted  of  a  trivial  larceny  in  1873  and  sentenced  to 
four  years'  imprisonment.  He  had  been  a  good  soldier  and  lost  a  leg  iu  the 
Confederate  service,  and  was  said  by  his  neighbors  to  have  been  a  kiud  hearted 
and  obliging  mm  Hi  had  no  wife,  chick  or  child  iu  the  world  except  a  little 
blind  daughter  about  fifteen  years  old,  who  was  in  the  blind  asylum.  Last 
week  Superintendent  Gudger  came  to  Gov.  Vance  and  told  him  the  condition  of 
this  little  g:rl,  ;>n  1  that  haviug  been  in  the  asylum  the  fall  term  which  the  law 
permitted,  she  would  have  to  be  discharged,  and  he  did  not  kuow  what  to  do 
with  her,  as  she  had  uo  home  or  friend  to  go  to,  except  this  poor  felon  father. 
Tiie  Governor  at  once  promised  to  pardon  him  This  week  the  pardon  was  is- 
sued, and  Mr.  Gudger,  placing  it  in  the  hands  of  the  little  girl  went  with  her  to 
the  penitentiary  to  liberate  her  fither.  The  scene  between  father  and  daughter 
was  iuelt:ng  in  ihe  extreme.  She  could  not  see  the  felon's  stripes  and  the  hag- 
gard, prison-look,  aud  he,  poor  mm,  could  look  with  pride  and  fondness'upon 
the  fair  but  sightless  face  of  his  child  ;  something  pure  and  innocent  still  loved 
him.  Throwing  themselves  into  each  other's  arms  they  wept  uncontrollably. 
After  a  little,  haud  in  hand  they  went  away.

Some  se  ;m  to  be  lit'le  hurt, 
others  move  with  difficulty  aud  some  are  carried  off  in  fits  or  insensible.  It  is 
said  that  foreign  ladies  go  with  their  mile  frien  Is  to  witness  this  hoi  mble  spec- 
tacle.

WORTH  KNOWING. 

An  exchange  says  persons  who  use  kerosene  lamps  will  be  giad  to  know  that 
if  the  wicks  are  soaked  in  strong  vinegar  twenty-four  hours,  and  thoroughly 
dried  before  being  inserted,  all  smoke  will  be  avoided,  the  wicks  will  last  twice 
as  long,  and  increased  brilliant  light  will  be  obtained. 

.  How  to  Cure  Rahctd  Butter. — Butter  should  be  kneaded  with  fresh  milk, 
and  then  with  pure  water.  By  this  treatment  the  butter  is  rendered  as  fresh 
and  pure  in  .flavor  as  when  recently  made. 

How  to  Improve  Bad  Butter.  — Bad  butter  may  be  improved  greatly  by  dis- 
solving it  thoroughly  in  hot  water  ;  let  it  cool,  then  skim  it  off  and  churn  again, 
adding  a  little  salt  and  sugar.  A  small  quantity  can  be  tried  and  approved  be- 
fore doing. a  larger  one.  The  water  should  be  nearly  hot  enough  to  melt  the 
butter — or  it  will  become  oily. 

Remedy  Fob  Cabbage  Lice. — A  writer  in  the  Farmers'  Advomte  says  that  a 
cheap  and  effective  remedy  for  this  insect  is  within  the  reach  of  all .  As  soon 
as  the  plant  begins  to  head,  or  as  soon  as  the  louse  makes  his  appearance,  open 
the  leaves  carefully  with  the  ringers  and  sprinkle  common  salt  between  them. 
This  is  said  to  be  an  infallible  remedy.  We  have  used  it  with  entire  success. 
Plants  used  in  this  way  produce  larger  and  more  solid  heads  than  those  left  to 
themselves.

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BEEFSTEAK  AND  ONIONS. 

Cut  the  steals  about  three-quarters  of  an  inch  thick  ;  put  a  good  lump  of 
chrij  piug  or  lard  into  your  pan,  and  when  it  is  hot  lay  in  the  steaks  ;  turn  them 
frequently,  fo  that  they  may  not  burn;  let  them  be  nicely  browned  all  over, 
und  when  cooked  lay  them  in  a  hot  dish  before  the  fire  ;  meantime  have  in  read- 
iness a  plateful  of  onions,  sliced  very  thin,  and  sprinkled  with  pepper  and 
salt ;  put  them  into  the  pan,  and  lay  a  dish  over  them  to  keep  in  the  steam  ; 
turn  them  about,  and  let  them  be  cooked  thoroughly.  They  will  require  a  long 
time;  they  should  be  sort  and  brown;  when  done,  pour  them  over  the  steaks 
and  serve  up  hot. 


TO  WASH  FLANNELS. 

Wash  them  in  warm  water,  rather  above  luke-warm,  in  which  the  soap  has 
been,  boiled  or  dissolved,  and  not  rub  the  soap  upon  the  woolen.  Kinse  them 
thoiongbly  in  water  rather  hotter  than  th-.it  iu  which  they  have  been  washed  ; 
this  removes  the  soap  froin  the -material,  instead  of  allowing  it  to  remain  and 
get  hard,  as  it  does  if  the  last  water  is  not  decidedly  hotter  than  the  first.  This 
plan  will  also  be  found  to  succeed  perfectly  with  fleecy  or  Berlin  wool ;  but  then 
we  generally  wring  the  different  articles  or  skeins  by  twisting  them  up  in  a  lin- 
en cloth,  so  as  to  avoid  straining  the  wocl,  and  do  not  dry  them  too  quickly. 
But  the  important  point  is  certainly  getting  them  thoroughly  tree  from  the  soap, 
which  would  otherwise  thicken  and  stiffen  in  the  fine  pores  of  the  wooL

TO  CLEAN  SHAWLS. 

Scrape  one  pound  of  soap,  boil  it  down  in  sufficient  water.  When  cooling, 
beat  it  with  the  hand  ;  it  will  be  a  sort  of  jelly.  Add  three  tablespoonfuls  of 
spirits  of  turpentine  and  one  of  spirits  of  hartshorn.  Wash  the  articles  thor- 
oughly in  it,  then  rinse  in  cold  water  until  all  the  soap  is  taken  off,  then  in  salt 
and  water.  Fold  between  two  sheets,  taking  care  not  to  allow  two  folds  of  the 
article  washed  to  lie  together.  Mangle,  and  iron  with  a  very  cool  iron.  Shawls 
done  in  this  way  lock  like  new.  Only  use  the  salt  where  there  are  delicate  col- 
ors that  may  strike.

And  there  are  men  who  take  such  contracted 
views  of  this  matter  that  unless  they  are  getting  as  many  square  inches  of  read- 
ing matter  in  their  own  as  they  do  in  a  city  paper,  they  think  they  are  not  get- 
ting the  worth  of  their  money.  It  reminds  us  of  a  man  who  took  the  largest 
pair  of  be  ots  in  the  box  because  the  price  was  the  same  as  the  pair,  mnch 
smaller,  that  fitted  him. 


The  Pyramids. — The  immense  storjjes  used  in  the  erection  of  the  Eyramicls  of 
Egypt  were  obtained  from  the  quarries  in  the  Arabian  hills,  and  were  carried 
to  the  river  over  a  bridge  of  boats.  They  wtre  then  brought  by  means  of  a 
causeway,  which  of  itself  took  ten  years  to  construct,  and  which  is  said  to  have 
been  a  fine  work,  with  its  polished  stones  and  figures  of  animals  engraved  upon 
them.  One  hundred  thousand  men  were  employed  at  a  time,  and  these  were 
relieved  by  the  fame  number  at  the  end  of  three  months.  A  long  time  was 
spent  in  the  leveling  of  the  rock  on  which  the  edifice  standi,  and  twenty  years 
for  the  erection  of  the  edifice  itself.  The  stones  were  raised  step  by  step  by 
means  of  a  machine  made  of  short  pieces  of  wood,  and,  last  of  all,  com- 
mencing from  the  top,  the  stones  were  cemented  together  by  layers  of  ce- 
ment not  thicker  than  a  strip  of  paper,  the  strength  of  which  is  proved  by 
the  age  of  these  enormous  memorials.

WHAT  TO  DO  IN  CASE  OF  ACCIDENT. 

Prof.  "Wilder,  of  Cornell  University,  gives  the  following  short  rules  for  action 
in  case  of  aceident,  which  it  will  be  found  naseful  to  preserve  or  remember : 

For  dust  in  the  eyes,  avoid  rubbing  ;  dash  water  into  them  ;  remove  cinders, 
etc.,  with  the  pound  point  of  a  lead  pencil. 

Eeniove  water  from  the  ear  by  tepid  water  ;  never  put  a  hard  instrument  into 
trie  ear. 

If  an  artery  is  cut,  compress  above  the  wound  ;  if  a  vein  is  cut,  compress  below. 

If  choked,  get  upon  all  fours  and  cough. 

For  slight  burns,  dip  the  part  in  cold  water ;  if  the  skin  is  destroyed,  cover 
it  with  varnish. 

Smother  a  fire  with  carpets,  etc  ;  water  will  often  spread  burning  oil,  and  in- 
crease danger.  Before  passing  through  smoke,  take  a  full  breath  and  then 
stoop  low  ;  but  if  carbonic  acid  gas  is  suspected,  walk  erect 

Suck  poisoned  wounds,  unless  your  mouth  is  sore ;  enlarge  the  wound,  or 
better  cut  out  the  part  without  delay ;  hold  the  wounded  part  as  long  as  can  be 
Borae  to  a  hot  coal  or  end  of  a  segar. 

In  case  of  poisoning,  excite  vomiting  by  tickling  the  throat  or  by  warm  water 
and  mustard. 

If  in  water,  float  on  the  back,  with  the  nose  and  mouth  projecting. 

For  apoplexy,  raise  the  head  and  bodj  ;  for  fainting,  lay  the  person  flat.

RAPID  EATING. 

The  common  vice  of  our  people,  in  both  town  and  country,  among  old  and 
youn™,  rich  and  poor,  is  rapid  eating.  The  stomach,  like  a  dark  bottle  to  be 
filled  with  a  funnel,  gets  full  and  over-runs  before  one  knows  it  There  are  two 
ill  effects  from  hasty  eating  :  the  food  expands  considerably,  both  by  increased 
warmth  and  by  its  being  divided  and  liquefied,  so  that,  if  the  stomach  is  not 
full  when  one  ceases  to  eat,  it  will  be  full  enough  in  a  very  few  minutes  by  the 
heating  and  liquefying  process.  If  a,rneal  is  eaten  with  great  deliberation,  this 
expanding,  heating,  liquefying  process  begins  and  keeps  pace  with  the  meal, 
and  the  man  does  not  feel  like  a  gorged  anaconda .  The  English  people  thus 
eat  as  a  nation  ;  they  give  themselves  tmfe  to  enjoy  their  food,  to  experience 
the  pleasure  of  its  taste,  and  make  eating  a  gratification  ;  while  Americans,  in 
multitudes  of  cases,  look  at  it  ah  a  thing  to  be  gotten  through  with— as  a  task 
which  has  to  be  performed,  and  the  quicker  the  better.—  From  Dr.  Ball's  Health 
by  Good  Living.

Plantation  Work  for  September.-Contimie  to  sow  field  turnips,  car-

ed ;  those  from  the  latter  are  apt  to  run  to  seed  early  in  the  spring,  unless  it  be 
English  seed.  Prepare  lands  for  sowing  rye  ia  October.  Pick  cotton  ;  harvest 
corn. 
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VALUABLE  RECIPES. 

To  Pee'sera^  Clothing  Pins- — They  should  be  boiled  a  few  moments  and 
quiekly  dried  once  or  twice  a  month,  when  they  become  more  fl.xible  and  du- 
rable. '  Cloth  1  nes  will  last  longer  and  keep  in  better  order  for  wash-day  ser- 
vice, if  occasionally  treated  in  tne  same  maimer. 

Corn  Fritters. — Young,  sweet  corn,  pepper,  salt,  nntrneg,  butter  hot  in  the 
pan.  Grate  the  corn  from  tbe  c  >bs  into  a  bisin,  season  and  drop  by  spoonfuls 
into  the  pan,  and  fry  until  brown.  This  is  a  delicious  breakfast  relish,  but  re- 
quires a  considerable  time  to  prepare. 

TEi  Cake. — One  cup  white  sugar,  half  a  cup  butter,  one  cup  sweet  milk,  one 
egg.  one-half  t  aspoonful  s  xla,  one  of  ere  an  tartar,  and  flour  enough  to  make 
it  like  solt  gingerbread.  Flavor  with  the  juice  of  a  small  lemon.  This  makes 
a  good-sized  loaf. 

Ginger  Cookies  — One  cup  of  molasses,  one-half  cup  of  sugar,  two-thirds  cup 
of  batter,  one-hall'  cup  of  water,  one  egg.  two  teaspooirluls  of  saleratus.  one- 
half  teaspo  nful  of  alum,  one  teaspoonfnl  of  giager,  flour  enough  to  roll  out 
soft.     Bake  quick. 

Pudding  Sauce — Four  tablespoons  of  sugar,  two  tablespoons  of  butter,  one 
tablespoon  o  flour  beaten  to  a  cream.  Add  the  white  of  au  egg  l.eiten  to  a 
froth,  and  pi  ur  into  the  whole  a  gill  of  boilug  water,  stirring  it  very  fast 
Flavor  wiih  lem<  n,  rose  water,  nutmeg  or  wine. 

Oyster  Stew. — One  piut  of  oysters,  diaiu  them  in  a  colander  ;  put  the  liquor 
to  scald  with  the  same  quantity  of  water.  When  the  liq  lor  is  hot,  stir  in  pul- 
verized cracker  mixed  wit  1  milk,  and  then  add  the  oysters.  Boil  two  minutes, 
add  a  large  te  ispoonful  of  butter  a  little  pepper,  and  a  iDi.it  of  milk.  Boil  one 
minute,  and  serve  hot. 

Hog  and  Chicken  Cholera. — W.  H.  Hull,  of  Knob  Creek,  N.  G,  waites  : 
"  One  ttaspoouful  of  spirits  of  turpentine  will  cure  hog  cholera  if  not  too  far 
gone.  I  have  used  this  remedy  with  splendid  results.  For  chicken  ciiolera 
use  red  pepper  in  doagb,  ouce  or  twice  a  week  ;  cut  up  fine  and  mix  well.  On- 
ions are  also  valuable  for  chickens." 

To  Drive  Oee  Beli  Ants. — Grease  a  plate  with  lard,  and  set  it  where  the  ants 
are  troublesome ;  place  a  few  sticks  around  the  plate  for  the  ants  to  climb  up- 
on ;  they  will  desert  the  sugar-bowl  for  the  lard  ;  occasionally  turn  the  plate 
over  a  fire  where  there  is  no  smoke,  and  the  ants  will  drop  ozf  into  it  ;  reset  the 
plate,  and  m  a  lew  repetitions  you  will  catch  all  the  ants  ;  they  trouble  nothing 
else  while  lard  is  a  ;cessible. 

To  Stop  Bleeding  at  the  Nose. — It  is  worth  while  to  know  how  to  stop  the 
bleeding  from  tbe  nose,  when  it  becomes  excessive.  If  the  finger  is  pressed 
firmly  up<  n  the  little  artery  that  supplies  the  blood  to  tne  side  of  the  face  af- 
fected, the  result  is  accomplished.  Two  small  arteries  branching  up  from  the 
main  arteries  on  each  side  of  tne  neck,  an  1  passing  over  the  outside  of  the  jaw 
bone,  sxrpply  the  face  witb  bloo  h  If  the  nose  bleeds  from  the  right  nostril, 
for  example,  puss  the  finger  along  the  edge  oi  the  rieht  jaw  till  the  beating  of 
the  artery  is  relt  Press  hard  upon  it,  and  the  bleediug  will  cease.  _  Continue 
the  pressure  five  minutes,  until  the  ruptured  vessels  in  the  nose  have  time  to 
contract  # 

Becipe  For  Mince-Pie. — Hash  five  pounds  of  beef  with  three  pounds  of  ap- 
ples; one-thir  1  of  a  pound  cf  chopped  raisins:  add  three  table  spoonfuls  of 
spice,  and  cook  three  minutes ;  add  three  table-spoonfuls  of  cinuamon,  and 
stir  three  times  ;  add  mace  and  pepper  and  caraway  and  cloves  aad  coriauder 
and  dried  gooseberries  and  salt  and  citron,  and  keep  tasting  till  you  are  sure 
it  is  right :  then  set  the  pan  in  a  chair,  and  add  one  quart  of  boiled  cider,  one 
teacrupful  of  vinegar,  two  dozen  prunes  without  the  stones,  a  gill  of  white  bran- 
dy, if  you  can  get  it,  a  wine-glassful  of  rose-water,  and  four  pulverized  nut- 
megs ;  next  add  two  cupfuls  of  butter  and  one  cupful  of  salt ;  co  >k  fifteen  min- 
utes, taste,  and  put  the  spoon  back  If  you  have  anything  else  in  the  house 
you  would  like  to  put  in,  you  can  do  so,  only  exercise  discretion  in  all  your  ex- 
periments. Bake  in  the  oven,  and  set  away  in  the  cellar  till  your  mother-in-law 
comes.

Observations.  — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during  the 
next,  seven  days.  . 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night  till  two  next 
morning 

3  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  until 
two  in  the  afternoon  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer, 
though  they  affect  spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter,  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i  e  ,  from  four  to  ten,  •  may  be  followed  by  fair 
weather  ;  but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6  Though  the  weather,  from  a  vaiitty  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter,  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

7  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is  con- 
cerned, the  observer  should  be  within  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  card- 
inal points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

Experience  in  Agriculture. 

Dr.  E  M  Pendleton,  Professor  of  Agriculture  in  the  Georgia  State  Agricul- 
tural College,  says : 

That  with  ~ood  cultivation,  good  fertilizers  will  pay,  even  at  the  lowest 
rates  of  cotton  ;  hut  with  bad  cultivation  they  will  hardly  pay  at  any  price. 

That  while  potash  is  more  indispensable  to  plant  life  than  soda,  the  latter 
may  replace  the  former  under  certain  circumstances. 

That  the  bi-phosphate  of  lime,  being  less  soluble  iu  cold  water,  is  not  so  effi- 
cient as  the  foi-phosphate  as  a  fertilizer. 

That  staMe  manure,  either  fresh  or  rotted  applied  with  a  high  graded  super- 
phosphate, makes  a  very  efficient  fertilizer  for  cotton. 

That  cotton  seed  applied  with  the  germ  killed  [or  green,  if  put  in  deep,]  in 
conjunction  with  a  good  superphosphate,  makes  a  powerful  fertilizer. 

That  lime  should  never  be  used  iu  conjunction  with  a  superphosphate,  and 
the  application  of  superphosphates  to  calce  rous  soils  is  of  doubtful  utility. 

Fertilizers  applied  during  the  growth  of  the  crop  to  keep  up  a  supply  of  nu- 
trition to  the  rootlets,  will  not  pay  under  ordinary  circumstances. 

That  ammonia  :s  the  most  active  and  efficient  form  of  nitrogen,  when  applied 
as  a  fertilizer,  and  that  organic  nitrogen  in  certain  albuminoids  is  more  effect- 
ual than  the  nitrates. 

Tl  at  the  value  of  nitrogen  and  phosphoiic  aid  to  a  farmer  depends  on  their 
forms  and  combinations,  not  their  commercial  value,  which  is  rated  according 
to  the  law  of  supply  and  demand. 

That  the  application  of  soluble  manures  in  a  liquid  form  is  better  and  more 
efficient  than  when  applied  in  the  dry  state. 

That  lime  will  pay  on  soils  abounding  in  organic  matter;  on  other  soils  its 
application  is  of  doubtfal  vitality.  That  sub-soils  do  not  germinate  seeds  or 
grow  plants  like  surface  soils.  That  early  planted  cotton  will  not  produce  as 
much  as  that  planted  later  when  the  ground  becomes  warm,  and  the  plant  is 
not  retarded  but  grows  off  vigorously  and  healthy.  That  sub-soiling  cotton 
lauds  will  pay  for  the  extra  labor  on  our  clay  soils  ''."'hat  one  stalk  in  the  hiU 
will  produce  more  cotton  than  two  or  more  stalks.  That  topping  cotton  is 
rather  a  detriment  than  an  advantage  to  the  crop.  Tin  t  cottou  planted  in  nar- 
row rows  two  and  a  half  feet  wide  and  fertilized,  on  thin  land,  will  produce 
more  fruit  than  in  wider  rows,  with  a  seasonable  year. 

That  the  difference  between  a  rich  and  poor  soil  is  probably  owing  to  the 
amount  of  available  nitrogen  and  phosphoric  acid,  held  in  soluble  conditions 
with  the  humus  or  black  matter  resulting  from  the  decay  of  plants,  in  which 
there  is  always  a  sufficiency  of  the  other  mineral  elements. 


Cure   for   Wounds. 

As  soon  as  the  wound  is  inflicted  get  a  little  stick — a  knife  or  file-handle  will 
do — and  commence  to  tap  gently  on  the  wound.  Do  not  stop  for  the  hurt,  but 
ccntinue  until  it  bleeds  freely  and  becomes  perfectly  numb.  W  hen  this  point 
is  reached,  you  are  safe — all  that  is  necessary  is  to  protect  it  from  the  dirt.  Do 
not  stop  she>rt  of  the  bleeding  and  the  numbness  and  do  not,  on  any  account, 
close  the  opening  with  plaster.  Nothing  more  than  a  little  simple  cerate  on  a 
clean  cloth  is  necessary.  W  e  have  used  and  seen  this  used  on  all  kinds  of  sim- 
ple punctures  for  thirty  years,  and  never  knew  a  single  instance  of  a  wound  be- 
coming inflamed  or  sore  after  treatment  as  above.  Among  other  cases  :  A  coal- 
rake  tooth  going  entirely  through  the  foot,  a  bad  bite  by  a  pig,  several  instan- 
ces of  file  shanks  through  the  hands,  and  numberless  cases  of  rusty  nails,  awls, 
etc.,  but  we  never  knew  a  failure  of  this  treatment. — Scientific  Ainerican

DOMESTIC  RECIPES. 


To  Botl  Potatoes. — Let  the  potitoes  be  of  a  size  ;  do  not  put  them  in  the 
put  until  the  water  boils:  when  done  poir  off  the  water  aud  remove  the  cover 
until  all  the  steam  is  gone;  then  scatter  in  half  a  t?aspoonful  of  salt,  and  cover 
th^  poi  with  a  tjwd.     By  adopting  this  plan,  watery  potatoes  will  be  mealy. 

Yeast  That  w  ill  Kee?  Foe  Months.  -Boil  six  large  potatoes  in  a  gallou  of 
water  with  a  handful  of  hops  ,  when  soft  mash  through  a  colander  ;  add  one 
teacup  white  sugar  and  one  of  silt ;  when  su.'-ficiently  cool,  add  half  teacup  of 
yeast ;  rise  aid  bottle  ;  no  flour  is  added,  as  that  makes  it  sour. 

Another  Becipe  foe  Yeast — Will  Keep  Three  Months.  — Put  two  ounces  of 
hops  into  one  g  illon  and  one  piut  of  water,  boil  half  an  hour,  strain  hot  and 
dissolve  two  oz-i.  fine  tible  salt  and  half  lb.  white  sugar  in  the  liquor  ;  when 
milk-warm,  put  oue  lb.  siited  flour  into  a  basin,  make  a  hole  in  the  centre  and 
add  the  liquor  by  degrees  until  well-mixed ;  set  on  a  stool  by  the  fire  day  and 
night  in  winter  ;  in  warm  weather  this  is  not  necess  iry.  In  the  morning  boil 
and  wash  fine  three  lbs.  of  potatoes  and  mix  in  the  liquor  ;  uext  morning  there 
should  be  a  thick,  dark  scum  on  the  top.  Stir  thoroughly  and  strain  into  a 
gallon  jug,  cork  tight  and  tie  down  ;  put  in  a  cool  cellar,  shake  before  using. — 
Fairlee  Gamer. 

Cottage  Pudding. — One  pint  of  flour  one  and  a  half  teaspooufuls  Royal 
baking  powder,  one  cup  milk,  one  cup  sugar,  two  eggs;  bake  20  minutes. 
Sauce-  One  cup  butter,  one  cup  sugar,  half  cup  bourbon,  one  egg;  to  be  mixed 
over  boiling  water. 

Mixture  foe  Cleaning  Silver. — Common  prepared  chalk,  or  whiting,  Jib.  ; 
gum  camphoi,  \oz.  ;  aqua  ammonia  and  Alcohol,  of  each,  1  oz  ;  benzine,  3  oz.  ; 
mix  well  together,  apply  with  a  soft  sponge,  and  alow  it  to  dry  before  polishing.

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Be  Gentle  When  You  Milk.

He  watched  the  men  and  tried  the  cow  after  they  bad 
finished  milkine,  but  always  found  that  ro  milk  bad  been  left  in  the  teats  Fi- 
nally he  asked  the  Scotch  girl  who  took  care  of  the  milk  if  she  could  account 
for  the  difference.  "  V  by,  yes,"  said  she  "  When  Jim  milks,  he  says  to  the 
old  cow  :  '  So.  my  pretty  mv.ley ;  so  !'  But  when  Sam  milks,  he  bits  ber  on  the 
hip  with  the  edge  of  the  pail,  and  says  :  '  H'ist,  you  old  brute!'" — Maine 
Farmer. 

There  is  one  good  thing  about  farming — a  man  can  always  raise  enough  to 
ent  if  he  is  any  account.  He  can  raise  his  potatoes,  cabbage,  onions,  turnips, 
beets,  etc.  He  can  grow  the  strawberries,  raspberries,  grapes,  apples,  peaches, 
and  other  traits,  to  satisfy  the  wants  of  his  family.  He  can  have  poultry  and 
eggs  the  year  round.  Milk  and  butter  in  abundance.  He  can  have  veal,  mut- 
ton nnd  beef.  He  can  produce  his  own  pork  and  make  bacon  and  lard  to  last 
a  year.  The  people  in  the  city  if  they  have  these  articles  must  own  the  money 
and  save  it  10  buy  them.  This  is  a  big  item  in  favor  of  the  farmer. — Rural 
World,

Carrots  for  Horses. 

At  Cornell 'University  they  have  been  feeding  their  work  teams  liberally  with 
carrots  the  present  winter,  and  the  experiment  has  proved  this  crop  to  be  one 
of  essential  value  for  feeding  to  hojrses.  One  bushel  of  carrot?  and  one  bushel 
of  o its  fed  iu  alternate  me  ds  are  of  equal  value  with  two  bushels  of  oats 
alone,  while  they  can  be  grown  at  a  much  less  expe  ise.  Henceforth  carrots 
will  profitably  re2)Uce  one  half  the  oa-.s  that  we  have  fed  Horses,  like  human 
beings,  require  a  variety  of  food,  and  thrive  best  upon  a  ration  that  involves  a 
change  of  diet.  Succulent  food,  in  part  will  always  prove  beneficial,  and  this 
is  best  afforded  by  carrots. 

Fattening  Turkies. 

The  best  way  to  fatten  tuikies  is  to  keep  them  growing  rapidly  from  the  start 
by  feeding  libera  ly,  often  and  at  regular  intervals  Let  them  have  their  lib- 
erty, so  tiiey  c  m  get  their  accustomed  fee  1  of  bugs,  worms  and  grasps,  and  give 
them,  morning  and  night,  liberal  fee  Is  of  mush,  made  by  boiling  or  scalding 
coarse  corn-meal.  Keep,  also,  a  trough  in  some  convenient  place,  in  the  shade, 
in  which  put  daily  supplies  of  thick  (clabbered)  milk. — Poultry  World.

The  fact  that  an  intensely  brilliant  light  mxy  be  pro  laced  by  means  of  a  cur- 
rent of  electricity  has  long  been  known  ;  and  the  light  has  been  utilized  to 
some  extent  for  scientific  purpose?,  for  light-houses  and  occasiona'ly  for  other 
uses.  It  is  only  within  a  short  time,  however,  that  certain  difficulties  in  the 
management  of  this  kind  of  light  have  been  sufficiently  overcome  to  encourage 
the  hope  that  it  may  soon  be  conveniently  and  economically  employed  as  a 
substitute  for  gas  and  other  illuminating  agents  in  ordinary  use.

Apples  are  strongly  recommended  in  place  of  pills  and  bitters,  and  one  en- 
thusiastic family  man  says  he  saves  by  their  use  nearly  all  his  doctor's  bill.  He 
keeps  a  barrel  of  good  apples  in  reach  of  all. 

To  make  Cologne,  u-e  oil  of  lavender,  three  drams;  oil  of  lemon,  three  drams  ; 
oil' of  rosemary,  three  drams;  oil  of  cinnamon,  twenty  drops;  cologne  spirit,  six 
pints.     Filter  through  a  paper. 

Half  a  dozen  onions  planted  in  the  cellar  where  they  can  get  a  little  light, 
will  do  much  toward  absorbing  and  correcting  the  at-nospheric  impurities  that 
are  so  apt  to  lurk  in  such  places. 

Spots  on  leather  bindings  or  on  the  covers  of  leather  portfolios  may  be  re- 
moved by  applying  white  of  egg  and  letting  it  dry  in  the  sun. 


Plantation  Work  for  August.— Now  sow  full  crops  of  field  turnips,  car- 
rots and  be.-ts  and  such  other  crops  as  were  omitted  last  month  ;  strip  fodder. 
Early  rice  will  be  fit  to  cut  the  last  of  this  month.  Look  to  it.  This  is  a  good 
time  to  plant  vines  of  the  first  slips,  in  order  to  procure  seed  potatoes  for  the 
next  year's  crops.

A  cheese  weighing  7000  pounds  has  be<n  made  at  the  Ingersoll  Factory  in 
Canada.     Jt  required  35  fcous  of  milk  for  its  composition. 

Corn  Pudding.— One  pint  of  scraped  corn,  four  eggs  well  beaten,  two  cups  of 
cream,  a  tablespoonful  of  butter;  pepper  and  salt  to  the  taste.     Bake  in  a  disb. 

How  to  Boil  Gbeen  Corn. — Let  the  water  be  boiling  ;  add  a  little  salt ;  drop 
in  the  com,  aud  boil  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  ;  then  take  out  and  cover  with  a 
clean  towel  for  a  few  minutes  before  serving. 

To  Purify  Cess  Pools  and  Sines.  -Dissolve  a  few  pounds  of  copperas  in  a 
bucket  of  water,  and  pour  into  sinks  or  vaults  of  water  clostts  and  it  will  neu- 
tralize unpleasant  odors  and  destroy  deleterious  exhalations. 

To  Wash  Pied  Table  Linen. — Use  tepid  water,  with  a  little  powdered  borax, 
which  servt s  to  set  the  color  wash  the  lint  n  separately  and  quickly,  using 
very  little  srap  ,  rinse  in  tepid  water,  containing  a  little  boiled  starch  ;  hang 
to  dry  in  the  shade,  and  iron  when  almost  dry. 

To  Clabift  Syexm  Fob  Preserves.  -  Put  one  pint  of  cold  water  in  a  kettle  ; 
beat  the  white  of  an  egg  and  stir  it  into  the  water  until  it  thickens  ;  then  add 
the  syrup  nearly  cold.  Fruit  should  never  be  put  into  the  syrup  while  it  is  hot. 
Allow  it  to  cool.     It  makes  the  fruit  hard  and  shrinks  it. 

Lemon  Ice  Cream.— One  quart  of  rich  cream,  half  a  pound  of  loaf  sugar  and 
one  large  or  two  small  lemons;  rasp  the  rind  off  the  lemons  with  the  sugar  in- 
stead of  a  grater,  but  be  particular  in  not  gi  tt'mg  to  the  white,  which  will  make 
the  cream  bitter.  Dissolve  the  sugar  in  the  cream  and  add  the  juice  of  the 
lemons,  stirring  it  aU  the  time  to  keep  it  irimi  curdling.  Freeze  it  without 
toiling  the  materials. 

Peach  Marmalade. — One  pound  of  peaches  to  half  pound  of  sugar;  put  a 
layer  of  peaches  cut  thin,  and  a  layer  of  surar:  boil  until  they  look  clear. 
Boil  very  slowly  at  first,  and  stir  constantly  to  keep  it  from  burning.  Each 
piece  should  look  perfectly  clear.  To  preserve  peaches  in  large  slices,  put 
three-quarters  of  a  pound  of  sugar  to  a  pound  of  iruit  For  this,  the  Heath 
peach  is  best 

Fi:ench  Loae. — Put  a  dozen  of  tomatoes  in  the  bottom  of  your  pudding-dish  ; 
then  a  layer  of  onions  sliced  very  thin,  and'  a  little  pepper  and  salt;  then 
spread  two  slices  of  bread  very  thick  with  butter  ;  lay  these  on,  then  another 
layer  of  onion1',  aud  lastly  a  layer  of  tomatoes  ;  bake  from  one  to  two  hours, 
according  to  the  size  of  loaf.  It  makes  no  difference  which  are  used — canned 
or  fresh  tomatoes. 

Squash  Fbitters.— -  Take  three  medium-sized  squashes,  pare,  cut  up  and 
boil  tender  ;  inush  and  drain,  season  with  pepper  and  salt;  add  one  cup  of 
milk,  (cream  is  better)  the  yolks  of  two  eggs  and  sufficient  silted  flour  to  make 
a  very  stiff  batter,  or  they  will  be  hard  to  turn  ;  lastly,  stir  in  the  beaten  whites 
of  the  eggs.     Have  the  lard  boiling  hot,  and  fry  brown. 

Succotash. — Take  two  quarts  of  shelled  beans  and  put  into  four  quarts  of 
cold  water  in  a  covered  iron  kettle,  with  a  half  pound  of  salt  pork  ;  let  them 
boil  half  an  hour  ;  take  thirty  eais  of  green  corn,  cut  the  ccrn  off  the  cob, 
scrape  the  cobs  lightly  to  get  all  the  juice  and  pulp.  Turn  the  corn  into  the 
kettle  with  the  boiling  btans  and  pork,  and  let  them  boil  together  for  half 
hour,  then  add  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  butter,  stir  well,  and  send  hot  to    table. 

Dissolve  common  salt  in  water,  sprinkle  the  same  over  your  manure-heap, 
and  the  volatile  parts  of  the  ammonia  will  become  fixed  salts,  from  their  having 
united  with  the  muriatic  acid  of  the  common  ealt,  and  the  soda  thus  liberated 
from  the  salt  will  quickly  absorb  carbonic  acid,  forming  carbonate  of  soda  ; 
thus  you  will  retain  with  your  manure  the  ammonia  that  would  otherwise  fly 
away,  and  you  have  a  new  and  important  agent  introduced,  viz  :  the  carbouate 
of  soda,  which  is  a  powerful  solvent  of  all  vegetable  fibre. — Chautauqua  Farmer.

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TIME. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time, 
which  is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  corre- 
spond with  the  sun  precisely  execept  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12 
o'clock.  No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  sun;  if  set  with  it  at  noon  on  the 
2nd  of  January,  the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3rd  of 
January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  Apparent  time,  use  the 
minutes  in  the  columns  marked  "sun  slow"  or  "  sun  fast;"  add  them  when 
fast,  subtract  them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Ealeigh, 
N.  C,  but  the  times,  phases,  <fec,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part 
of  Korth  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia  or  Tennessee. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUlf. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  lomt  portions  of 
the  year  the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Eight  Ascenssion  and  Declination, 
that  it  makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The 
times  giv«m  here  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the 
amthority,  and  are  true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

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Weather  Prognostieator. 

Table  Foretelling  the  Weather  Through  all  the  Lunations  of  the  Year: 

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years 
actual  observation,  tbe  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration  of 
the  attraction  of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting 
the  earth,  and,  by  simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of 
weather  will  most  probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its 
quarters,  and  that  so  near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail.

Obseevations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quar- 
ter, full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during 
tbe  next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night  till  two  next 
morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  until 
two  in  the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer, 
though  theyaffect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter  full  and  last  quarter  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  four  to  (en,  may  be  followed  by  fair 
weather;  but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

G.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncer- 
tain in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter,  and  the  beginning 
of  Spring,  yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods 
also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  within  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the 
four  cardinal  points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

To  Prevent  Boils. — A  very  simple  remedy  is  made  known  by 
Dr.  Sieven,  in  a  St.  Petersburg  journal,  for  preventing  the  devel- 
opment of  boils.  He  states  that  if  the  skin  be  superficially 
scraped  with  a  small  knife,  so  that  a  drop  or  two  of  blood  may  be 
pressed  through  the  epidermis  as  soon  as  the  peculiar  stabbing  or 
pricking  sensation  and  slight  induration  announce  the  commence- 
ment of  the  boil,  it  will  not  be  further  developed. 

Bruises. — To  prevent  the  skin  from  discoloring,  take  a  little  dry 
starch  or  arrow  root,  merely  moisten  it  with  cold  water  and  place 
it  on  the  injured  part.  This  is  best  done  immediately,  so  as  to 
prevent  the  action  of  the  air  upon  the  skin. 

Hair  Wash. — Half  an  ounce  borax  to  a  quart  of  water,  wash  the 
hair  thoroughly;  apply  with  a  sponge  alternate  days.  Apply  a 
little  glycerine  dissolved  in  water.

To  Keep  Out  Red  Ants. — Place  in  the  closet  or  wherever  they 
appear  a  small  quantity  of  green  sage. 

To  Remove  Indelible  Ink. — Saturate  the  spots  with  iodine;  then 
wash  with  ammonia,  the  ink  will  be  entirely  removed. 

To  Make  Canaries  Sing. — A  piece  of  Rock  candy  as  large  as  a 
filbert  put  in  the  drinking  water  of  a  canary  will  cause  it  to  sing. 

To  Remove  Ink  Spots  from  Linen. — Melt  a  piece  of  mould  candle 
of  the  best  quality  and  dip  the  stained  linen  in  the  melted  tallow. 
Wash  and  press. 

Preservation  of  Flowers. — Flowers  may  be  preserved  and  their 
tints  deepened  by  adding  to  the  water  a  little  solution  of  carbo- 
nate of  ammonium  and  a  few  drops  of  phosphates  of  sodium. 

To  Remove  Fruit  Stains. — Hold  the  stained  article  over  a  bucket 
or  tub  before  it  has  been  wet.  Pour  boiling  water  upon  the  spots 
until  they  disappear.  Do  not  allow  the  fabric  to  touch  the  water 
below.

Household  Hints. 

Sealing  Wax. — Rosin,  6|  pounds;  beeswax,  \  pound;  Venetian 
red,  1|  pounds.     Melt  together. 

Rust  from  Flat-irons. — Rub  beeswax  on  when  the  iron  is  hot, 
and  rub  hard  on  a  woolen  cloth  It  makes  the  iron  perfectly 
smooth. 

To  Remove  Iron  Rust  from  Clothing. — Rub  the  spots  with 
lemon  juice  and  salt  and  place  in  the  hot  sun.  If  lemons  cannot 
be  obtained  take  vinegar. 

To  Clean  Silk. — One  cup  soft  soap,  1  cup  molasses,  1  wine  glass 
of  gin  and  the  white  of  1  egg.  Mix  them  in  a  basin  of  hot 
water,  making  a  strong  suds;  then  wash  your  silk  and  press 
between  two  pieces  of  cotton  cloth.  It  will  come  out  as  good  and 
bright  as  new. 

To  Clean  Black  Silk. — Into  1  quart  of  water  put  a  black  kid 
glove,  and  boil  down  to  a  pint.  Sponge  the  silk  and  iron  on  the 
wrong  side.

Recipes. 

To  Iron  Ribbons.— Heat  an  iron,  turn  it  on  the  side,  and  draw 
the  wrong  side  of  the  ribbons  over  it,  holding  them  firmly  to  the 
iron.     Ribbons  ironed  in  the  usual  way  look  badly. 

To  Remove  Iron  Moulds. — Dissolve  oxalic  acid  in  water,  wet  the 
spot,  rub  it  a  little,  and  hang  it  by  the  window  in  the  sun;  be  care- 
ful that  the  liquid  is  not  so  strong  as  to  eat  the  fabric;  it  is  rank 
poison;  keep  it  from  the  children. 

A  Cough  Cure. — Take  one  quart  of  water,  make  it  thick  as  gruel 
with  wheat  bran,  boil  twenty-five  minutes,  then  strain  through  a 
cloth.  The  liquid  will  be  as  thin  as  for  gruel.  Add  a  little  nut- 
meg and  sugar  to  suit  the  taste.  Take  it  often,  one  or  two  swal- 
lows. Drink  a  pint  each  day,  and  soon  the  cough  will  leave  en- 
tirely.    Give  this  a  fair  trial,  say  for  one  month,  daily.

The  number  of  languages  spoken  is  2,065.  The  number  of 
men  is  equal  to  the  number  of  women.

Gardener's  Work — Now  sow  full  crops  of  all  kinds — turnips,  onions, 
carrots,  beets,  cabbage,  lettuce,  cresses.  Look  after  your  mushroom  beds. 
How  and  thin  your  turnips.

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The  Sick  Boom. 

The  sick  chamber  should  be  the  room  of  the  house  command- 
ing the  most  sunshine,  and  if  possible,  the  bed  should  be  so  placed 
ihat  the  person  lying  on  it  can  have  a  good  view  of  the  blue  sky, 
and  the  more  windows  he  can  see  out  of  the  better. 

It  has  been  found  in  all  hospitals  that  those  rooms  facing  the  sun 
have  fewer  deaths,  all  things  considered,  than  those  on  the  shady 
side  of  the  house,  and  by  actual  statistics  it  is  shown  that  the  av- 
erage time  for  recovery  is  less  on  the  sunny  than  on  the  shady 
side  of  the  house.  Patients  usually  lie  with  their  faces  to  the 
light;  perhaps  for  the  same  reason  that  plants  incline  to  the  sun. 

The  sick  room  should  always  be  kept  clean  and  tidy,  and  under 
all  circumstances  well  aired.  Pure  fresh  air  is  essential  to  rapid 
recovery.  A  window  should  be  lowered  from  the  top  and  another 
hoisted  from  the  bottom,  or  if  there  is  but  one  window  in  the 
room  it  should  be  both  lowered  and  hoisted  in  order  that  the  im- 
pure air  may  have  an  outlet,  while  pure  air  is  being  admitted. 
Never  talk  in  a  very  loud  tone  of  voice;  and  it  is  unkind  to  excite 
the  patients'  expectation  by  either  whispering  or  holding  a  con- 
versation where  they  can  hear  only  an  occasional  word.  Always 
be  cheerful  in  the  presence  of  the  sick.  Never  lean  against,  sit 
upon  or  shake  the  bed  on  which  a  sick  person  lies.  Bed  linen 
should  be  changed  every  day,  or  better  still,  twice  a  day;  but 
great  care  should  be  taken  to  have  it  thoroughly  aired.  Change 
the  appearance  of  the  room  as  often  as  possible  by  quietly  mov- 
ing the  furniture;  the  eye  grows  weary  of  seeing  the  same  thing 
all  the  time.  Ordinarily  it  is  not  good  to  waken  a  patient  out  of 
sleep. 

A  little  food  at  a  time  and  oft  repeated  is  the  general  rule  for 
the  sick.  Never  leave  the  patient's  food  untasted  by  his  side  in 
the  hope  that  he  will  eat  it.  He  will  not  eat  it  and  soon  becomes 
disgusted  with  the  sight  of  it.  Let  the  food  in  small  quantity  be 
brought,  and  if  not  eaten  in  a  few  moments  remove  it  from  sight. 
Never  ask  a  patient  what  he  likes  to  eat,  but  as  far  as  possible 
supply  what  he  voluntarily  asks  for,  if  consistent  with  the  phy- 
sician's instructions.  Whatever  is  prepared  for  the  sick  should  be 
of  the  best  quality  and  cooked  with  the  greatest  care.

Postal  Cards — Written  or  printed,,  one  cent  each. 

Post  Letters — All  manuscript  or  written  matter,  to  any  point  within  the 
United  States,  three  cents  for  each  half  ounce,  or  fraction  thereof. 

Periodical  Publications — Issued  weekly  or  oftener,  and  from  a  known 
office  of  publication  or  news  agency,  and  addressed  to  regular  subscribers 
or  new  agents,  must  be  prepaid  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  a  pound  and  frac- 
tion taereof.  One  copy  free  to  subscribers  residing  in  the  county  where  the 
same  are  published. 

Third  Class  Matter— Transient  newspapers  and  magazines,  regular  pub- 
lications designed  primarily  for  advertising  purposes,  or  for  free  circulation 
at  nominal  rates,  and  all  printed  matter  of  the  third  class,  except  unsealed 
circulars,  shall  be  admitted  to,  and  transmitted  in,  the  mails  at  the  rate  of 
one  cent  for  every  two  ounces  or  fractional  part  thereof;  and  one  cent  for 
each  additional  two  ounces  or  fractional  part  thereof;  and  the  sender  of  any 
article  of  the  third  class  of  mail  matter  may  write  his  or  her  name  or  ad- 
dress therein,  or  on  the  outside  thereof,  with  the  word  "  from  "  above  or  pre- 
ceding the  same,  or  may  briefly  print  or  write  on  any  package  the  number 
and  names  of  the  articles  enclosed. 

Publishers  of  periodicals  and  newspapers  may  print  on  the  wrappers  of 
newspapers  or  magazines  sent  from  the  office  of  publication  to  regular  sub- 
scribers the  time  to  which  subscription  therefor  has  been  paid,  and  ad- 
dresses upon  postal  cards  and  unsealed  circulars  may  be  either  written, 
printed  or  affixed  thereto,  at  the  option  of  the  sender. 

On  unsealed  circulars  and  all  mailable  matter  of  the  third  class  other  than 
designated  in  the  foregoing  section  postage  will  be  charged  as  heretofore, 
one  cent  for  each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof. 

Rates  of  Postal  Money  Orders — On  orders  not  exceeding  $15,  10  cents; 
over  $15  and  not  exceeding  $30,  15  cents;  over  $30  and  not  exceeding  $40, 
20  cents;  over  $40  and  not  exceeding  $50,  25  cents. 

Registered  Letters— The  order  is  only  payable  at  the  office  on  which  it  is 
drawn.  The  order  should  be  collected  within  one  year  from  its  date.  After 
once  paying  an  order,  by  whomsoever  presented,  the  department  will  be 
liable  to  no  further  claim.  Fee  for  registered  letter  is  10  cents.  This  is  in 
addition  to  regular  postage. 

The  following  articles  are  unbailable : 

Packages  containing  liquids,  poisons,  glass,  explosive  chemicals,  live  ani- 
mals, sharp  pointed  instruments,  sugar  or. ,any  other  matter  liable  to  deface 
or  destroy  the  contents  of  the  mail,  or  injure  the  person  of  any  one  con- 
nected with  the  service.  All  letters  upon  the  envelope  of  which,  or  postal 
cards  upon  which  obscene,  scurrilous  or  abusive  epithets  have  been  printed. 

Foreign  Postage. 

To  England  and  Ireland — Letters,  if  prepaid,  five  cents  per  half  ounce ; 
newspapers,  if  prepaid,  two  cents  each;  other  printed  matter,  two  cents  for 
two  ounces. 

France — Letters,  nine  cents  per  half  ounce;  newspapers,  three  cents  each, 

Germany— Letters,  fivj  cents.per  half  ounce;  newspapers,  two  cents  each. 

Italy — Letters,  five  cents  per  half  ounce ;  "newspapers,  two  cents  each. 

Russia — Letters,  five  cents  per  half  oance;  newspapers,  two  cents  each. 

Canada— The  postage  on  a  single  letter  to  or  from  Canada  is  three  cents 
per  half  ounce,  and  must  be  prepaid.

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  aremadein  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely  except  on  four  days  of  the  year.- 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  sun;  if  set  with  the  sun  on  the  2d  .of  January 
the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3rd  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  Apparent  time,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  colmuns  marked  "sun  slow"  or  "sun  fast;"  add  them  when  last,  subtract 
them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  aife  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
but  the  times,  phases-,  &c-,  will  vary  only  a  few  miiiutes  for  any  part  of  Noith 
Carolina,    South  Carolina,  Georgia  or  Tennessee, 

Rising  and  Setting  of  the  Stm. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  ha^see  made  the  rising  and  setting  oi  the  Sun  to- 
gether equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  Duping  some  portions  of  the  year 
the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination*,  that  it  makes  a 
material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here  given  have 
been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and  are  true  to  the 
nearest  whole  minute.

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"Weather    ^Prognosticate*!*. 

For  Foretelling  the  Weather  through  all  the  Lunations  of  the  Year. 

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  year's 
actual  observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration 
of  the  attractions  of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respect- 
ing the  earth,  and,  by  simple  inspection,  iz  shows  the  observer  what  kind 
of  weather  will  most  probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  moon  into  any 
of  its  quarters,  and  that  so  near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found 
to  fail.

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first 
quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the 
weather  during  the  next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night  until  two 
next  morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  mid- day  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the 
more  foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4'  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  un- 
til two  in  the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Sum- 
mer, though  they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening 
during  six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  four  to  ten,  may  be  followed 
by  fair  weather;  but  thi3  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind  as  is  noted  in 
the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  un- 
certain in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  begin- 
ning of  Spring,  yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those 
periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind 
is  concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the 
four  cardinal  points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

The  Egyptians  computed  time  by  instruments.  Log  calen- 
dars were  anciently  in  use.  Al-mon-aght  is  of  Saxon  origin. 
In  the  British  Museum  and  universities  are  curious  specimens  of 
early  almanacs.  Michael  Nostrodamns,  the  celebrated  astrolo- 
ger, wrote  an  almanac  in  the  style  of  Merlin,  1566. — Dupresnoy.

Of  Moore's  at  one  period  upwards  of  500,000  copies  were  an- 
nually sold.  The  Stationer's  Company  claimed  the  exclusive 
right  of  publishing  until  1790,  in  virtue  of  Letters  Patent  from 
James  I.  granting  the  privilege  to  this  company  and  the  two 
universities.  The  stamp  duty  on  almanacs  was  abolished  in  Eng- 
land in  1834. 


Population  of  tlic  Earth,  Etc. 

The  total  populationk)f  the  earth  is  set  down  in  the  fifth  pub- 
lication of  Behm  &  Wagner's  well  known  "  Bevolkernng  der 
Erde,"  issued  in  1878,  at  1,439,145,300,  divided  among  the  con- 
tinents as  follows:  Europe,  312.398,480;  Asia,  831,000,000;  Af- 
rica, 205,219,500;  Australia  and  Polynesia,  4,411,300;  America, 
86,116,000. 

The  estimated  area  of  the  United  States,  inclusive  of  Alaska 
and  other  territories,  is  3,337,257  sq.  miles.  The  largest  State 
is  Texas,  237,321  sq,  miles;  and  the  smallest  is  Rhode  Island, 
1,306.  The  population  of  the  States  and  Territories  at  the  last 
United  States  census,  1870,  was  38,399,768.;  is  now  estimated 
at  over  45,000,000.  The  largest  State  in  point  of  population  m 
1870  was  New  York,  4,357,647;  Pennsylvania  coming  next  with 
3,502,311.

Year. 

The  Egyptians,  it  is  said,  were  the  first  who  fixed  the  length 
of  the  year.  The  Roman  year  was  introduced  by  Romulus,  738 
B.  C,  and  it  was  corrected  by  Numa,  713  B.  C,  and  again  by 
Julius  Cassar  45  B.  C,  who  fixed  the  solar  year  as  being  365 
days  and  six  hours.  This  was  denominated  the  Julian  style, 
and  prevailed  generally  throughout  the  Christian  world  till  the 
time  of  Pope  Gregory  XIII.  The  calendar  of  Julius  Csesar  was 
defective  in  this  particular,  that  the  solar  year  consisted  of  365 
days  five  hours  and  forty-nine  minutes,  and.  not  of  365  days  six 
hours.  This  difference  at  the  time  of  Gregory  XIII.  had 
amounted  to  ten  entire  days.  To  obviate  this  error  Gregory  or- 
dained in  1582  that  that  year  should  consist  of  365  days  only; 
and  in  1751  it  was  ordered  to  be  so  used  in  England;  and  the 
next  year  eleven  days  were  left  out,  the  3d  of  September,  1752, 
being  reconed  as  the  14th,  so  as  to  make  it  agree  with  the  Greg- 
ory calendar.

A  coeeespondent  informs  us  that  while  on  a  visit  in  the  fall 
to  a  friend  he  was  surprised  to  see  the  number  of  eggs  he  daily 
obtained.  He  had  but  sixteen  hens  and  the  product  per  diem 
averaged  thirteen  eggs!  He  had  been  in  the  habit  of  giving  on 
every  alternate  day  a  teaspoonful  and  a  quarter  of  cayenne  pep- 
per, mixed  with  soft  food,  and  took  care  that  each  hen  obtained 
her  share*  The  experiment  of  omitting  the  pepper  was  tried, 
when  it  was  found  that  the  number  of  eggs  were  reduced  each 
trial  from  five  to  six  daily.  Our  correspondent  believes  that  the 
moderate  use  of  this  stimulant  not  only  increases  the  number  of 
eggs,  but  effectually  wards  of  diseases  to  which  the  chickens 
are  subject.     The  experiment  is  simple  and  worth  trying.

Remedy  for  Clioked  Cattle. 

The  following  recipe  is  said  to  be  a  sure  remedy  for  this:  Take 
fine-cut  chewing  tobacco  enough  to  make  a  ball  as  large  as  a 
hen's  egg,  dampen  it  with  molasses  so  it  can  be  pressed  in  a  ball, 
and  will  adhere  closely,  elevate  the  animal's  head,  pull  out  the 
tongue  and  push  the  ball  of  tobacco  as  far  down  the  throat  as 
possible.  In  fifteen  minutes  it  will  cause  sickness  and  vomiting, 
relaxing  the  muscles  so  that  the  substance  will  be  thrown  up.

In  feeding  brau  to  stock  we  obtain  a  return  almost  equal  to 
its  cost  in  the  active  quality  of  the  manure. 

Ten  bushels  of  spent  tan  bark  mixed  with  two  bushels  of 
guano  make  an  excellent  compost  for  potatoes. 

One  who  has  experimented  in  the  matter  says  that  a  handful 
of  bran  scattered  in  each  hill  of  potatoes  when  planting  ;  will 
increase  the  yield  one-third. 

When  lettuce  -shows  signs  of  running  to  seed,  if  a  knife  be 
passed  through  one-half  of  the  stem  of  the  shooting  head,  the 
plant  may  be  preserved  good  for  an  additional  week. 

A  little  dry  sand  covered  over  potatoes  when  they  are  first 
put  in  the  cellar  will  destroy  any  unpleasant  odor  they  may 
have.  A  sprinkling  of  dry  air-slacked  lime  will  mitigate  a  ten- 
dency to  rot. 

Loss  of  appetite,  thirst,  diarrhoea,  general  weakness  and 
cyanosis  of  the  comb  are  the  principal  symptoms  of  chicken 
cholera. 

A  cabbage  leaf  in  the  hat  is  an  excellent  thing  to  prevent 
sunstroke,  in  the  meantime  don't  forget  that  horses,  cattle,  hogs 
and  sheep,  suffer  from  the  effects  of  the  heat. 

Vegetables,  such  as  cabbage,  radish,  lettuce,  spinach,  which 
are  grown  for  their  leaves  or  stems  should  be  heavily  manured 
with  stable  manure,  while  for  peas,  beans,  &c,  such  as  are 
grown  for  seeds  or  pods,  mineral  manures,  such  as  ashes,  bone- 
dust,  &c,  are  best 

For  a  kicking  horse  fill  an  old  sack  with  hay  and  suspend  it 
from  the  loft  by  means  of  a  rope  in  such  a  manner  that  the 
horse  will  be  able  to  kick  it  every  time  it  swings  against  him. 
Let  him  kick  it  until  he  stops  of  his  own  accord,  and  you  will 
have  no  more  trouble  with  him  that  way. 

If  you  have  not  given  the  poultry  house  a  thorough  overhaul- 
ing and  cleansing  you  should  lose  no  time  in  attending  to  it 
now  Clean  out  all  the  dirt,  sprinkle  well  with  Barker's  Dalma 
Insect  Powder,  then  whitewash  thoroughly.

First-class — Letters,  Postal  Cards,  all  manuscript,  and  all  matter  wholly 
or  partly  in  writing,  three  cents  for  each  half  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  except 
postal  cards.    Drop  Letters  not  exceedinghalf  ounce,  one  cent. 

Whenever  any  package  is  sealed,  or  otherwise  closed  against  inspection,  or 
contains  or  bears  writing  which  is  not  allowed  by  law,  such  package  is  subject 
to  letter  postage— three  cents  per  half  ounce. 

Second  Class— All  newspapers  and  other  periodical  publications  issued  at 
stated  intervals,  and  as  frequently  as  four  times  a  year  from  a  known  office  of 
publication ;  printed  paper  sheets  without  board, cloth,  leather  or  other  bindings, 
two  cents  a  pound  or  fraction  thereof. 

Third-class— Books,  transient  newspapers  and  periodicals,  circulars,  proof 
sheets,  corrected  proof  sheets,  and  manuscript  copy  accompanying  the  same, 
one  cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

fourth-class— Embraces  all  matter  not  in  the  first,  second  or  third  class, 
which  is  not  in  its  form  or  nature  liable  to  destroy,  deface  or  otherwise  damage 
the  contents  of  the  mail  bag,  and  is  not  above  four  pounds  for  each  package, 
except  in  case  of  single  books  weighing  in  excess  of  that  amount,  one  cent  for 
each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof.

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TIME. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  whfijB 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  isthat  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  sun;  if  set  with  the  sun  on  the  2d  of  January, 
the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3rd  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  Apparent  time,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  columns  marked  "  sun  slow  "  or  "  sun  fast ;"  add  them  when  fast,  subtract 
them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for. the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
hut  the  times,  phases,  &c,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  ot  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia  or  Tennessee. 

Rising  and  Setting  of  the  Sun. 

The  Almanaes  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the 
year  the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination,  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here 
given  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and 
are  true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first 
quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the 
weather  during  the  next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night  until  two 
next  morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  mid-day  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the 
more  foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected   during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  un- 
til two  in  the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the 
Summer,  though  they  affect  Sping  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening 
during  six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  four  to  ten,  may  be  followed 
by  fair  weather ;  but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind  as  is  noted  in 
the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  un- 
certain in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  begin- 
ning of  Spring,  yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those 
periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  hi  those  cases  where  the  wind 
is  concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the 
four  cardinal  points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Farmer's  Club  of  the  American 
Institute,  Mr.  A.  J.  De  Voe,  of  Hackensack,  N.  J.,  sent  the 
following  eight  short  rules  by  the  use  of  which  a  person  can 
srand  beneath  bis  own  vine  and  fig  tree  in  any  part  of  the 
northern  hemisphere  (north  of  latitude  fifteen)  and  for  hun- 
dreds of  miles  around  him  he  can  form  an  accurate  opinion  how 
the  wind  and  weather  are  progressing- 

1.  When  the  temperature  falls  suddenly  there  is  a  storm  form- 
ing south  of  you. 

2.  When  the  temperature  rises  .suddenly  there  is  a  storm 
forming  north  of  you. 

3.  The  wind  always  blows  from  a  region  of  fair  weather  to- 
ward a  region  where  a  storm  is  forming. 

4.  Cirrus  clouds  always  move  from  a  region  where  a  storm  is 
in  progress  toward  a  region  of  fair  weather. 

5.  Cumulus  clouds  always  move  from  a  region  of  fair  weath- 
er, toward  a  region  where  a  storm  is  forming. 

6.  When  cirrus  clouds  are  moving  rapidly  from  the  north  or 
northwest  there  will  be  rain  in  less  than  twenty-four  hours,  no 
matter  how  cold  it  may  he. 

7.  When  eirrus  clouds  are  moving  rapidly  from  the  south  or 
southwest  there  will  be  -a  cold  rain  storm  on  the  morrow  if  it 
be  summer,  and  if  it  be  winter  there  will  be  a  snow  storm. 

8.  The  wind  blows  in  a  circle  around  a  storm,  and*  when  it 
Mows  from  the  north  the  heaviest  rain  is  east  of  you  ;  from  the 
south,  the  heaviest  rain  is  west  ;  from  the  east,  the  heaviest 
rain  is  south  ;  from  the  west,  the  heaviest  rain  is  north  of  you.

Early  frosts  in  the  Southern  States  frequently  destroy  early 
gardens  ;  but  this  is  no  reason  why  you  should  not  try  and  have 
one,  for  if  your  early  plantings  are  destroyed,  you  will  then 
have  ample  time  to  re-seed  ;  remember,  an  early  garden  of  one 
acre,  if  not  damaged  by  frosts,  will  produce  more  than  a  two 
acre  garden  planted  late. 


Scvesi  Wonders  of  Use  World- 

As  many  of  our  readers  use  this  expression  or  have  heard  it, 
we  reproduce  here  an  enumeration  of  the  seven  wonders,  know- 
ing that  they  are  new  to  many  of  them. 

The  seven  wonders  of  the  world  are  among  the  traditions  of 
childhood,  and  yet  it  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  ninety- nine  per- 
sons out  of  100  who  might  be  asked  the  question  could  not 
name  them.  They  are  the  pyramids — the  mystery  of  the  past 
— the  enigmas  of  the  present — and  the  enduring  for  the  ftiture 
ages  of  the  world.  The  temple,  the  walls  and  hanging  gardens 
of  Babylon,  the  most  celebrated  city  of  Asyria,  and  the  resi- 
dence of  the  king  of  that  country  after  the  destruction  of  Nin- 
eveh. The  Chryselphantine  statue  of  Jupiter  Olympus,  the 
most  renowned  work  of  Phidias,  the  illustrious  artist  ot  Greece.* 
The  statue  was  formed  of  gold,  and  was  sitting  on  a  throne 
almost  touching  the  summit  of  the  temple,  which  was  seventy 
feet  high.  The  temple  of  Diana  at  Ephesus,  which  was  220 
years  in  building,  and  which  was  425  feet  in  length  and  220 
feet  in  breadth,  and  supported  by  117  marble  columns  of  the 
Ionic  order,  sixty  feet  high.  The  Mausoleum  at  Harlicarnas- 
sus,  erected  to  the  memory  of  Mauolus,  the  king  of  the  Oaria, 
by  his  wife  Artemesia,  B.  0.,  353.  The  Pharos  at  Alexandria, 
a  lighthouse  erected  by  Ptolemy  Soter  at  the  entrance  of  the 
harbor  of  Alexandria.  It  was  450  feet  high,  and  could  be  seen 
at  a  distance  of  100  miles,  and  upon  which  was  inscribed  "King 
Ptolemy,  to  the  gods,  the  saviors,  for  the.  benefit  of  sailors." 
Lastly,  the  Colossus  at  Khodes,  a  brazen  image  of  Apollo  104 
Grecian  feet  in  height,  and  which  was  located  at  the  entrance 
of  one  of  the  harbors  of  the  city  of  Rhodes.

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This  month  is  the  basis  of  our  crops  for  the  production  of 
what  we  call  vegetable  fruits.  In  ail  warm,  light  soils,  snc'a 
productions  succeed  admirably,  and  there  is  no  country  where 
the  melon,  in  all  its  varieties,  is  grown  in  such  beauty  and  per- 
fection as  in  the  Southern  States. 

Beans. — The  Lima  an!  the  Sewee,  especially  the  former,  is 
the  cream  of  all  the  shelled-bean  family  ;  they  require  good  soil, 
and  planted  in  hills;  if  the  ground  is  still  cold,  defer  planting 
until  later,  as  they  are  liable  to  rot.  First  put  in  strong  poles 
four  feet  each  way,  place  a  handful  of  rich  compost  at  its  base, 
and  with  a  hoe  or  plow  draw  or  furrow  some  soil  over  it  ;  plant 
five  good  sound  beans,  eyes  downwards,  around  the  pole,  and 
cover  with  an  inch  of  earth.  When  they  have  grown  about  a 
foot,  tie  the  vines  to  the  poles,  and  they  will  then  provide  for 
themselves,  and  produce  beautiful  crops  from  June  till  Novem- 
ber; another  planting  can  be  made  in  May.

This  is  a  laborious  occupation,  yet  one  that  pays  a  very  hand- 
some percentage  on  the  investment.  Ten  acres  in  vegetables, 
well  cultivated  and  properly  managed,  will  proye  more  profita- 
ble than  a  fifty  acre  farm  producing  the  ordinary  farm  crops.  I 
have  frequently  observed,  in  my  business  relations  with  the 
Farmer  and  Market  Gardener,  a  vast  difference  in  the  accumu- 
lation of  irieja&s  between  them.  The  one  will  commence  under 
very  favorable  prosptcts,  on  a  farm  leased  for  a  series  of  years, 
will  labor  industriously  and  study  economy,  and  rarely  realize 
much  more  than  a  comfortable  living  for  his  family.  The  other, 
commencing  under  less  favorable  circumstances,  with  equal  en- 
ergy, dees  not  only  pay  an  annual  rent  of  from  thirty  to  sixty 
dollars  per  acre  (as  in  the  case  with  many  of  our  Philadelphia 
Market  Garneners  who  occupy  valuable  grounds  in  the  city), 
and  support  a  large  family,  but  in  a  very  few  years  realizes  suf- 
ficient to  purchase  the  place.  A  few  head  of  cabbage  will,  in 
frequent  seasons,  sell  for  as  much  as  a  bushel  of  corn,  and  a  few 
bunches  of  early  asparagus  for  as  much  as  a  bushel  of  wheat. 
Good  vegetables  will  always  sell  at  a  good  profit,  and  our  hun- 
gry cities  can  rarely  be  overstocked  with  them.  In  locating  a 
garden,  observe  that  the  soil  is  light,  and  situation  convenient 
to  the  city;  a  few  dollars  additional  rent  is  nothing,  if  the 
ground  is  suitable;  with  industry  and  reasonable  economy  the 
cultivator  will  annually  realise  a  handsome  income.

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The  vegetable  garden  is  now  in  its  exuberance  of  growth; 
cultivate  well,  and  look  out  for  weeds.  Thin  out  all  young 
crops  to  prevent  crowding.  Water  when  dry.  Cauliflower  re- 
quires, copious  watering  at  the  roots  when  forming  heads.  Cel- 
ery seed  beds  and  plants  are  also  in  need  of  water;  if,  however, 
labor  and  care  are  deficient,  those  vegetables  will  not  make  a 
return  fnr  planting;  as  soil  can  never  be  too  rich  for  them. 
Where  Beets  are  too  thick  they  can  be  transplanted;  cut  off  the 
the  large  thick  leaves,  lift  carefully  and  dibble  them  into  rows 
or  amongst  other  crops  that  are  too  thin;  do  this  in  moist 
weather. 


dotation  of  Crops. 

There  should  always  be  a  rotation  of  crops;  that  is,  no  two 
crops  of  a  similar  nature,  such  as  Beets.  Carrots  and  Parsnips, 
should  be  grown  two  years  in  succession  on  the  same  ground;  it 
is  not  only  very  exhausting  to  the  soil,  but  the  crops  thus  grown 
are  less  productive.  To  facilitate  ibis  rotation,  the  garden 
should  be  divided  into  squares  of  nearly  uniform  size;  say  into 
six  or  eight  fquares,  with  cross  walks  of  from  three  to  four  feet 
wide.  Constant  stirring  of  the  soil,_destroying  all  weeds  and 
manuring  freely,  is  the  secret  of  a  gardener's  success. 


$>ni©sa   Sets  &r  MnU&ns. 

Onion  sets  are  produced  by  sowing  seed  very  thickly  in  shal- 
low drills,  quite  early  in  Spring,  the  young  plants  form  Oaions 
about  the  size  of  peas  about  midsummer,  when  the  foliage  be- 
comes brown  and  dry,  the  crop  should  then  be  harvested.  Se- 
lect good,  rich  soil,  and  be  careful  it  is  not  weedy  ground,  as 
the  labor  in  cultivating  it  would  be  much  increased.  To  keep 
Onion  Sets — As  soon  as  the  crop  is  ready  for  harvesting,  they 
should  be  lifted  in' dry  weather  and  thoroughly  dried  in  the 
shade,  after  which  spread  them  out  thinly  in  a  cool,  dry,  airy 
loft;  the  Yellow  should  not  be  over  three  inches,  and  the  White 
not  over  two  inches  thick,  and  frequently  turned  over.

Grown  very  extensively,  for  flavoring  soup,  stews  and  other 
dishes,  and  also  for  medicinal  purposes  ;  they  require  light, 
rich  soil .  Plant  in  drills  early  in  Spring,  one  inch  deep  and 
four  inches  apart,  and  twelve  inches  between  rows,  Cultivate 
and  treat  as  an  onion,  and  when  the  tops  wither,  they  are  ready 
for  harvesting,  and  should  be  stored  in  a  dry,  airy  situation.

We  now  folly  repeat  the  observations  of  last  month,  the 
warm  season  is  approaching,  when  many  of  the  crops  cease 
growing.  Fresh  and  young  crops  fiomthe  second  or  third  sow- 
ing wiil  continue  to  grow  whenever  moisture  is  supplied.  Irri- 
gation and  good  cultivation  is  the  whole  secret  of  successful 
culture  in  dry,  warm  climates.  Sweet  Potato  sprouts  for  a  late 
crop,  should  be  planted;  these  tubers,  prepared  in  every  varieiy 
of  cooking,  are  a  grateful  dish  on  our  table  three  time  a  day. 

Plant  Snapshorts  and  Pole  Beans  for  a  succession;  sow  late 
Cabbage  for  Winter  heading.  Melons,  Cucumbers  and  Squashes 
may  still  be  planted  for  a  succession.  Look  out  for  weeds,  as 
they  wiil  now  rapidly  overgrow  your  crops.

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If  there  is  any  month  in  twelve  where  there  may  be  some  ces- 
sation of  labor  by  the  gardener  of  the  South,  it  is  July — ground 
is  dry,  atmosphere  hot.  Seeds  may  be  sown,  but  they  do  not 
vegetate;  weeds,  however,  grow,  and  they  must  be  kept  under. 
Snap  Beans  will  grow,  and  plant  thetn  for  succession;  water 
Celery  or  mulch  it;  towards  the  end  of  the  month,  if  moist, 
sow  Ruta  Baga  Turnip;  plant  Cucumber  seed  for  pickles;  trans- 
plant Drumhead  and  Flat  Dutch  Cabbage  under  showers. 

The  Turnip-fly  is  a  very  destructive  insect  on  the  Ruta  Baga 
and  Turnip  crop,  frequently  eating  off  the  young  plants  just  as 
fast  as  they  make  their  appearance  above  ground.  Examine 
closely,  and  if  they  are  discovered,  dust  them  with  plaster. 
Frequent  failures  are  often  experienced  in  securing  a  good  stand 
of  plants.;  do  not  become  disheartened,  but  re-seed  at  once.

Activity  must  prevail  in  the  garden  this  month;  it  is  really 
the  beginning  of  the  vegetable  year  in  the  "  Sunny  South. 

Plant  Onions,  Shallots,  and  Garlic.  Shallot  is  a  kind  of 
Onion  nsed  for  seasoning  delicate  cookery;  plant  them  in  drills 
four  inches  apart,  and  twenty  inches  from  row  to  row;  cover 
two  inches  deep. 

Cultivate  thoroughly  all  growing  crops;  Peas  planted  last 
month  will  require  sticking,  and  Potatoes  hilling  up;  sow  Leeks 
and  Endive,  and  transplant  Lettuce;  sow  Parsley  for  Spring 
use;  sow  Oarrots  and  Extra  Early  Peas  for  using  in  December; 
all  varieties  of  Radish  are  now  in  season;  make  several  sowings 
of  them.,  and  enrich  the  ground  to  a  great  degree  for  frequent 
sowings  of  Spinach  and  Corn  Salad;  early  in  the  month  make 
the  last  planting  of  Snapshort  Beans. 

Be  sure  that  the  Early  Celery  is  well  supplied  with  soapsuds 
every  wash  day,  or  any  other  rich  water;  sfdr  up  the  soil  freely 
before  watering,  and  also  a  few  days  after  it,  and  begin  to  earth 
it  up  next  month.  If  your  sowing  of  Turnips  of  last  month 
failed,  or  has  been  overlooked,  it  is  still  time;  sow  Late  Flat 
Dutch  Drumhead  and  Drumhead  Savoy  Cabbage  about  the  last 
of  this  mouth,  and  plenty  of  North  Carolina  Colhirds;  trans- 
plant as  usual,  which  will  continue  growing  all  Winter,  and 
nead  in  early  Spring-,  the  leaves  of  Oollards  can  be  stripped  off 
and  used  throughout  the  growing  season.

See  that  all  crops  are  clean  and  in  good  growing  ordf  r.  What- 
ever was  omitted  last  month  do  not  overlook.  Take  opportunity 
of  the  weather  to  transplant  Cabbage,  Lettuce,  and  S  ivoy  Cab- 
bage; earth  up  Celery;  first  stir  up  the  earth  with  plow  and 
hoe,  throwing  it  close  to  the  plants;  then  keep  the  leaves  close 
with  one  hand,  and  with  a  trowel  or  short  hoe  draw  the  earth 
up  as  far  as  the  heart-leaves;  every  two  or  three  weeks  repeat 
the  operation  while  the  plants  continue  growing.  About  the 
end  of  this  month,  or  next,  make  new  beds  of  Strawberries. 
Make  another  sowing  of  Turnips.  Thin  out  late  Carrots  and 
Beets,  Turnips  should  be  well  hoed  or  harrowed;  thin  them 
out  to  three  or  six  inches  apart;  sow  a  few  more  seed  for  a  late, 
or  rather  Spring  crop.  Spinach  can  still  be  sown.  Plant  Onion- 
sets  for  Winter  and  Spring  use.

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A  judicious  system  of  preserving  the  crops  of  the  season 
should  share  a  liberal  portion  of  our  ideas  in  economy  and  secu- 
rity, at  the  least  possible  cost. 

Early  in  the  month  sow  Parsnip  for  early  Summer  use,  earth 
up  Celery,  tie  up  Endive  as  it  is  required  for  the  table.  If  a 
new  planting  of  Asparagus  is  required,  it  may  be  done  now  or 
next  month.  Coyer  the  old  bed  with  a  few  inches  of  manure, 
to  lay  till  January,  and  then  fork  it  in  with  the  top-soil  To 
have  this  vegetable  crisp  and  large,  use  stimulants  freely. 

Transplant  Cabbage,  if  not  already  done,  for  Spring  heading; 
sow  Lettuce  on  sheltered  borders,  and  a  few  sowings  of  Radish 
will  also  prove  successful. 

To  make  cheap  covered  beds  for  Lettuce,  Radishes,  or  any 
other  tender  Winter  vegetable,  raise  the  ground  one  foot  high 
in  front,  eighteen  inches  at  the  back,  of  any  convenient  length. 
Take  four  piccts  of  board,  three  inches  wide,  nail  them,  togeth- 
er to  make  a  frame  six  feet  long  and  three  feet  wide;  tack  tight- 
ly over  it  muslin  to  fit,  give  it  a  coat  of  oil,  and,  when  dry,  it 
will  suit  the  purposes  of  glazed  sash  for  cold  weather/ to  be 
placed  over  the  bed  you  have  made  to  keep  out  all  frost  and 
cold  winds,  but  of  course  in  mild  weather  these  muslin  frames 
are  taken  off;  these  heds  must  be  watered  in  dry  weather.  Sow 
Onion  seed  to  transplant  in  February  to  form  bulbs;  you  will 
thereby  have  good  roots  the  first  season.  Onion-sets  can  still  be 
planted.

If,  for  the  want  of  time,  you  have  left  anything  undone,  see 
now  to  have  all  worked  up  that  is  desired — your  ground  clean, 
and  your  crops  ready  for  use  or  protection.  Observe,  through 
all  your  pracLice,  to  undertake  only  what  you  can  keep  thor- 
oughly; it  is  a  bad  policy  to  "'  let  it  go"  when  -a  small  exertion 
will  hold  it. 

Transplant  late  Cabbage,  to  head  in  February  and  March; 
also  sow  Flat  Dutch  and  Drumhead,  which  will  form  better 
heads  in  the  South  from  present  sowing  than  at  any  other  sea- 
son of  the  year.  Sow  Radish,  Lettuce,  and  another  planting  of 
Extra  Early  Peas.  Onion-sets  may  still  be  planted,  and  thin 
out  Spinach  as  required  for  use. 

Plant  Horse  Radish;  dig  the  ground  deep  and  manure  well; 
rake  it  off  finely,  and  with  a  line  mark  the  rows;  and,  with  a 
long  dibble,  put  a  hole  twelve  inches  deep  and  a  foot  apart  in 
the  row;  put  into  it  a  piece  of  root,  four  to  six  inches  long; 
they  will  grow  in  February  and  March;  hoe  and  cultivate  well, 
and  you  will  have  fair  roots  in  one  year,  and  very  fine  roots  in 
two  years;  the  third  year  the  crop  should  be  renewed.  Do  not 
delav  longer  in  planting  Strawbprries. 

If  you  desire  to  force  some  Early  Tomatoes,  start  them  the 
last  of  this  month,  and  select  Acme  and  Oan-ida  Victor.

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TIME.  . 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely  except  on  lour  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  sun;  if  set  with  the  sun  on  the  2d  of  January, 
the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3rd  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  Apparent  time,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  columns  marked  "sun  slow"  or  "sun  fast;"  add  them  when  fast,  subtract 
them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
but  the  times,  phases,  &c  ,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia  or  Tennessee. 

J^isingand  Setting  of  the  Sim. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  Luring  some  portions  of  the 
year  the  .Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination,  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here 
given  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and 
are  true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  year's 
actual  observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration 
of  the  at  tactions  of  the  Sim  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  re- 
specting the  earth,  and.  by  simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what 
kind  of  weather  will  mo~t  probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into 
any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so  near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never 
found  to  fail.

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first 
quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the 
weather  during  the  next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night  until  two 
next  morning. 

3.  .The  nearer  to  mid-day  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the 
more  foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expeeted  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  un- 
til two  in  the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the 
Summer,  though  they  affect  Springand  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening 
during  six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  four  to  ten  may  be  followed 
by  fair  weather ;  but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind  as  is  noted  in 
the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes, is  more  un- 
certain in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  begin- 
ning of  Spring,  yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to 
those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind 
is  concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the 
four  cardinal  points  of  the  heavens  are  conectly  placed.

A  Simple  ArraBigefiiaestl  for  §mo2iiiiir  Meat. 

The  device  consists  of  a  b.irrel,  of  a  suitable  size.  An  ordinary  flour 
or  apple  barrel  will  smoke  four  or  five  moderate  size  hams  or  shoulders. 
Both  heads  are  removed  and  a  movable  cover  provided  for  the  top.  This 
may  be  of  boards,  or  an  old  oil  cloth  or  tight  blanket  will  answer.  A 
short  trench  is  dug,  in  which  is  laid  a  length  of  old  stove  pipe.  A  larger 
excavation  is  then  made,  in  which  a  pan  of  burning  cobs  or  chips  cm  be 
placed.  This  is  covered  by  a  tightly  fitting  plank.  One  end  of  the  stove 
pipe  communicates  with  this  excavation;  over  the  other  end  the  barrel 
is  placed,  the  earth  banked  up  around  the  bottom  of  the  barrel  and  over 
the  stovepipe,  to  keep  all  tiyht.  The  meat  may  he  suspended  from  a 
stick  laid  across  the  top  of  the  barrel,  and  then  covered  tight  with  an 
oil  cloth  or  blanket.  On  placing  a  pan  of  smoking  cobs  or  chips  in  the 
place  provided,  the  smoke  passes  through  the  stovepipe  into  the  barrel, 
filling  it  with  a  dense,  cool  smoke.  Should  the  support  of  the  ham=, 
etc.,  break,  the  latter  cannot  be  hurt  by  coming  in  contact  with  the  fire 
or  ashes. 


A  Curb  fob  Corns. — There  is  but  one  cure  for  corns,  and  that  is  : 
Take  a  lemon  and  roll  it  until  soft ;  cut  a  thick  slice  and  bind  it  on  the 
corn  on  retiring  at  ni^ht.  In  the  morning  if  the  corn  is  white  and  disin- 
tegrated, pull  it  out  with  your  finger  nails— never  cut  a  corn.  Some- 
times several  applications  of  the  lemon  slices  will  be  necessary,  but  the 
corns  are  bound  to  succumb,  and  you  can  dance  the  next  night  if  you 
like.  After  you  remove  the  corns  wear  shoes  that  fit  and  are  not  too 
stiff  in  the  soles.

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Springing  out  of  Bed. 

Dr.  Hall  does  not  approve  of  the  old  doctrine  which  was  formerly  in- 
stilled into  the  minds  of  children,  that  they  should  spring  out  of  bed  the 
instant  they  awake  in  the  morning.  H>  says  that  "  up  to  eighteen  years 
every  child  should  be  allowed  eight  hours'  sleep,  but  time  should  be 
allowed  to  rest  in  bed,  after  the  sleep  is  over,  until  they  feel  as  if  they 
had  rather  get  up  than  not.  It  is  a  very  great  mistake  for  persons,  old 
or  young— especially  children  and  feeble  or  sedentary  person- — to  bounce 
out  of  bed  the  moment  they  wake  up;  all  our  instincts  shrink  from  it, 
and  freely  kick  against  it.  Fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  spent  in  gradu- 
ally waking  up,  after  the  eyes  are  opened,  and  in  turning  over  and 
stretching  the  limbs,  do  as  much  good  as  sound  sleep,  because  the  ope- 
rations set  the  blood  in  mo! ion  by  degrees,  tending  to  equalize  the  circu- 
lation ;  for  during  sleep  the  blood  tends  to  stagnation,  the  heart  beats 
feebly  and  slow,  and  to  shock  the  system  by  frouncing  up  in  an  instant 
and  sending  the  blood  in  overwhelming  quantities  to  the  heart,  causing 
it  to  assume  a  gallop,  where  the  instant  before  it  was  in  a  creep,  is  the 
greatest  absurdity.  This  instantaneous  bouncing  out  of  bed  as  soon  as 
the  eyes  are  open,  will  be  followed  by  weariness  long  before  noon." 


Idleness— Many  people  think  that  an  idle  life  must  be  a  pleasant 
one;  but  there  are  none  who  enjoy  so  little,  and  are  such  burdens  to 
themselves,  as  those  who  have  nothing  to  do.  Those  who  are  obliged  to 
work  hard  all  day  enjoy  their  short  periods  of  rest  and  recreation,  and 
are  apt  to  think  it  would  he  much  pleasanter  not  to  be  obliged  to  work 
at  all.  But  this  is  a  sad  mistake,  as  they  would  soon  find  out  if  they 
made  a  trial  of  the  life  they  think  so  agreeable.  One  who  is  never  busy 
can  never  enjoy  rest ;  for  rest  implies  a  relief  from  previous  labor;  and 
if  our  whole  time  were  spent  in  amusing  ourselves  w  ■  should  find  it  more 
wearisome  than  the  hardest  day's  work.  Kecreation  is  only  valuable  as 
it  unbends  us;  the  idle  can  know  nothing  of  it.  Many  people  leave  off 
business  and  settle  down  to  a  life  of  enjoyment ;  but  they  generally  find 
that  they  are  not  near  so  happy  as  they  w<re  before,  and  are  often  glad 
to  return  to  their  old  occupations  to  escape  the  miseries  of  indolence.

General  Woolseley  is  said  to  be  a  total  abstainer  from  intoxicating 
drinks.  He  has  opposed  the  promiscuous  u-e  of  them  in  his  campaigns, 
particularly  in  the  tiopics,  and  has  found  both  himself  and  his  armies 
better  off  by  reason  of  it.  The  necessity  of  keeping  the  head  clear  is 
recognized  more  and  more  by  leading  men.  The  fierce  competition  of 
the  present  day  requires  it.  A  man  who  habitually  muddles  Ms  brains 
with  liquor  will  have  to  give  way  to  the  clear-headed  man.  Darwin's 
doctrine  of  the  struggle  for  existence  and  the  survival  of  the  fittest  is 
applicable  to  such  cases.  Tl  e  man  who  is  crippled  in  the  slightest 
degree  will  have  to  give  up  the  struggle,  and  see  his  stronger  rival  pass 
ahead  of  him.  Even  where  total  abstinence  is  not  practiced,  there  is 
much  less  liquor  drank  by  men  of  affairs  than  formerly.  No  man  with 
large  interests,  great  schemes,  intricate  plans  which  n  quire  all  his  powers 
to  successfully  guide  and  control,  can  afford  to  weaken  his  skill  or  im- 
pair his  judgment  by  any  excess  in  the  use  of  liquor.  Rather  than  run 
the  risk  of  it,  some  men  abstain  wholly  during  business  hours  and  ar? 
very  moderate  at  other  times.  In  the  close  contests  and  fierce  conflicts 
of  commerce,  the  professions,  and  all  departments  where  coolness,  quick- 
ness and  clear-sightedness  are  requisite,  men  are  coming  to  perceive  that 
liquor-drinking  is  too  hazardous  for  anything  hut  the  most  discreet  in- 
dnlgence.  Even  liquor  dealers  and  manufacturers  themselves  under- 
stand and  practice  this  principle,  well  understanding  its  value.  And  the 
most  successful  gamblers  are  noted  fur  their  temperance  and  abstemi- 
ousness in  the  use  of  liquor. 


Cotton  Production.— In  cotton  production  North  Carolina  ranks 
eighth  as  compared  wilh  other  cotton  States.  In  1869,  the  product  was 
145,000  bales.  The  entire  number  of  acres  devoted  to  the  staple  in  1879 
was  892,982,  and  the  number  of  bales  grown  3S9,576.  The  four  largest 
colton  producing  counties  are  Wake  30,089  bales,  Edgecombe  26,250, 
Mecklenburg  19,120,  Johnston  15,151.  The  smallest  are  Caswell  4  bales, 
Caldwell  12,  Forsyth  10,  McDowell  9,  Henderson  4,  Jackson  6,  Madison 
4,  Mitchell  0;  Person  1,  Rockingham  3,  Stokes  7,  Watauga  3,  Surry  1, 
Dare  8. 

Salsify,  or  Oyster  Plant. — The  roots  are  boiled  like  carrots,  as 
a  vegetable  dish  ;  or  after  being  parboiled,  are  made  into  cakes  with 
paste,  and  fried  like  oysters,  which  they  closely  resemble  in  flavor.  The 
stalks  of  one  year  old  are  sometimes  used  in  the  Spring  as  Asparagus. 

Tobacco  Production. — According  to  carefully  prepared  statistics 
by  Col.  John  D.  Cameron,  editor  of  the  Durham  Recorder,  and  published 
by  him  in  a  book  entitled,  "A  Sketch  of  the  Tobacco  Interests  of  North 
Carolina,"  the  tctal  annual  production  of  tobacco  is  52,500,000  pounds.

First-class— Letters,  Postal  Cards,  all  manuscript,  and  all  matter  wholly  or 
partly  in  writing,  three  cents  for  each  half  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  except 
postal  cards.    Drop  letters  not  exceeding  half  ounce,  one  cent. 

Whenever  any  package  is  sealed,  or  otherwise  closed  against  inspection,  or 
contains  or  bears  writing  which  is  not  allowed  by  law,  such  package  is  subject 
to  letter  postage— three  cents  per  half  ounce. 

Second  Class— All  newspapers  and  other  periodical  publications  issued  at 
stated  intervals,  and  as  frequently  as  four  times  a  year  from  a  known  office  of 
publication;  printed  paper  sheets  without  board,  cloth,  leather  or  other  bind- 
ing, two  cents  a  pound  or  fraction  thereof. 

Third  Class— Books,  transient  newspapers  and  periodicals,  circulars,  proof 
sheets,  corrected  proof  sheets,  and  manuscript  copy  accompanying  the  same, 
one  cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Fourth  Class— Embraces  all  matter  not  in  the  first,  second  or  third  class, 
which  is  not  in  its  form  or  nature  liable  to  destroy,  deface  or  otherwise  damage 
the  contents  of  the  mail  bag,  and  is  not  above  four  pounds  for  each  package, 
except  in  case  of  single  books  weighing  in  excess  of  that  amount,  one  cent  for 
each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof.

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which  is 
indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with  the  Sun 
precisely  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock.  No 
good  clock  will  run  with  the  Sun;  if  set  with  the  Sun  on  the  2d  of  January,  the  clock 
will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3d  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  Apparent  time,  use  the  minutes  in  the 
columns  marked  "Sun  slow"  or  "Sun  fast;"  add  them  when  fast,  substract  them  when 
slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  but  the 
times,  phases,  &c,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  Georgia  or  Tennessee. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun  together 
equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the  year  the  Sun 
changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination,  that  it  makes  a  material 
change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here  given  have  been  rigorously 
calculated  and  compared  •  with  the  authority,  and  are  true  to  the  nearest  whole 
minute.

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WEATHER    PROGNOSTICATOR, 

For  Foretelling  the  Weather  through  all  the  Lunations  of  the  Year. 
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This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years'" 
actual  observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration  of  the 
attractions  of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the 
Earth,  and,  by  simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of  weather 
will  most  probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,, 
and  that  so  near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail :

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during 
the  next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  at  night  until  2  next 
morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happen,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  maybe  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2 
in  the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  4  to  10,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather, 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncer- 
tain in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  beginning  of 
Spring,  yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods- 
also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four 
cardinal  points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

FAST  AND   SLOW  WALKING.  § 

The  National  Live  Stock  Journal  makes  some  suggestions  with  respect  to  the 

walking  gait  of  the  horse  which  are  well  worth  thinking  over.     A  careful  cal-  W 

culation  of  the  time  spent  on  a  walk  by  the  farm  horse,  it  says,  as  compared  " 

with  the  time  used  at  other  gaits,  would  show  that  the  walk  is  nearly  the  con-  /^ 

stant  gait.     All  the  work  of  the  farm  is  done  on  a  walk.     It  is  only  when  ^ 

returning  with  the  empty  wagon,  or  when,  occasionally,  a  team  is  hitched  to  ^ 

the  family  carry-all,  that  another  gait  is  employed.     A  horse  that  under  the  ^ 

saddle  will  walk  nearly  or  quite  five  miles  an  hour,  will  at  his  work  make,  say  £* 

three  and  a  half  miles,  while  a  slow  walker  would  not  come  within  a  mile  of  ^ 

this  speed,  taking  the  day  through.     This  would  cause  a  loss  of  nearly  two  2 

days  in  a  week — or  at  a  low  estimate,  a  week  out  of  every  month — which  in  ~Z 

money  value  would  probably  amount  to  not  less  than  twelve  dollars,  counting  S^ 

the  wages  and  board  of  the  man  and  the  time  and  feed  of  the  horse,  to  say  ^ 

nothing  of  the  additional  loss  on  account  of  delay  in  the  work — always,  as  -s 

every  thoughtful  farmer  knows,  an  important  item,  especially  in  some  seasons,  g* 

These  are  points  of  interest  to  every  farmer.     Let  "  horsemen  "  give  time  and  re- 
thought to  developing  a  race  of  fast  trotters,  if  they  will.     Farmers  should 
aim  to  breed  a  race  of  fast  walkers,  as  by  far  the  more  useful  animal.

4.  Cirrus  clouds  always  move  from  a  region  where  a  storm  is  in  progress  5? 
towards  a  region  of  fair  weather.  £ 

5.  Cumulus  clouds  always  move  from  a  region  of  fair  weather  towards  a 
region  where  a  storm  is  forming.  W 

6.  When  cirrus  clouds  aremoving  rapidly  from  the  north  or  north-west  there  o 
will  be  rain  in  less  than  twenty-four  hours,  no  matter  how  ccfld  it  may  be.  ^ 

7.  When  cirrus  clouds  are  moving  rapidly  from  the  south  or  south-west  there  g" 
will  be  a  cold  rain  storm  on  the  morrow  if  it  be  summer,  and  if  it  be  winter  ^ 
there  will  be  a  snow  storm. 

8.  The  wind  blows  in  a  circle  around  a  storm,  and  when  it  blows  from  the 
north  the  heaviest  rain  is  east  of  you ;  from  the  south,  the  heaviest  rain  is  west ;  Em 
from  the  east,  the  heaviest  rain  is  south ;  from  the  west,  the  heaviest  rain  is 
north  of  you.

Baked  Beef  and  Potatoes. — The  cheapest  pieces  of  beef  suitable  for   ^ 

baking  or  roasting  consist  of  the  thick  part  of  the  ribs,  cut  from  towards  the  Jrj 

shoulder,  the  mouse  buttock  and  gravy  pieces,  and  also  what  is  commonly  £3 

called  the  chuck  of  beef,  which  consists  of  the  throat  boned  and  tied  up  with  f1 

a  string  in  the  form  of  a  small  round.     Whichever  piece  of  beef  you  may  h^ 

happen  to  buy,  it  should  be  well  sprinkled  over  with  pepper,  salt  and  flour,  " 

and  placed  upon  a  small  iron  trivet  in  a  baking  dish  containing  peeled  potatoes  £*" 

and  about  half  a  pint  of  water,  and  either  baked  in  your  own  oven  or  sent  to  rj; 

the  baker's.     If  you  bake  your  meat  in  your  own  oven,  remember  that  it  must  g. 
be  turned  over  on  the  trivet  every  twenty  minutes,  and  that  you  must  be  care- 
ful to  baste  it  all  over  now  and  then  with  the  fat  which  runs  from  it  into  the 
dish,  using  a  spoon  for  the  purpose.

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TIME. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which  is  indi- 
cated by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with  the  Sun  precisely 
except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock.  No 
good  clock  will  run  with  the  Sun  ;  if  seftwith  the  Sun  on  the  2d  of  January,  the  clock 
will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3d  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  Apparent  time,  use  the  minutes  in  the 
columns  marked  "  Sun  slow  "  or  "  Sun  fast" ;  add  them  when  fast,  subtract  them  when 
slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  but  the 
times,  phases,  &c,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  Georgia  or  Tennessee. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun  together 
equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the  year  the  Sun 
changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination,  that  it  makes  a  material  change 
in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here  given  have  been  rigorously  calcu- 
located  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and  are  true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

Eclipse 
begins  11  h.  52  m.  p.  m.     Eclipse  ends  5  h.  27  m.  a.  m.

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The  time  of  tide  can  readily  be  found  for  the  following  places  by  adding  the   (^ 
hours  and  minutes  opposite  the  names  to  the  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  on  the 
day  to  which  the  tide  is  sought.

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This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years'  actual 
observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration  of  the  attractions 
of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the  Earth,  and,  by 
simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of  weather  will  most  probably 
follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so  near  the  truth 
as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail:

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during  the  next 
seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  at  night  until  2  next  morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happen,  the  more  foul 
or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in  the 
afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though  they  aftect 
Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening  during  six 
of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  4  to  10,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather,  but 
this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain  in 
the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  beginning  of  Spring,  yet 
in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is  con- 
cerned, the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  cardinal 
points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

For  years  we  have  been  urging  the  people  of  Wake  to   try  on  a  small  scale 

the  culture  of  tobacco.     Last  year  the  matter  took  shape,  and  to  help  the  » 

cause  along  we  distributed  a  great  many  pamphlets  on  the  subject  of  the  cul-  • 

tivation  of  the  weed.     The  result  of  the  experiment  is  now  known,  at  least  in  i— i 

part.     Wherever  the  tobacco  has  been  sent  it  has  been  complimented,  and  ■ 

good  judges  say  that  Wake  county  possesses  some  of  the  very  best  lands  for  the  GO 

purpose.

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TIME. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisoiy,  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  Sun ;  if  »et  with  the  Sun  on  the  2d  of  January, 
the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3d  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  apparent  time,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  columns  marked  "  Sun  slow  "  or  "Sun  fast;"  add  them  wlwn  fast,  sub- 
tract them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
but  the  times,  phases.  &c,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia  or  Tennessee. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the 
year  the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination,  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here 
given  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and 
are  true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

The  time  of  tide  can  readily  be  found  for  the  following  places  by  adding  the 
hours  and  minutes  opposite  the  names  to  the  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  on 
the  day  to  which  the  tide  is  sought.  The  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  is  given 
in  the  calendar  for  every  day.  The  next  tide  can  be  found  very  nearly  by 
adding  12  hours  and  29  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  one  previous.

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quar- 
ter, full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during 
the  next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  at  night  until  2  next  morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happen,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in 
the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change  ?■  t  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  1.  e.,  from  4  to  10,  maybe  followed  by  fair  weather, 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  ':^viety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  ::'.  ole  of  Winter  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  car- 
dinal points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

Much  of  the  profit  from  poultry  must  be   determined  by  judicious  manage-  W 

ment.     As  a  general  rule,  the  first  products  of  such  business  are  the  most  prof-  t-j-4 

itable.     Where  the  markets  are  suitable,  eggs  will  generally  pay  better  clear  in-  (^ 

come  than  fowls.     The  advance  in  price  is  not  generally  sufficient  to  cover  the  *~3 

loss  from  spoiled  eggs  and  diseases  among  chicks  before  they  are  ready  for  the  h-i 

market.     This  is,  of  course,  not  true,  usua  !      where  fancy  prices  are  readily  le-  i-h 

ceived  for  the  best  breeds.  ^ 

The  season  is  now  approaching  when  eggs  will  command  a  fair  price;  and  it  CO 

will  hardly  be  profitable  during  the  bad  weather  of    the  winter  to  try  to  raise  g 

fowls  of  any  kind.     The  necessary  expense,  occasioned  by  the  additional  care,  J» 

will  not  be  met  in  any  advanced  price  found  in  the  market.  5 

As  it  will  not  pay  to  carry  the  fowls  through  the  winter  withont  some  return  so 
for  the  expense  of  feeding,  it  will  be  well  to  consider  the  best  means  of  pro-  2" 
ducing  eggs.

Chickens  generally  sell  for  as  much  at  three  months  old  during  the  spring  ^ 
and  summer  as  they  do  during  the  next  winter  at  six  to  eight  months  old,  as  c 
during  the  latter  season  the  large  city  markets  are  overstocked  with  poultry  ^

Not  only  should  the  chicks  be  fed  well,  regularly  and  often,  but  they  should  Qj 
be  well  cared  for  in  regard  to  protection.     Let  the  coops  be   furnished  with  ~ 
board  floors,  so  that  the  chicks  can  have  a  dry  place  to  go  to  in  case  of  rain,    q 
Have  the  coops  supplied  with  good  tight  tops,  so  the  rain  cannot  enter.  Always  ' 
feed  early  in  the  evening,  so  the  chicks  may  be  shut  in  by  nightfall  out  of  the 
cold  and  dew.     Do  not  allow  the  young  chicks  to  run  out  too  soon  with  the 
hen,  but  keep  them  confined  for  a  few  days  after  hatching.

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quar- 
ter, fnll  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during 
the  next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  at  night  until  2  next  morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happen,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in 
the  afternoon.  These. observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  4  to  10,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather, 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  espesially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  car- 
dinal points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

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Making  Vinegar. out  of  Cider. — Please  state  the  quickest  and  best  way  f^. 
to  convert    apple  cider  into  vinegar.     State  if   chemicals  are  ever  used,  and 
oblige. — W.  L.  T.,  Farmerville,  La. 

Answer — When  cider  is  to  be  made  into  vinegar,  the  barrel  should  be  filled 
entirely  full  of  the  cider,  so  that  all  scum  and  impurities  formed  in  the  working 
may  escape.  The  clear  liquid,  after  this  defecation  is  completed,  is  drawn  off 
and  put  in  old  vinegar  barrels  containing  a  little  vinegar,  or  if  put  in  new  bar- 
rels, some  "mother  of  vinegar"  is  put  in  with  it  to  hasten  the  change.  The 
best  temperature  for  the  acetous  fermentation  is  about  ninety  degrees.  The  ^ 
barrels  are  sometimes  put  in  the  sun  to  hasten  the  process.  The  air  must  have  ^ 
free  access  to  the  cider  through  the  bung.  It  takes  from  six  months  to  a  year  y 
to  make  the  best  vinegar.     No  chemicals  should  be  used.  .__,

Place 
the  patient  flat,  and  allow  the  head  to  be  lower  than  the  body.  Sprinkle  cold 
water  in  the  face.  Hartshorn  may  be  held  near  the  nose,  not  to  it.  A  half 
teaspoonful  of  aromatic  spirits  of  ammonia,  in  a  wine-glass  of  water,  will  tend 
to  revive  the  patient  and  prevent  a  return.  Do  not  allow  persons  to  crowd 
around  the  patient.     If  the  symptoms  recur,  send  for  a  physician. 

Clothing  on  Fire. — Immediately  throw  a  rug,  a  piece  of  carpet,  or  any- 
thing woolen,  over  the  victim,  so  as  to  smother  the  flames,  and  do  not  allow 
him  to  run  away  from  you.  In  removing  the  clothes  be  careful  not  to  pull  off 
the  skin  ;  and  if  only  slightly  burned,  apply  lime  water  and  linseed  oil,  If  at 
all  severe,  send  for  a  physician.

During  some  portions  of  the 
year  the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination,  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here 
given  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and  are 
true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

V.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the.  Sun  August  7,  invisible  in  North  America.

The  time  of^tide  can  readily  be  found  for  the  following  places  by  adding  tke 
hours  and  minutes  opposite  the  names  to  the  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  om 
the  day  to  which  the  tide  is  sought.  The  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  is  given 
in  the  calendar  for  every  day.  The  next  tide  can  be  found  very  nearly  by 
adding  12  hours  and  29  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  one  previous.

i  This  table  and  the  accompanying  temarks  are  the  result  of  many  years' actual 
•bservation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration  of  the  attrac- 
tions of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the  Earth,  and, 
by  simple  inspection,  it  shoivs  the  observer i  what  kind  of  weather  will  most 
probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so 
aear  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail  :

Observations.  —  1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during  the 
aext  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  IO  at  night  until  2  next  morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happen,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in 
the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  4  to  10,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather, 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind    as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet  in  the  main  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  car- 
dinal points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

Farming  that  Pays. — Every  farmer  should  aim  to  raise  all  the  farm  pr»- 
ducts  needed  for  domestic  use  first.  The  independence  of  farm  life  lies  right 
here.  He  grows  every  supply  for  his  table,  so  far  as  his  soil  and  climate  per- 
mits,'under  his  own  eye.  He  is  dependent  on  no  one  for  the  necessities  of  life, 
or  even  for  the  luxuries  of  his  table.  Every  variety  of  fruit  suited  to  this 
locality  should  be  produced  for  his  own  use,  let  him  live  near  or  remote  from 
the  city.  Then,  let  him  increase  the  acreage  of  every  variety  that  pays  in  the 
market  to  his  ability  to  handle  it  without  loss — his  losses  will  often  over-balance 
his  profits.  It  is  not  wise  for  the  grower  to  put  himself  at  the  mercy  of  others. 
If  he  does,  he  will  often  find  their  tender  mercy  cruel.  They  will  let  his 
perishable  property  go  to  waste,  unless  they  can  secure  the  lion's  share  of  the. 
profits.  Besides  grain  crops  and  stock  growing  as  a  branch  of  farming,  every 
farm  adapted  to  it  should  have  growing  on  it  an  orchard  of  every  variety  of  fruit 
demanded  by  the  market  at  paying  prices.  Do  not  run  so  much  to  one  kind  of' 
fruit  that  you  would  suffer  heavy  embarrassment  if  it  fails.  All  kinds  of  fruit 
seldom  fail  in  one  year. — JVew  York  Star. 


To  Stop  Bleeding. — Many  persons  bleed  to  death  from  want  of  proper 
care  before  the  arrival  of  the  surgeon.  If  the  blood  comes  in  spurts  or  jets,  a» 
artery  is  cut.  Send  for  the  doctor  at  once  ;  meanwhile  make  firm  pressure  by 
means  of  a  pad  over  the  place,  and  also  wrap  a  light  bandage  around  the  limb 
above  the  bleeding  point,  between  it  and  the  heart.  Do  not  relax  the  pressure 
until  the  doctor  comes.  If  the  wound  is  on  head  or  body,  press  firmly  against 
the  bleeding  part.  When  a  vein  is  cut  the  flow  of  blood  is  slow  and  constant; 
make  a  firm  pad  and  press  it  over  the  wound  and  fasten  with  a  bandage. 


Poisons. — When  a  poison  has  been  swallowed,  send  immediately  for  a  phy- 
sician, and  in  the  meantime  give  a  tablespoonful  of  ground  mustard,  in  a  tum- 
blerful of  warm  water,  followed  by  more  warm  water,  until  vomiting  occurs.  If 
there  is  no  mustard,  common  salt  will  answer.  If  an  alkali  like  washing  sock 
is  taken,  give  vinegar  and  water,  and  follow  in  a  short  time  with  an  emetic.

— Plant  peas,  beans,  beets,  onio»s, 
Irish  potatoes,  horse  radish  ;  Sow  turnips,  spinach,  lettuce,  radish,  parsley, 
carrots,  salsify.  Plant  early  peas  ;  artichokes  must  now  be  dressed,  also  aspara- 
gus beds  ;  this  is  the  proper  time  to  sow  early  spring  tomatoes,  &c.

ADVICE  TO  THOSE  ABOUT  TO  SPECULATE  IN  STOCKS. 


1.  Don't. 

2.  If  you  do,  use  your  own  money.  Do  not  borrow  from  your  friends  nor 
draw  needful  capital  from  your  legitimate  business. 

3.  Keep  within  your  means.  If  you  have  a  thousand  dollars,  with  no  way 
of  getting  more  at  a  moment's  notice,  buy  no  more  stock  than  you  can  pay  for 
and  take  away.     In  other  words,  do  not  speculate  on  a  margin. 

4.  Especially  if  you  are  a  cashier,  or  occupy  a  position  of  honor  or  trust. 

5.  It  is  better  to  own  ten  shares  of  stock  at  100  per  cent,  which  takes  one 
thousand  dollars,  than  to  buy  one  hundred  shares  of  the  same  stock  with  the 
thousand  dollars  as  margin. 

6.  Your  profits  will  be  smaller,  but  when  a  panic  comes  you  will  not  be 
ruined,  nor  need  you  lose  your  stock. 

7.  If  you  get  a  sure  point  to  buy  anything,  leave  it  severely  alone.  Beware 
of  Colonel  Sellers  after  he  has  been  talking  it  over  with  Senator  Dilworthy. 

8.  Do  not  stand  over  the  indicator  in  saloons  or  hotels  ;  you  might  be  at- 
tacked by  tickerosis,  which  is  incurable. 

9.  If  you  cannot  sleep  at  night  on  account  of  your  stock  operations,  sell  out 
promptly  the  next  morning  and  swear  off.  You  are  not  the  material  out  of 
which  successful  speculators  are  made. 


Plowing  in  Dry  Weather. — If  there  occur  prolonged  spells  of  dry  weather, 
and  the  clean  condition  of  the  crop — the  absence  of  grass  and  weeds — makes 
it  unnecessary  to  use  plow  or  sweep  for  their  destruction,  the  question  will 
arise  whether  it  is  a  good  general  rule  to  plow  a  cotton-field  when  there  has 
been  no  rain  since  last  plowing  and  the  field  is  absolutely  clean  of  weeds.  The 
question  will  occur  to  any  farmer  of  a  few  years'  experience,  and  it  certainly  is 
a  practical  one.  Some  farmers  believe  in  plowing  deeper  as  the  ground  be- 
comes dryer,  claiming  that  deep  plowing  will  "  bring  up  the  moisture."  Now, 
deep  plowing  will  "bring  up  the  moisture,"  in  the  sense  that  the  moist  soil 
that  lies  several  inches  below  the  surface  will  be  brought  to  the  surface  ;  but  we 
can  see  no  benefit  or  advantage  in  removing  the  soil  with  its  contained  moisture 
from  the  neighborhood  of  the  plant  roots  (where  it  can  do  the  most  good),  and 
bringing  it  to  the  surface  to  be  immediately  dried  by  the  sun  and  wind.  Our 
own  experience  and  observation  are  opposed  to  the  practice  of  plowing  a  field 
that  has  been  once  thoroughly  plowed  since  any  rain  has  fallen.  It  may  not 
result  in  actual  harm  to  the  growing  crop,  and  the  latter  may  even  be  benefited, 
but  it  is  extremely  doubtful  if  the  "game  be  worth  the  candle." — Southern 
Cultivator.

Wheat  flour,  1  pound,  is  I  quart. 

Indian  meal,  I  pound  2  dunces  are  1  quart. 

Butter,  when  soft,  1  pound  is  1  quart. 

Loaf  sugar,  broken,  1  pound  is  I  quart.  • 

While  sugar,  powdered,  1  pound  1  ounce  are  1  quart. 

Best  brown  sugar,  1  pound  2  ounces  are  1  quart. 

Ten  eggs  are  I  pound. 

A  common  tumbler  holds  half  a  pint. 

A  teacup  is  1  gill. 

A  large  wineglass  is  1  gill. 

Sixty  drops  are  equal  to  1  teaspoonful. 

Panes  of  glass  may  be  removed  by  the  application  of  soft-soap  for  a  few 
hours. 

To  make  hens  lay  perpetually,  give  half  an  ounce  fresh  meat,  chopped  fine, 
every  day  while  the  ground  is  frozen,-  with  plenty  of  grain,  water,  gravel  and 
lime.     Allow  no  cocks  to  run  with  them.     Try  it. 


Alcohol  as  a  Poison. — We  put  a  drop  of  alcohol  into  a  man's  eye  ;  it 
poisons  it.  We  try  it  upon  the  lining  of  a  living  stomach,  and  it  poisons  it. 
We  study,  after  death,  the  stomach  of  drinking  m«n,  and  find' alcohol  produces 
in  regular  stages  redness,  intense  congestion,  morbid  secretions,  deeper  hurt, 
destruction  of  parts,  utter  ruin.  We  study  its  influence  upon  the  health  and 
strength  of 'sailors  and  soldiers,  and  find  it  helps  to  freeze  them  in  the  arctic 
regions,  and  exhaust  them  in  the  tropics.  We  watch  two  regiments  on  a  long 
march  in  India,  one  with  and  the  other  without  grog,  and  are  driven  to  the  con- 
clusion that  even  moderate  quantities  of  alcohol  weaken  the  muscles  and  break 
the  endurance.  We  visit  the  training  grounds  of  oarsmen  and  pedestrians,  and 
learn  everywhere  the  same  lesson — alcohol  is  a  poison  to  muscle  and  brain. 


Take  Courage. — A  great  many  people,  worried  and  discouraged  under  ap- 
parently adverse  dispensations  of  Providence,  seem  to  think  that  the  Bible  says, 
"Well  done,  good  and  successful  servant."  That  is  not  the  way  the  promise 
reads;  it  is  this:  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant."  It  is  the  one  who 
is  "  faithful,"  whatever  may  be  his  possessions  or  position  in  life,  who  is  to  re- 
ceive the  crown  of  glory.     Take  courage,  faint-hearted  and  desponding  one. 

Beer  enough  is  made  and  drunk  in  the  United  States  to  supply  every  person 
•ver  ten  years  of  age  with  a  barrel  of  it.  This  at  ten  cents  a  glass  would  make 
him  pay  forty  dollars  for  his  beer  alone — much  more  than  most  men  pay  for 
taxes.     But  while  most  men  grumble  at  taxes,  who  notices  this  waste?

HOUSEHOLD  HINTS. 


In  cleaning  house  begin  with  the  attic. 

In  a  sick-room,  fill  paper  bags  with  coal  and  lay  on  the  fire. 

When  peeling  onions,  keep  your  hands  and  the  onions  under  water. 

To  fasten  labels  to  tin  cans,  add  one  teaspoonful  brown  sugar  to  one  quart 
of  paste. 

A  heavy  chalk  mark  laid  a  finger's  distance  from  your  sugar-box  and  all 
around  (there  must  be  no  space  not  covered)  will  surely  prevent  ants  from 
troubling. 

Kerosene  oil  will  make  tin  teakettles  as  bright  as  new.  Saturate  a  woolen 
rag  and  rub  with  it.  It  will  also  remove  stains  from  and  clean  varnished  fur- 
niture. 

A  good  way  to  clean  Japanese  ware  is  to  wash  it  with  a  sponge  dipped  in 
clean,  cold  water,  wipe  it  dry  and  polish  it  with  dry  flour  well  rubbed  on  with 
a  soft  cloth. 

To  clean  brass,  immerse  or  wash  it  several  times  in  sour  milk  or  whey,  this 
will  brighten  it  without  scouring  ;  it  may  then  be  scoured  with  a  woolen  clotfe 
dipped  in  ashes. 

Sunny  Husbands. — We  often  doubt  whether  the  husband  of  a  family  ever 
really  appreciates  the  opportunity  he  has  for  diffusing  sunshine  at  home,  or  ap- 
prehends how  much  of  gloom  he  can  bring  into  the  family  circle  by  entering  its 
precincts  with  a  dark  frown  on  his  countenance.  The  wife  and  mother  is 
within  four  walls  from  morning  until  night,  with  but  few  exceptions,  and  must 
bear  the  worriment  of  fretful  children,  inefficient  servants,  weak  nerves  and  many 
ether  perplexities  ;  and  she  must  do  this  day  after  day,  while  the  husband  goes 
«ut  from  these  petty  details  of  home-care,  has  the  benefit  of  the  pure,  fresh 
ak,  meets  with  friends,  has  a  pleasant  time,  which  altogether  acts  as  a  charm 
«n  the  physical  man,  and  if  he  does  as  he  should,  he  will  come  home  cheerful, 
and  thereby  lighten  the  home-life  for  his  wife.  Some  men  can  be  all  smiles 
away  from  home,  but  at  home  they  are  as  cross  as  bears  ;  and  yet  we  hear  it 
said  on  every  side :   "  Wives,  meet  your  husbands  with  a  smile."

TIME. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  Sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  Sun;  if  set  with  the  Sun  on  the  2d  of  January, 
the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3d  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  apparent  time,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  columns  marked  "Sun  slow"  or  "  Sun  fast;"  add  them  when  fast,  sub- 
tract them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
but  the  times,  phases,  &c,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia  or  Tennessee. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the 
year  the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here 
given  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and  are 
true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

ECLIPSES. 

In  the  year  1890  there  will  be  three  eclipses,  two  of  the  Sun  and  one  of  the 
Moon,  and  a  Lunar  Appulse. 

A  Lunar  Appulse  June  3d,  1  hour  45  minutes  A.  M.  The  Moon  will  come 
very  near  to  but  may  not  enter  into  the  Earth's  Shadow.  This  will  depend 
upon  the  refraction  of  the  earth's  atmosphere. 

I.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  June  17,  invisible  in  North  America. 

II.  A  slight  Partial  •  Eclipse  of  the  Moon  November  26th.  Invisible  east  of 
Dakota. 

III.  A  central  eclipse  of  the  Sun  December  12th,  invisible  in  the  United 
States. 

TIDES. 

The  time  of  tide  can  readily  be  found  for  the  following  places  by  adding  the 
hours  and  minutes  opposite  the  names  to  the  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  on 
the  day  to  which  the  tide  is  sought.  The  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  is  given 
in  the  calendar  for  every  day.  The  next  tide  can  be  found  very  nearly  by 
adding  12  hours  and  29  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  one  previous. 

The  tides  are  given  in  local  time — add  12  minutes  for  Eastern  Standard.

HERSCHEL'S  WEATHER  PROGNOSTICATOR. 

For  Foretelling  the  Weather  through  all  the  Lunations  of  the  Year. 

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years'  actual 
observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration  of  the  attrac- 
tions of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the  Earth,  and, 
by  simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of  weather  will  most 
probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so 
near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail:

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during  the 
next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ioat  night  until  2  next  morn- 
ing. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in 
the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  4  to  10,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather, 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet,  in  the  main,  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

8.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  car- 
dinal points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

ASPECTS  OF  PLANETS,  AND

Farm  and  Garden  Work  for  January. — Plant  peas,  beans,  beets,  onions. 
Irish  potatoes,  horse  radish;  sow  turnips,  spinach,  lettuce,  radish,  parsley, 
carrots,  salsify.  Plant  early  peas;  artichokes  must  now  be  dressed,  also  aspara- 
gus beds;  this  is  the  proper  time  to  sow  early  spring  tomatoes,  &c. 

Prepare  land  for  the  next  crop,  if  not  done.  In  the  low  country,  if  mud 
marsh  or  rushes  are  used,  this  is  a  good  time  to  haul  out  and  spread  in  the 
alleys,  and  throw  upon  it  a  slight  listing.  Repair  fences,  plough,  ditch,  drain 
and  manure.

HEALTH  HINTS. 


Never  let  the  feet  become  cold  and  damp,  or  sit  with  the  back  toward  the 
window,  as  these  things  tend  to  aggravate  any  existing  hardness  of  hearing. 

For  a  cough,  boil  one  ounce  of  flax-seed  in  a  pint  of  water,  strain  and  add  a 
little  honey,  one  ounce  of  rock  candy,  and  the  juice  of  three  lemons  ;  mix  and 
boil  well.     Drink  as  hot  as  possible. 

If  your  child  has  the  earache,  turn  a  drop  of  water  as  hot  as  it  can  be  borne 
into  the  ear  and  cover  it  quickly  with  a  bit  of  cotton  batting.  This  simple 
remedy  has  relieved  many  obstinate  cases  of  earache. 

A  standing  antidote  for  poison  by  poison  oak,  ivy,  etc.,  is  to  take  a  handful 
of  quick-lime,  dissolve  in  water,  let  it  stand  half  an  hour,  then  paint  the  pois- 
oned parts  with  it.  Three  or  four  applications,  it  is  said,  will  cure  the  most 
aggravated  cases. 

For  a  sprain  keep  the  injured  limb  perfectly  quiet  and  raised.  Let  the 
patient  lie  down  rather  than  stand  or  sit.  The  cold  water  treatment  is  excel- 
lent to  keep  down  inflammation.  Afterwards  use  tincture  of  arnica,  or  a 
poultice  of  arnica  flowers. 

Cold  drinks,  as  a  rule,  increase  the  feverish  condition  of  the  mouth  and 
stomach,  and  so  create  thirst.  Experience  shows  it  to  be  a  fact  that  hot  drinks 
relieve  thirst  and  "  cool  off  "  the  body  when  it  is  in  an  abnormally  heated  con- 
dition better  than  ice-cold  drinks. 

A  lotion  made  of  alum  and  sulphate  of  zinc  is  excellent  for  chilblains.  If 
the  chilblains  break  the  ulcers  are  often  difficult  to  heal.  Subdue  the  inflam- 
mation by  milk  and  water  poultices,  applied  cold.  Follow  with  cooling  oint- 
ments, as  cereate  of  acetate  of  lead,  spermacetti  ointment,  or  canon  oil. —

CHICKEN  FRIED  WITH  HOMINY. 


This  is  a  favorite  dish  at  the  South,  and  one  of  the  nicest  ways  in  which  to 
cook  a  young  chicken.  Cut  in  joints  as  for  fricassee,  and  in  a  large  frying-pan 
heat  enough  dripping  to  cover  the  bottom  to  the  depth  of  an  inch.  Dip  the 
pieces  of  chicken,  one  at  a  time,  in  cold  water,  roll  in  flour,  season  with  salt  and 
pepper,  and  when  the  fat  is  smoking  hot  lay  them  in.  As  the  pieces  brown,  crowd 
them  together  more  closely  to  make  room  for  others.  When  all  are  done,  place 
on  a  dish  and  fry,  in  the  same  fat,  little  cakes  or  squares  of  cold  boiled  hominy. 
When  these  are  brown,  lay  them  on  the  same  dish  with  the  chicken.  Into  the 
fat  remaining  in  the  pah,  stir  a  tablespoonful  of  flour  wet  with  cold  milk  and 
a  cupful  of  hot  milk  or  cream.  If  you  use  milk,  add  to  it  the  beaten  yelk  of 
an  egg.  Remove  at  once  from  the  fire,  or  the  egg  may  curdle,  and  serve  in 
a  boat. — American  Agriculturist.

Plant  rice  about  the  20th  of  the 
month.

PRESERVATION  OF  MEAT. 


The  Journal  of  Agriculture  states  that  it  is  customary  in  Upper  Saone 
(France),  both  on  farms  and  in  villages,  to  preserve  meat  in  summer  by  placing 
it  in  large  earthen  pans  or  pots  filled  with  curdled  milk,  or  even  with  skimmed 
milk,  which  soon  curdles,  and  storing  the  vessels  in  the  cellar.  In  order  to 
keep  the  meat  beneath  the  surface  of  the  milk,  it  is  loaded  with  clean  stones. 
Meat  is  preserved  in  this  way  for  over  a  week,  without  the  least  change  in  its 
flavor.  When  it  is  needed  for  use,  it  is  simply  washed  and  dried.  The  milk 
is  fed  to  swine.

HOW  POSTAGE  STAMPS  ARE  MADE. 


The  design  of  the  stamp  is  engraved  on  steel,  and  in  the  printing,  plates  are 
used  on  which  two  hundred  stamps  have  been  engraved.  Two  men  are  kept 
busy  at  work  covering  these  with  colored  inks  and  passing  them  to  a  man  and 
a  girl  who  are  equally  busy  printing  them  with  large  rolling  and  hand  presses. 
Three  of  these  little  squads  are  employed  all  the  time.  After  the  small  sheets 
of  paper  containing  two  hundred  printed  stamps  have  dried  enough,  they  are 
sent  into  another  room  and  gummed.  The  gum  used  for  this  purpose  is  a  pecu- 
liar composition,  made  of  the  powder  of  dried  potatoes  and  other  vegetables, 
mixed  with  water  After  having  been  again  dried,  this  time  on  little  racks 
fanned  by  steam  power  for  about  an  hour,  they  are  put  between  sheets  of  paste- 
board, and  pressed  in  hydraulic  presses  capable  of  applying  a  weight  of  two 
thousand  tons.  The  next  thing  is  to  cut  the  sheets  in  two,  each  sheet,  of 
course,  when  cut,  containing  one  hundred  stamps.  This  is  done  by  a  girl, 
with  a  large  pair  of  shears,  cutting  by  hand  being  preferred  to  that  by  machinery, 
which  would  destroy  too  many  stamps.  They  are  then  passed  to  another 
squad  of  workers,  who  perforate  the  paper  between  the  stamps.  Next,  they 
are  pressed  once  more,  and  then  packed  and  labeled  and  stowed  away  to  be 
sent  out  to  the  various  offices  when  ordered.  If  a  single  stamp  is  torn  or  in 
any  way  mutilated,  the  whole  sheet  of  one  hundred  stamps  is  burned.  Not  less 
than  five  hundred  thousand  are  said  to  be  burned  every  week  from  this  cause. 
The  greatest  care  is  taken  in  counting  the  sheets  of  stamps  to  guard  against 
pilfering  by  the  employees  ;  and  it  is  said  that  during  the  past  twenty  years 
not  a  single  sheet  has  been  lost  in  this  way.  During  the  process  of  manufac- 
turing the  sheets  are  counted  eleven  times. — Selected.

Farm  and  Garden  Work  for  June. — Sow  full  crops  of  cabbages  for  fall 
and  winter  use.  Cauliflower  and  brocoli  may  yet  be  sown,  also  a  few  carrots. 
Continue  to  sow  tomatoes,  okra,  radishes,  snap  beans.  Transplant  leeks;  pull 
and  dry  onions,  garlic  and  eschalots.  A  few  cucumbers  and  melons  plant  for 
a  late  crop,  and  a  few  ruta  baga  turnips. 

Keep  constantly  at  the  plow  and  hoe  ;  this  is  the  most  important  grass  month  I

Wrap  silver  in  tissue  paper  and  put  it  away  in  Canton  flannel  bags. 

Free  the  sink  spout  and  drain  from  grease  with  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid. 

The  best  thing  for  polishing  glassware  is  tissue  or  printing  paper. 

A  rubbing  with  camphor  will  remove  white  spots  from  varnished  furniture. 

Save  the  old,  soft  felt  hats;    they  make  good  insoles  for  shoes. 

Sprinkle  sassafras  bark  among  dried  fruit  to  keep  out  worms. 

Ants  may  be  destroyed  by  using  tartar-emetic.  Put  in  a  dish  with  a  little 
water  and  sugar.     Set  where  the  ants  are. 

The  cellar  should  be  as  light  as  you  can  make  it.  Dark  cellars  get  damp 
and  dirty.      Light  ones  are  apt  to  be  clean,  dry  and  sweet. 

A  kitchen  store-room  where  the  women  folks  could  keep  many  of  their  sup- 
plies, and  save  themselves  the  time  ana  trouble  of  going  down  cellar  or  up  attic, 
would  be  a  daily  blessing  in  most  families.

RECIPES. 


Cranberry  Jelly. — Wash  and  pick  over  cranberries;  cover/with  water  and 
boil  thoroughly;  press  through  a  strainer  and  add  sugar  enough  to  jelly;  boil 
six  minutes  and  turn  into  mould. 

Potatoes. — Wash  and  pare  four  large  potatoes;  boil  in  salted  water,  and 
when  just  done  (not  a  moment  over)  drain  and  mash  thoroughly;  season  with  a 
little  milk,  butter  and  salt;  make  into  a  pyramid  and  serve  at  once. 

White  Onions. — Cover  the  onions  with  boiling  water  a  few  moments,  as 
the  skin  removes  more  easily  and  the  odor  does  not  affect  the  eyes;  boil  one 
hour  in  a  saucepan  kept  full  of  water;  drain  and  season  with  salt,  white  pepper, 
one-half  cup  of  milk  and  a  little  butter;  simmer  slowly  ten  minutes  and  serve 
hot  in  a  covered  dish. 

Peas. — Be  particular  and  get  early  June  peas,  any  good  packing;  throw  them 
from  the  can  into  a  colander;  dash  cold  water  over  them  quickly;  put  in  a  stew- 
pan,  adding  sufficient  water  to  cook  them,  lump  of  butter,  salt  to  taste;  boil 
hard  a  very  few  minutes;  treated  in  this  manner  they  will  be  found  superior  to 
the  French  peas,  and  cost  but  fifteen  cents.  Serve  the  potato  on  plates  with 
the  chops;  the  peas  on  separate  sauce  dishes. 

Chicken  Soup. — Take  the  bones,  remnants  and  gravy  of  a  fricasseed  chicken 
left  from  a  previous  day's  dinner.  Put  them  in  a  saucepan  with  three  pints  of 
cold  water.  Boil  slowly  two  hours  or  more.  Strain  through  a  colander  and 
return  to  the  saucepan,  adding  one-half  cup  pearl  barley,  one  onion  and  a  few 
of  the  outer  stalks  of  celery  chopped  together,  a  little  parsley,  and  season  with 
salt,  pepper  and  a  dash  of  cayenne.  Boil  an  hour  longer,  filling  up  to  three 
pints  if  it  boils  away.     Curry  powder  may  be  used  or  omitted.

The  farmer  boy's  horse  should  be  an  intelligent, 
wide-awnke  animal — one  he  can  ride,  drive  or  walk  with  pleasure — in  fact,  a 
business  horse,  for  few  fanne:s  feci  that  they  can  keep  a  horse  simply  to  ride  or 
drive.  It  is  surprising  how  much  drudgery  a  boy  will  go  through  cheerfully 
with  a  team  that  he  can  feel  justly  proud  of  Fathers  arc  apt  to  give  the  boys 
the  poorest  team  and  the  poorest  tool>  on  the  place  to  work  with,  but  it  is  bad 
policy  if  the  boys  are  to  be  encouraged  to  become  good  farmers.  If  once  they 
become  disgusted  with  farm  work,  the  chances  are  that  the  dislike  will  always 
stick  to  them.

The  daughter 
was  ashamed  to  confess  it  was  her  mother. 

As  the  young  woman  was  unwilling  to 
say,  "  This  is  my  mother,"  so  they  are  unwilling  to  say  of  Him  who  died  for 
them,  and  whose  visage  was  more  marred  than  any  man's  :  "  This  is  my 
Redeemer  and  my  King,  and  I  will  serve  Him  and  love  Him  forever."

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  1 2  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  Sun  ;  if  set  with  the  Sun  on  the  2d  of  January, 
the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3d  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  apparent  time,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  columns  marked  "  Sun  slow  "  or  "  Sun  fast ;"  add  them  when  fast,  sub- 
tract them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
but  the  times,  phases,  &c,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia  or  Tennessee. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the 
year  the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination,  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here 
given  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and  are 
true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

Moon  enters  shadow  16th, 
at  ioh.  58m.  p.  m.,  leaves  shadow  at  2I1.  im.  a.  m.  the  17th.  Nearly  three- 
fourths  of  the  diameter  will  be  dark.     Visible  all  over  North  Carolina. 

.III.  An  Annular  eclipse  of  the  Sun  July  28th,  invisible  in  North  America. 

IV.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon  July  12,  invisible  in  North  America. 

V.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun  Dec.  22,  invisible  in  North  America. 

TIDES. 

The  time  of  tide  can  readily  be  found  for  the  following  places  by  adding  the 
hours  and  minutes  opposite  the  names  to  the  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  on 
the  day  to  which  the  tide  is  sought.  The  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  is  given 
in  the  calendar  for  every  day,*  The  next  tide  can  be  found  very  nearly  by 
adding  12  hours  and  29  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  one  previous. 

The  tides  are  given  in  local  time — add  12  minutes  for  Eastern  Standard.

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during  the 
next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  at  night  until  2  next  morning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happen,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in 
the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  Happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  4  to  10,  maybe  followed  by  fair  weather, 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet,  in  the  main,  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

8.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  car- 
dinal points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

INJURIES  TO  TREES.  -g 

Injuries  to  trees  should  be  repaired  as  soon  as  discovered.  Limbs  broken  by  jg 
snow  and  ice  must  be  sawed  off  to  make  a  smooth  wound,  and  this  covered  with  jg 
paint,  varnish  or  wax.  Barking  by  mice  or  rabbits  often  looks  more  serious  <^ 
than  it  really  is.  The  majority  of  cases  will  recover  if  the  wound  is  protected  -£ 
by  a  thick  poultice  of  cow-dung  and  clayey  loam,  bound  on  with  a  piece  of  ~ 
coarse  material.  In  very  severe  cases  the  tree  may  be  saved  by  connecting  the  a> 
bark  above  and  below  the  wound,  by  means  of  twigs  of  the  same  tree;  the  ends  ^3 
are  chamfered,  and  inserted  under  the  bark  above  and  below,  to  bridge  over  & 
the  wound,  covering  the  exposed  parts  with  grafting  wax.  >— 1

Farm  and  Garden  Work  for  June.— Sow  full  crops  of  cabbage  for  fall 
and  winter  use.  Cauliflower  and  brocoli  may  yet  be  sown,  also  a  few  carrots. 
Continue  to  sow  tomatoes,  okra,  radishes,  snap  beans.  Transplant  leeks  ;  pull 
and  dry  onions,  garlic  and  eschalots.  A  few  cucumbers  and  melons  plant  for  a 
late  crop,  and  a  few  ruta  baga  turnips. 

Keep  constantly  at  the  plow  and  hoe  ;  this  is  the  most  important  grass  month. 
If  the  vines  from  your  sweet  potato  sprout-bed  are  fit  you  can  draw  and  plant 
out  first  good  rain.  Sow  cow-peas  between  your  corn  hills  and  rows.  The  end 
of  this  month  is  a  good  time  to  put  in  the  first  crop  of  standing  field  peas.

MANURE  FOR  FRUIT  TREES. 


It  is  best  to  abstain  from  the  use  of  stimulating  animal  manures,  unless  decom- 
posed, and  previously  composted  with  mellow  soil.  Nothing  is  better  thin 
wood  ashes  to  induce  a  sound,  healthy  growth  and  good  yield.  The  scrapings 
of  the  wood-pile  mixed  with  ashes,  decayed  leaves,  and  road  washings,  are  all 
of  value  as  manures.  Salt  sprinkled  around  the  trees,  or  applied  in  the  form 
of  brine,  is  frequently  beneficial,  especially  where  the  fruit  falls  before  ripening. 

Carbolic  acid  is  a  substance  extracted  from  coal  tar.  It  is  lone  of  the  best 
disinfectants,  and  being  very  volatile,  if  readily  diffused  through  the  air  neu- 
tralizes any  excretions  of  gases  that  may  be  present. 

It  is  said  that  a  small  bag  of  sulphur  kept  in  a  drawer  or  closet  that  is  infested 
with  red  ants  will  quickly  disperse  them.     This  is  easily  tested

REMOVING  STAINS  OF  VARIOUS  KINDS. 


To  remove  fresh  fruit  stains  from  table  linen,  cover  quickly  with\powdered 
starch,  or  pour  boiling  water  from  the  tea-kettle  upon  them. 

Finely-sifted  wood  ashes  will  remove  medicine  stains  from  silver  spoons. 
Egg  stains  on  silver  can  be  taken  off  with  fine  salt  and  damp  cloth. 

On  fabrics  that  will  not  be  injured  by  it,  soft  soap  will  take  out  paint  stains 
much  better  than  benzine,  chloroform  and  similar  cleaners. 

.  Wheel  grease  on  wash  dresses  can  be  removed  with  soft  soap  and  water.     If 
ihe  spot  is  pretty  old  wet  it  first  with  kerosene  oil. 

Grass  stains  are  obstinate,  but  soft  soap  and  baking  soda  will  generally  over- 
come them.  Wet  the  stain,  rub  it  freely  with  the  soap  and  soda  and  let  it  lie  a 
short  time  before  washing. 

■  A  weak  solution  of  oxalic  acid  will  remove  bad  mildew  stains  and  iron  rust 
from  white  goods;  ordinarily,  mildew  will  come  out  if  wet  with  sour  milk  and 
laid  in  the  sun.  Use  oxalic  acid  with  care,  as  it  is  poisonous.  Diluted  harts- 
horn takes  mildew  from  woolen  goods.

HINTS  TO  HOUSEKEEPERS.  \ 


Kitchen  floors  painted  with  boiled  linseed  oil  are  easily  cleansed. 

When  broiling  steak,  throw  a  little  salt  on  the  coals,  and  the  blaze  from  drip- 
ping fat  will  not  annoy. 

Carbolic  acid  may  be  used  with  satisfactory  results  during' summer  months  to 
destroy  ants,  and  as  a  disinfectant. 

A  cloth  saturated  in  kerosene  and  dipped  into  whiting,  for  cleaning  tinware, 
is  much  better  than  anything  else  used. 

If  new  calicos  are  allowed  to  lie  in  strong  salt  water  an  hour  before  the  first 
washing,  the  colors  are  less  likely  to  fade. 

Old  boot  tops  cut  into  pieces  the  right  size,  and  lined,  make  good  iron-holders. 
The  leather  keeps  all  heat  away  from  the  hand. 

No  kitchen  should  be  without  scales  to  test  the  integrity  of  things  purchased 
by  weight,  and  to  measure  the  quantities  of  various  receipts, 

Keep  large  squares  of  thick  pasteboard  hung  conveniently  to  slip  under  pots, 
kettles,  stew  dishes  and  spiders,  whenever  you  set  them  down. 

A  sure  and  safe  way  to  remove  grease  spots  from  silk  is  to  rub  the  spot 
quickly  with  brown  paper.     The  friction  will  draw  out  the  grease. 

Oilcloths  can  be  kept  like  new  if  washed  once  a  month  in  skim-milk  and 
water,  equal  quantities  of  each;  rub  them  once  in  three  months  with  linseed 
oil;  put  on  very  little,  rub  it  in  well,  polish  with  an  old  silk  cloth,  and  they  will 
keep  for  years. 

Earache  in  any  form  is  said  to  be  quickly  relieved  by  filling  the  ear  with 
chloroform  vapor  from  an  uncorked  bottle;  vapor  only,  not  liquid.  Ten  drops 
upon  a  lump  of  sugar  is  also  considered  an  excellent  remedy  for  hiccough  and 
ordinaiy  nausea. 

For  a  cold  on  the  chest  there  is  no  better  specific  for  most  persons  than  well 
boiled  or  roasted  onions.  They  may  not  agree  with  every  one,  but  to  persons 
with  good  digestion  they  will  not  only  be  found  to  be  a  most  excellent  remedy 
for  a  cough,  and  the  clogging  of  the  bronchial  tubes,  which  is  usually  the  cause 
of  the  cough,  but  if  eateji  freely  at  the  outset  of  a  cold,  they  will  break  up  what 
promised,  from  the  very  severity  of  the  attack,  to  have  been  a  serious  one. 


PICKLES. 


A  lump  of  alum  added  to  the  vinegar  in  which  pickles  are  scalded,  renders 
them  crisp  and  tender,  and  if  covered  with  cabbage  or  grape  leaves,  a  fresh, 
green  color  will  be  imparted.  Pickles  will  keep  best  by  being  bottled,  sealed 
while  hot,  and  set  in  a  cool  place.  Bits  of  horseradish  and  a  few  cloves,  with 
a  handful  of  sugar  to  each  gallon  of  vinegar,  assist  in  preserving  its  strength. 
Ginger  is  a  wholesome  spice  for  pickles;  cloves  are  the  strongest,  then  allspice, 
cinnamon  and  mace.  Mustard  seed  is  considered  by  many  cooks  an  improve- 
ment.

SETTING  A  STRAWBERRY  BED. 


The  old  plan  of  spading  under  a  portion  of  the  old  strawberry  bed,  so  as  to 
leave  the  plants  in  rows,  will  not  pay.  Better  reset  clean  land  with  vigorous 
plants,  arranging  to  grow  a  crop  of  potatoes  every  third  year  to  clean  the  land 
and  mellow  it.  The  picking  of  berries  on  heavy  clay  land  causes  it  to  become 
so  packed  as  to  require  cultivating  at  least  one  season  in  every  four  with  some 
hoed  crop.  Strawberry  plants  may  be  set  out  in  May  or  in  August;  in  fact,  at 
almost  any  time  during  the  spring,  summer  or  fall  season. 

AN  EASY  METHOD  OF  IRRIGATION. 


An  old  fruit-can  may  be  pierced  with  one  or  more  pin-holes,  and  then  sunk 
in  the  earth  near  the  roots  of  the  strawberry  or  tomato,  or  other  plants,  the 
pin-holes  to  be  made  of  such  size  that  when  the  can  is  filled  with  water  the 
fluid  can  only  escape  into  the  ground  very  slowly.  Practical  trials  of  this 
method  of  irrigation  leave  no  doubt  of  its  success.  Plants  thus  watered  yield 
bounteous  returns  throughout  the  longest  droughts.

And  what  the  boy  learns  to  love,  the  man  will  turn  to  deeper  accouni ,  and, 
while  his  hay  will  be  better  and  more  abundant  than  an  idle  man's,  his  corn, 
his  cotton,  his  potatoes,  his  tobacco,  and  his  vegetables  will  be  finer,  better  and 
more  abundant  too. 


USEFUL  RECEIPTS. 


Tongue  Toast — Take  a  cold,  smoked  tongue  that  has  been  well  boiled,  mince 
it  fine,  mix  it  with  cream  and  beaten  yolk  of  egg,  and  give  it  a  simmer  over  the 
fire.  Having  first  cut  off  all  the  crust,  toast  very  nicely  some  slices  of  bread 
and  then  butter  them  very  slightly.  Lay  them'  in  a  flat  dish  that  has  been  heated 
before  the  fire,  and  cover  each  slice  of  toast  thickly  with  the  tongue  mixture, 
spread  on  hot.     This  is  a  nice  breakfast  or  supper  dish. 

Ginger  Crisp. —Two  cups  of  molasses,  "one  cup  of  sugar,  one  cup  of  butter, 
one  egg,  two  tablespoonsfuls  of  ginger,  one  tablespoonful  of  soda,  and  use  just 
as  little  water — boiling — as  will  dissolve  the  soda.  Do  not  mix  hard.  Roll 
thin  and  bake  in  quick  oven, 

Cream  Cake. — Take  an  egg,  beat  it  in  a  teacup;  after  beating  it,  fill  the 
cup  with  sweet  cream  or  milk,  one  cup  of  sugar,  two  cups  of  flour,  one  teaspoon- 
ful  cream  of  tartar,  one-half  teaspoonful  of  soda.

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TIME. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  Sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  Sun;  if  set  with  the  Sun  on  the  2d  of  January, 
the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3d  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  apparent  time,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  columns  marked  "Sun'  slow  "  or  "  Sun  fast;"  add  them  when  fast,  sub- 
tract them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
but  the  times,  phases,  &c  ,  will  v*ry  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia  or  Tennessee. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the 
year  the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here 
given  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and  are 
true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

ECLIPSES. 

In  the  year  1890  there  will  be  three  eclipses,  two  of  the  Sun  and  one  of  the 
Moon,  and  a  Lunar  Appulse. 

A  Lunar  Appulse  June  3d,  1  hour  45  minutes  A.  M.  The  Moon  will  come 
very  near  to  but  may  not  enter  into  the  Earth's  Shadow.  This  will  depend 
upon  the  refraction  of  the  earth's  atmosphere. 

I.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  June  17,  invisible  in  North  America. 

II.  A  slight  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon  November  26th.  Invisible  east  of 
Dakota. 

III.  A  central  eclipse  of  the  Sun  December  I2th,  invisible  in  the  United 
States. 

TIDES, 

The  time  of  tide  can  readily  be  found  for  the  following  places  by  adding  the 
hours  and  minutes  opposite  the  names  to  the  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  on 
the  day  to  which  the  tide  is  sought.  The  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  is  given 
in  the  calendar  for  every  day.  The  next  tide  can  be  found  very  nearly  by 
adding  12  hours  and  29  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  one  previous.

For  Foretelling  the  Weather  through  all  the  Lunations  ot  the  Year, 

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years'  actual 
observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a-  due  consideration  of  the  attrac- 
tions of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the  Earth,  and, 
by  simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of  weather  will  most 
probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  s» 
near  the  tiuth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail:

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during  the 
next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  at  night  until  2  next  morn- 
ing. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  nocn  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in 
the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e. ,  from  4  to  10,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather, 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  arid  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet,  in  the  main,  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

8.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  thobe  cases  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  yane,  where  the  four  car- 
dinal points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

HEALTH  HOTS. 


Never  let  the  feet  become  cold  and  damp,  or  sit  with  the  back  toward  the 
window,  as  these  things  tend  to  aggravate  any  existing  hardness  of  hearing. 

For  a  cough,  boil  one  ounce  of  flax- seed  in  a  pint  of  water,  strain  and  add  a 
little  honey,  one  ounce  of  rock  candy,  and  the  juice  of  three  lemons  ;  mix  and 
boil  well.     Drink  as  hot  as  possible. 

If  your  child  has  the  earache,  turn  a  drop  of  water  as  hot  as  it  can  be  borne 
into  the  ear  and  cover  it  quickly  with  a  bit  of  cotton  batting.  This  simple 
remedy  has  relieved  many  obstinate  cases  of  earache. 

A  standing  antidote  for  poison  by  poison  oak,  ivy,  etc.,  is  to  take  a  handful 
of  quick-lime,  dissolve  in  water,  let  it  stand  half  an  hour,  then  paint  the  pois- 
oned parts  with  it.  Three  or  four  applications,  it  is  said,  will  cure  the  most 
aggravated  cases. 

For  a  sprain  keep  the  injured  limb  perftctly  quiet  and  raised.  Let  the 
patient  lie  down  rather  than  stand  or  sit.  The  cold  water  treatment  is  excel- 
lent to  keep  down  inflammation.  Afterwards  use  tincture  of  arnica,  or  a 
poultice  of  arnica  flowers. 

Cold  drinks,  as  a  rule,  increase  the  feverish  condition  of  the  mouth  and 
stomach,  and  so  create  thirst.  Experience  shows  it  to  be  a  fact  that  hot  drinks 
relieve  thirst  and  "  cool  off  "  the  body  when  it  is  in  an  abnormally  heated  con- 
dition better  than  ice-cold  drinks. 

A  lotion  made  of  alum  and  sulphate  of  zinc  is  excellent  for  chilblains.  If 
the  chilblains  break  the  ulcers  are  often  difficult  to  heal.  Subdue  the  inflam- 
mation by  milk  and  water  poultices,  applied  cold.  Follow  with  cooling  oint- 
ments, as  cereate  of  acetate  of  lead,  spermacetti  ointment,  or  carron  oil. — 
Housewife.

CHICKEN  FRIED  WITH  HOMINY. 


This  is  a  favorite  dish  at  the  South,  and  one  of  the  nicest  ways  in  which  to 
cook  a  young  chicken.  Cut  in  joints  as  for  fricassee,  and  in  a  large  frying-pan 
heat  enough  dripping  to  cover  the  bottom  to  the  depth  of  an  inch.  Dip  the 
pieces  of  chicken,  one  at  a  time,  in  cold  water,  roll  in  flour,  season  with  salt  and 
pepper,  and  when  the  fat  is  smoking  hot  lay  them  in.  As  the  pieces  brown,  crowd 
them  together  more  closely  to  make  room  for  others.  When  all  are  done,  place 
on  a  dish  and  fry,  in  the  same  fat,  little  cakes  or  squares  of  cold  boiled  hominy. 
When  these  are  brown,  lay  them  on  the  same  dish  with  the  chicken.  Into  the 
fat  remaining  in  the  pan.  stir  a  tablespoonful  of  flour  wet  with  cold  milk  and 
a  cupful  of  hot  milk  or  cream.  If  you  use  milk,  add  to  it  the  beaten  yelk  of 
an  egg.  Remove  at  once  from  the  fire,  or  the  egg  may  curdle,  and  serve  in 
a  boat. — American  Agriculturist.

PRESERVATION  OF  MEAT. 


The  Journal  of  Agriculture  states  that  it  is  customary  in  Upper  Saone 
(France),  both  on  farms  and  in  villages,  to  preserve  meat  in  summer  by  placing 
it  in  large  earthen  pans  or  pots  filled  with  curdled  milk,  or  even  with  skimmed 
milk,  which  soon  curdles,  and  storing  the  vessels  in  the  cellar.  In  order  to 
keep  the  meat  beneath  the  surface  of  the  milk,  it.  is  loaded  with  clean  stones. 
Meat  is  preserved  in  this  way  for  over  a  week,  without  the  least  change  in  its 
flavor.  When  it  is  needed  for  use,  it  is  simply  washed  and  dried.  The  milk 
is  fed  to  swine.

HOW  POSTAGE  STAMPS  ARE  MADE. 


The  design  of  the  stamp  is  engraved  on  steel,  and  in  the  printing,  plates  are 
used  on  which  two  hundred  stamps  have  been  engraved.  Two  men  are  kept 
busy  at  work  covering  these  with  colored  inks  and  passing  them  to  a  man  and 
a  girl  who  are  equally  busy  printing  them  with  large  rolling  and  hand  presses. 
Three  of  these  little  squads  are  employed  all  the  time.  After  the  small  sheets 
of  paper  containing  two  hundred  printed  stamps  have  dried  enough,  they  are 
sent  into  another  room  and  gummed.  The  gum  used  for  this  purpose  is  a  pecu- 
liar composition,  made  of  the  powder  of  dried  potatoes  and  other  vegetables, 
mixed  with  water.  After  having  been  again  dried,  this  time  on  little  racks 
fanned  by  steam  power  for  about  an  hour,  they  are  put  between  sheets  of  paste- 
board, and  pressed  in  hydraulic  presses  capable  of  applying  a  weight  of  two 
thousand  tons.  The  next  thing  is  to  cut  the  sheets  in  two,  each  sheet,  of 
course,  when  cut,  containing  one  hundred  stamps.  This  is  done  by  a  girl, 
with  a  large  pair  of  shears,  cutting  by  hand  being  preferred  to  that  by  machinery, 
which  would  destroy  too  many  stamps.  They  are  then  passed  to  another 
squad  of  workers,  who  perforate  the  paper  between  the  stamps.  Next,  they 
are  pressed  once  more,  and  then  packed  and  labeled  and  stowed  away  to  be 
sent  out  to  the  various  offices  when  ordered.  If  a  single  stamp  is  torn  or  in 
any  way  mutilated,  the  whole  sheet  of  one  hundred  stamps  is  burned.  Not  less 
than  five  hundred  thousand  are  said  to  be  burned  every  week  from  this  cause. 
The  greatest  care  is  taken  in  counting  the  sheets  of  stamps  to  guard  against 
pilfering  by  the  employees  ;  and  it  is  said  that  during  the  past  twenty  years 
not  a  single  sheet  has  been  lost  in  this  way.  During  the  process  of  manufac- 
turing the  sheets  are  counted  eleven  times. — Selected.

Sow  cabbages  for  winter  use,  cauliflower,  brocoli,  celery,  beets,  carrots,  salsify.

From  middle   "  nippers  "  upper  jaw 
At  nine  the  black  spots  will  withdraw. 
The  second  pair  at  ten  are  white; 
Eleven  finds  the   "  corners  "  light.

RECIPES. 


Cranberry  Jelly. — Wash  and  pick  over  cranberries;  cover^with  water  and 
boil  thoroughly;  press  through  a  strainer  and  add  sugar  enough  to  jelly;  boil 
six  minutes  and  turn  into  mould. 

Potatoes. — Wash  and  pare  four  large  potatoes;  boil  in  salted  water,  and 
when  just  done  (not  a  moment  over)  drain  and  mash  thoroughly;  season  with  a 
little  milk,  butter  and  salt;  make  into  a  pyramid  and  serve  at  once. 

White  Onions. — Cover  the  onions  with  boiling  water  a  few  moments,  as 
the  skin  removes  more  easily  and  the  odor  does  not  affect  the  eyes;  boil  one 
hour  in  a  saucepan  kept  full  of  water;  drain  and  season  with  salt,  white  pepper, 
one-half  cup  of  milk  and  a  little  butter;  simmer  slowly  ten  minutes  and  serve 
hot  in  a  covered  dish. 

Peas — Be  particular  and  get  early  June  peas,  any  good  packing;  throw  them 
from  the  can  into  a  colander;  dash  cold  water  over  them  quickly;  put  in  a  stew- 
pan,  adding  sufficient  water  to  cook  them,  lump  of  butter,  salt  to  taste;  boil 
hard  a  very  few  minutes;  treated  in  this  manner  they  will  be  found  superior  to 
the  French  peas,  and  cost  but  fifteen  cents.  Serve  the  potato  on  plates  with 
the  chops;  the  peas  on  separate  sauce  dishes. 

Chicken  Soup. — Take  the  bones,  remnants  and  gravy  of  a  fricasseed  chicken 
left  from  a  previous  day's  dinner.  Put  them  in  a  saucepan  with  three  pints  of 
cold  water.  Boil  slowly  two  hours  or  more.  Strain  through  a  colander  and 
return  to  the  saucepan,  adding  one-half  cup  pearl  barley,  one  onion  and  a  few 
of  the  outer  stalks  of  celery  chopped  together,  a  little  parsley,  and  season  with 
salt,  pepper  and  a  dash  of  cayenne.  Boil  an  hour  longer,  filling  up  to  three 
pints  if  it  boils  away.     Curry  powder  may  be  used  or  omitted.

The  farmer  boy's  horse  should  be  an  intelligent, 
wide-awake  animal — one  he  can  ride,  drive  or  walk  with  pleasure — in  fact,  a 
business  horse,  for  few  fanners  feel  that  they  can  keep  a  horse  simply  to  ride  or 
drive.  It  is  surprising  how  much  drudgery  a  boy  will  go  through  cheerfully 
with  a  team  that  he  can  feel  justly  proud  of  Fathers  are  apt  to  give  the  boys 
the  poorest  team  and  the  poorest  tools  on  the  place  to  work  with,  but  it  is  bad 
policy  if  the  boys  are  to  be  encouraged  to  become  good  farmers.  If  once  they 
become  disgusted  with  farm  work,  the  chances  are  that  the  dislike  will  always 
stick  to  them  — National  Stockm.in  and  Farmer.

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TIME. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  Sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  Sun;  if  set  with  the  Sun  on  the  2d  of  January, 
the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3d  of  January. 

To  adapt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  apparent  time,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  column  marked  "  Sun  slow  "  or  "  Sun  fast;"  add  them  when  fast,  sub- 
tract them  when  slow. 

The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
but  the  times,  phases,  &c  ,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Tennessee  or  Virginia. 

RISING   AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the 
year  the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  T^he  times  here 
given  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and  are 
true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

TIDES 

The  time  of  tide  can  readily  be  found  for  the  following  places  by  adding  the 
hours  and  minutes  opposite  the  names  to  the  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  on 
the  day  to  which  the  tide  is  sought.  The  time  when v the  Moon  is  south  is  given 
in  the  calendar  for  every  day.  The  next  tide  can  be  found  very  nearly  by 
adding  12  hours  and  29  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  one  previous. 

The  tides  are  given  in  local  time — add  12  minutes  for  Eastern  Standard.

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HERSCHEL'S  WEATHER    PROGNOSTICATOR 

For  Foretelling  the  Weather  through  all  the  Lunations  of  the  Year. 

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years'  actual 
observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration  of  the  attrac- 
tions of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the  Earth, 
and,  by  simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of  weather  will  most 
probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so 
near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail:

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during  the 
next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  at  night  until  2  next  morn- 
ing. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in 
the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  4  to  10,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather, 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet,  in  the  main,  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

8.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cas'es  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  car- 
dinal points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

Farm  and  Garden  W7ork  for  January. — Plant  peas,  beans,  beets,  onions, 
Irish  potatoes,  horse  radish;  sow  turnips,  spinach,  lettuce,  radish,  parsley, 
carrots,  salsify.  Plant  early  peas;  artichokes  must  now  be  dressed,  also  aspara- 
gus beds;  this  is  the  proper  time  to  sow  early  spring  tomatoes,  &c. 

Prepare  land  for  the  next  crop,  if  not  done.  In  the  low  country,  if  mud 
marsh  or  rushes  are  used,  this  is  a  good  time  to  haul  out  and  spread  in  the 
alleys,  and  throw  upon  it  a  slight  listing.  Repair  fences,  plow,  ditch,  drain 
and  manure.     You  can  sow  oats  for  a  first  crop.

DIVISION  OF  TIME. 

Almanacs. — The  term  Almanac  is  derived  from  the  Arabic  language,  at 
manack,  signifying  to  count  or,  reckon.  The  Solar  Cycle  is  a  period  of  28  years; 
and  at  the  end  of  that  time  the  days 'of  the  week  will  fall  in  the  same  places 
again.  The  Lunar  Cycle  is  a  period  of  19  years,  after  which  time  the  days  on 
which  the  new  and  full  moon  happen  will  be  the  same.  Almanacs  are  registers 
of  time,  with  reference  to  its  various  divisions,  changes,  &c. ,  &c.  In  1582, 
Pope  Gregory  XIII.  ordered  that  after  the  4th  of  October  ten  days  should  be 
omitted,  so  that  the  5th  became  the  151b  day  of  the  month.  This  was  to  rectify 
a  former  error  in  the  calculation  of  time;  and  this  new  system  was  called  New 
Style.  This  New  Style  is  now  used  in  all  Christian  countries.  In  reading  old 
books  we  often  find  the  mention  of  dates  as  Old  Style  and  New  Style,  both 
being  given  :  this  explains  it. 

The  25th  day  of  December  is  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Christ;  and  it 
is  called  Christmas,  from  the  Latin  words,  Christi  missa,  or  mass  of  Christ, 
which  means  a  service  or  ceremony  in  remembrance  of  our  Lord.  From  the 
birth  of  Christ,  our  years  are  reckoned;  and  A.  D.  1891  means  Anno  Domini, 
that  is,  in  the  year  of  the  Lord  1891,  or  in  the  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-first  year  since  his  birth. 

Names  of  months  are  of  Roman  origin.  The  names  of  the  days  are  taken 
from  our  Saxon  forefathers.  Sunday  was  called  Sundaeg,  from  being  dedicated 
to  the  sun.  Monday,  Monan-daeg,  or  moon's  day,  and  dedicated  to  the  moon. 
Tuesday  was  Tuisdaeg;  named  in  honor  of  Tuisco,  said  to  have  been  the 
father  of  the  Germans,  from  whom  the  Saxons  sprang  Wednesday  was 
Woden's-daeg,  and  Woden  was  looked  on  as  the  father  of  their  false  deities 
and  the  god  of  war.  Thursday  was  Thor's-daeg,  the  day  of  Thor,  the  eldest 
son  of  Woden.  He  was  the  Saxon  god  of  the  air,  lightning,  and  thunder. 
Friday  was"  dedicated  to  Friga  or  Frea,  and  called  Friga's-daeg.  She  was  the 
wife  of  Woden,  and  mother  of  gods.  Saturday  was  the  day  of  Seator  or 
Sealor's-daeg.      He  was  also  a.  Saxon  deity. 

Beginning  of  the  Day. — The  ancient  Jews  and  Greeks  looked  on  sunset 
as  the  beginning  of  the  day  ;  the  Egyptian  day  began  at^noon,  and  ours  begins 
at  midnight.  Noon  is  that  precise  time  when  the  sun  attains  its  highest  point 
in  the  heavens,  and  shadows  begin  to  turn.  Meridian  is  a  word  of  Latin 
origin,  and  means  the  middle  of  the  day.  A.  M.  stands  for  ante  meridiem,  two 
Latin  words,  meaning  before  noon;  and  P.  M.  stands  for  post  meridiem,  two 
Latin  words,  meaning  after  noon.

Farm  and  Garden  Work  for  June.— Sow  full  crops  of  cabbages  for  fall 
and  winter,  use.  Cauliflower  and  brocoli  may  yet  be  sown,  also  a  few  carrots. 
Continue  to  sow  tomatoes,  okra,  radishes,  snap  beans.  Transplant  leeks;  pull 
and  dry  onions,  garlic  and  eschalots.  A  few  cucumbers  and  melons  plant  for 
a  late  crop,  and  a  few  ruta  baga  turnips. 

Keep  constantly  at  the  plow  and  hoe;  this  is  the  most  important  grass  month  !' 
If  the  vines  from  your  sweet  potatoe  sprout-bed  are  fit  you  can  draw  and  plant 
out  first  good  rain.  Sow  cow  peas  between  your  corn  hills  and  rows.  The  end 
of  this  month  is  a  good  time  to  put  in  the  first  crop  of  standing  field  peas.

Farm  and  Garden  Work  for  July. — Sow  cabbages,  but  protect  from  hot 

'O  sun  when  young.     Water  at  night.     Plant  snap  beans  and  a  few  Irish  potatoes. 

?5  Continue  to  sow  radishes,  lettuce,  endive,   cresses,  mustard  and  small  salading. 

The  early  Dutch  turnip   is  the  best   to  sow  for   the  first   crop;  follow  with  the 

yellow  Swedish  or  Ruta-baga. 

Now  do  not  omit  to  sow  full  crops  of  standing  cow  peas.  Sow  a  few  turnips, 
carrots  and  beets  as  field  crops,  though  the  hot  suns  are  apt  to  destroy  them; 
should  they  escape  they  will  be  fine;  the  next  month  is  the  best  for  these  crops.

SOME  COOLING  DESSERTS. 

Russian  Cream. — Dissolve  one  ounce  of  gelatine  in  three  pints  of  rich  milk, 
add  the  beaten  yolks  of  five  eggs  and  half  a  pound  of  sugar.  Mix  and  let 
cook.  Strain  and  set  on  ice.  When  it  begins  to  thicken,  beat  in  the  whites  of 
the  eggs.      Flavor  with  extract  of  orange. 

Banana  Cream. — Sweeten  and  whip  in  a  cream  churn  a  pint  of  cream  ;  dis- 
solve two  tablespoonfuls  of  gelatine  in  warm  water,  and  stir  in  the  cream.  Set 
in  a  cool  place  to  harden. 

Fruit  Blanc  Mange. — Stew  raspberries  or  blackberries,  strain  off  the  juice, 
sweeten,  put  in  a  kettle  and  set  over  the  fire;  when  it  boils,  stir  in  one  table- 
spoonful  of  moss  farene  to  every  pint  of  fruit  juice.  Let  boil,  and  pour  in  a 
pint  of  milk.  Set  on  ice  to  cool.  Serve  with  whipped  cream  and  powdered 
sugar. 

Orange  Float. — Take  one  quart  of  water,  the  juice  of  two  lemons  and  one 
cup  of  sugar;  put  in  a  saucepan  and  set  on  the  fire;  stir  in  four  tablespoonfuls 
of  corn  starch;  take  up  and  set  to  cool.  Peel  and  slice  five  large  oranges,  put 
in  a  glass  bowl,  and  pour  the  float  over.  Spread  the  top  with  meringue,  sweet- 
ened and  flavored. 

©Lemon  Sherbet. — Squeeze  the  juice  from  one  dozen  lemons,  then  slice 
them,  and  pour  over  a  gallon  of  boiling  water.  Mix  three  pounds  of  sugar  and 
ten  tablespoonfuls  of  corn  starch  with  the  lemon  juice.  Pour  in  a  freezer  and 
freeze;  when  half  frozen,  stir  in  the  whites  of  ten  eggs,  beaten  very  stiff. 

Raspberry  Water-Ice. — Take  three  quarts  of  berry  juice  and  one  quart  of 
water;  sweeten  and  freeze. 

Frozen  Bananas. — Peel  a  dozen  bananas,  cut  them  in  slices,  and  mash. 
Boil  a  pint  of  water  and  a  pound  of  sugar  together;  strain,  let  cool,  and  add 
the  juice  of  two  oranges  and  the  bananas.  Put  in  a  freezer,  and  turn  slowly 
until  frozen;  then  remove  the  dasher,  and  stir  carefully  in  a  pint  of  whipped 
cream. 

Frozen  Coffee. — Grind  four  tablespoonfuls  of  coffee  very  fine,  and  put  in 
a  boiler.  Add  a  quart  of  boiling  water,  and  steep  twenty  minutes,  'then  strain 
through  a  fine  sieve;  add  half  a  pound  of  sugar,  and  stir  until  dissolved.  Pour 
in  a  freezer,  add  the  stiffly-beaten  whites  of  two  eggs,  and  freeze.  Serve  in 
glasses. 

Tea  and  chocolate  may  be  frozen  in  the  same  way,  and  make  light,  accept- 
able summer  desserts.  .  I 

Pine  Apple  Trifle. — Soak  a  package  of  gelatine  in  a  cup  of  cold  water, 
put  it  into  a  bowl  with  two  cups  of  sugar,  one  peeled  and  chopped  pine  apple, 
a  grated  nutmeg,  and  the  juice  and  rind  of  one  lemon.  Mix  and  let  stand  an 
hour,  then  pour  on  three  cups  of  boiling  water;  strain  and  squeeze  hard.  Set 
on  ice  to  cool.  When  it  begins  to  thicken,  whip  the  whites  of  four  eggs,  and 
beat  in  a  spoonful  at  a  time.     Whip  all  together  well.

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TIME. 

*§£The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  Sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  Sun  ;  if  set  with  the  Sun  on  the  2d  of  January, 
the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3d  of  January. 

To  adopt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  apparent  time,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  column  marked  "  Sun  slow  "  or  "  Sun  fast;"  add  them  when  fast,  sub- 
tract them  when  slow. 

I  JThe  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
but  the  times,  phases,  &c,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Tennessee  or  Virginia. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the 
year  the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  The  times  here 
given  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and  are 
true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

In  the  year  1892  there  will  be  four  eclipses,  two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the 
Moon. 

I.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  April  26,  invisible  in  the  United  States. 

II.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon  May  nth,  partly  visible  in  Washington, 
the  Moon  rising  eclipsed. 

III.  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  October  20,  commences  4.5  p.  M.,  invisible 
in  North  Carolina,  except  in  the  extreme  north  and  western  parts  of  the  State. 

IV.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon  November  4th,  invisible  in  the  United 
States. 

TIDES. 

The  time  of  tide  can  readily  be  found  for  the  following  places  by  adding  the 
hours  and  minutes  opposite  the  names  to  the  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  on 
the  day  to  which  the  tide  is  sought.  The  time  when  the  Moon  is  south  is  given 
in  the  calendar  for  every  day.  The  next  tide  can  be  found  very  nearly  by 
adding  12  hours  and  29  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  one  previous. 

The  tides  are  given  in  local  time — add  12  minutes  for  Eastern  Standard.

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HERSCHEL'S  WEATHER   PROGNOSTICATOR 

For  Foretelling  the  Weather  through  all  the  Lunations  of  the  Year. 

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years'  actual 
observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration  of  the  attrac- 
tions of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the  Earth, 
and,  by  simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of  weather  will  most 
probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so 
near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail.

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during  the 
next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  at  night  until  2  next  morn- 
ing. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in 
the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter,  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e,,  from  4  to  10,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather, 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet,  in  the  main,  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  car- 
dinal points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

"  Wife,  does  your  husband  come  home  weary  and  burdened,  exhausted  and — 
no  not  cross,  but  undemonstrative  and  silent  ?  Go  up  to  him  with  a  sweet 
welcome.  Say  something  pretty  to  him.  Men  all  love  to  be  appreciated  and 
flattered.  Give  him  the  sugar  stick.  Tell  him  some  pretty  thing  somebody 
said  about  him.  Tell  him  how  much  you  admire  what  he  has  done  ;  and  when 
you  can  sit  down  alone  with  him,  take  his  hand  and  pet  him  and  tell  him  that 
you  love  him  more  than  tongue  can  tell.  Don't  be  afraid  of  overdoing  it  and 
using  comical  little  exaggerations.  He  may  know,  and  you  may  know  that 
there  is  taffy  in  it ;  but  it  is  very  nice  taffy,  We  all  like  it :  we  like  to  be  told 
we  are  loved,  and  the  saying  it  makes  it  all  the  truer.  It  is  a  great  deal  better 
to  cultivate  one's  love  with  warm  expressions  than  to  blithe  it  withfrost.  Pretty 
nothings?  Why,  they  are  big  realities,  the  stuff  happiness  feeds  on.  Give  us 
more  taffy."

I  improve  every  hour, 
because  I  love  this  world  as  my  fatherland.  My  work  is  only  a  beginning,  is 
hardly  above  its  foundation.  I  would  be  glad  to  see  it  mounting  and  mounting 
forever.

WHAT  O'CLOCK  IS  IT? 

How  lasting  and  important  are  many  of  the  impressions  of  childhood.  I 
well  recollect,  when  I  was  about  seven  years  of  age,  my  father  one  day  called 
me  to  him  that  he  might  teach  me  to  know  what  o'clock  it  was.

All  this  was  strange  to  me,  and  I  waited  impatiently  to  hear  how  my  father 
would  explain  it,  for  I  wanted  sadly  to  go  to  my  play. 

"  The  Bible,"  said  he,  "describes  the  years  of  man  to  be  threescore  years 
and  ten,  or  fourscore  years.

The  State  Legislature  of  Georgia  has  passed  the  following  bill.  The  Gov- 
ernor signed  it,  and  it  has  become  a  law  : 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  sell,  vend,  or  to  offer  to  sell  or  vend 
any  spirituous,  alcoholic  or  malt  liquor  in  any  quantities,  within  a  radius  of  any 
church,  private  or  public  school-house  in  the  State  of  Georgia  ;  provided,  that 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  church  or  school-house  situated 
within  any  incorporated  town  or  city  in  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  pun- 
ished as  prescribed  in  Section  4210  of  the  Code  of  Georgia  of  1882  :  provided, 
that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not*  apply  to  any  person  or  persons  now 
selling  liquors  under  a  license  until  such  license  shall  have  expired  :  provided 
further,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  do- 
mestic wines  :  provided  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prohibit  the 
regular  practicing  physicians  of  said  State  from  dispensing  alcoholic  stimulants 
for  medical  uses  in  their  practice.

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Farm  and  Garden  Work  for  June. — Sow  full  crops  of  cabbages  for  fall 
and  winter  use.  Cauliflower  and  brocoli  may  yet  be  sown,  also  a  few  carrots. 
Continue  to  sow  tomatoes,  okra,  radishes,  snap  beans.  Transplant  leeks;  pull 
and  dry  onions,  garlic  and  eschalots.  A  few  cucumbers  and  melons  plant  for 
a  late  crop,  and  a  few  ruta  baga  turnips. 

Keep  constantly  at  the  plow  and  hoe;  this  is  the  most  important  grass  month. 
If  the  vines  from  your  sweet  potato  sprout-bed  are  fit  you  can  draw  and  plant 
out  first  good  rain.  Sow  cow  peas  between  your  corn  hills  and  rows.  The  end 
of  this  month  is  a  good  time  to  put  in  the  first  crop  of  standing  field  peas.

Farm  and  Garden  Work  for  July. — Sow  cabbages,  but  protect  from  hot 
sun  when  young.  Water  at  night.  Plant  snap  beans  and  a  few  Irish  potatoes.

ENUMERATING  THE  STARS. 

The  total  number  of  stars  one  can  see  will  depend  very  largely  upon  the 
clearness  of  the  atmosphere  and  the  keenness  of  the  eye.  There  are  in  the 
whole  celestial  sphere  about  6,ooo  stars  visible  to  the  ordinary  good  eye.  Of 
these,  however,  we  can  never  see  more  than  a  fraction  at  any  one  time,  because 
a  half  of  the  sphere  is  always  below  the  horizon.  If  we  could  see  a  star  in 
the  horizon  as  easily  as  in  the  zenith,  a  half  of  the  whole  number,  or  3.000, 
would  be  visible  on  any  clear  night.  But  stars  near  the  horizon  are  seen  through 
so  great  a  thickness  of  atmosphere  as  greatly  to  obscure  their  light,  and  only 
the  brightest  ones  can  there  be  seen.  As  a  result  of  this  obscuration,  it  is  not 
likely  that  more  than  2,000  stars  can  ever  be  taken  in  at  a  single  view  by  an 
ordinary  eye.  About  2,000  other  stars  are  so  near  the  south  pole  that  they 
never  rise  in  our  latitudes.  Hence,  out  of  6,000  supposed  to  be  visible,  only 
4,000  ever  come  within  the  range  of  our  vision,  unless  we  make  a  journey 
toward  the  equator. 

As  telescopic  power  is  increased,  we  still  find  stars  of  fainter  and  fainter  light, 
In  the  whole  sky  an  eye  of  ordinary  power  will  see  about  6,000  stars,  as  I  have 
just  said.  With  a  telescope  this  number  is  greatly  increased,  and  the  most 
powerful  telescopes  of  modern  times  will  show  more  than  60,000,000  stars.  Of 
this  number  not  one  out  of  100  has  ever  been  catalogued  at  all.  In  all,  314,926 
stars,  from  the  first  to  the  nine  and  a  half  magnitudes,  are  contained  in  the 
northern  sky;  or  about  600,000  in  both  hemispheres.  All  of  these  can  be  seen 
with  a  three-inch  object  glass. — Century.

The  University  is  located  in  Chapel  Hill,  Orange  County,  twenty-eight  miles 
north-west  of  Raleigh.  It  was  chartered  in  17S9,  founded  in  1793,  opened 
for  instruction  in  1795.  It  offers  four  regular  courses  of  study,  with  wide  range 
of  elective  studies,  and  also  special  courses  in  law,  medicine  and  engineering. 
There  is  an  unlimited  number  of  optional  courses,  which  may  be  arranged  to 
suit  each  individual  case.  Tuition  $60  a  year.  Free  tuition  is  given  to  sons 
of  ministers  and  to  candidates  for  the  ministry.  Loans  and  scholarships  are 
given  to  needy  and  deserving  young  men.  The  University  is  non-political  and 
non-sectarian.  It  contains  ten  large  buildings  amply  provided  with  lecture 
rooms,  laboratories,  museums,  society  halls,  libraries  and  reading-rooms.  The 
Faculty  are  as  follows  :

Moss  is  one  of  the  best  materials  in  which  to  pack  garden  vegetables  for 
winter,  being  easy  to  handle  and  remove,  and  preserving  the  moisture  and 
freshness  of  the  roots,  and  preventing  wilting.  There  are  many  places  where 
it  may  be  easily  procured  from  damp  woods,  from  rotting  Jogs,  or  the  roots  of 
trees,  and  in  other  places  from  swamps.  If  in  large  flakes,  these  are  to  be  torn 
to  pieces,  so  as  to  make  fine  packing.  Placed  in  alternate  layers  with  such 
roots  as  beets,  parsnips,  turnips,  or  carrots,  it  preserves  their  freshness,  and  it 
may  be  used  for  packing  cabbage  heads  or  celery. 
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POETS:   ENGLISH  AND  AMERICAN. 

Though  Chaucer  is  still  read  by  linguists  and  students,  he  is  no  longer  a  living 
force  in  English  literature,  writes  S.  W.  Foss. 

Spenser  produced  one  long  poem  that  has  survived  in  literature.  We  doubt 
if  a  single  professor  of  literature  in  an  American  college  can  be  found  who  has 
read  "  The  Faery  Queen  "  hrough  without  skipping.  Spenser  is  much  more 
generally  eulogized  than  read. 

Shakspeare  is  pre-eminent  in  the  solitary  isolation  of  his  genius.  The  flower 
of  the  human  intellect  burst  into  fullest  bloom  in  the  brain  of  Wm.  Shakspeare. 

Milton  was  one  of  the  infmortals  ;  but  it  is  doubtful  if  he  has  said  more 
wnforgetable  things  than  Emerson. 

Dryden  is  not  a  gigantic  enough  figure  to  pedestal  in  a  world's  pantheon. 

Pope  was  an  elegant,  finished  artistic  writer,  a  master  of  a  mechanical  meter, 
a  prince  of  epigrammatists,  polished  and  cold  as  an  icicle.  But  it  is  a  matter 
of  dispute  among  the  critics  of  the  present  day  whether,  in  the  highest  sense  of 
the  term,  he  was  a  poet  at  all. 

Gray  was  an  industrious  writer,  but  cannot  be  ranked  among  the  great  spon- 
taneous, native,  original  geniuses  of  mankind. 

Burns  was  a  real  poet,  and  with  the  true  instinct  of  a  poet's  nature  appealed 
directly  to  the  hearts  of  men.  'His  words  were  understood  by  the  heart  before 
they  filtered  through  the  intellect,  and  hence  they  possess  an  immortal  signifi- 
cance. 

Wordsworth  produced  much  unwinnowed  wheat,  pretty  well  concealed  in 
chaff.  He  did  some  truly  great  work  ;  but  many  of  his  poems  are  still  read 
from  a  sense  of  literary  duty. 

Coleridge,  the  fragmentary,  lazy,  purposeless,  was  a  man  of  infinite  literary 
promise,  but  of  very  meager  and  unsatisfactory  accomplishment. 

Byron  is  no  longer  a  literary  force.  He  was  brilliant,  dazzling,  meteoric  ; 
but  the  world  no  longer  regards  him  as  a  great  poet. 

Shelley  was  a  great  poet  for  certain  kinds  of  imaginative  minds.  But  he  was 
far  from  universal  in  his  genius.  Emerson  did  not  permit  him  in  his  "Par- 
nassus." 

Keats  had  the  making  of  a  great  poet  in  him,  but  he  died  before  the  full 
maturity  of  his  powers. 

Such  are  the  flowers  of  English  poesy  that  have  bloomed  during  the  last  six 
hundred  years. 

Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  is  as  certainly  booked  for  immortality  as  any  of  these 
vaunted  thirteen,  except  Shakspeare.  He  will  surely  be  remembered  as  long 
as  Milton.  It  seems  almost  sacrilege  to  compare  him  with  such  corflparatively 
second-rate  men  as  Dryden  and  Pope.  How  substantial  seems  the  granite  of 
his  fame  beside  the  yeasty  froth  of  Byron. 

Poe  has  certainly  done  as  good  work  as  Coleridge,  and  both  worked  in  the 
same  vein. 

Longfellow  should  certainly  be  ranked  as  high  as  Gray,  and  it  would  seem 
that  the  cool  judgment  of  the  future  must  place  him  on  a  higher  pedestal  than 
Pope. 

Ill  our  one  hundred  years  of  existence  we  have  produced  poets  that  compare 
favorably  with  England's  six  hundred-year  crop,  with  the  single  exception  of 
Shakspeare.  And  the  American  Shakspeare  will  arrive  on  the  scene  in  the  full- 
ness of  time.

THE  EAR. 


The  ear  is  worth  studying  from  an  anatomical  point  of  view,  Beginning 
with  the  outer  fold  or  ridge,  called  the  helix,  which  forms  the  outline,  the  ear 
is  composed  of  thin  cartilage  and  integument.  The  next  prominent  ridge  is 
the  antihelix,  which  some  people  have  very  largely  developed,  but  in  a  weD 
formed  ear  projects  very  little  beyond  the  helix.  The  little  knob  that  projects 
from  the  foot  of  the  antihelix  is  called  the  antitragus,  and  the  corresponding 
knob  on  the  other  side  is  the  tragus.  The  deep  well  in  the  centre  of  the  ear, 
the  concha,  so  termed  from  its  shell-like  form,  plays  the  most  important  part  m 
reflecting  the  vibrations  into  the  inner  ear  ;  in  fact,  all  these  projections  and 
depressions  are  of  importance  to  our  hearing,  and  play  their  own  parts  in  con- 
veying the  undulations  of  sound  to  the  drum  of  the  ear. — Pall  Mall  Gazette.

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CRIMSON  CLOVER. 

Having  many  inquiries  as  to  this  new  forage  plant,  the  following  is  published 
ia  answer  to  all  inquiries  concerning  it : 

Crimson  clover — Trifolium  incarnatum — is  an  annual,  and  does  not  re-seed 
itself  with  us,  dying  entirely  out  when  the  hot  weather  sets  in.  It  will  do  well 
ia  this  section  on  lands  that  will  not  grow  the  red  clover.  Any  land  having  a 
good  subsoil,  in  fair  tilth,  will  produce  a  satisfactory  crop. 

With  me,  it  has  done  better  on  land  that  has  not  been  especially  prepared 
for  it,  than  when  it  has  been  prepared.  This  is  also  the  experience  of  the 
State  Experiment  Station,  It  is  largely  sown  on  lands  in  cotton,  during  the 
latter  part  of  August  and  the  first  half  of  September,  and  is  regarded  a  fine 
recuperator  of  the  soil.  I  regard  land  sown  in  peas  in  good  condition  for  a 
crop  of  crimson  clover,  if  the  growth  of  peas  are  not  very  heavy.  The  peas 
may  be  allowed  to  remain  and  decay  upon  the  land,  or  cut  off  after  the  clover 
has  taken  root. 

For  forage  just  the  crimson  clover  should  be  cut  when  in  full  bloom;  and  I 
regard  the  hay  equal  to  that  from  any  clover,  and  comes  several  weeks  earlier 
than  red  clover.  It  will  stand  an  unusual  amount  of  grazing  in  the  latter  part 
•f  the  winter  and  early  spring,  and  hence  would  be  fine  for  sheep  growing.

HARVESTING  CRIMSON  CLOVER  SEED. 

The  saving  of  the  seed  of  crimson  clover  must  be  conducted  with  the  utmost 
care,  else  the  loss  from  shattered  seeds  will  destroy  the  prospect  for  next  year's 
seeding.  The  farmer  will  readily  discover  when  the  seed  are  thoroughly  ripe. 
Just  at  that  time  the  clover  should  be  cut.  The  seeds  are  easily  knocked  out 
and  lost  when  handled  too  dry,  hence  the  necessity  of  cutting  when  the  clover 
is  damp  from  dew  or  just  after  a  rain.  When  cut  put  into  small  cocks,  about 
what  a  man  should  lift  on  a  fork  at  one  time.  This  is  a  precaution  against  loss 
from  shattering  the  seeds  in  handling.  The  clover  should  be  housed  as  soon  as 
possible  after  cutting,  and  when  dry  the  seed  may  be  knocked  out  with  flail  or 
fork.

TEACHING  THE  CALVES  TO  DRINK. 

The  successful  calf  feeder  will  always  use  more  tact  than  force  in  learning  a 
calf  to  drink.  He  will  never  allow  a  foolish  calf  to  betray  him  into  a  passion 
or  display  of  brute  force.  Do  not  allow  the  calf  to  suck  the  whole  hand,  or  a 
single  finger,  but  placing  the  palm  of  either  hand  over  its  nose,  gently  bring  it 
to  the  milk  held  in  a  convenient  sized  pail  in  the  other  hand.  By  separating 
the  fingers,  hold  back  the  sides  of  the  tongue  and  insure  the  entrance  of  milk 
as  the  calf  sucks.  If  the  milk  is  warm  there  will  be  less  trouble,  then  give  the 
calf  more,  or  less,  of  the  two  fingers,  according  to  success  in  keeping  it  inter- 
ested in  the  milk.  When  the  calf  is  doing  well  the  fingers  will  scarce  be  touch- 
ing its  tongue  or  lips.  If  it  acts  badly  give  the  fingers  to  suck  and  contrive  to 
let  in  a  dash  of  milk  so  a  sup  now  and  then  will  encourage  the  calf  to  continue. 

I  have  been  obliged  to  dip  my  hand  repeatedly  into  the  milk  and  thus  give  a 
taste  of  it  before  the  calf  would  allow  its  nose  to  be  turned  down  into  the  pail. 
Some  calves  will  drink  during  the  first  to  the  third  trial,  while  others  will  need 
the  fingers  for  a  much  longer  time.  F.  E.  Emery,  Agriculturist  N.  C.  Experi- 
ment Station.

PE4  VINE  HAY. 

Pea  vines  for  hay  should  be  cut  in  the  forenoon  and  never  in  the  afternoon, 
as  they  cure  better  by  being  somewhat  wilted  before  they  are  stacked,  and  they 
should  always  be  stacked  the  day  they  are  cut.  After  cutting  till  noon,  have  a 
lot  of  poles  about  eight  feet  long,  with  one  end  sharpened,  and  stick  firmly  in 
the  ground  as  they  are  needed,  place  the  vines  around  the  pole  without  packing 
until  it  has  all  it  will  hold,  and  then  cap  off  as  carefully  as  possible.  Whea 
put  up  thus,  any  farmer  can  readily  see  that  they  will  cure  in  a  few  days,  and 
will  retain  their  leaves,  which  is  so  necessary.  They  should  be  hauled  into  the 
barn  as  soon  as  cured,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  injured  by  rains. 

There  is  nothing  in  my  experience  that  will  give  as  sweet,  rich  milk  as  a  good 
article  of  pea-vine  hay  fed  to  cows.  The  proper  time  for  making  hay  of  the 
pea  vine,  is  when  the  pods  begin  to  turn  brown,  but  not  later — better  cut  before 
than  after  they  have  ripened  to  any  extent.

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TIME. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  in  mean  solar  or  clock  time,  which 
is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  and  does  not  correspond  with 
the  sun  precisely,  except  on  four  days  of  the  year. 

Apparent  time  is  that  which  makes  the  Sun  come  to  the  meridian  at  12  o'clock. 
No  good  clock  will  run  with  the  Sun;  if  set  with  the  Sun  on  the  2d  of  January, 
the  clock  will  seem  to  be  one  minute  too  fast  on  the  3d  of  January. 
,  To  adopt  the  calculations  of  this  Almanac  to  apparent  lime,  use  the  minutes 
in  the  column  marked  "  Sun  slow"  or  "  Sun  fast;"  add  them  when  fast,  sub- 
tract them  when  slow. 

7„  The  calculations  are  made  for  the  Latitude  and  Longitude  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
but  the  times,  phases,  &c,  will  vary  only  a  few  minutes  for  any  part  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Tennessee  or  Virginia. 

RISING  AND  SETTING  OF  THE  SUN. 

The  Almanacs  generally  used  have  made  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun 
together  equal  twelve  hours.  This  is  incorrect.  During  some  portions  of  the 
year  the  Sun  changes  so  rapidly  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination  that  it 
makes  a  material  change  in  the  Diurnal  Arc  during  the  day.  .  The  times  here 
given  have  been  rigorously  calculated  and  compared  with  the  authority,  and  are 
true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute.

The  time  when  the  Moon  is  South  is  given 
in  the  Calendar  for  every  day.  The  next  tide  can  be  found  very  nearly  by 
adding  12  hours  and  29  minutes  to  the  time  of  the  one  previous.

This  table  and  the  accompanying  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years  actual 
observation,  the  whole  being  constructed  on  a  due  consideration  of  the  attrac- 
tions of  the  Sun  and  Moon,  in  their  several  positions  respecting  the  Earth, 
and,  by  simple  inspection,  it  shows  the  observer  what  kind  of  weather  will  most 
probably  follow  the  entrance  of  the  Moon  into  any  of  its  quarters,  and  that  so' 
near  the  truth  as  to  be  seldom  or  never  found  to  fail.

Observations. — 1.  The  nearer  the  time  for  the  Moon's  change,  first  quarter, 
full  and  last  quarter  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the  weather  during  the 
next  seven  days. 

2.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  at  night  until  2  next  morn- 
ing. 

3.  The  nearer  to  midday  or  noon  the  phase  of  the  Moon  happens,  the  more 
foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days. 

4.  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  10  in  the  forenoon  until  2  in 
the  afternoon.  These  observations  refer  principally  to  the  Summer,  though 
they  affect  Spring  and  Autumn  nearly  in  the  same  ratio. 

5.  The  Moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter,  happening  during 
six  of  the  afternoon  hours,  i.  e.,  from  4  to  10,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather, 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain 
in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  whole  of  Winter  and  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
yet,  in  the  main,  the  above  observations  will  apply  to  those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correct'y,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is 
concerned,  the  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four 
cardinal  points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.

THE  PRESENT  SEED  LAW  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

'"'  It'may  not  be  generally  known  that  the  last  Legislature  passed  a  seed  law 
requiring  all  persons  doing  business  in  the  State  to  have  on  each  package  of 
vegetable  or  garden  seed,  plainly  stamped,  the  year  in  which  the  seed  was 
grown.  A  failure  to  do  this,  or  to  wrongfully  maik  any  package  or  bag,  sub- 
jects the  seller  to  a  fine  for  each  offence  of  ten  to  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment 
of  ten  to  thirty  days.  Farmers  who  sell  to  each  other  in  open  bulk  are  not 
required  to  mark  the  bags  or  packages.  This  law  is  for  the  protection  of  seed- 
buyers,  and  the  honest  seedsmen  who  conduct  a  straightforward  business.  The 
Legislature  is  to  be  commended  for  its  action.  The  need  of  some  seed  control 
has  been  plainly  shown  by  the  work  of  the  N.  C.  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station. 

If  you  wish  fertilizer  analyses  by  the  Experiment  Station  sent  to  you  as  soon 
as  issued  write  a  postal  for  them  whether  you  are  on  the  regular  list  or  not. 
This  special  list  will  be  supplied  first  and  you  will  get  the  bulletin  much  sooner. 

Under  the  new  fertilizer  laws  it  is  unlawful  for  any  one  to  remove  any  ferti- 
lizer or  fertilizing  material  unless  it  has  a  printed  tag  showing  that  all  charges 
are  paid.     This  does  not  apply  to  fertilizers  having  now  an  unexpired  license.

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IMPROVE  YOUR  STOCK. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  the  male  is  half  the  herd.  And  yet  how  few  of  us 
practice  on  the  side  of  improvement  by  making  (his  smallest  and  least  expensive 
half  the  best  that  will  increase  the  value  of  our  growing  stock!  The  head  of  a 
small  flock  of  sheep,  when  of  a  standard  excellence,  costs  but  a  trifle  more  than  a 
mere  scrub,  when  the  difference  in  the  value  of  the  progeny  is  considered. 
This  difference  arises  from  the  prepotency  of  the  thoroughbred  male  derived 
from  generations  of  well-fed1  and  well-bred  ancestors.  The  same  is  true  of 
neat  stock,  of  horses,  of  swine.  It  is  often  the  case  that  a  first  cross  from  a 
thoroughbred  sire  produces  an  animal  which,  for  appearance  and  production  of 
meat  or  milk,  is  as  profitable  as  though  thoroughbred  itself.  The  second  and 
third  cross  from  the  pure-bred  sire — or,  better,  another  of  the  same  breed — 
becomes,  for  all  practical  purposes,  as  good  as  the  pure  breed,  except  for 
breeding. 

In  a  line  of  such  breeding  as  this,  fatten  the  males  for  market  as  early  as 
possible,  whether  as  lambs  or  yearling  mutton,  or  veal  and  beef.  Those  who 
have  not  tried  a  thoroughbred  sire  on  common  stock  will  be  well  pleased  with 
the  result,  especial  y  if  they  practice  a  rational  system  of  feeding  their  stock. 
Well-bred  stock  can  be  easily  reduced  in  production  by  careless  or  poor  feeding, 
sufficient  to  more  than  counterbalance  the  gain  in  breeding. 

It  would  be  preferable  to  feed  natives  well  than  to  grade  up  and  lose  the 
benefit  of  it  by  poor  feeding.  But  let  the  advance,  be  in  both  breeding  and 
feeding,  and  good  results  will  follow. — Frank  E.  Emery,  Agriculturist,  North 
Carolina  Experiment  Station.

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SILOS  AND  ENSILAGE. 

A  plain  description  of  all  that  pertains  to  the  silo  is  what  has  been  needed 
for  some  little  time.  A  man  wishes  to  know  what  a  silo  is,  what  it  is  for,  how 
it  can  be  built,  what  to  put  in  it,  and  how  also  to  feed  the  ensilage  and  in  what 
proportion — these  and  similar  questions  the  practical  farmer  wants  to  see  dis- 
cussed in  a  plain  and  carefu'  way.  Such  a  description  can  be  found  in  Bulletin 
80  of  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  at  Raleigh — a  Bul- 
letin of  eighteen  pages,  illustrated  with  twelve  cuts.  It  will  be  supplied  upon 
application  free  to  farmers  in  North  Carolina,  arid  those  outside  at  a  cost  of 
six  cents.  Plans  are  given  for  construction  of  silo,  with  bill  of  material,  the 
total  cost  of  which,  with  entire  construction,  is  about  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
per  ton  for  ensilage  put  up.  If  farmers  cooperate  and  use  in  common  the 
power  and  machinery  required  for  cutting  corn  for  the  silo  before  filling,  the 
cost  to  each  will  be  very  materially  lessened.  In  fact,  there  is  no  reason  why 
power  and  machinery,  by  being  moved  from  farm  to  farm,  could  not  be  supplied 
in  the  same  way  as  grain  is  threshed,  at  but  slight  cost  compared  with  the  prime 
cost  of  the  machinery. 

MAKE  YOUR  COMPOSTS. 

Manure  should  be  carefully  saved,  best  under  shelter  where  rains  cannot 
reach  it  nor  sun  overheat  it.  It  is  the  best  basis  we  can  have  for  a  compost,  as  in 
fermenting  it  aids  decomposition  in  the  other  materials  of  the  compost  which 
need  it.     For  a  corn  or  cotton  compost  the  following  is  a  good  formula  for  a  ton: 

Stable  manure 600  pounds. 

Kainit 200  pounds. 

Acid  phosphate - 800  pounds. 

Cotton  seed _.  400  pounds. 

If  your  soil  is  rocky,  or  has  red  clay  subsoil,  as  is  the  case  in  many  localities 
of  the  central  and  western  sections  of  the  State,  the  kainit  may  be  lessened  and 
the  quantity  of  stable  manure  increased.  In  the  sandy  soils  of  the  East  Kainit 
is  essential,  and  may  be  increased.  Its  value  as  a  rust  preventive  is  well  known. 
Where  cotton-seed  meal  is  handy,  use  it  in  place  of  cotton  seed  in  half  of  the 
quantity.  Lay  down  under  shelter  some  of  the  manure,  then  a  layer  of  acid 
phosphate,  then  cotton  seed,  sprinkling  each  layer  with  kainit  dissolved  in  water, 
until  all  materials  are  used  up.  Wet  the  heap  if  it  heats.  If  the  manure  is 
well-rotted  the  heap  should  stand  three  or  four  weeks.  To  thoroughly  kill  the 
seed  then  mix  well  before  using. — H.  B.  Battle,  North  Carolina  Experiment 
Station. 

BUSH  LIM1  BEANS. 

The  old  small  Lima  or  Butter  bean  is  well  known  in  the  South,  and  it  is  also 
well  known  that  it  is  more  productive  in  the  South  than  the  large  Lima  so  pop- 
ular at  the  North.  But  all  pole  beans  are  troublesome,  and  many  farmers  neg- 
lect to  have  a  supply  of  Butter  beans  simply  because  of  the  bother  of  poles. 
The  new  Bush  Lima  does  away  with  all  this  trouble.  The  plant  grows  no  taller 
than  ordinary  snap  beans,  and  is  enormously  productive,  bearing  continuously 
from  July  1st  until  frost.  By  reason  of  closer  planting  a  much  larger  crop  can 
be  grown  per  acre  than  on  the  climbing  variety.  This  Bush  Lima  was  raised 
in  Campbell  county,  Virginia,  and  was  distributed  by  Peter  Henderson  &  Co., 
of  New  York,  as  Henderson's  Bush  Lima.  This  variety  has  been  tested  at  the 
N.  C.  Experiment  Station  and  found  to  be  fully  as  valuable  as  claimed.  There 
are  several  other  Bush  Lima  beans  new  being  offered,  which  belong  to  the  large 
Lima  class.  These  will  be  tested  the  coming  season  and  reported  on. —  W.  F. 
Massey,  Horticulturist,  IV.  C.  Experiment  Station.

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.,      PEA-VINE  MANURING. 

In  the  plats  of  wheat  on  which  pea-vine  manuring  has  been  illustrated  at  the 
Experiment  Farm,  we  have  a  financial  statement  to  make  which  is  worth  look- 
ing at.  We  find  that  fertilizers,  costing  an  average  of  $3 37  per  acre,  raised 
the  yield  of  wheat  say  1^  bushels  per  acre.  With  wheat  worth  one  dollar  per 
bushel,  it  is  easy  to  see  whit  we  lose  on  fertilizers. 

The  cow-pea  vines  cost  work  on  the  land  and  say  one  dollar  per  bushel  for 
two  bushels  per  acre  for  first  seeding.  We  can  collect  seed,  after  once  starting 
in  the  work,  before  plowing  in  the  crop,  because  it  is  best  not  to  sour  the  land 
by  plowing  in  the  vines  green.  Hence  sow  early  enough  to  mature  before 
ground  is  needed,  and  pick  off  pods  enough  for  seed. 

Perhaps  a  fair  estimate  on  this  will  be  found  in  the  following: 

Man  and  team  plowing-  one  day  on  one  acre : $2  00 

Man  and  team  harrowing  half  a  day  on  one  acre 1  00 

Two  bushels  seed  at  one  dollar 2  00 

Total  cost  of  pea-vine  crop $5  00 

Increased  yield  of  wheat  on  plats,  10  bushels  per  acre,  at  $1  per  bushel,  gives 

$10,  or  a  net  income  of  $5  per  acre,  where  the  extra  handling  can  be  next  to 

nothing  in  cost. 

We  have  said  nothing  of  the  increase  in  fertility  or  value  of  straw,  which  is 

well  worth  considering. — F.  E.  Emery,  Agriculturist,  North  Carolina  Expri- 

ment  Station. 


INJURIOUS  INSECTS. 


Few  people  fully  realize  the  enormous  tax  levied  annually  upon  the  agricul- 
ture of  the  United  States  by  injurious  insects.  According  to  trustworthy  statis- 
tics, this  tax  has  often  exceeded  two  hundred  million  dollars  per  year.  This 
sum,  large  as  it  is,  is  more  likely  to  increase  than  to  diminish,  since  each  new 
year  sees  new  insect  pests  added  to  those  we  had  before.  Bulletin  78  of  the 
North  Carolina  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  deals  with  insect  pests,  and 
gixes  ten  different  and  tried  formulas  for  insecticides,  with  illustrations  of  the 
be^t  apparatus  for  applying  them.  The  Bulletin  treats  specifically  of  the  fol- 
lowing insects:  Cotton  and  boll  worms,  plant  lice,  red  spider,  flea  beetle,  cut 
worms,  tree  cricket,  chinch-bug,  corn-hill  worm,  corn-bill  bug,  Hessian  fly, 
grain  moth,  harlequin  bug,  cabbage  caterpillar,  cucumber  beetle,  potato  bug, 
blister  beetle,  tomato  worm,  pea  and  bean  weevils,  codling  worm,  canker  worm, 
apple  tent  caterpillar,  plum  curculio,  peach  and  apple  borers,  pear-twig  girdler, 
rose  bug,  grape  curculio,  grape-leaf  roller,  and  June  bug. 

The  Bulletin  also  describes  and  illustrates  a  number  of  predacious  insects 
which  aid  in  repressing  these  pests.  This  Bulletin  contains  thirty-two  pages, 
illustrated  by  thirty-eight  cuts  of  insects  and  apparatus.

STRAWBERRY  BLIGHT. 

Strawberry  blight — called  also  rust,  spot,  scald  aud  sun-burn — is  very  com- 
mon during  summer  months  in  beds  over  one  year  old,  and  its  action  so  enfeebles 
the  plants  that  the  second  crop  is  generally  much  inferior  to  the  first.  •  The  dis- 
ease is  caused  by  a  minute  parasitic  fungus — Sphaerella  fragaria.  The  best 
remedy  is  to  mow  off  the  leaves  soon  after  the  fruit  is  gathered.  Let  them  dry 
for  a  day  or  two,  then  rake  them  into  the  walks  and  burn  them,  thus  destroying 
the  spores,  of  which  they  are  full.  Again  in  the  fall  rake  up  and  burn  the 
leaves  as  soon  as  killed  by  frost.  This  will,  as  a  rule,  be  all  the  treatment  neces- 
sary, but  if  a  wash  is  wanted,  Formulas  No.  5  or  6,  given  in  Bulletin  No.  76  of 
of  the  North  Carolina  Experiment  Station,  may  be  sprayed  on  the  leaves  before 
the  plants  blossom.  One  spraying  will  be  sufficient. — Gerald  McCarthy,  North 
Carolina  Experiment  Station.

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HOW  TO  PRESERVE  IRISH  POTATOES. 

The  difficulty  of  keeping  Irish  potatoes  in  edible  condition  after  March  ist  is 
well  known  to  Southern  housekeepers,  farmers  and  merchants.  Prof.  Schribaux, 
of  the  National  College  of  Agriculture,  France,  has  recently  devised  a  very  sim- 
ple, cheap  and  successful  method  by  which  he  has  been  able  to  preserve  potatees 
in  edible  condition  for  over  a  year  and  a  half.  This  process  has  been  adopted 
by  the  French  government  for  preserving  potatoes  for  the  army.  The  French 
Minister  of  Agriculture  publishes  the  details  of  the  process  in  the  official  Bulle- 
tin du  Mini st ere  de  l' Agriculture  for  March,  1891.  'The  following  is  a  transla- 
tion of  the  essential  part  of  the  scheme: 

1.  The  method  of  preservation  consists  in  plunging  the  tubers,  before  storing 
them  away,  for  ten  hours  into  a  2  per  cent,  solution  of  commercial  sulphuric 
acid  in  water;  two  parts#of  acid  to  100  parts  of  water. 

2.  The  acid  penetrates  the  eyes  to  the  depth  of  about  one-fortieth  inch  (two 
millimeters),  which  serves  to  destroy  their  sprouting  power;  it  does  not  have  any 
appreciable  effect  upon  the  skin  of  the  potatoes. 

3.  After  remaining  in  the  liquid  ten  hours  the  tubers  must  be  thoroughly 
dried  before  storing  away. 

4.  The  same  liquid  may  be  used  any  number  of  times  with  equally  good 
results. 

5.  A  barrel  or  tank  of  any  kind  will  do  for  the  treatment.  The  acid  is  so 
dilute  it  does  not  affect  the  wood. 

6.  Chemical  analysis  shows  that  potatoes  treated  by  this  process  are  as  nutri- 
tious and  healthful  after  eighteen  months  as  when  freshly  dug. 

7.  Potatoes  thus  treated  are  of  course  worthless  for  planting. — Gerald  Mc- 
Carthy, N.  C.  Experiment  Station,  Raleigh. 


SETTING  OUT  A  PEACH  ORCHARD. 

Use  trees  only  one  year  from  the  bud,  and  don't  buy  them  from  a  tree  agent, 
but  get  them  from  a  nurseryman  who  will  not  cheat  you.  In  planting  don't  set 
them  any  deeper  than  they  grew  in  the  nursery.  Trim  the  bruised  ends  of 
broken  roots  smooth  with  a  sharp  knife;  then  trim  off  clean  all  the  branches 
made  in  the  nursery  and  cut  the  stem  square  off  at  the  height  you  want  to  form 
the  head,  leaving  the  tree  about  the  size  of  an  ordinary  walking-stick.  When 
growth  begins  in  spring  the  buds  will  start  all  along  this  stem.  Rub  off  all 
except  three  or  four  at  the  top,  which  will  make  the  future  head.  The  next 
winter  these  shoots  should  be  shortened  one-half,  and  the  same  practice  followed 
annually.  Plant  16x16  feet  and  cultivate  in  a  hoed  crop.  In  fall  sow  crimson 
clover  and  plow  it  under  in  spring  for  manure. —  IV.  F.  Massey,  North  Caro- 
lina Experiment  Station. 

NATIVE  GROWN  ts,  IMPORTED  HAY. 

The  farmers  of  the  Carolinas  import  annually  from  the  Northern  and  Western 
States  several  thousand  tons  of  hay,  for  which  they  pay  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars. The  larger  part  of  this  money  goes  into  the  pockets  of  middlemen  and 
transportation  companies.  The  Western  producer  sells  for  from  $6.00  to  $8.00 
the  ton  of  hay  for  which  the  Southern  consumer  pays  from  $20.00  to  $25.00. 
Yet  there  are  few  neighborhoods  in  these  States  where  good  hay  cannot  be  pro- 
duced. For  our  light  dry  uplands  we  have  Lucerne,  Mammoth  clover.  Crim- 
son clover,  Tall  Oat  grass,  Tall  Fescue,  German  Millet,  Kaffir  corn  and  the 
sorghums.  For  lowlands  and  alluvial  bottoms  we  have  Orchard  grass,  Meadow 
Foxtail,  English  and  Italian  Rye,  Red-top,  Fowl  Meadow,  and  in  the  cooler 
districts  Timothy  and  Alsike  clover. 

The  N.  C.  Experiment  Station  will  publish  soon  a  bulletin  on  the  best  forage 
plants.  This  will  be  illustrated  and  will  give  the  results  of  the  trials  of  these 
grasses  at  the  N.  C.  and  other  Experiment  Stations  as  well  as  by  practical 
farmers. — Gerald  McCarthy,  N.  C.  Experiment  Station.

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SUB-STATIONS  OF  THE  N.  C.  AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT 

STATION. 

In  order  to  bring  the  work  of  the  Experiment  Station  more  directly  before  the 
farmers  of  the  various  localities  of  the  State  and  to  secure  the  benefits  resulting 
from  experiments  on  various  soils,  it  has  been  decided  to  establish  sub-stations 
in  about  eight  or  nine  representative  localities.  These  points  will  be  three  in 
the  section  east  of  Raleigh,  three  in  the  central  section  west  of  Raleigh,  and  two 
in  the  mountainous  section.  These  sub-stations  will  work  in  connection  with 
the  Central  Station  at  Raleigh  in  conducting  field  tests  with  fertilizers,  in  test- 
ing varieties  of  grasses,  forage  crops,  fruits,  vegetables,  etc.,  in  trying  improved 
implements,  new  agricultural  methods,  and  in  the  general  sense  to  try  experi- 
ments in  agriculture.  Necessarily  the  beginning  will  be  small,  and  it  is  expected 
that  it  will  be  some  time  before  results  can  be  pointed  to,  but  success  is  bound 
to  be  reached  sooner  or  later.  In  the  meantime  every  one  should  be  patient, 
and  be  ready  to  co-operate  in  the  work  and  give  it  a  helping  hand,  to  take  inter- 
est in  what  is  being  done  and  watch  the  work  as  it  progresses.  The  bulletins  of 
the  Station  will  contain  full  reports  of  operation  at  the  various  sub-stations. — 
H.  B.  Battle.

CRIMSON  CLOYER. 


The  orchardists  on  the  Delaware  and  Maryland  peninsula  now  use  this  clover 
as  a  means  for  keeping  up  the  fertility  of  their  orchards.  One  large  grower 
there  recently  stated  that  he  considered  a  crop  of  this  clover  equal  to  half  a  ton 
per  acre  of  the  best  commercial  fertilizer.  The  seed  is  sown  in  August  and 
September  and  the  clover  is  plowed  under  when  in  bloom  in  early  spring. 
Plowed  in  at  this  date  there  is  no  danger  of  souring  the  land  as  there  is  when  a 
large  growth  is  plowed  under  in  the  height  of  summer.  This  crop  is  being 
largely  sown  about  Raleigh,  but  has  not  been  tried  here  yet  for  orchards.  It  is 
well  worth  the  trial. —  W.  F.  ftfassey,  Horticulturist,  N.  C.  Experiment  Station.

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CULTIVATION  AND  SOIL  MOISTURE. 

Very  numerous  experiments  have  been  recorded  to  show  that  moisture  is 
saved  by  cultivation.  During  this  hot,  dry  weather  every  foot  of  plowed  land 
should  be  kept  well  stirred  on  the  surface  with  any  tool  which  tends  to  keep  it 
from  baking.  A  loose,  fin^  surface  will  hold  down  water  like  a  wet  blanket. 
A  field  kept  thus  may  give  an  increase  in  crop  over  one  not  cultivated -equal  to 
that  produced  by  a  heavy  application  of  fertilizers.  Preservation  of  the  soil 
water  thus  becomes  of  great  importance.  A  blanket  of  fine  soil  on  the  surface 
during  a  hot,  dry  week  can  be  of  great  value  to  the  crop  and  really  become  the 
turning  point  for  profit  if  present  when  loss  might  result  from  its  absence. — 
Frank  E.  Emery,  N.  C.  Experiment  Station,

TEST  YOUR  SEEDS. 


Thousands^of  dollars  are  lost  every  year  by  sowing  stale  and  worthless  seeds. 
This  can  be  largely  avoided  by  purchasing  early  and  having  the  seeds  tested 
before  sowing  them.  The  N.  C  Experiment  Station  will  advise  its  friends,  upon 
application,  where  the  best  class  of  seeds  may  be  obtained,  and  will  test  samples 
free  of  charge  for  citizens  of  the  State.  Samples  sent  for  test  should  contain  at 
least  400  seeds,  and  should  be  a  fair  average  sample  of  the  original  package. 
The  names  of  the  seller  and  price  paid  for  the  seeds  must  in  all  cases  be  stated. 
It  requires  two  full  weeks  to  make  a  complete  test  of  a  seed  sample.  Address 
samples  to  the  N.  C.  Experiment  Station,  Raleigh,  N.  C. — Gerald  McCarthy, 
Botanist.

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WHAT  SALT  WILL  DO. 

A  little  rubbed  on  the  cups  will  take  off  tea  stains.  Put  into  whitewash  it  will 
make  it  stick  better.  As  a  tooth  powder,  it  will  keep  the  teeth  white  and  the 
gums  hard  and  rosy.  It  is  one  of  the  best  gargles  for  sore  throat  and  a  prevent- 
ative of  diphtheria,  if  taken  in  time.  Use  salt  and  water  to  clean  willow  furni- 
ture; apply  with  brush  and  rub  dry.  Salt  and  water  held  in  the  mouth  after 
having  a  tooth  pulled  will  stop  the  bleeding.  Prints  rinsed  with  it  in  the  water 
will  hold  their  color  and  look  brighter.  Two  teaspoonfuls  in  half 'a  pint  of  tepid 
water  is  an  emetic  always  on  hand,  and  is  an  antidote  for  poisoning  from  nitrate 
of  silver.  Neuralgia  of  the  feet  and  limbs  can  be  cured  by  bathing  night  and 
morning  with  salt  and  water  as  hot  as  can  be  borne.  When  taken  out  rub  the 
feet  briskly  with  a  coarse  towel.  Salt  and  water  is  one  of  the  best  remedies  for 
sore  eyes,  and  if  applied  in  time  will  scatter  the  inflammation.  Silk  handker- 
chiefs and  ribbons  should  be  washed  in  salt  and  water,  and  ironed  wet,  to  obtain 
the  best  results.  As  a  fertilizer  salt  is  very  valuable.  Food  would  be  insipid  and 
tasteless  without  it.  Hemorrhages  of  the  lungs  or  stomach  are'promptlyjchecked 
by  small  doses  of  salt.

CUTTING  GLASS  WITHOUT  A  DIAMOND. 

A  sheet  of  glass — a  window-pane,  for  example — can  be  cut  as  easily  as  a  sheet 
of  cardboard.  The  secret  consists  in  keeping  the  glass,  the  shears  and  hands 
under  water  during  the  operation.  The  glass  can  be  cut  in  straight  or  curved 
lines  without  a  break  or  a  crack.  This  is  because  the  water  deadens  the  vibra- 
tion of  the  shears  and  the  glass.  If  the  least  part  of  the  shears  come  out  of  the 
water  it  will  be  sufficient  to  mar  the  success  of  the  experiment. —  The  Churchman.

The  University  is  located  in  Chapel  Hill,  Orange  County,  twenty-eight  miles 
northwest  of  Raleigh.  It  was  chartered  in  1789,  founded  in  1793,  opened  for 
instruction  in  1795.  It  offers  four  regular  courses  of  study,  with  wide  range  of 
elective  studies,  and  also  professional  courses  in  law,  medicine  and  engineering. 
There  is  an  unlimited  number  "of  optional  courses,  which  may  be  arranged  to 
suit  each  individual  case.  Tuition,  $60  a  year.  Free  tuition  is  given  to  sons 
of  ministers,  to  candidates  for  the  ministry,  to  bona  fide  public  school  teachers 
and  to  young  men  under  bodily  infirmity.  Loans  and  scholarships  are  given  to 
needy  and  deserving  young  men.  The  University  is  non-political  and  non-sec- 
tarian. It  contains  ten  large  buildings  amply  provided  with  lecture-rooms, 
laboratories,  museums,  society  halls,  libraries  and  reading-rooms.  There  were 
310  students  in  i892-'93.

The  authori-  "~ 
ties  in  India  make  an  annual  grant  of  8,000  rupees  for  temperance  work,  and 
give  the  use  of  a  room  in  every  corps  for  meetings,  as  well  as  allowing  refresh- 
ment bars  to  be  opened,  the  profits  of  which  go  to  temperance  work,  so  that  the 
men  are  encouraged  in  every  way  to  remain  true  to  their  pledge. 
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THE  MAN  THAT  IS  WANTED. 

One  of  the  most  frequent  requests  I  get,  week  after  week,  is  for  a  "  first-class 
energetic  man."  There  are  hundreds  of  first-class  men  with  whom  I  am 
acquainted.  I  mean  they  rank  first,  and  are  no  second-rate  characters  in  every- 
thing that  goes  to  make  the  morality  and  religion  of  a  man;  but  many  of  them 
are  very  much  depraved  in  all  that  makes  up  an  energetic  man.  Some  one  has 
said  that  the  original  sin  consists  largely  of  laziness,  and  the  man  without  energy 
is  closely  related  to  the  man  who  is  lazy.  There  is  a  laziness  of  the  mind, 
which  is  more  to  be  despised  than  laziness  of  the  body.  An  energetic  mind  is 
never  associated  with  a  lazy  body. 

Most  of  these  requests  are  made  for  young  men  who  are  wanted  to  fill  places 
as  teachers  or  principals  in  schools.  But  everybody  wants  a  first-class  man.  In 
many  such  cases  the  intention  is  to  put  him  into  a  fourth-class  school-house,  but 
the  first-class  man  has  many  more  offers  than  this  one,  and  can  therefore  choose 
between  the^better  and  the  worse  positions  that  are  offered  him. 

It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  such  a  scarcity  of  first-class  men. 
But  what  is  a  first-class  man?  A  first-class  man  is  one  who  has  done  his  best 
where  he  has  last  been,  who  has  helped  others  when  their  needs  have  come  in 
his  way,  who  attends  religious  services,  and  is  in  sympathy  with  the  religious  and 
moral  efforts  of  the  community.  One  of  the  most  important  things  that  a  first- 
class  man  has  to  do  is  to  make  himself  kind  and  agreeable  to  everybody;  the 
next  thing  he  must  do  is  to  manage  his  business  as  he  thinks  will  be  best,  and 
not  try  to  please  everybody  just  for  the  sake  of  their  favor,  but  at  the  same  time 
he  must  have  a  polite  regard  for  the  opinions  and  wishes  of  others,  even  though 
he  cannot  conform  to  them. 

An  energetic  young  man  is  one  who  goes  to  bed  and  gets  up  regularly,  eats  mod- 
erately, thinks  earnestly  and  fills  up  his  time  with  faithfulness  to  his  duties. 
Energy  means  saving  what  we  have,  to  use  it  in  effort.  Unused  energy  does  not 
exist.  He  must  regard  time  as  an  investment,  and  must  make  the  most  of  it. 
If  he  finds  himself  diverted  from  his  business,  let  him  make  out  a  program  of 
things  to  be  done  each  day,4md  stick  to  that  as  closely  as  he  can  until  he  gets 
in  the  way  of  making  out  a  plan  in  his  own  mind,  and  working  it  to  completion. 
Do  not  let  people  tell  you  what  to  do  when  you  are  attending  to  your  own  busi- 
ness, but  at  the  same  time  do  not  forget  that  you  have  a  public  as  well  as  a  pri- 
vate duty.  An  energetic  young  man  is  not  afraid  of  facts  and  figures  as  a  means 
of  guiding  him  in  the  pursuit  of  his  business.  He  must  not  be  afraid  of  details, 
nor  of  drudgery;  otherwise  his  energy  will  be  of  about  as  much  service  as  is  that 
of  a  ram  butting  its  head  against  a  wall.  Energy  and  system  are  to  each  other 
as  the  steam  and  the  engine  are  to  each  other.

CURIOUS  DATE  FIGURING. 

A  gentleman  was  showing  a  curious  thing  in  the  State  House  this  noon — show- 
ing how  to  tell  the  day  of  the  week  of  any  date.  He  gave  the  following  formula, 
which  can  be  tried  by  anyone  :  Take  the  last  two  figures  of  the  year,  add  a  quar- 
ter of  this,  disregarding  the  fraction;  add  the  figure  in  the  following  list,  one 
figure  standing  for  each  month,  36624025  136  1.  Divide  the  sum  by 
seven  and  the  remainder  will  give  the  number  of  the  day  in  the  week,  and  when 
there  is  no  remainder  the  day  will  be  Saturday.  As  an  example,  take  to-day, 
March  19,  1890.  Take  90.  add  22,  add  19,  and  6.  This  gives  137,  which, 
divided  by  7,  leaves  a  remainder  of  4,  which  is  the  number  of  the  day,  or  Wed- 
nesday.— Providence    Telegram.
